ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council of 1892: 


The chief function of the City Council, as the 
legislative branch of the City Government, is to 
determine the amounts of money which the exec- 
utive departments shall be authorized to expend 
during the year, and the manner in which the 
money shall be raised. The exact financial con- 
dition of the city should, therefore, be carefully 


considered at the outset of your deliberations. 


THE CITY DEBT. 


Tables hereto appended give the history of our 
city debt since 1822, and show an increase at 
times and in the aggregate wholly disproportionate 
to the benefits obtained, viewed from the stand- 
point of to-day. 

While few will criticise the use of the city’s 
credit to procure money for systematic and well- 
considered improvements, —such, for example, as 
our Park, Improved Sewerage, and. Water sys- 
tems, — no one who looks carefully over the list 
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of objects for which the city has issued loans 
since its incorporation in 1822, aggregating over 
$100,000,000, can escape the conclusion that a 
large part of the money has been borrowed im- 
providently and expended injudiciously. These 
loans and the resulting present indebtedness of 
the city are not only excessive in respect to the 
number of citizens and their aggregate wealth, 
but seem also out of proportion to the value, to 
the present and succeeding generations, of the 
improvements in which the money has been sunk. 

Realizng the importance of these consider- 
ations, the City Government of 1891 borrowed 
only $2,716,500, and the net debt was reduced 
during the year by $350,138.64, or from $931,- 
053,496.98 to $30,703,358.34. 

The policy of permitting no increase in the 
net city debt, and of borrowing nothing for cur- 
rent expenses, thus inaugurated, was deliberately 
made the platform of the successful party at the 
last municipal election; and the verdict of the 
citizens on that occasion cannot be regarded 
otherwise than as an emphatic demand on their 
part for a continuance of that policy. 

Owing to the change in the fiscal year, which 
hereafter will begin on February 1, and to the 
law of 1891 (chapter 93), which permits the city 
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to issue loans at any time for all the money 
which it proposes to borrow within the debt limit 
during the year, you will be called upon at once 
to consider not only the distribution of the city’s 
income among the several departments in such 
manner as to maintain their present standard of 
efficiency, but also to devise the ways and means 
by which all really necessary public improve- 
ments can be undertaken without increasing 
the net debt of the city beyond the amount 
at which it stood on Jan. 1, 1891. The subject 
should be handled not merely from the stand- 
point of this year’s financial possibilities, but as 
an annually recurring problem, not to be solved 
in any one year at the expense of the finances 
Of the next. 

I have prepared with some care a table showing 
the amount expended on _ special appropriations 
for what may be termed permanent improvements 
during the past five years, the amount estimated 
by the principal departments and myself as proper 
to be raised for such purposes during the next 
five years, the unexpended balances of special 
appropriations now on hand, and an estimate of 


the fresh money needed for these purposes during 
the year 1892. . 
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The total amount which it will be reasonably 
necessary to expend for permanent improvements 
during the next five years I estimate at $21,181,- 
532.07, an amount larger by about $3,861,970.85 
than the expenditures during the five years just 
passed. Of this sum the unexpended balances now 
on hand amount to $3,101,532.07, including $187,500 
(see Appendix E), which is unavailable for the pur- 
poses to which it is now appropriated, and which 
should be transferred to other and more desirable 
objects. Applying this $187,500 as suggested, the 
amount of fresh money to be provided during the 
next five years is $17,892,500 ; while our resources 
will be something as follows: —

This calculation indicates that there should be 
little difficulty in providing all the money rea- 


sonably required for ordinary improvements during 
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the next five years without an increase in the 
net debt of the city. Moneys required under 
the new _ street-construction law (St. 1891, ch. 
323) are excluded from this computation, as 
these loans are to be repaid by the abutters and 
not by the taxpayers generally, and are to be 
secured by a first lien upon the estates bene- 
fited; and no account has been taken of cer- 
tain extensive street widenings which should be 
undertaken in the immediate future, but the cost 
of which should be defrayed by the adoption of 
new financial methods which will be explained 
more in detail hereafter. 

The desired result can be realized, however, only 
by restricting the use of the city’s credit to such 
improvements as are of admitted necessity, by 
borrowing no more in any one year than can be 
expended in the same, by practising a rigid and 
business-like economy in all the departments of 
the City Government, and by effecting certain 
changes and reforms in the financial policy of the 


city. 


PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS FOR 1892. 


Passing to the application of those principles to 
the immediate finances of the current year, I esti- 


mate that we can secure for permanent improve- 
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ments in 1892, without an increase in the net 


debt, $3,337,500, as follows :—

This sum exceeds by $196,500 the amount which 
it seems: to me necessary to raise during the year, 
according to the table already given. 

These estimates are presented merely as sug- 
gestions of what is possible this year in the 
way of permanent improvements without increas- 
ing the city debt. They embrace all those im- 
provements demanding in my judgment immediate 
attention, and contemplate an appropriation of 
$3,337,500, which, added to the $3,101,532.07 avail- 
able from unexpended balances, will make a total 
fund of $6,242,532.07 for expenditure on permanent 
improvements during the year. ‘This sum is 
certainly all that can be profitably spent in the 
course of a single year; the expenditures on 
special appropriations having been $3,304,630.99 
in 1890 and $5,029,607.32 in 1891. 


Authority now exists to borrow a considera- 
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ble part of the $3,000,000 which it seems to 
me should be raised during the year, as_ fol- 


1ows.—

That is to say, $1,461,000 of the $3,000,000 
can be issued by executive order without further 
action of the City Council. To issue the re- 
maining $1,539,000 will require the action of the 
City Council. I would suggest the passage of 
orders authorizing the issue of new loans as fol-

These orders should be passed at once, if at 
all, in order that all the loans for the year may 
be issued at one time and in one sum. ‘The best 
price will thus be realized, and the departments 
will be enabled to undertake the work pro- 
vided for without delay. 

The borrowing capacity of the city under the 
debt-limit laws is now $5,208,152 less $972,500 
authorized but not issued; that portion of the 
$1,539,000 to be authorized this year which will 
come within the debt limit is $1,199,000; and 
the city will have left a borrowing capacity of 
$3,036,652 to be drawn against only in case of 


some unforeseen emergency. 


LOANS FOR CURRENT EXPENSES. 


Whatever justification might have been set up 
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in the years immediately succeeding the passage 
of the law limiting our taxes for municipal pur- 
poses to $9 on the thousand for a practice to 
which $1,333,489.30 of our present funded debt 
is due, there would seem to-day to be no reason 
for its continuance. The present operation of 
the law not only brings in enough revenue for 
the current expenses of the City Government, 
economically administered, but should yield some- 


thing in addition. 


STREET WATERING. 


The streets were watered in 1891, partly by 
contractors paid by the householders directly, 
and partly by the Street Department. This com- 
bination seemed to give general satisfaction, ex- 
cept to those citizens who wish to shift the 
expense of laying the dust in front of their 
premises over to the general public; and is, so 
far as I can foresee, the system most likely to 
satisfy the people at large during the coming 
season. ! 

To attempt to defray the entire cost of water- 
ing the streets out of the tax levy would be a 
financial task of great difficulty at the outset; 
and the embarrassment would increase from year 


to year owing to the clamor for extensions of 
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the system, until finally we should find ourselves 
burdened with the obligation to water every 
street within the city limits at an annual expen- 
diture of half a million dollars. No such in- 
crease in expenditures will be possible upon the 
present basis of taxation without a relapse to 
the practice of borrowing money for current ex- 
penses. 

Moreover, the main benefit of street watering 
enures to the individual householder; and it is 
therefore more just and proper that he, as the 
person chiefly interested, should pay the whole, 
or at least a large part, of the cost of water- 
ing the street in front of his house than that 
the entire expense should fall upon the citizens 
at large. One great error in our municipal 
financiering has been that the cost of services 
which in other large cities are paid for by the 
persons directly benefited has in Boston been 
defrayed out of the tax levy, thus shifting upon 
the community the burden which properly belongs 
to the individual. In my judgment no further 
step should be taken in this direction, and_ it 
would seem, both on principle and as a matter 
of practical finance, that if the Superintendent of 
Streets is to water the streets and charge the 
expense to the appropriation for his department, 
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the department should be reimbursed by assessing 
the whole or a part of the cost upon the estates 
benefited, as provided by the new street-water- 
mom law Mt. LOE ch 179). “Trait should be 
found impracticable to devise an equitable system 
of assessments under the provisions of this law, 
and suitable amendments cannot be procured, the 
ordinance recently passed by the City Council 
(which. became a law while I was prevented by 
illness from giving the matter due consideration) 
should be repealed and the Superintendent of 
Streets directed to continue the method adopted 
this year. 


CONSOLIDATION OF DEPARTMENTS. 


At the beginning of the year 1891 there were 
thirty-eight executive departments responsible to 
the Mayor. Four of these—namely, the Depart- 
ments of Sewers, Bridges, Cambridge Bridges, 
and Sanitary Police —were consolidated with the 
Street Department early in the year, and the 
Department for the Inspection of Wires has been 
placed in charge of the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners; making the number of present Execu- 
tive departments thirty-three, exclusive of the 
Mayor’s office. The Board of Ferry Commis- 


sioners has also been abolished and the manage- 
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ment of the East Boston ferries placed in charge 
of a single superintendent. 

These changes have met with the undoubted 
approval of the citizens, and the process of 
consolidation should be continued. ‘The execu- 
tive work of the city is still divided among too 
many departments, and much friction and work 
at cross-purposes is the result. A smaller num- 
ber of departments will tend to harmony and 
cooperation between them, to a concentration of 
responsibility, and to economy in estimates and 
expenditures. 

Many of the thirty-three departments still exist- 
ing were established under statute laws, and can- 
not be altered or abolished without the sanction 
of the Legislature. There are some, however, 
which are the creation of the City Council, and 
could with profit to the city, and without appli- 
cation to the General Court, be abolished by the 
present City Government. 

The Water-Income Department is of recent 
creation. Its work is intimately connected with 
that of the Collector’s office, and is to some 
extent duplicated thereby. On the other hand, 
the successful management of the Water-Supply 
system, which forms a very considerable part of 


our municipal work, depends largely upon a 
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thorough and economical collection of the water 
revenues. I am satisfied that the best interests 
of the city require that the work of collecting 
the Cochituate and Mystic revenues should be 
placed in charge of the Water Board. 

The Improved Sewerage works are now being 
constructed by the City Engineer; but both he 
and the Superintendent of Streets are of the opin- 
ion that it should be placed in charge of the lat- 
ter, and managed in connection with the Sewer 
Division of the Street Department. 

The office of City Surveyor was separated from 
that of City Engineer many years ago; for what 
reason I have not been able to discover. ‘The 
work of the department is done partly for the Su- 
perintendent of Streets, partly for the Board of 
Street Commissioners, and occasionally for the 
Law Department. I believe that better results 
would be obtained if this office were again united 
with that of the City Engineer. 

The care of the City Hall was formerly in charge 
of the Superintendent of Public Buildings, but was 
taken away from him some years ago and given 
to the City Messenger. I am informed that this 
change has increased the expense, and I can see 
no reason why the Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings should not have charge of the City Hall as 
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well as of other city buildings. J recommend, ac- 
cordingly, that the City Hall be replaced in his. 
charge. : 

THE CITY RECORDS. 

The keeping of the general city records is 
divided by the State laws and City ordinances 
among the departments of City Clerk, City 
Registrar, Board of Health, and Ancient Records. 
There is a duplication in the collection of certain 
records by the Board of Health and the City 
Registrar. The records of births, marriages, sand 
deaths have not been kept to the satisfaction of 
the lawyers and other persons who have occasion 
to consult them; and there is a very general 
demand for a complete reorganization of the work, 
and for the compilation of an extensive system of 
indices similar to that adopted by the Suffolk 
Registry of Deeds. 

I think that, eventually, when there shall be 
sufficient space provided for the purpose in a 
new City Hall, there should be one consolidated 
department of City Records, which should have 
charge of all the work now intrusted to the 
four departments named; and that in the mean- 
time the Department of Ancient Records should 
be consolidated with the office of City Registrar 


and placed in charge of some person competent 
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to undertake the work of classification and index- 
ing referred to, with a sufficient annual appro- 
priation to enable him to finish this particular 
~ work within the next few years. In this manner 
the vital statistics of the city, which have been 
neglected for two centuries, can be put in con- 
venient shape for reference. : 

The Legislature should also be requested to 
abrogate those provisions of law which require 
the City Registrar to gather statistics concerning 
the’ causes of death, which are_ properly facts 
for the Board of Health, and not for a city 
record office, to collect. | 


TENURE OF OFFICE. 


It is an anomaly that while members of boards 
are appointed for three or five years, the principal 
executive officers of the city are subject to 
annual appointment. The chief heads of depart- 
ments — such as the financial officers of the City 
Government, the Superintendent of Streets, the 
City Engineer, and possibly some others — should 
be appointed for a term of at least three years. 


THE BOARD OF POLICE. 


The relations between the citizens and the Board 
of Police continue to be unsatisfactory. During 
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the past year I have been in almost daily receipt 
of oral or written communications complaining of 
one thing or another within the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Police. The complaints are generally of 
violations of city ordinances relating to the use 
of streets. 

While not desiring to suggest that the Board 
has been wilfully negligent of its duties in this 
behalf, it is nevertheless a fact that these com- 
plaints are in the main well founded, and ‘that 
the Mayor, who to the popular mind is respon- 
sible for everything that goes wrong, has no 
control whatever over the department whose duty 
it is to enforce these ordinances. No one is ni 
fact responsible but the Board of Police ; and 
they in turn are responsible to no one. The system 
is radically wrong, and is becoming more and 
more exasperating to the citizens from year to 
year. 

While recognizing to the fullest extent the 
inadvisability of vesting the power of granting 
liquor licenses in the elective officers of the City 
Government or their appointees, I am neverthe- 
less convinced that it will be practically impos- 
sible to keep the streets of the city any cleaner 
than they are at present, or to prevent the daily 
violations of the ordinances relating to their use, 
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until the control of the police force of the city 
is returned to the municipal authorities, and that 
force made one of the regular departments of 
the City Government, to be placed in charge of 
some person directly responsible to the Mayor, 


and through him to the people. 


CITY BOOKKEEPING. 


No one having occasion to investigate our 
system of finances or to seek information con- 
cerning the management of any of the depart- 
ments can fail to reach the conclusion that the 
manner of keeping the books has been extremely 
faulty. The Auditor’s report is made up on one 
plan; the annual department reports have been 
compiled each upon a different plan, and all dif- 
ferent from that of the City Auditor; and the 
department estimates again have been made up 
upon a theory different from that which governs 
the compilation of the City Auditor’s report and 
from that of the annual reports of the departments 
themselves. The time covered by these three 
series of reports has also been different, — the 
estimates and the Auditor’s report being for the 
fiscal year, and the annual department reports for 
the calendar year. In addition to this lack of 
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harmony and system, there has been, in some 
departments at least, an apparent attempt to 
conceal the facts by generalizing and mystifying 
accounts. 

This condition of affairs has been remedied in 
great part by the change in the fiscal year from 
May to February, and by the recent ordinance 
providing that the annual department reports 
shall for the future cover the fiscal year from 
February to February, rather than the calendar 
year, as heretofore. In this way all three series 
of reports —the estimates, the department reports, 
and the Auditor’s report at the close of the fiscal 
year — will cover the same period of time. 

In addition to these reforms effected by the 
City Council of 1891, efforts have been made by 
executive order to secure a more intelligible and 
uniform system of bookkeeping in the principal 
departments, and to have the estimates and re- 
ports of these departments made up in such 
manner as to disclose the facts that the public 
desire to know, and more in conformity with the 
system of bookkeeping adopted in the Auditor’s 
office. It is to be hoped that the department 
and other reports submitted during the present 


year will show the effect of these efforts. 
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THE ARCHITECT DEPARTMENT. 


The Architect’s office has been reorganized 
and placed in competent hands, with the result 
that the expenses of the department from May 1, 
1891, to Dec. 31, 1891, have been $17,139.11, 
while the disbursements for construction have 
been $424,092.66. In other words, the cost of 
maintaining the office since its reorganization 
last May has been four per cent. of the ex- 
penditures for construction, as against ten per 
cent. for the period between May 1, 1889, and 
May 1, 1891; and there is every prospect that 
the percentage for the next twelve months will 
be still -less. 


SALES OF .CITY PROPERTY. 


The sale of an estate on Federal street early 
in the year for a sum considerably less than the 
assessed value of the land induced me to look 
into the results of the practice then in vogue of 
selling city property at auction without an upset 
price. I found that from Jan. 1, 1887, to and 
including the date of this sale on Federal street, 
city property valued at $474,522.50 had _ been 
sold for $346,435.83, a loss of $128,086.67 (or 
27 per cent.) on the assessed valuation. 


It did not seem possible to account for this 
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loss of 27 per cent. by reason of the overvalu- 
ations above referred to, and I found it to be 
the general belief that city property did not 
bring what it should when sold at public auc- 
tion. A new system was accordingly adopted, 
and all city property sold since the TF ederal- 
street sale has been put up for public competi- 
tion, but not at auction. Substantially the method 
followed by the City Treasurer in placing bonds 
upon the market has been followed; and it has 
been found that this method of advertising prop- 
erty, with an upset price stated in the advertise- 
ment, produces good results, all three of the 
estates sold in this manner having brought more 
than the assessed valuation, and in one instance 
almost double. I would respectfully renew my 
recommendation to the last City Council that an 
ordinance be passed providing that all sales of 


city property should be conducted in this manner. 


A NEW CITY HALL. 


It is obvious that the question of procuring 
enlarged accommodations for the city departments 
cannot be postponed much longer. I. assume 
that the citizens do not wish to have the City 
Hall removed to the Public Garden, or to any 


of the numerous sites in that section of the city 
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which have been suggested, but prefer that it 
should remain easy of access to the business and 
professional community. The only alternatives, 
then, are to remodel the present City Hall in 
connection with a new building to be erected on 
the site of the old Court-House, when that shall 
be surrendered, or to secure a site in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the City Hall, and erect an 
entirely new building thereon. 

The result of the best thought that I have 
been able to give to the matter is that to 
make a convenient and fire-proof building out 
of the present City Hall, enlarged as suggested, 
would cost over a million dollars; that when com- 
pleted, although there would probably be room 
enough to accommodate the present needs of the 
city departments, there would be little space, if 
any, to allow for their growth; and that the 
necessity for an entirely new and larger building 
would simply be postponed, to revive after the 
expiration of ten or twenty years. 

In company with the City Architect I have 
looked over all the property in the vicinity of the 
present City Hall, and have reached the conclu- 
sion that by far the most available site for the 
purpose of a new City Hall is the lot bounded 
by Beacon street, Somerset street, Ashburton 
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place, and Bowdoin street. This lot contains 
about 90,000 feet, and would allow for the widen- 
ing of the four streets named, and leave a space 
for the erection of a City Hall large enough to 
accommodate the present and future needs of the 
city for generations to come. ‘The assessed value 
of this property, land and buildings, is about half. 
a million dollars less than the estimate placed by 
the Assessors upon the land now occupied by the 
City Hall and the old Court-House ; which would 
therefore be reasonably certain to produce as 
much money as would be required to procure the 
property on Beacon street. 

The Commonwealth should be willing to co- 
operate with the city in this project to the extent 
of laying out the strip between Bowdoin and Mt. 
Vernon streets— part of which it now owns — 
as a public square. In the execution of the plan 
the entire crown of the hill could be levelled, 
existing streets widened, and the whole section 
very much improved for public use. 

The City Architect estimates the cost of a build- 
ing covering 50,000 square feet, and so arranged 
as to be capable of extension in the future, at 
$2,000,000. It seems to me that this solution 
of the problem is by far the most economical 
in the long run, and the only one which will 
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give to the several departments of the City 
Government the present and future accommoda- 
tions which they and the public are interested 
in securing; and I respectfully commend _ this 
suggestion to the consideration of the City Coun- 
cil. It is not likely that the old Court-House 
‘will be surrendered to the city before the middle 
or the close of 1893, and if the sugeestion of a new 
building on the site named meets with the ap- 
proval of the City Council, steps should be taken 
in the meantime to secure the necessary legisla- 


tion, and to perfect the plans and specifications. 


STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


The work of platting the streets in the out- 
lying sections of the city, authorized by chapter 
323 of the Acts of 1891, has been pushed by 
the Board of Survey. with. great thoroughness, 
and, so far as I can ascertain, to the satisfaction 
of everybody except those individuals who not 
only wish the privilege of laying out their land 
as they please, regardless of the interests of the 
community as a whole, but expect the city to 
reimburse to them the cost of their own selfish 
plans. ‘T’wo plats of large areas have already 
been completed, and it is expected that before 


the expiration of a year from the appointment of 
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the Board at least one-third of the work laid 
out for them will have been accomplished, thus 
making it probable that the entire work will be 
finished within the three years specified in the 
act. 

The operations of the Board of Street Commis- 
sioners are not controlled by the City Council or 
the Mayor, except when they involve the imme- 
diate expenditure of money. ‘The result has been 
the laying out and acceptance, as public highways, 
of miles and miles of streets, designed by private 
individuals for their own personal benefit, without 
regard to the general welfare; and the fact that 
these private ways have been made public streets 
has necessitated in the end an enormous expendi- 
ture of public money, the greater part of which 
can have produced no equivalent public benefit. 

When the act creating the Board of Street 
Commissioners was passed fears were expressed 
of the consequences of vesting in this irrespon- 
sible board the arbitrary power to lay out 
streets. These fears have been justified by the 
results ; for a very large part of the money spent 
upon street improvements — amounting in the 
aggregate for damages and construction to over 
$50,000,000 —is directly traceable to the injudi- 
cious use made by the Board of Street Com- 
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missioners of the extraordinary powers given them. 
In addition to the enormous sums already spent 
upon street construction and improvements, largely 
for the benefit of private individuals, the neces- 
sity of spending equally large sums in _ the 
future will arise unless something is done to 
control the reckless acceptance of private ways 
as public streets. There are to-day 22.43 miles 
of uncompleted private ways which have been 
accepted by the Board as streets, and which the 
citizens will in the near future be called upon 
to finish at the public expense. 

The creation of the Board of Survey was, un- 
doubtedly, a step in the right direction, and 
when its work is completed the danger from this 
source will in great measure cease; but in the 
meantime I am convinced that the City Govern- 
ment should have some control over the acts of 
the Board of Street Commissioners, and I recom- 
mend petitioning the Legislature for a law which 
shall make all acts of the Board subject to the 
approval of the Board of Aldermen and Mayor. 
In this way the work of the Street Commissioners 
ean be made to harmonize with that of the Board 
of Survey, a result which it has been found im- 
possible to accomplish during the year just passed ; 


and the enormous expenditures ultimately entailed 
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upon the city by the power of the Street Commis- 
sioners to convert unfinished private ways into 
public streets will be curtailed if not altogether 
stopped. 


CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 


The amount spent for street widenings and 
changes of grade since the incorporation of the 
city has been nearly $40,000,000; and yet no one 
would claim that the citizens to-day enjoy the 
benefit. of this expenditure in convenient streets, 
or deny that if the growth of the city is to 
be maintained and its prosperity for the future as- 
sured, a radical and extensive system of street 
widenings must be undertaken. It would be use- 
less to expect to defray the great cost of these 
improvements in the manner now provided by law, 
— that is to say, entirely at the expense of the 
public, saving the comparatively small amounts that 
could be realized in betterments, — and it is evi- 
dent that, unless some new financial methods can 
be devised, the citizens will be obliged to forego 
the benefits of these improvements. 

Such methods are employed in foreign coun- 
tries, where still greater street widenings have 
been undertaken with little or no expense to the 


municipality, by virtue of the power to condemn 
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not only the property that is to be turned into 
the highway, but also the adjacent and neighbor- 
ing estates which will be benefited by the oper- 
ation. It is understood that a large part of the 
extensive street widenings undertaken in London 
and Paris have in this manner been _ secured 
without expense, owing to the fact that the in- 
creased value of the property bounding on the 
new thoroughfare more than equalled the cost of 
that which was turned into it. 

Realizing the necessity for adopting some such 
method for our future street and park improve- 
ments, | recommended consideration of the subject 
in my inaugural of last year; and the Board 
of Aldermen of 1891 authorized me to petition 
the Legislature for an amendment to the consti- 
tution granting, under proper restrictions, to towns 
and cities and their duly constituted officers 
and boards, the power to condemn all the prop- 
erty that may be financially necessary to the 
success of street-widening operations. It is ear- 
nestly to be hoped that the Legislature will see 
the wisdom of this reform; and I should rec- 
ommend the postponement of all extensive street 
widenings until authority has been obtained to 
conduct them in this manner... With these powers 
vested in the City Government it will be possi- 
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ble to open several new and wide thoroughfares 
through the older portions of the city substan- 
tially without cost to the citizens, and to the 
great advantage not only of the people of this 
city, but of all the surrounding towns whose 
inhabitants have occasion to use our streets. It 
is obvious, moreover, that extensive street widen- 
ings and improved bridge connections for street 
and railway travel over the tide waters surround- 
ing the city proper are necessary before rapid 
transit across the city can be secured. The en- 
tire interests of the community, therefore, demand 
the enactment of those laws by which alone these 


improvements can be obtained. 


REFORMS IN TAXATION. 


While it would be useless to hope for any radi- 
cal change at present in the burdensome system 
of taxation which the statutes of the Common- 
wealth and the decisions of the Supreme Judicial 
Court have imposed upon the people, there are 
nevertheless one or two particular reforms which 
should be urged upon the Legislature for immedi- 
ate adoption. Perhaps the fact that the gentleman 
who for many years has been conspicuous before 
the committees of the Legislature as an earnest 


and able advocate of every form of double taxa- 
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tion received at the last State election only 1,772 
votes, or about one-half of one per cent. of the 
total vote for Governor, may lead the members 
of the General Court to realize that there is less 
popular interest in the demand for taxing certain 
kinds of property twice over than has_ been 


represented in the past. 


THE TAX ON STREET RAILWAYS. 


One of these special reforms is a change in 
the corporation law which will permit towns and 
cities having street railways within their limits 
to tax locally the rails and sleepers maintained 
by these corporations in the public highways. 
The present law permits local taxation of the 
plants of gas and electric light companies, but 
prevents the city from taxing the plant of street- 
railway corporations. The corporations of course 
pay the tax all the same, but they pay it to the 
wrong persons. It is distributed among the va- 
rious cities and towns in proportion to the amount 
of stock held by the citizens thereof; and the 
practical result is that a very large part of the 
tax collected from street-railway companies, and 
deducted from the gross receipts earned in the 
towns and cities where their tracks are operated, 
is diverted from the treasuries of these localities

and bestowed as an unearned gratuity upon other 
towns and cities. The net gain to the city of 
Boston by abolishing this law and assimilating 
the street-railway corporations to gas and elec- 
tric light companies would, after making due 
allowance for the fact that the city pays over 
one-third of the entire State tax, amount to nearly 
$100,000 this year, and to still more in the future. 


MUNICIPAL BONDS. 


Another change in our tax laws, for which 
special reasons can be alleged apart from the 
general theory, 1s the exemption of municipal 
bonds from taxation. The total amount realized 
by the city of Boston from the right to include 
in the aggregate taxable property of the city 
the bonds issued by the various cities and towns 
of the Commonwealth is less than $20,000 a 
year; while, on the other-hand, the city is obliged, 
by reason of this law, to pay a rate of interest on 
its funded debt higher, by at least one-half of 
one per cent., than it would if its bonds were 
exempt from taxation. That this statement is no 
exaggeration is shown from the fact that other 
cities, whose bonds are totally or partially exempt 


from taxation, are enabled to borrow money at 
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three or three and a half per cent. when the city 
of Boston is paying four. ‘Thus the last issue 
of bonds by the city of New York was a three 
per cent. loan, having 17 years to run, and 
brought something over par; city of Brooklyn 
4s, having 20 years to run, have recently been 
sold at a premium of four per cent.; the city of 
Philadelphia has sold its latest issue of 3s, 
having 10 and 30 years to run, at par; and the 
last issue of bonds by the city of Baltimore 
was of three and a half per cents, which were 
placed at par. All these bonds are exempt from 
taxation, at least for municipal purposes, and the 
price that they brought in the market may be 
contrasted with the fact that the last issue of 
bonds by the city of Boston was of 30-year four 
per cents, which commanded a premium of only 
one and a half per cent. It cannot, therefore, be 
doubted that if the bonds of the cities and towns 
situated within the Commonwealth were exempt 
from taxation, the city of Boston would reap 
the benefit of at least one-half of one per cent. 
in the rate of interest on its funded debt. This 
would result in a saving to the city in interest 
of from $15,000 to $20,000 the first year, and 
thereafter increasing in arithmetical ratio, until 


before 20 years have elapsed the saving in the 
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annual interest account would amount to several 
hundred thousand dollars. | 

A collateral, but perhaps even more important, 
result of the exemption of municipal bonds from 
taxation would be that they would furnish a safe 
and profitable investment for the savings of the 
people, and could probably be issued in the form 
of popular loans of small amount. I can con- 
ceive of no greater influence working for a con- 
servative management of our city finances than 
a wide-spread distribution of the city’s funded 
debt among its own citizens. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that the Legislature 
will grant the petition of the last City Govern- 
ment for an amendment to our tax laws which 
shall permit us to reap the great benefits of an 


exemption of municipal bonds from taxation. 


TAXES Us. ASSESSMENTS. 


It cannot be too frequently brought to the 
attention of our citizens that the chief reason for 
the inordinately heavy taxes paid by them in com- 
parison with the residents of other large cities in 
this country is to be found in the fact that a 
large part of the municipal work, which in other 


cities is reimbursed to the municipality by means 
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of assessments levied upon the individuals immedi- 
ately benefited, is in Boston paid out of the gen- 
eral tax levy; and in the ‘further fact that 
innumerable special privileges are given away in 
Boston, which in other places are made the sources 
of considerable revenue. 

The cost of furnishing householders and builders 
with sewers, water-pipes, sidewalks, and other ac- 
commodations in the streets, which in most of the 
other large cities in the country is borne—in some 
cases altogether, and in other cases in great part— 
by the individuals benefited, is defrayed in Boston 
almost entirely out of the tax levy. Thus, during 
the five fiscal years ending April 30, 1891, there 
was paid out in damages for extending and widen- 
ing streets and changing their grade, $1,593,153.05, 
while the amount received in betterments was only 
$131,177.34, or about eight per cent. of the outlay. 
The total expenditures for sewer construction and 
repairs during this period amounted to $3,904,167.31, 
while the amount received in sewer assessments 
was only $402,708.67, or about ten per cent. of 
the cost to the city; and under the operation of the 
present sewer-assessment law the percentage is 
rapidly falling. The amount paid for street con- 
struction and repairs during the same period was 
$5,052,367.29, while the amount received in assess- 
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ments was only $84,767.68, or about one and a half 
per cent. The consumers of water have profited 
at the expense of the citizens at large to the 
extent of $2,332,969.17 collected of the various 
city departments since 1853 in special charges 
which have been made good out of the general tax 
levy; to the extent of about $230,000 deducted 
from the water bills in 1886, 1890, and 1891; by 
several reductions in the schedule and meter rates 
during the past ten years; by the practice of putting 
in house connections without charge; by expensive 
extensions for fire purposes from which no revenue 
whatever is derived; and by about $2,000,000 ex- 
pended in ordinary pipe extensions; all of which 
work has been charged to construction and paid 
for by loans rather than taken, as a more correct 
financial policy would have dictated, from the in- 
come of the department. 

These figures explain more plainly than any 
general assertion why the net debt of the city has 
increased so fast, and prepare us for the figures 
of the United States census of 1890, showing a 
greater annual per capita expenditure for the 
city of Boston than for any other large city in 
the country. In Baltimore the rate was only 
$17.91, in Brooklyn $20.88, in Chicago $16.73, in 
Cincinnati $21.74, in Philadelphia $18.95, in St. 
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Louis $13.74, and in San Francisco $18.86; while 
in Boston it was $35.94. 

There can be no question that the burden of 
taxation is greater in Boston than in any of the 
other chief cities of this country, and probably 
ereater than in any other large community in 
civilization. c 

The remedy is not far to seek: it consists 
in restricting the amount of work done for the 
benefit of individuals at the expense of the citi- 
‘zens at large, and charging to the former their 


just proportion of the cost. 


RELATIONS WITH THE COMMONWEALTH. 


The Legislature of 1891 refrained from passing 
any laws against the expressed opposition of the 
City Government, and enacted an unusually large 
number of measures at the ‘request of the City 
Council. It is to be hoped that the action of the 
Legislature of 1892 towards the city will be con- 
trolled by the same desire to interfere with our 
local affairs only when such interference is gener- 
ally demanded, and on the other hand to grant all 
reasonable requests preferred by the municipal 
authorities. It is pleasant to be able to recognize 
a growing sentiment at the State House and else- 


where in favor of increasing the lmited control 
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over its own affairs now enjoyed by the city of 
Boston; and it is to be hoped that not many 
years will elapse before the city will secure those 
extensive powers of self-government which have 
been so profitably exercised in foreign cities. 

The needs of the city and its surrounding 
towns, considered in their metropolitan relations, 
would seem to be a fit subject for State legislation 
so long as the metropolitan area.is divided into 
different political communities; and the theory that 
if the power of the Commonwealth is invoked to . 
interfere in the internal finances of the city for 
the benefit of other towns there exists a correla- 
tive obligation to help the city and these towns 
by the use of the credit of the State, appears to 
be gaining ground. The act creating the Metro- 
politan Sewerage Commissioners is an illustration 
of the proper exercise of the right of the Com- 
monwealth to interfere in local affairs and, in 
consideration of such interference, to loan _ its 
credit to the several communities on which the 
financial burden of the measure falls. 

Another illustration is to be found in the laws 
passed in 1891 creating special commissions for 
the investigation of the problems growing out 
of the need in Boston and vicinity of increased 


transportation facilities, and out of the desirability 
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of improving the Charles-river basin for the 
benefit of the cities and towns bordering thereon. 

A further application of this principle would 
in my judgment be the creation of a Metropolitan 
Park Commission, with authority to secure for 
park purposes, while there is yet time, various 
desirable tracts of land in the vicinity of the 
city. 


THE BALLOT LAW. 


The recount of votes cast at the last munici- 
pal election has disclosed errors in counting which 
if not thoroughly investigated and corrected will 
tend to discredit the Australian ballot system 
and to retard the general adoption of what has 
seemed to be one of the greatest electoral re- 
forms of modern times. 

There was no formal recount of votes for Mayor; 
but the gentlemen engaged in recounting the votes 
for School Committee have publicly stated that they 
examined the votes for Mayor in two precincts, 
and that in both the vote had been correctly 
counted, but incorrectly tabulated, so that one 
candidate had been given 50 votes more and the 
other 50 votes less than they were respectively 
entitled to; making a net error for the two pre- 


cincts of 200 votes. JI am unwilling to _ believe 
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that these errors were due to anything but care- 
lessness; but it is difficult to avoid the conclusion 
that if an error of 200 votes is discovered in two 
precincts out of 205, there must have been many 
more in the remaining precincts; and that in a 
close contest little reliance could be placed on 
the ward returns. 

It has also been publicly stated by these gentle- 
men that the returns by the ward officers for School 
Committee were found to be correct in only 8 per 
cent. of the precincts. 

These statements demand immediate and serious 
attention, and can only be verified by a complete 
examination of all the ballots cast. Members of 
the City Council or the Legislature can hardly be 
expected to undertake this great labor, even. if 
permitted by law to do so; but there is a volun- 
tary and non-partisan organization, known as 
the “Ballot Act 'League,” that might perhaps 
be willing to undertake the work if given au- 
thority. 

I recommend to your consideration the expedi- 
ency of requesting the Legislature to permit the 
members of the Ballot Act League, or such other 
organization or committee as may seem to you 
preferable, to receive and examine all the ballots 


cast at the recent city clection, and make a full 
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report thereon, with such suggestions for amend- 
ing the law as shall seem to them appropriate. 

One of the collateral consequences of the par- 
ticular form of the Australian ballot adopted in 
Massachusetts is the encouragement afforded to 
careless, inaccurate, and partial voting, especially 
for the minor offices. That this is an _ evil 
threatening to make a lottery out of an election 
to an office for which there are many candidates, 
and thus entirely to defeat the popular will, can 
hardly be denied; but the remedy is difficult to 
suggest, and one object to be gained by a careful 
examination of the ballots cast at the last city 
election might well be the discovery of the exact 
causes of the evil, and the best means to. mini- 


mize it. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion, gentlemen, let me express the 
hope that the relations between the legislative and 
executive branches of the City Government of 1892 
will be as friendly and mutually helpful as in the 
year just past. 

Let me remind my party associates in the City 
Council that the practice of making party nomi- 
nations for municipal office, however objectionable 
from certain standpoints, brings, or should bring, 
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with it the compensating advantage of a lively and 
never-absent sense of party responsibility. T’o the 
extent that questions of municipal policy can be 
said to have been considered at the last city elec- 
tion, the verdict of the people on December 15th 
can be interpreted only as a demand that the city 
should live within its income, that there should be 
no increase in its net indebtedness, and that its 
money should be appropriated with a view to the 
general welfare rather than to the claims of special 
sections or of special interests; and you and I are 
in honor bound to permit no departure from this 
policy except in some great and unforeseen emer- 
gency. 

To the members of the City Council generally, 
let me say that they will find that not one-tenth 
of one per cent. of the questions that will come 
before them for decision involve political or par- 
tisan considerations ; and there should accord- 
ingly be no difficulty in legislating for the city in 
the same non-partisan spirit that inspired their 
predecessors. 

Let us all remember that, whether elected by 
wards, by districts, or by the citizens at large, our 
chief duty, as officers of the municipal corpora- 
tion, is to administer the government in such man- 


ner as to promote the best interests of the city as 
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a whole; let us not mistake the clamor of those 
special and selfish interests that besiege the City 
Hall for the voice of the people; let us be ever 
mindful that the wholesome light of public criti- 
cism will shine on all our acts; and let us merit 
the confidence of the people by furnishing a clean, 
economical, and progressive administration of their 


municipal affairs in 1892.

DESCRIPTION OF BUILDINGS. 


1. Primary School, Emerson District, on Leyden street, 
East Boston, has six school-rooms, and an exhibition hall 
74 ft. 32 ft. with a stage and dressing-rooms, and with 
the play-rooms, toilet-rooms, etc., in the basement. It is 
built of selected red brick with the main cornice and the 
belt courses of moulded bricks, and moulded bricks used 
in the frieze of windows and around main entrance. The 
ceilings are wire-lathed. This building is on sloping ground 
so that two entrances are gained to the basement, on a level 
with the sidewalk. This Duilding will cost $55,000, includ- 
ing grading. 

2. The Primary School, Hillside District, on Glen road, 
Jamaica Plain, has six rooms, and is built of red and yellow 
bricks. The basement story, from the granite underpinning 
to a moulded course at level of first floor, is of yellow brick 
laid in yellow mortar; and from this course to a belt on 
level of second floor, the walls are laid in bands of five 
courses of red bricks, divided by a narrow yellow brick, 
which is slightly recessed ; and from above the second story 
belt to the cornice, red brick is used, laid in “Flemish” 
bond; all the basement is laid in yellow mortar. ‘The cor- 
nice and flat window arches are of yellow brick. Above the 
front entrance is a wrought-iron balcony, one post of which 
supports the flag-staff, and over the lights in the front doors 
and the transoms above are protected by wrought-iron grilles. 
This building will cost about $36,000 when completed, ex- 
clusive of grading. 

3. The Bunker-hill District Primary School on Cam- 
bridge street, Charlestown, has essentially the same arrange- 
ment as the Glen-road School, the plan being varied to suit 
the requirements of the lot, and has the same general treat- 
ment for the exterior, built in red and yellow bricks, in 
similar manner to the Hillside School, and will cost about 
$35,000, exclusive of grading. 
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4. The Alteration of Lyceum Hall, Dorchester, gives a 
building of six school-rooms, together with the necessary 
toilet-rooms and wardrobes. The main building retains its 
form in the treatment of the exterior as before, but the L in 
the rear is raised one story. This alteration will cost about 
$20,500. 

5. The Lowell Primary School on Bowe and Wyman 
streets, Jamaica Plain, has six rooms, and is built of selected 
Eastern brick throughout, including a corbelled cornice. The 
windows on front are in recessed bays extending from the 
first floor to the ceiling of second floor, with rounded 
arches above. The building is constructed with a view to 
the addition of an exhibition hall in second story when it will 
be required. This building will cost about $35,500, exclu- 
sive of grading. 

6. The plan and exterior treatment of the six-room 
and hall Grammar School, corner of Mackin and Waverley 
streets, North Brighton, is similar to the Lowell Primary 
School. The main entrance is on Waverley street, with a 
_side entrance on Mackin street. This building will cost 
about $40,000 when completed, including grading. ‘To this 
building was added a hall after the construction was started, 
and was changed from Primary to Grammar size. 

7. The George Putnam four-room Primary is at the corner 
of Homestead and Harold streets, Roxbury, built of yellow 
“ Gartcraig ” Scotch fire-brick, and trimmed with terra-cotta. 
On the Homestead-street front are two entrances, one on 
each end of the building, and between them are square win- 
dows lighting into the halls. On the second story there is an 
arcade of eleven round-headed windows. The entrance doors 
have wrought-iron grilles. The cost of this building, ex- 
clusive of grading, will be about $35,000. 

8. The Mt. Vernon School-house on Henshaw street, 
West Roxbury, contains eight school-rooms, a manual train- 
ing room 28 ft. X 53 ft., in basement, and an exhibition hall 
in second story 28 ft. x 77 ft. The exterior is of selected 
Eastern brick, with belt courses and arches of moulded terra- 
cotta brick, and entrances of terra-cotta and _ terra-cotta 
brick. There are two of these entrances on Henshaw street, 
ope on each side of a central projection, ornamented with 
wrought-iron grilles for the doors and the toplights. The 
slated roof has heavy projecting eaves carried on ornamental 
rafter ends. The cost will be about $56,500. 

9. The Engine and Ladder House on Andrew square, 
South Boston, is built of Eastern brick with ornamentation of 
yellow brick laid in Flemish bond, and has, as a feature of 
the front elevation, two recessed arched openings extending 
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from first floor to ceiling of second floor. In these openings 
are the doors for the apparatus on the first floor, and copper 
bays from the smoking-room on the second floor. The 
arches are of brick with label mouldings of ornamented terra- 
cotta brick, with medallions set in terra-cotta brick borders 
in the spandrels. The walls of the apparatus-room are laid 
with yellow Scotch fire-brick. The second story is divided 
into dormitories, smoking- rooms, captains’ rooms, ete., for 

each company. This building is practically fireproof, as the 
second and first floors throughout, together with the roof of 
the boiler ell, are constr ucted of iron and cement beams and 
tile arches. This method of construction admits of the ven- 
tilation under the beds of the dormitories, as in hospitals, 
through the fireproof ducts formed by the spaces between the 
beams which are carried through ducts in the brick walls, 
and thence through to the boiler-stack, insuring constant 
draught. The flat roof of the main building is of 2-in. plank. 
This engine-house will cost about $27,000 when completed. 

10. The Hospital for Horses for the Fire Department is 
a frame building ov Boston street, 37 ft. X 87 ft., clap- 
boarded on the outside. It contains a carriage-room 25 
ft. X 36 ft., and a man’s room on the front of the first 
floor, with a stable back, provided with twelve 10 ft. * 12 
ft. box-stalls. This stable is heated and ventilated, and 
has a monitor roof. The Board of Health has refused 
permit for this building, and another site will have to be 
found. The cost of this building, with heating, will be 
about $8,500. 

11. By the Alteration of Hose House No. 7 on Tremont 
street one story more in height is added, which gives 
larger dormitories for the men, suitable bed-rooms for - 
the officers, and a larger hay-loft. The size of the apparatus- 
room has been enlarged and the number of stalls in the sta- 
ble increased to six. The cost of this building will be about 
$12,500. 

12. The Stable for the Water Board, in Dorchester, is a 
plank construction building 35 ft. x 42 ft., with shingled 
walls and roof. It hantaiia a stable for four horses, and a 
carriage-room 22 ft. X 23 ft., together with a harness-room 
and tool-room. This building is practically completed and 
has cost about $2,600. 

13. The Head-house for the North Ferry, on the East 
Boston side, is a frame building shingled on the outside, 
with a clock-tower and balcony. across the front. On the 
Jeft of the house is the shed covering the slip, to which we 
gain entrance through wrought-iron oates. The entrance to 
the head-house is through an arched opening, with toll- 
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rooms on each side, and leads directly into the general 
waiting-room, which is 43 ft. x 45 ft., and 26 ft. high, 
with arched windows extending the whole length, and 
a balcony around two sides of the room. At the rear of this 

waiting-room are the toilet-rooms, and in the front is a 
waiting-room 18 ft. X 20 ft. The front part of the second 
story is used for the general business offices. The cost of 
this building will be noe $20,000. 

14. The Hospital on Long Island is a building 211 feet 
long and 135 feet wide, with an interior court; and this is 
about half of the original plan. The rest of the building will 
be finished as soon as the demands require it, and one addi- 
tional wing is about to be started. 

The main or administrative building i is three stories high, 
with a hipped shingle roof, and is connected by a corridor 86 
feet long to the two-story head-house, out of which opens 
the ward-room 151 ft. x 38 ft., and with ample accommo- 
dations for 98 beds. 

The exterior of the building is plastered with Portland 
cement panelled by wooden styles and rails, giving the same 
effect as the old English open-timber work. The con- 
struction used here has several unusual features, the exterior 
walls of the first story of the administrative building being 
made of 3-in. splined plank set on edge and spiked to the 
sill; on this is set the grooved plate which supports the floor- 
joists of second story, built according to the customary 
method. The outside of this wall is covered with wire 
laths, and the inside with wooden laths on 3-in. furring 
strips, and then plastered. The walls of the corridor are of 
2-in. plank. The inside of the corridors is not plastered. 
The first floor throughout is of “ mill construction,” and the 
exterior walls of the ward-room are of terra-cotta lumber, 
plastered on the inside and covered on the outside with 
Portland cement. 

This building will cost when completed about $55,000. 
Drawings are prepared for an additional wing for this build- 
ing, for which an appropriation of $35,000 has been made. 

15. The Dormitory for Insane Patients at Austin Farm is 
a building 153 feet long and 36 feet wide, with a wing 45 
ft. X 31 ft., and in construction and general exterior details 
is the same as the Long Island hospital, except that the 
walls are all of 3-in. plank. The first floor is devoted to 
recreation and dining rooms, kitchen, and a few attendants’ 
rooms, and the second floor contains the main dormitory of 
one hundred beds, with the attendants’ and toilet rooms. 

This building will cost when completed about $30,000, 


exclusive of heating, which it is the intention of the com- 
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missioners to provide from a common heating-station for all 
the buildings of the institution. 

16. The Police Department Building on Washington street, 
Brighton, is 87 ft. long and 54 ft. wide, and is built of 
“ Gartcraig” fire-brick and yellow terra-cotta. The main 
entrance to the guard-room is from Washington street. 
The court room on the east side has a separate en- 
trance and is 30 ft. X 33 ft. The rest of the first floor 
is devoted to the cell-room, witnesses’ detention rooms, 
smoking-room for the police, judges’ lobby, private offices, 
etc., and the second floor has separate sleeping-rooms for 
all the officers, the dormitory for 20 men, and the toilet- 
rooms. This building is planned to have a patrol wagon 
and ambulance house in connection with the main building, 
to be added in the future, and the grounds around to be laid 
out for a small park. This building will cost about $42,000. 

17. Four sentry-boxes on the Harvard Bridge are now 
being built at a cost of $730.80. They are octagonal in 
form, about 4 ft. 6 in. in diameter, with octagonal roofs, and 
wrought-iron grilles protecting the windows. 

18. The present Agassiz Grammar School has been re- 
moved toa site to the eastward of its former location, to free 
the site for the new Grammar School building to be built 
thereon. The cost of this relocation will be about $9,500. 


OTHER DRAWINGS PREPARED. 


This department has made drawings for and given par- 
tial supervision of the new Entrance to Evergreen Cemetery, 
Brighton. The contracts were made and immediate super- 
vision of the work was given by the Health Department. The 
gateway is built of rustic rubble-work, the hood over the 
gateway is thatched with straw. The whole is designed as 
a part of a landscape treatment of the entrance. 

Drawings have been made for the following works, which 
are held in abeyance; viz.: Alteration of Bowdoin School ; 
Alteration for Engine 1 ; Flight of Steps connecting Mead and 
Russell streets, Charlestown ; Stable for Street Department ; 
Additional Ward for Hospital, Long Island ; Thatched Shelter 
for Park Department, for Franklin park. | 

Drawings are nearly completed for the Fire Department 
Headquarters on Bristol street, the Mechanic Arts High 
School, and the new Agassiz Grammar School. 

Sketches have been prepared for the proposed Extension 
of City Hall on old Court-House site, and for a City Hall 
upon Beacon Hill site. 
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PROGRESS ON CONSTRUCTIONS. 


Of the work left unfinished by my predecessor, the Rox- 
bury High School was completed October 1. The Egle- 
ston square and Allston Engine-Houses are completed. The 
Pierce and Hillside Schools are practically completed. 
The Prince and Adams Schools will be completed about 
March 15. 

As to the progress on buildings designed by me, the alter- 
ations of Lyceum Hall to Primary School will be completed 
about March 1. The Stable for Water Board is prac- 
tically completed. Five of the school-houses are roofed in, 
and in two the first coat of the plastering is laid. The 
George Putnam School is up to the second floor. The Mt. 
Vernon School is up to thefirst floor. The moving of build- 
ing and rebuilding foundations and plumbing the present 
Agassiz School is practically completed. 

Engine and Ladder house, Andrew square, 1s roofed in, 
as is Brighton Police Department building. 

The interior finish is being set in the North Ferry Head- 
house. 

The carpentry work of exterior of Dormitory, Austin 
Farm, is practically completed ; the Hospital, Long Island, 
is being plastered. 

It has not been possible, as yet, to make progress upon 
the Alterations of Hose 7 and Engine 12 House, or upon 
Hospital for Horses. 

The foundations for new additional ward for Hospital at 
Long Island are laid. 


THe HEATING AND SANITARY ARRANGEMENTS OF SCGHOOL-— 
HowsEs. 


In the Lyceum Hall alteration, furnaces and indirect 
“natural ” method of steam-heating, cost $1,625. 

In Charlestown Primary, where, since a fan system could 
not be readily adapted for the whole building, the indirect 
“natural ” system is used, cost $2,487. 

In the Hillside Primary, steam-heating with fan run by gas- 
engine, cost $3,648. 

In North Brighton Grammar, six-room and hall, steam- 
heating with Sturtevant blower, cost $3,295. 

Emerson District Primary, six-room and hall, steam-heat- 
ing with Sturtevant blower, cost $3,395. 

Lowell District Primary, steam-heating with Sturtevant 
blower, six rooms, cost $2,700. 
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In place of water-closets in basement, the latrine system 
has been adopted, and slate urinals, which may be used 
either by the dry or wet system. In the Lowell Primary 
the dry system slate urinal is used. The latrines and urinals 
are ventilated to a large special shaft heated at all seasons 


of the year. 
METHODS OF CONSTRUCTION OF ScHOOL—HOUSES. 


In all the school-houses, the first floor is of “mill con- 
struction,” the partitions, except in the Lowell, are of fire- 
proof material or brick, and walls are planted directly upon 
the brick without furring. Except the Mt. Vernon School, 
the roofs of the school-houses are flat. No sheathed dadoes 
are used, the dadoes being of hard plaster, and door and 
window trims and other mouldings are in most cases of 
Keene’s cement. All staircases are of iron. This method 
of construction renders the school-houses free from danger 


by fire. 


EXPENDITURES ON CONSTRUCTIONS. 


In .Appendix C I submit a detailed account with the 
City Auditor’s Department of each building superintended 
or contracted for by me. I call to your attention that in the 
Roxbury High School I have, inadvertently, made a con- 
tract for $30 with the Howard Clock Company in excess of 
the statute limitation of five contracts, and a like inadvertence 
is shown in the case of the Allston engine-house. In this case 
the agreement for moving the old building was overlooked, 
and a. separate contract for grading and fencing was made 
with the contractor for the building, instead of making this 
item an addition for extra work to his contract. 


Cost OF ALL CONSTRUCTIONS SINCE THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
THE ARCHITECT’S DEPARTMENT. 


I submit in Appendix D a table of cost of all new con- 
structions of which drawings exist in this office, built by 
this department since its formation. This data will be 
of value to City Architects in the future, to heads of 
departments and members of the City Government, 1 
making estimates of appropriations required for similar 
constructions, and also may be of service to the architectural 
profession. The data given for cost of school-houses will, 
since based on many buildings of similar characteristics, give 
the most definite information. 
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T call to your attention that since May 1, 1891, the cost 
of the school-houses has been materially decreased. In 
1890 contracts were made for four school-houses, of a total 
capacity of 2,688 pupils, reckoning each exhibition hall 
as the equivalent of two school-rooms. The total cost of 
these four buildings, including grading, was $365,000. 
Since May 1, 1891, contracts have been made for seven 
school-houses, also upon the same basis of reckoning, ac- 
commodating 2,688 pupils, at a cost, including ovading, of 
$310,500, reckoning liberally for all items not already under 
contract. The school-houses contracted for since May 1, 
1891, has cost, on basis of accommodation of pupils, 15% less 
than those contracted for in 1890. There is, generally, 
a greater proportionate cost involved in small than jin large 
buildings, both in the general construction, but especially 
in the items of ore ading, heating, and plambing. 

Reference to this table will show that the estimates, made 
by mein my report of September, 181, of the excessive 
cost of the Roxbury High, Hugh O’Brien, Thomas N. 
Hart, and Horace Mann Schools were on an extremely con- 
servative basis. 


EXPENDITURE OF DEPARTMENT. 


In Appendix A is given the itemized amount of the expen- 
ditures of this department since May 1, 1891, to date. 

In Appendix B is given the amounts paid since that date 
on account of the several buildings under construction. 

The total amount spent by this department during this 
period, including $704.50 paid from the appropriations of 
certain buildings for services of inspectors, firemen, ete., was 
$17,580.74, or 35% upon the total amount, $539, 389.99, 
paid for construction. 

As brought to your attention in my report of September 
24, 1891, which, together with your Honor’s Message of the 
same date, i is appended to this report, the average cost of 
this department, from its formation up to May Leos 
has been 7,',%, while during the two years preceding that 
date the cost was 109,% of the amount paid for construc- 
tion. 

My present approximations show that the cost for the 
present twelve months will be 8% or under.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE TRANSMITTING REPORT OF CITY ARCHITECT 
CONCERNING CERTAIN CHANGES IN THE ARCHITECT’S DEPART- 
MENT, WITH OBSERVATIONS OF THE MAYOR IN REGARD TO THE 
PROPER MANNER OF CONDUCTING THE BUILDING OPERATIONS 
OF THE CITY.

Tv the Honorable the Common Council: 


GENTLEMEN: In transmitting the reply of the City Architect 
to the request of your Honorable Body on June 4, 1891, for in- 
formation concerning certain changes in the Architect Department, 
I deem it appropriate to add some observations of my own in 
regard to the proper manner of conducting the building operations 
of the city. 

In common with others whose business or professional occupa- 
tions had made them more or less familiar with these operations, 
I had long distrusted the methods of the City Architect’s office, 
and accordingly suggested in my inaugural address to the City 
Council a complete reconstruction of that department. I have 
since devoted considerable time and attention to the department, 
and soon became satisfied that great abuses had crept into its man- 
agement, and that radical 1eforms, such as were proposed (and 
have since been carried out) by the present City Architect, were 
essential, if the city buildings were to be erected as economically 
as in private practice. 

Prior to 1874 city buildings were erected under the supervision 
of the various department committees of the City Council from 
plans drawn by such architects as they might in each case select. 

The results of this system were not satisfactory in respect either 
to cost or to the character of the work, and the City Council of 
1874 devoted much attention to the problem of securing a better 
one. The Committee on Public Buildings reported against the 
proposal to employ a regular architect, and favored the hiring of 
‘*permanent draughtsmen to perform the work for which archi- 
tects are now engaged,” at an estimated expense of $3,500 a year. 
It was claimed by the advocates of this plan that the services of 
an architect could still be engaged when necessary, but that most 
of the work was such as ordinary draughtsmen could execute, and 
that the change would effect a saving of from $3,000. to $10,000 
a year. It appears that the city had paid about $40,000 for arch- 
itects’ services during the preceding five years — an average of 
$8,000 yearly. These views did not find favor with the City 
Council, and a substitute order for the employment of an archi- 
tect and draughtsmen, at an annual expense of $5,000, was passed 
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on May 18. The office thus created was immediately filled, and 
has been occupied during the seventeen and a half years since 
elapsed by five different persons. 

That the results of the new system were not such as were 
hoped for by those responsible for its creation, either as to de- 
partment expenses, cost of construction, or design, will not be 
denied ; but the exact figures have not been easily accessible, and 
have not hitherto been made public. 

It las long been the subject of complaint that the cost of our 
public buildings was out of all proportion to their beauty or utility, 
and the management of the City Architect’s office has been de- 
nounced as unbusiness-like and extravagant; but, in the absence 
of exact and official figures, it was open to the friends of the 
system to deny the charges and to call for proof, which was not 
forthcoming. 

The Second Annual Report of the Executive Committee of the 
Citizens’ Association, dated Jan. 29, 1890, stated that ‘** there hud 
long been a feeling of distrust with the management of the 
Architect Department,” criticised the cost of the Hugh O’Brien 
and Thomas N. Hart School-houses, condemned the manner of 
letting contracts, and concluded by suggesting the abolition of 
the department. 

The Third Annual Report of the Citizens’ Association, submitted 
Jan. 31, 1891, stated that ‘‘a much better plan could be, and 
should be, devised for doing the architectural work of the city,” 
lamented the inordinate cost of the Roxbury High School, and 
concluded with these words: ‘* When such waste or extravagance, 
or worse, is seen in city affairs, it seems idle to talk about increas- 
ing the tax-rate until a vigorous effort has been made to see what 
can be done under an economical expenditure of our present in- 
come.”’ 

The cost of the department was estimated in the Second Report 
of the Association at about three times the cost of private work. 
‘¢In 1887-8, when the department cost $24,344.17, the cost of 
construction was $177,000. The usual commission of 5 per cent. 
on this amount would have been only $8,850, and would have 
secured all the inspection and attention now given by the Architect 
Department.” 

In my inaugural address I ventured to suggest that the system 
then in vogue cost, as near as I could ascertain, more than double 
what private owners would pay for similar services. 

On the other hand, the City Architect furnished me, in January 
of this year, with a written statement, as follows: 

‘* Actual department expenditure from Jan. 1, 1889, to Jan. 1, 
1891, amounts to $39,088.07, and the amount of work done during 
the same period amounts $1,099,397.24. At 5 per cent. this 
would cost $55,169.86.” 

This statement included work done for the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings. In other words, according to the statement of 
the then City Architect, the cost of the department during the 
calendar years 1889 and 1890 was only about 3.5 per cent. of the 
work done. 
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In view of this conflict cf opinion, I requested the City Auditor 
to compile from official sources tables showing, for the two calendar 
years 1889 and 1890 and for every fiscal year from 1874 to 1891, 
the entire expenditures of the department (whether charged to the 
appropriation for the department or to the special appropriations 
for the several buildings), and the amount of money spent in the 
construction, additions, or repairs designed or superintended by the 
City Architect. 

The tables submitted by the Auditor in response to this request 
are the only accurate figures ever collected on the subject, and are 
appended hereto for the information of the Council and the 
public. 

Table ‘* A” shows the actual amounts paid by the city for 
building construction during the calendar years 1889 and 1890. 
The totals are $319,655 for 1889, and $317,023.24 for 1890, or 
$636,678.24 for the two years. 

Table ‘*B” gives the professional expenses charged to the 
appropriation for Architect Department: $19,353.06 for 1839, 
and $22,004.53 for 1890; or $41,357.59 for the two years. 

Table **C ” gives the amounts charged to special appropriations 
for inspectors, watchmen, engineers, firemen, architect's assistants, 
and professional services: $12,623 for 1889, and $13,117.11 for 
1890, or $25,740.11 for the two years. Of this amount $1,140 
appears to have been paid to engineers and firemen, — that is, for 
services which architects would expect the owner to pay for in 
private work,—and should be deducted from the total of 
$25,740.11 before a proper basis of comparison between the cost 
of municipal work and private work during this period can be 
reached. Making this deduction we have $24,600.11, which added 
to the $11,857.59 charged directly to the department appropria- 
tion makes a total of $65,957.70 as the actual cost to the city 
during the calendar years 1889 and 1890 of the Architect Depart- 
ment. ‘This is 10.3 per cent. of the cost of construction during 
the two years — $636,678.24, as shown by table ‘* A”; and 9.9 
per cent. if we take into account the amount of work for which 
plans were made in the Architect’s office for the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings during the two years, which was $47,161.05 
according to the report of the Superintendent hereto annexed, 
marked ** X.” 

The cost of this work if done by private architects in the 
ordinary way would have been 5 per cent. on $636,678.24, or 
$31,833.91, plus 3.5 per cent. on $47,161.05, or $1,650.64 ; 
making a total of $33,484.55. 

In other words, the city lost, during the calendar years 1889 and 
1890, $32,473.15 through maintaining an Architect Department 
in preference to employing architects on the usual terms for private 
work. 

The difference between this calculation and that submitted by 
the former City Architect in January of this year may be accounted 
for in part by his having omitted all the items charged to special 
appropriations, and in part by his having included in his statement 
the total estimated cost of buildings for which he had drawn plans 
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or made contracts, but which were still uncompleted and unpaid 
for. Unexecuted plans do not earn a commission of five per cent., 
however, in private practice ; and it must be obvious that for our 
purpose, the only fair and in the end the only absolutely exact 
method of making these comparisons is to take the amount actually 
spent for construction in each year as representing the work of the 
department during the year. The architect for any given year will 
have the superintendence of the work laid out by his predecessors, 
and will himself make plans and drawings for his successor to 
execute; but the errors due to this cause will correct themselves in 
the long run, and the total figures for a series of years include of 
course all the work done by all the successive architects employed, 
and furnish in the aggregate an accurate basis of comparison with 
the cost of private work. 

Neither do the figures given in the Second Annual Report of 
the Citizens’ Association correspond with those set forth in the 
official tables from the Auditor’s office. Table ‘‘D” gives the 
amount spent in construction for every fiscal year since May, 
1874; and table ‘* E”’ gives the total expense of the department 
(including amounts charged to special appropriations) during the 
same period. Tables ‘‘F” and ‘*G” give the expenses in detail. 
From these tables it appears that the work done in the year 1887-8 
amounted to $291,545.38, while the expenses of the Architect’s 
office for the year were $37,018.47, or about 12.5 per cent. This 
discrepancy may be accounted for, as in the former case, by the 
fact that the amount actually spent in any year may either exceed 
or fall below the amount of work done in the Architect’s office 
during the same period. 

The figures for the whole period, however, from May 18, 1874, 
to May i, 1891, must of necessity include all the work done in the 
Architect’s office since its creation, except the plans and contracts 
left unexecuted on May 1, 1891. ‘This last item would be insig- 
nificant in comparison with the total work of the period, and may 
be safely left out of the calculation. Tables ‘*D” and ‘K” 
show during these seventeen years a total construction account of 
$4,894,406.93, and a total expenditure by the Architect’s office of 
$370,844.08. 

These tables may be summarized as follows:

Of the $370,844.08 expended for architectural work, $243,- 
000.77 was charged to the appropriation for the department, and 
$127,843.31 to the special appropriations for the several buildings. 

In addition to the work shown in table ** D,” it appears that 
plans were drawn for the Superintendent of Buildings for work 
amounting to $98,298.72. (See ‘** X.’’) 

Now, the cost of all this work in private practice would have 
been 5 per cent. on $4,894,406.93, or $244,720.35, plus 3.5 per cent. 
on $98,298.72, or $3,440.46; making a total of $248,160.81 as the 
proper cost of the architectural work of the city covered by these 
tables, if done at the same price as private work. The actual cost 
according to these tables was $370,844.08, or 7.4 per cent. of the 
bills for construction and repairs, and $122,683.27 more than the 
ordinary professional charges would amount to. 
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It should be stated that table ‘‘ E”’ includes the amounts paid 
firemen, which, as already noted, should in strictness be left out of 
this comparison. ‘The total expenditure for this purpose, however, 

was found to be some $2,000 or $3,000 only, and it} was not 
thought worth while to burden the clerks in the Auditor’s office 
with the great labor of ferreting out the items of expenditure for 
firemen. ‘The exclusion of these items would make no appreciable 
difference in the calculation. 

The Public Library and the New Court-House do not figure in 
these tables except in the case of the former building in 1885 and 
1886, since which special architects have in both cases been em- 
ployed. 

These tables not only show that the entire architectural work of 
the city since the City Architect’s office was established has cost 
much more (about 50 per cent. more) than private work, but indi- 
cate that the cost of the department has been steadily increasing. 
Thus the cost of the department for the first fifteen years of its 
existence was about 7 per cent., while for the period between May 
1, 1889, and May 1, 1891, the cost was 10 per cent. ; and we have 
already seen that during the calendar years 1889 and 1890 the 
cost was the same, 10 per cent. of the money spent in construction 
and repairs. 

Looked at from the standpoint of the loss actually sustained by 
the city through maintaining this system, instead of letting out its 
architectural work at the usual rates, the figures are equally strik- 
ing. The loss for the entire period was over $120,000; for the 
first fifteen years about $89,000, or $6,000 a year; and for the 
last two years (May 1, 1889, to May 1, 1891) about $34,000, or 
$17,000 a year. 

In other words, it was found that the architectural work of the 
city since the office of City Architect was created cost more than 
private work; that its cost had been constantly increasing; and 
that at the time this administration came into office the expense of 
maintaining the Stellar was exactly double the usual profes- 
sional rates. 

The chief reason for the excessive cost of the department was 
found to be the employment of more draughtsmen in the Architect’s 
office-than was necessary, and of a large and unnecessary force of 
‘‘inspectors’’ and ‘+ watchmen.” The scale of expenditure just 
prior to the appointment of the present City Architect was found 
to be at the rate of $19,353 per annum for salaries to the fourteen 
clerks, draughtsman, and other subordinates in the office; besides 
which fourteen inspectors and watchmen were employed, and their 
salaries — at the rate of $12,000 per annum — charged to the appro- 
priations for the several buildings in process of construction. 

The practice of placing inspectors and watchmen upon the dif- 
ferent buildings during construction and charging their salaries to 
the special appropriations for the several buildings offered an easy 
way to spend money for the department work without charging it 
to the department xppropriation, but was wholly indefensible on 
either financial or practical grounds. 

The constant presence of a special inspector to supervise the

progress of the work in the interest of the owner not only impairs 
the latter’s ability to hold the contractor to the terms of the con- 
tract, but increases his (the owner’s) liability for accidents; and 
accordingly in the best private practice the universal rule, except 
in undertakings sufficiently extensive to warrant the employment 
of a clerk of the work, is to rely upon the supervision of the archi- 
tect or his general superintendent — a service covered by the cus- 
tomary fee of five per cent. 

The employment of watchmen simply shifts upon the owner 
what the contractor is commonly expected to do, increases the 
owner’s liability for fire and other accidents, and is seldom recom- 
mended by architects in private work. In all city contracts the 
contractor does, or should, covenant to insure for the benefit of 
the city. 

Beginning with an expenditure for inspectors, watchmen, and 
other assistants outside the regular force in the Architect’s office, 
of $642 the first year (1874-5), the sums thus covertly and in 
most cases unnecessarily expended increased from year to year 
until they amounted to $11,756.49 in 1889-90, and to $14,542.37 
in 1890-91, or from seven-tenths of one per cent. of the work 
done in 1874-5 to over four per cent. in 1890-91. The practice 
had by this time become a gross abuse; and in 1890 the city was 
paying, through expenditures charged to special appropriations, 
and never disclosed or referred to in the department estimates or 
reports, for outside and unnecessary help to the Architect Depart- 
ment, within one per cent. of what the entire cost of the architec- 
tural work for the year would have been if intrusted to private 
architects or done in a private office. 

In addition to the foregoing considerations, which of themselves 
would warrant the abolition of the inspector-watchmen system, it 
was found that the work intrusted to their care was not properly 
attended to. Notice would be received that our watclimen were 
absent or drunk, breaches of contract would be defended on the 
ground that our inspector had given his consent, and in other re- 
spects the presence of these officials on the buildings was found to 
be a hinderance rather than a help. 

The whole system was abolished in May of this year; and here- 
after no special inspectors or watchmen will be employed except 
in special cases. 

Another source of extravagance, if not corruption, in the 
management of this department, was discovered in the method of 
letting contracts. 

The city ordinances provided that contracts exceeding $2,000 in 
amount should be let out by competition and advertisement. The 
practice in the Architect’s office was, however, to let out as few 
contracts as possible by competition, and as many as possible by 
favor; and this end was accomplished partly by reserving impor- 
tant items out of the contracts, partly by splitting the work up into 
sums just below $2,000 in amount, and partly by ‘* extras.’ 

Attention was called to this abuse by the Citizens’ Association. 
In the Report of the Association, dated Jan. 29, 1890, the follow- 
ing language is used in reference to the enormous cost of the 
Thomas N. Hart School-house in South Boston : 
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‘¢ Tt is not difficult to see the reason for this expense, when it is 
considered that there are forty-two written contracts for the Hart 
School-house, besides many verbal agreements for work and some 
day labor. The evident intention is to bring as many contracts as 
possible below the $2,000 limit, so that bids need not be called for, 
but the work can be done by favored contractors without competi- 
tion.” 

The extent to which this abuse was carried during 1889 and 
1890 is indicated by the following facts taken from City Document 
60 of 1891, and information furnished by the Auditor’s Depart- 
ment. Alithe contracts and payments in question were made be- 
tween Jan. 1, 1889, and Dee. 31, 1890. 

The number of contractors and material-men who received 
payments in 1889 and 1890 was thirty-two for the Hart School, 
twenty-one for the Out-Patients’ buildings, twenty-seven for the 
Horace Mann School, and twenty-six for the Roxbury High 
School. 

On the Horace Mann School the contractor for the steam-heating 
apparatus got a contract of $1,900 for ‘*steam-heating,” and 
another for $860 for ‘* steam-heating, upper floor,’ and a 
third of $250 for a stand-pipe. ‘The plumbing was given to one 
firm, but divided into two contracts, for $1,990 and $1,995, 
respectively. The work of painting and glazing was all given to 
one man, but divided into six contracts, of $1.150, $695, $375, 
$275, $750, and $225, respectively. The ironwork was all done 
by one party, but divided into three contracts of $287, $1.800, and 
$1,000, respectively. 

On the Thomas N. Hart School-house, in South Boston, the iron 
work was done by the same contractor, and divided into four 
contracts, of $1,980, $408.09, $1,250, and $135, respectively. 
Fire- proofing and plastering was given to one party, in two con- 
tracts, for $1,975 and $135 each; and another concern got two 
contracts, of even date, for $1,900 and $1,100. The plumbing 
was let to one man, in seven contracts, for $356, $635.63, $1,479, 
$315, $1,700, $16, and $1,927, respectively. 

On the Roxbury High School the ironwork was given to a firm 
in two contracts of $1,998 and $748, respectively ; and the party 
who had done the plumbing for the Hart School got that for this 
building in the same way; the drain-work in three contracts, of 
$1,987, $1,935, and $1,975, and the supply of waste in two con- 
tracts, of $1,956 and $1,497. 

The work on the stable at Cow Pasture was given to one firm, and 
divided into two contracts, of even date, for $1,997 and $394. 

The foundation work on the Pierce District Grammar School 
was let to one party in two contracts, for $1,950 and $976. 

The work on the Dudley-street School was done by one firm for 
$3,993 without competition, and in part only by contract. 

_ Work on the Hart School was done by one firm to the amount of 
$14,698.12, without competition or contract. 

These abuses became so flagrant that the Legislature interfered. 
and Statute 1890, Chap. 418, provides that all city buildings shall 
be built in not over five contracts, and that all contracts of or over 
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$2,000 in amount shall, unless the Mayor gives his written consent, 
be let by public competition. 

Another unbusiness-like and suspicious practice was the remis- 
sion by the Architect, withont consideration, after a contract had 
been awarded on competition and duly executed, of certain clauses 
or specifications. The present City Architect found that his prede- 
cessor had in some cases allowed the contractor, without considera- 
tion or authority in law, to substitute a cheaper material for that 
specified in the contract. This action was repudiated by the pres- 
ent administration, as more fully explained in Mr. Wheelwright’s 
report. 

The disrepute into which these practices brought the department 
is indicated not only by the passages quoted from the reports of the 
Citizens’ Association, but also by the fact that the Legislature of 
1890 refused to authorize the City of Boston to borrow $550,000 
for new school-houses, except on condition that the work be taken 
out of the City Architect's hands and placed in charge of the 
School Committee. 

The reforms effected by Mr. Wheelwright meet with my entire 
approbation ; and the citizens may safely assume that for the 
future the Architect Department will be conducted on purely busi- 
ness principles, and will cost less than three per cent., instead of 
over ten per cent., of the work done, thus at last realizing the 
hopes so confidently expressed by the members of the City Coun- 
cil who, in 1874, urged the creation of this department. 

If the architectural work of the city from 1874 to 1891 bad been 
done as economically as at present, its cost would have been $240,- 
000 less than the $370,844.08 actually spent.

Sm: In response to the request of the Common Council, trans- 
mitted by you, for a report of the changes made in this depart- 
ment since May 1, and to your own communication reyuesting a 
further report as to the past and present conduct of this depart- 
ment, I respectfully submit the following statement: 

Previous to May 1, 1891, the organization of the department 
was as follows: 

First. — Those employees whose salaries were paid from the de- 
partment appropriation, viz.: the clerical and draughting force. 

Second. — Those employees whose salaries were not paid from 
the department appropriation, but from those of the several builds 
ings under construction and upon which they were employed, VIZ. 
the inspectors, the watchmen, and the firemen. 

The total amount of the salaries, including the Architect's 
salary, paid the clerical and draughting force from May 1, 1890, 
to May 1, 1891, was $19,535.32. The total amount of salaries 
charged by this department to appropriations for buildings during 
this period was $14,542.37. 

The total amount paid to inspectors and watchmen during that 
period was $12,939.50. 

The Horace Mann School was completed in June, 1890. There 
were six other buildings in process of erection or alteration during 
that year, under the control of this department, upon which in- 
spectors and watchmen were employed; therefore the cost of in- 
Spectors and watchmen averaged over $2,000 for each building. 
No statement was made in the Architect’s report of the employ- 
ment of these officials, the amount of their salaries being included 
in the gencral statement of the cost of the buildings constructed.

General Superintendent of Construction in place of Inspectors. 


The most important change made in the reorganization of the 
department is in the appointment of a General Superintendent of 
Construction. Previously the superintendence of the buildings 
in process of construction was intrusted to inspectors, who were 
supposed to spend their whole time, during working hours, upon 
the buildings to which they were assigned. During the past year, 
except in one case where the appropriation was too small, one 
inspector at least, and often two, were assigned to each building. 
There was besides a special Inspector of Painting, at a salary of 
$5 per day. 

I have evidence from many sources of the laxness and irre- 
sponsibility of the inspectors. Certain buildings stand in evidence 
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that either from ignorance, lack of vigilance, or venality the city’s 
interests have suffered from the poor quality of work accepted by 
them, and it has been long known that the inspectors and watch- 
men constituted the special ‘* political ”’ branch of this department. 

In addition to the supervision given by these inspectors, the 
five or six principal draughtsmen were permitted, at their discre- 
tion, to supervise the special buildings for which they had made 
the drawings. 

The effectiveness of the force was seriously impaired by the 
interruption to draughting work caused by these visits, which 
were frequently made twice a week by each of the principal 
draughtsmen. 

The work of supervision is now performed by the General 
Superintendent. He makes daily rounds of the work, and re- 
ports daily at the office, concerning progress, and as to the points 
of construction requiring the consideration of the Architect. His 
salary is $2,000, and is paid from the department appropriation. 

The yearly cost of the supervision of the work and construction, 
which is much greater than last year, will exceed the amount of 
Superintendent's salary little if any, while the cost of the super- 
vision by the Inspectors from May 1, 1890, to May 1, 1891, taking 
no account of the above-mentioned waste of draughtsmen’ s time, 
was $6,885. 


THe EMPLOYMENT OF WATCHMEN. 


Watchmen are not to be employed by this department during 
the present year. The number of contracts upon any one build- 
ing being limited, by statute, to five, there is one contractor on 
each building who has a contract of sufficient importance that he 
should maintain upon the building, as is customary in private 
work, a watchman, until it is formally accepted by the city. 

The appointment under these circumstances of watchmen is not 
only superfluous but hazardous to the city’s interests, as is shown 
by the following opinion given by the Corporation Counsel : 


Maye2eilSor. 
Epmunp M. WuHeEeEtwricat, Esq., City Architect : 


Dear Sir: In your letter of May 1 you requested my opinion in regard 
to the amount of legal liability entailed upon the city by the employment of 

watchmen by your department, in buildings under contract. I suppose you 
wished to ascertain what effect upon the liability of contractors on such 
buildings the appointment of watchmen would have. Under the usual build- 
ing contracts, the contractor would he bound to replace any material lost or 
stolen from the building while under contract, and to repair any damage 
done to the work. . If the city should appoint watchmen, in my opinion the 
city could not hold the contractor responsible for such loss or damage, with- 
out evidence that the loss or damage was not occasioned by the negligence 
or misconduct of its own watchman.

I have retained the fireman whom I found in charge of the 
boilers in the Roxbury High School, and appointed an assistant 


» 
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fireman at the same school, to serve as night-watchman, for the 
purpose of protecting that part of the city’s property which is not 
covered by the present contractor’s insurance policy. A watch- 
man’s clock has been temporarily placed in this building to obviate 
any doubt of faithfnl attendance on the part of this employee. 

The contracts for all buildings which I now make require the 
contractor to furnish fuel and attendance for the fires needed in 
the building during construction; and in case of alteration of a 
building the contractor is required to furnish, on signing the con- 
tract, an insurance policy covering the city’s property already 
existing in the building. This insurance policy is required in ad- 
dition to the policy which he must furnish to cover payments under 
his contract. I have been unable to find among the papers of this 
office any insurance policies covering the payments made by my 
predecessor upon the buildings now under construction. 

Salaries of watchmen during the year from May 1, 1890, to 
May 1, 1891, were $6,165. 50. Where the appropriations ad- 
mitted, two inspectors were appointed on the buildings; on the 
other buildings (save one, where the contracts were close to the 
appropriation, and no inspector was appointed), one inspector was 
appointed on each. A night watchman was appointed on each 
building, and where the appropriation was ample, a day watchman 
in addition. What duties could be found for such an employee 
upon a building where there was at least one inspector is difficult 
to imagine. 

Upon assuming the duties of this department, I notified the con- 
tractors that watchmen would be no longer employed upon the 
buildings by the city, and that each contractor was to he held re- 
sponsible for the protection of his own work. No objection was 
made to the assumption of this responsibility by any contractor ; 
and, indeed, one contractor wrote me that he had always hada 
watcbman of his own upon the building he was constructing for 
the city, and that if he had not, his property would not have been 
protected, as the city’s watchman had been but seldom seen upon 
the building. From what I can learn I am of the opinion that the 
watchmen very generally recognized the uselessness of the service 
for which they were paid, and looked upon their positions as sine- 
cures. 


Cost oF INSPECTORS AND WATCHMEN. 


Assuming that this system of employing inspectors and watch- 
men had heen followed this year, the city would have spent about 
$35,000 in this way, outside of the appropriation for the depart- 
ment. 

There has been expended for inspectors and watchmen upon the 
Roxbury High School alone, from its start and until May 1, 1891, 
$8, 944.50. “This sum does not include $1,277.40, a large part of 
the yearly salary of one draughtsman, which was charged to the 
appropriation for this school (and not, as it should have been, to 
the department appropriation),—a method which nullifies the 
limitation set by the city government upon the expenditures of the 
department. : 
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On the other hand, I found that in many instances inspectors 
for whom no employment could be found upon buildings under con- 
struction have been placed upon the pay-roll of the department. 
In this way men who were performing no service for the city were 
paid salaries, and to make this possible the portion of the draughts- 
man’s salary mentioned above was charged to the Roxbury High 
School appropriation. As there were two inspectors and two 
watchmen charged against the appropriation for this school at that 
time, it would have been unwise to have attempted to charge ad- 
ditional inspectors to the appropriation for this school. 

In the seventeen years since the organization of this depart- 
ment, $127,843.31 have been expended upon inspectors, watch- 
men, etc., and it is evident that a large part of this sum has been 
worse than uselessly expended. 


EMPLOYMENT OF EXPERT ADVISERS. 


The services of expert advisers in matters of heating, ventila- 
tion, and sanitation I shall charge to the appropriations for the 
several buildings. This method, which was that pursued by my 
predecessor, is consistent with private practice. 


UNFINISHED DRAWINGS MADE BEFORE May 1, 1891. 


I found the following unfinished drawings left by my prede- 
cessor :

The drawings for the first two were fairly well advanced; the 
other three were but partly drawn in pencil. It would have re- 
quired at least two months to prepare these drawing for estimate. 
The arrangement of the floor plans for the Orient Heights School 
Ihave, in the main, retained, except for the additions made therein 
by tie » hool Committee. These changes necessitated a new set 
of drawings, and I changed the external treatment of the building. 
The drawings for the other four school- houses I discarded, as the 
design and arrangement were unsatisfactory to me, the arrange- 
ment unsatisfactory to the School Committee, and because the six- 
room Primaries could not possibly have been built within the ap- 
propriation, planned as they were with all. six school-rooms on 
one floor.

I cannot find that my predecessor had the approval of the 
Mayor, as required by statute, for additions to and deductions 
from the contract prices made by him. 

In submitting this statement of additions to and deductions 
from the contracts made before May 1, 1891, for buildings still 
under construction, I wish to make some explanations : 


Substitution of Magneso- Calcite. 


lst. I found that the fire-proof paper required by the building 
laws of the city was specified for all these buildings ‘* magneso- 
calcite No. 4,” costing $1.00 per sq. yd. In most cases this was 
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to be laid upon flooring of wood construction; while in no case 
was wire-lath ceiling specified on these buildings. ‘There was no 
excuse for the use of so costly a material, and [ substituted for 
this material ‘* magneso-calcite No. 0,” costing 14 cents per sq. 
yd., a material which, under such circumstances, is used in the 
best private practice. By using this material in place of that 
specified, a saving was effected of $9,285.68 on buildings. 

In this connection I would state that I found my predecessor, 
by letter of Jan. 19, 1891, had authorized a certain contractor to 
substitute two thicknesses of asbestos paper for the No. 4 mag- 
neso-calcite specified, and this ‘‘ in consideration of the error in 
carpenter’s estimates.” As this transaction was a clear gift to 
the contractor of $1,828.96, and contrary to law, in that the con- 
sent of the Mayor was not obtained, I refused to acknowledge this 
order. ‘The contractor acquiesced, and the amount was deducted 
from the contract price. 


Excavation at Pierce Grammar School. 


2d. I found the cellar of the Pierce Grammar School in Dor- 
chester excavated, on the average, three feet deeper than the 
design required. As there was no filling material left upon the 
Site, it cost $1,400 extra to fill the cellar to the required level. 
The state in which I found the excavation was very peculiar. In 
some cases there were excavations four feet to five feet deep; in 
other cases they were two feet only in excess of the required depth. 
One-half of this excess of excavation was accounted for by the 
fact that the underpinning was raised eighteen inches, to give 
added height to basement windows; but it has cost the city $700 
to refill the remaining eighteeen inches of unnecessary excavation ; 
and as there is little or no material upon the site which can be 
used in the large amount of grading required, it will cost the city 
$1,500 additional, at least, to put the requisite filling material 
again upon the ground, while if the excavated material taken 
from the cellar had been left upon the site it would have been un- 
necessary for the city to incur this expense. 

I have questioned the contractor who did this excavation and 
built the foundation-walls of this building, and he says he was 
ordered by my predecessor to remove all excavated material. He 
claimed that he had presented two agreements to my predecessor, 
—-one, giving price for excavating cellar and leaving material 
upon the site; the other, for excavating and removing material, — 
and the latter, he claimed, was accepted by my predecessor. ‘The 
accepted agreement, on file in the Auditor’s office, however, says 
nothing about the removing of the material by the contractor. 
The contractor, in his conversation with me, held that there was 
no value in the excavated material, except in two hundred loads 
of gravel which he said he sold to the city. I find, on the books 
of the Street Department, that these loads of gravel were sold 
by him at $1.50 per load, or $300, and used on Norfolk street, 
Dorchester. But in regard to the lack of value in the rest of this 
excavated material, Iam told on reliable authority that it was, in 
large part, gravel of excellent quality; the irregular character of

the excavations mentioned above also points to the existence of 
gravel ‘‘ pockets.” I find that the cellar was not only excavated 
to this unnecessary depth, — and that, too, without regard to the 
customary levelling of the surface, — but that the contractor was 
paid, as an extra, for one foot of this unnecessary excavation, and 
for one foot of the extra foundation-wall necessitated thereby, 
and for the foundation-wall he was paid for twice the number of 
perch built by him at $2 more per perch than is the market price 
for foundation-wall of this character. ‘The total amount paid by 
bill for this ‘‘ extra” foot of excavation and foundation-wall was 
$997. 

The bill for this extra work mentioned the levelling of the wall. 
This was not done, and the present contractors for the building 
were allowed an extra by my predecessor for levelling up this 
wall. 

The wall specified in the agreement is block granite; the wall 
furnished is a rough rubble-wall of refuse granite called ‘‘ grout.” 
The price paid for the wall originally contracted for is small for a 
block-granite wall; but there was, nevertheless, no justifiiction 
for accepting under the agreement a ‘‘ grout” wall in its stead. 
This transaction was what may be called a ‘ split contract,” by 
which several agreements were made, each at a price below $2,000, 
instead of one contract for the whole. I shall give later further 
examples of these ‘* split contracts.” 

The following statement shows the net loss to the city caused 
by this unnecessary excavation :

Entrance to Prince Primary School. 


3d. In regard to the change in the front entrance to the Prince 
Primary School, I found that the porch was made unnecessarily 
expensive by the use of expensive marble columns and marble 
ceiling, and as a matter of design was entirely out of character 
with the professed ** Old Colonial” treatment of the building. By 
the change made the design of the entrance is, I think, improved, 
time necessary for construction saved, and $1,231.60 less will be 
expended on the building. 


Plumbing on Roxbury High School. 


4th. By the changes in the plumbing of the Roxbury High 
School, the work has been simplified and improved and $367.78 
saved, while marble floors, backs, and sides in connection with the 
water-closets above the first story have been added. 
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Plastering of Roxbury High School. 


5th. A saving of $156.70 has been effected upon the plastering 
of the basement ceiling of the Roxbury High School, which was 
specified to be three-coat work, but which was laid with one coat 
only, without deduction from the contract price. The plasterer 
told me that he had submitted his estimate with the understanding 
that but one-coat work would be required of him upon this portion 
of the work, while admitting that this concession was not made to 
all bidders.

PasT AND PRESENT EXPENDITURES. OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


I estimate my probable expenditure in this department, including 
the salary of the watchman at the Roxbury High School, as 
$24,000, or 2.6 per cent. upon the above estimated payments upon 
constructions. 

The total expenditure upon architectural constructions designed ' 
and supervised by this department since its fovadation until May 
1, 1891 has been $4,894,406.93. The total expense of this depart- 
ment, including salaries of inspectors and watchmen, during this 
period, has been $370,844.08, or 7.7 per cent. of the amount 
expended upon constructions. 

During the two years in which the department was in the charge 
of my predecessor the total expenditure was $641,180.22, and the 
total expenditure of the department was, as above, $68,227.37, or 
10.6 per cent. of the amount expended upon construction. 


Past Metruops tn REGARD TO CONTRACTS. 


I wish to call to your attention certain facts as to the past 
method of this department in regard to contracts and its effect 
upon the cost of construction. 

The Thomas N. Hart Grammar School in South Boston cost 
$132,334.75. Under proper business management, the cost of this 
building by a most liberal estimate should not have exceeded 
$100,000. 

There were forty-two separate contracts upon this building, 
divided among twenty-seven contractors as follows : 

Nineteen contractors had one contract each. 
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-Two contractors had three contracts each. 

Five contractors had two contracts each. 

The Roxbury High School will cost, when completed, $302,000. 
This building has sixteen class and lecture rooms and laboratories, 
one drawing-room, two teachers’ rooms, and a hall 75 X 101. 
Its areas is 17,128 square feet. 

The Cambridge High School, now approaching completion, will 
cost when completed $192.000 ‘This building has sixteen class 
and recitations rooms, three laboratories, a library, and a hall 43 
xX 81. Its area is 15,852 square feet. The Cambridge school isa 
much better building, far superior in design, much more elaborate 
in detail, yet the cost of the Cambridge school is $110,000 less 
than that of the Roxbury school. 

The Cambridge school cost $12 per square foot. The Roxbury 
school cost $18.50 per square foot. If the Roxbury school had 
been built of as an elaborate design as the Cambridge school, 
it should not have exceeded, at $12 per square foot, $205,536; as 
the building is constructed, it should not have exceeded $195,000. 
Fully $100,000 has needlessly been expended upon the Roxbury 
High School. 

We have thirty-eight separate contracts upon this building, 
divided among twenty-six contractors as follows: 

Twenty-one contractors had one contract each. 

‘Two contractors had two contracts each. 

One contractor had three contracts. 

Two contractors had five contracts each. 

The Horace Mann School cost $87,471.42; upon a _ liberal 
estimate, the cost of this building should not have exceeded $60,- 
000. ‘There were twenty-two separate contracts upon this building, 
divided among eighteen contractors as follows: 

Fifteen contractors had one contract each. 

One contractor had two contracts. 

Two contractors had three contracts each. 

The Hugh O’Brien School cost $126,348.57. The cost of this 
building should not have exceeded $108,000. There were tbirty- 
eight separate contracts upon this building, divided among eighteen 
contractors as follows: 

Fifteen contractors had one contract each. 

Seven contractors had two contracts each. 

Three contractors had three contracts each.

PoLL—TAX ASSESSMENTS. 


The polls recorded for assessment before August 11, 1891, 
and included in the estimate that determined the rate of tax- 
ation for the current year, were those of 132,809 males and © 
411 females; a total of 183,220. Under the operation of the 
laws providing for supplementary assessment of omitted 
persons, at date not later than October 1 of the current year, 
there were added to the list 1,200 males and 1,170 female 
polls, making the number of males assessed 134,009, and 
the number of females 1,581; a total for the year of 185,590.

The valuation of 1891 for personal property can be fairly 
increased $54,317,600 in addition to the amount given in the 
foregoing table for the value assessed by the Commonwealth 
ut the rate of $14,5% per $1,000 upon shares of Massachu- 
setts corporations, the property of residents in Boston. The 
State deducts from the value of each share the amount that 
represents the real estate and machinery locally assessed, 
and pays over to the city that proportion of the tax that rep- 
resents the personal property of each corporation. 

The valuation can be further increased, say $1,584,100 
for bank stock assessed at the several rates of the places

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where the banks are located, as the taxes are paid to Boston 
as assessments upon this class of property held by its citi- 
zens in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

This valuation of the shares in Massachusetts corpora- 
tions, and also in National Banks within the State but with- 
out the limits of Boston, is determined by taking the amount 
paid by the Commonwealth to the city during the financial 
year, on account of corporate taxes assessed as of the first 
day of May of that year. The totals are undoubtedly under 
estimates, as the collection extends beyond the year in which 
taxes are assessed, and asmall proportion of their total sum is 
paid over to the city with the assessments of subsequent years. 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, 
the effect of the valuation of this property in reducing the 
rate of taxation upon the $855,069,415 assessed by the city 
is, as nearly as may be, the same as though its amount was 
included in the Assessors’ aggregate and the taxes were 
assessed by them. 

The valuation of personal property can properly be fur- 
ther increased by the sum of $327,272 for shipping owned 
by Boston citizens which was employed in foreign trade 
May 1, 1891. Section 8 of Chapter 11 of the Public Stat- 
utes provides that such property shall not be included in 
the personal estate of its owners, if they make a return of 
the same and report for taxation the net yearly income 
thereof. Section 10 of said chapter required that the State 
should reimburse the cities and towns for the loss sustained 
by such exemption. The act from which these two sec- 
tions were taken became of force May 1, 1882, and contained 
the provisions that while the exemption should continue, re- 
imbursement on the part of the State should cease in 1887. 
By Chapter 373 of that year repayment for the loss of val- 
uation was extended for two years, and was again extended 
for the same space of time by Chapter 286 of the Acts of 
the year 1890. Chapter 116 of the Acts of 1891 provides that 
such repayment shall continue to be made until two years 
from the date of its enactment, March 26, 1891. The value 
of the shipping returned for the tax of 1891 was $373,069, 
and the net income returned amonted to $45,797. In the 
revenue of the city the amount of the payment by the State 
for the current financial year on this account is put at 
$4,009.51. 


ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for 
all purposes, for which the city must raise money by taxation, 
can for the year 1891 be put at $261,380,812. 
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In addition to the taxable valuation, churches, charitable, 
scientific, and other uae nos hold property exempt by 
law from assessment.as follows: Value of land, $16,246,000 ; 
value of buildings, $12,917,800. Total real estate, $29 ,163,- 
800; personal estate, $15,766,100. A special review of the 
buildings of this class was made during the year covered by 
this report. Notwithstanding the gain made by the improve- 
ment of old and the addition of new y buildings since the last as- 
sessment the reduction of values exceeded $1,000,000. When 
estates of this, or any other character, which are adapted toa 
special use are sold, and it is found that they are not capable of 
easy change to fit them for general purposes, a comparatively 
small value attaches to the buildings. It is believed that the 
reductions that have been made have brought these estates to 
a fair valuation which approximates to the selling price. 

Of this total of exempt property, amounting to $44,929,900, 
the sum of $14,338,800 is the estimated value of houses of 
religious worship and the land connected with those edifices ; 
the value of the land being $7,173,500, and of the buildings 
$7,165,300. The valuation of the real estate occupied by 
charitable, literary, and scientific institutions for the purposes 
for which they were incorporated is $14,825,000 [$9,072,500, 
land; $5,752,500, buildings] ; and $15,766,100 is the value 
of the personal property of this class of benevolent and edu- 
cational corporations, as returned to the Assessors by their 
officers, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 217 
of the Acts of the year 1882. As required by that enact- 
ment, those corporations also reported that their receipts for 
the twelve months preceding the first day of May, 1891, 
amounted to $5,147.502, and their expenditures to $5,118- 
783.1 It appeared by their returns that at the date of assess- 
ment these benevolent and educational institutions held as 
investments $5,675,500 of the real estate of this city, which, 
not being occupied for the purposes of their incorporation, 
is assessed at its estimated value, forming a part of the real- 
estate valuation for the tax of the current year. The city of 
Boston holds, in its corporate capacity (not assessed for city 
taxes), $25,395,841 of actual assets available for the pay- 
ment of liabilities, and $44,835,733 nominal assets, the 
character of which is shown in the following copy of the 
return of the Assessors as of May 1, 1891, to the Tax Com- 
missioners of the Commonwealth :

For many years the appraisal of the real estate owned by 
the city has reflected the judgment of the Assessors as to 
the value of the land, and that of the Department of Public 
Buildings for the structures. At the request of his Honor 
the Mayor, in the valuation of 1891, the Assessors expressed 
their opinion of each estate (land and building) as a whole. 
Heavy reductions were made, especially in the items of 
school-houses and other public buildings. Cemeteries 
owned by the city, which in the report covering the assess- 
ment of 1890 were put in the column of Nominal Assets at 
over $3,000,000, were, in the return of the current financial 
year, in view of the very remote probability that they 
would ever be available for profitable use, put at the nominal 


1[tem includes only Washington and Lowell squares, the other squares, the Com- 
mon, Public Gardens, and the public parks not being available to convert into assets - 
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sum of one dollar. Although the Iund held by the city was 
advanced in many locations in common with other lands of 
the vicinity, and there were considerable additions to the 
valuations for new buildings, and about three-fourths of a 
million dollars were added for water-works, this revision of 
former values caused the total of this class of assets to drop 
from $48,588,500, as given in our last report, to the amount 
above stated. 

Large amounts of property, held by -esidents of or located 
within the limits of Boston, are by law or judicial decisions 
exempt from all assessments, the principal items being the 
real estate of the United States and the Commonwealth, 
United States bonds, money loaned upon mortgage of real 
estate, imported goods in original packages, and the furni- 
ture of a family below $1,000 in value. The proportion of 
the deposits in the savings-banks of Massachusetts ($369.- 
526,386, Oct. 31, 1891) belonging to the residents of Boston 
is unkhown, as the Commonwealth assesses and retains the 
entire tax for State revenue. But the total valuation of 
Boston for property that, by existing laws, must be estimated 
for assessment or for the information of the Legislature, is

TAXATION OF CORPORATE PROPERTY. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 85 of Chapter 
11 of the Public Statutes, the Assessors, in August, 1891, 
returned to the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth the 
names of 235 Massachusetts corporations located in Boston, 
“with a statement in detail of the works, structures, real 
estate, and machinery owned by each of said corporations 

with the value thereof.” 

No personal property other than machinery can legally be 
assessed to a Massachusetts corporation. The valuation of 
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property of corporations chartered by the Commonwealth, 

which was included in the total that determined the rate of 
taxation, amounted to $75,498,800, of which sum $69,- 
634,000 was real estate, aud $5,864,800 was machinery. 

A statement showing the growth of corporate property 
locally assessed during the last decade is shown as a foot- 
note to the table marked “ D,” page 21. Under the provisions 

of Section 8 of Chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, the Board 

assessed the 533,000 shares of the 61 National Banks of Bos- 
ton upona valuation of $66,650,000, a total tax of $339,790. 

At the time the rate of taxation was determined, the esti- 

mated value of 115,640 shares, $14,774,140, was included 

in the total aggregate as property which could be legally as- 

sessed in the valuation of the city of Boston. The balance 

of the total assessment of this class of property amounted to 

$51,875,860, and the tax of $653,636 thereon was claimed 

by the Tax Commissioner under the provisions of Section 13 

of said chapter for the State, and certain of the cities and 

towns of Massachusetts in which shareholders resided. 

Section 16 of said chapter provides that one per cent. on the. 
amount collected shall be paid “ for the expenses of assessing 

and collecting ” that portion of the tax which is not retained 

by the city or town where the banks are located. As the 

whole work of assessment, including the making of the bills 

or lists of taxes, is performed in the Assessing Department, 

and as each bank must pay (see Section 9, Chapter 13, 

P. S.), and by a single check does pay, the taxes of all its 

shareholders, it can be fairly claimed that substantially the 

whole sum of $6.536.386 was secured by this department and 

added to the revenue of the city. 

The Board of Assessors have, under the provisions of 
Sections 14 and 58 of said Chapter 13, adjusted the taxes 
of 1891 upon National Bank stock and the shares of Mas- 
sachusetts corporations, as against the claims of the State 
or its municipalities, and for that purpose have appeared 
before the Board of Appeal provided for in Section 62 of 
said chapter, as agents of the city, where its claims were 
disputed or needed defence. 


CLASSIFICATION OF PERSONAL PrRoPERTY LocALLy Tax— 
ABLE. 


As approximately only about one-quarter of the personal 
property assessed is returned to the Assessors from year to 
year, the remaining three-quarters is, of necessity, estimated 
against those persons or business concerns who, for the then 
current year, make no return, in accordance with the pro- 
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visions of Section 41 of the Tax Act. As “dooming” by 
the Assessors is always without specification as to items of 
personal estate, classification of the unlisted personality can 
only be made by the estimation of the Assessors “according 
to their best knowledge and belief.” The proportion of 
each kind of taxable personal estate, to the aggregate of all 
that class of property assessed, has long been a subject of 
speculation and inquiry. For the purpose of making the 
returns required by the eighth to the eleventh divisions inclu- 
sive of Section 54 of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes as 
umended by the Act of the year 1887, Chapter 86, the As- 
sessors of 1889 analyzed the statements of that year, and 
ascertained the proportions that each class of taxable per- 
sonal property that was listed bore to the aggregate of all 
that was returned; then assuming that if all personal Cs- 
tate had been returned to the Assessors under oath, that the 
proportions of each class would have been unchanged, they 
made their estimation of the amount of the unlisted taxable 
personal estate upon that basis. The law that compelled 
the estimation required by the divisions above referred to, 
was repealed by Chapter 242 of the Acts of 1890. But the 
classification, with the figures that indicated the proportions 
as found, were given in our report of April 30, 1891, as 
of sufficient interest to justify their presentation in a form 
that would admit of comparison with similar work in suhse- 
quent years. <A closer analysis has been made of the re- 
turns of 1891, and its detail is shown in the following table 
in connection with the percentages of the year 18389.

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National bank shares are by law returnable, and are re- 
turned by the officers of those organizations. The addition 
of this class of personal estate gave $54,438,040 as returned 
out of a total valuation of personal property of $204,831,040. 
This is equal to 26.58 per cent. The Assessors consequently 
estimated 73.42 per cent. of the personal assessment of May 
1, 1891. The percentages of 1489 were 27.45 for personalty 
returned, and 72.55 for personal property estimated. While 
it must be admitted that the method of determining the classi- 
fication of the one hundred and fifty millions of personal estate 
estimated by the Assessors is open to criticism, it is undoubt- 
edly true that any plan that would attempt its improvement 
would be equally open to objections. That which has been 
adopted is the best that the Assessors, with their limited ex- 
perience in these comparisons, can apply. If the averages of 
four or five years shall show such a remarkable similarity of 
results as are indicated by the percentage of credit property 
remaining taxable after the whole amount had been in part 
offset by ‘debts — 9.1349 in 1889 against 10.0366 in 1891 — 
ten per cent. as nearly as may be in both years for cash and 
bank deposits a difference of one per cent. in mer- 
chandise —and less than that variance in the percentage of 
the value of foreign shares; it is probable that the causes 
of such substantial uniformity may be generally acknowl- 
edged, and the consequent deductions be accepted as practi- 
cally accurate.

A table marked “ G,” pages 24-26, will show the approxi- 
mate value of the dwelling-houses of the city, and a table 
marked “ H,” page 27, will give certain statistics relating to 
the real estate of Boston. 


SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


By Chapter 456 of the Acts of the year 1889 it is pro- 
vided that all assessments for sewers hereafter constructed in 
Boston are to be “made and determined by the Superin- 
tendent of Sewers, and upon the request of an owner of an 
estate upon which an assessment has been made to the Board 
Ol ASSGss0te nets ty; suid) hoard |. .. ...) shall appot= 
tion the same into three equal parts, and add one of said 
parts with interest . . . to the annual tax of said estate 
for each of three years next ensuing.” It is also provided hy 
Section 5 of said act that the Assessors shall have j jurisdiction 
of all questions relating to the abatement of such assessments. 
The law of 1889 was amended by Chapter 346 of the Acts of 
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the year 1890. By Section 2 of this last-named act it is pro 
vided that “ when an assessment is made upon a person or 
corporation by law exempt from the assessment of taxes, the 

. . assessors shall notify” the “collector not to en- 
force the collection of such assessment; but when an estate 
the collection of the assessment upon which has not been 
enforced under such notice comes into the possession of 
another person as owner, the amount of such assessment 
shall be paid by such new owner in like manner, subject to 
the same provisions of law as if an original assessment. 

The number of cases requiring the action of the Board 
under these various provisions is shown by a table marked 
“J,” page 28, appended to which is a communication from the 
Assessors to His Honor the Mayor in relation to sewer as- 
sessments, and an opinion of the Corporation Counsel of the 
city as to the power of the Assessors to abate such assess- 
ments for the reasons which are generally alleged in petitions 
for this class of abatements.

Hon. Natuan MatTTHEws, JR., 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir: A number of petitions are in our possession, ask- 
ing for the abatement of sewer assessments, which were 
addressed to the Board of Aldermen, and show, by their 
indorsement, that they have been referred by that body to 
the Board of Assessors. 

The Act of 1889, Chapter 456, § 5, was construed by the 
Law Department to remove the power to make this class of 
abatements from the Aldermen and vest it in the Board of 
Assessors. 

But if any doubt existed as to the correctness of that 
construction, it was removed by an amendment to said 
section five, made by the second section of Chapter 346 of 
the Acts of 1890. 

The language of these two enactments would seem to 
indicate that the Legislature intended that all sewers and 
their renewals should be paid for mainly from the general 
tux levy; but, in part, by a special assessment upon abutting 
estates; and that the special assessment, when made in con- 
formity to the provisions of these two acts, should never be 
discharged in any other manner than by full payment. An 
analysis of the law seems to establish the following points : 

First. — That when a sewer is constructed the amount of 
an assessment to be laid on an abutting estate is determined 
by the Superintendent of Sewers. [1889, Chap. 456, § 2.] 

Second. — That the amount is fixed at one cent a square 
foot of the area of each estate, liable to assessment, that is 
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within one hundred feet of the street or way in which the 
sewer is laid. [1890, Chap. 346, § 1.] 

Third.— That the amount cannot be fixed at any ee 
sum, unless the aggregate of the assessments at one cent a 
for as. provided in the act, exceeds the cost of the sewer, 
in which case the cost is proportionately assessed. [1890, 
Chap. 346, § 1.] 

Fourth. — That an estate that has already paid a sewer 
assessment “may be assessed . . . for the cost of 
renewal or repair of a drain or sewer,” provided that such 
last assessment shall not exceed the cost of such renewal or 
repair, or be in excess of one cent for each square foot 
assessable. [1889, Chap. 456, § 1 — 1890, Chap. 346, § 1.] 

Fifth. — That interest “at the rate of five per cent. per 
annum from the date of completion” of the sewer must “ be 
added to the amount assessed.” [1889, Chap. 456, § 2. | 

Sixth. — That notice of the assessment and of its amount 
must be given by the Superintendent of Sewers to the 
person assessed “forthwith.” [1889, Chap. 456, § 2.] 

Seventh.— That payment of the assessment and accrued 
interest may be deferred until the owners “ particular drain ” 
has entered the sewer. [1889, Chap. 456, § 1.] 

Highth. — That within ten days of such entry the owner 
may apply to the Assessors and have his sewer assessment 
und accrued interest divided “into three equal parts,” and 
have one of said parts added “to the annual tax of said 
estate for each of the three years next ensuing.” [1889, 
Chap. 456, § 4.] 

Ninth. — That “ the assessors of taxes . . . have 
power to abate such assessments and all laws relating to the 

abatement of taxes . . . so faras applicable 
apply to the . . . abatement of such assessments.” 
[1890, Chap. 346, § 2.] 

Tenth. — That a sewer assessment is “a lien upon the 
estate ” assessed “ until it is paid,” and it is to be “collected 
in the same manner as taxes on real estate.” [1889, Chap. 
456, § 5.] 

By the statement under the ninth head, it appears that the 
power to abate sewer assessments is with the Assessors. 
But they can exercise such power only in conformity to 
“laws . . . relating to the abatement of taxes.” “A 
person aggrieved by” an assessment “may apply to the 
Assessors for an abatement thereof.” [Pub. Stat., Chap. 
11, § 69.] But the Assessors cannot grant him an abate- 
ment, unless “he makes it appear that he is taxed at more 
than his just proportion, or upon an assessment of 
his property” at a higher rate than that fixed by law. 
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[Pub. Stat., Chap. 11, § 69.] It follows that the Assessors 
cannot make an abatement of a sewer assessment that has 
been laid in exact conformity to the requirements of the law. 
But, if an error has been made in computing an area liable 
to assessment, or in assessing the true area at exceeding one 
cent a foot, or in assessing a group of owners for a gr ‘eater 
sum than the cost of the sewer, for the construction of which 
they are assessed ; or, if the Aldermen, in the exercise of the 
discretion given them by the third section of the Act of 1889 
[ Chap. 456], lay an assessment on a greater area, or for a 
larger amount than authorized by said section; the 
Assessors, When satisfied that such errors have been made, 
‘an correct them by abatement. The Assessors have no 
equity powers to relieve what may seem to be an unjust 
sewer assessment, or to mitigate the hardships which follow 
the execution of the law. The statutes provide that for the 
most oppressive assessments, those upon the very poor, and 
upon churches, charitable, and other corporations, exempt by 
law from ordinary taxes, that the collection of the assess- 
ment may be suspended until the estate benefited by the 
sewer passes into the possession of a new owner, when, it is 
provided, that the original assessment and accrued interest 
to date “shall be paid by such new owner.” [1889, Chap. 
456, § 5—1890, Chap. 346, § 2.] 

It seems to some members of the Board of Aldermen to 
be desirable that their changed relation to sewer assessments 
should become known to the public through their proceedings ; 
and the Board of Assessors are of opinion that such publicity 
would prevent many citizens from asking either Board to 
grant abatements, which are beyond the authority of any 
board or department of the City Government. Herewith 
find copies of a statement of certain cases undisposed of on 
the files of this department, and the opinion of the Cor- 
poration Counsel thereon, which we desire should be for- 
warded with this communication to that body.

Sir: Many owners of estates fronting on Porter street 
| Kast Boston] have signed a petition which has been pre- 
sented to our Board, asking “for an abatement of the sewer 
assessment on their property . . . said property having 
already paid a sewer assessment.” From Mr. Daniel J. 
Hasson, whose name appears first upon the petition, we have 
received a verbal statement to the effect that a large wooden 
sewer was put into Porter street many years ago; that he 
wus not an owner of an estate on said street when. said sewer 
was constructed, but that when he bought his estate he found 
that a sewer assessment had been paid therefor. 

That in the summer of 1891 this wooden sewer was taken 
up and a new brick sewer put in its place; that both the old 
and new sewers were in fact main sewers for a certain district, 
receiving the contents of several cross-street drains. This 
statement is confirmed. by a communication from the Superin- 
tendent of Streets which is herewith transmitted. We have also 
a petition for the abatement of an assessment for a sewer on 
Bremen street, where the facts are substantially like those in 
relation to the Porter-street sewer; an old brick sewer being 
taken up and a new brick sewer of larger dimensions laid at 
a deeper grade than that which it supplanted. 

In relation to this case the statement is made that the 
estate has already paid a sewer assessment of $156.09, and 
that at a hearing before the Aldermen, August 18, 1890 [see 
Proceedings, 1890, page 796], the persons objecting to a new 
sewer and an assessment therefor obtained a recommitment to 
the Committee on Sewers with instructions to give a hearing ; 
that at the hearing objection to the proposed action of the 
government was w rithdrawn on the assurance of the committee 
that no assessment would be laid for the sewer. A statement 
of the gentleman who represented the petitioners is herewith 
transmitted. | 

Referring to the law governing the assessment and collection 
of sewer assessments as found in the Acts of 1889, Chapter 
456, and of 1890, Chapter 346, your written opinion is re- 
quested upon the following question: Can the Board of 
Assessors, on the facts as presented, abate the above-described 
assessments for any of the above stated reasons?

To the Board of Assessors: 


GENTLEMEN: Your communication of the 9th inst., in 
regard to sewer assessments, was received. In my opinion 
your Board cannot abate the assessments described for 
any of the reasons set forth in your letter. Statements made 
by individual members of the Board of Aldermen, whether in 
committee or outside of it, cannot bind the city, or affect any 
one’s rights. An assessment beingmade, your Board cannot 
abate for any such reason. Chapter 346 of the Acts of 1890 
authorized an assessment for any sewer constructed after 
that act went into effect, and your Board must assume that 
a sewer was constructed under that act, and that the assess- 
ment was legally made therefor. There is nothing in the Acts 
of 1889 or of 1890 which prohibits the levying of an assess- 
ment on an estate for a new sewer because such an estate 
had previously paid an assessment for a different sewer 
formerly laid in the same place.

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LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost of lighting the streets of the city during the nine months 
ending January 31, 1892, was $420,179.21. On the 15th of January the city 
was lighted with 1,447 electric, 8,924 gas, 2,781 oil, and 80 naphtha lamps, 
being an increase of 822 electric, a decrease of 358 gas, and a decrease of 176 


oil lamps, and a decrease of 19 naphtha lamps, as compared with the pre- 
vious year.

The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas companies 
are: Boston at the rate of $1.00 per thousand cubic feet; Roxbury, $1.50; 
Charlestown, $1.55; South Boston, $1.50; East Boston, $1.60; Dorchester, 
$1.50; West Roxbury, $1.85; and Brighton, $1.85. 

The price paid for electrics is 40 cents per light per night. The city pro- 
vides the iron posts, and the companies furnish the lamps and light. 

The men who clean and light the gas-lamps are paid at the rate of $2.00 
per day, and have an average of 76 lamps each. 

The underground service-pipes are laid and kept in repair by the various 
companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of Lamps, and at the 
expense of the city, without pecuniary consideration or profit to the com- 
panies. 

The oil and naphtha lamps, during the past year, have been lighted and 
cleaned by men employed by the Superintendent of Lamps, at the rate of 34 
cents per lamp per night for this service.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Board of Health: 

Twenty urinals, in different parts of the city, including two retreats for 
females, one on the Common facing West-street entrance, and the other on 
the Public Garden, —two wooden structures, with slated roofs, appropriately 
furnished. In office of City Physician, books and surgical instruments. 

GaLLop’s IsLAND, containing about 16 acres, was purchased in 1860 for 
$6,600, used as a Quarantine Station, on which are a dwelling-house, barn, 
coal-shed, two hospitals, steamboat wharf, store-house for infected cargoes, 
and other buildings, with the live-stock, farming utensils, merchandise, pro- 
visions, tools, etce., for carrying on the Quarantine Department. 

Smatt—Pox Hospitat, Canterbury street, West Roxbury, built in 1877. 
Cost of land and buildings, $31,388.78. The contents of lot are 4.182 acres. 

STEAMBOAT ‘‘ VIGILANT.” — This boat is about 734 tons burden, 95 feet in 
length, 17 feet beam, and 8 feet deep, and was built in Boston in 1886. Cost 
of boat and furniture, $18,000. Employed in quarantine service.

These houses are floating structures, except those at City Point and Com- 
mercial Point; the houses at the foot of M street and foot of L street are on 
the beach. Most of them are oblong, with wooden roofs, enclosing a water 
surface, around which, inside of the structures, are platforms. All the 
houses have dressing-rooms attached to them. Houses at M street and L 
street consist of a main building, with ells, in which are dressing-rooms; 
from the end of these ells to the water are fences, attached to which is a 
chain with cork buoys which encloses a square water surface. In the offices 
of the Superintendents are various articles of furniture, tools, and supplies, 
for making small repairs.

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is under the charge of the Trustees of the City 
Hospital: 


The estate consists of the land bounded by Harrison avenue, East Concord 
street, Albany street, and East Chester park, except the estates consisting of 
ten houses on East Chester park, corner of Harrison avenue. The lot con- 
tains about 350,927 square feet of land. There are situated upon this land 
eighteen buildings, as follows: one administration building and an annex 
building for medical libraries, record rooms, etc., etc.; for patients, four 
buildings of three stories each, one building of two stories, and four buildings 
of one story each, besides a four-story building for Training-school nurses, a 
bakery and kitchen, laundry and boiler-house, carpenter-shop, a morgue, a 
garbage-house, and two horse-sheds. There is also a three-story building 
which is used as an entrance office and for out-patient departments, and one 
two-story building devoted to surgical out-patients and male employés. 

The Trustees also have charge of a plot of land in the rear of Albany 
street, adjoining the City Water-Works property, amounting to 11,559 feet. 
On this lot is situated a stable, and the remaining portion is used for storage 
purposes. 

The Trustees also have charge of the Convalescent Home, situated on fif- 
teen acres of land, at No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near Milton Lower Mills. 
On this property is a three-storied house, with a two-storied ell, and has 
accommodations for thirty-five patients and seven employés. There is also a 
barn, stable, shed, and a bowling alley. About one-half of this property is 
highly improved, and one-half woodland and pasture.

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property 1s under the charge of the Commissioners of Public 
Institutions : 


Deer Isianp. — Containing about 134 acres of upland, about 50 acres of 
flats, on which is the large brick building known as the Houser or Inpus- 
try. Also a wooden house occupied as a House of Reformation for Girls, a 
brick school-house for truant boys, and wooden one for nursery, a farmhouse, 
brick workshop, and receiving-house, laundry, bakery, and engineer’s house, 
piggery, two large barns, and other buildings; steamboat wharf, and. another 
landing-place; stone-sheds, farming utensils, live-stock, merchandise, provi- 
sions, tools, etc., required for carrying on the House of Industry and Refor- 
mation and Almshouses. In 1885 a new hospital was built on the island, the 
total cost of the same, together with furnishing, being $74,999.65. 


RaINSFORD IsLanp (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 of the 
Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing 11 acres. The buildings are 
occupied by female paupers. 


House oF CoRRECTION AND Lownatic Hospirat. — These institutions 
occupy an area of 821,875 feet of upland, to which is appended about 1,310,- 
700 feet of flats, which, with the Master’s house, workshop, outhouses, and 
other appendages, the furniture, farming, and mechanics’ tools and utensils, 
fire-engines, provisions, machinery for manufacturing, horses, and other live- 
stock, belong to the city. There is in the House of Correction workshop a 
steam-engine of twenty-horse power, and boiler, with shafting, ete., for 
carrying machinery, and the necessary apparatus for heating the prison work- 
shops and chapel with steam. 


ALMSHOUSE, ALFORD STREET, CHARLESTOWN, is situated on a lot con- 
taining 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from the Malden 
bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long by 45 feet 
wide, 34 stories high, with two wings 39 feet by 19 feet. There is a large 
barn and other outbuildings upon the lot. 


Austin Farm (Dorcuester). — The site purchased by the city for a 
Home for the Poor contains about 50 acres, and is bounded on the easterly 
side by Back street, on the southerly side by Morton street, on the westerly 
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side by Canterbury street, and on the northerly side by Austin terrace, so 
called, and is now occupied as a ward for chronic and mild cases of insane of 
the Boston Lunatic Hospital. On this estate are a house, barn with silo of a 
capacity of 325 tons, piggery, ice-houses, and sheds. A new dormitory of 
two stories, with all the modern improvements, is now being erected, to cost 
$30,000. 

MARCELLA-STREET Home. — Building formerly occupied by the city of 
Roxbury asan almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 1876-77 
and 1881, for the accommodation of pauper and neglected children. Contents 
of lot, 152,000 square feet. 


STEAMER ‘J. VurnaM BrRaDLes.” — This boat is 340 tons burden, 140 
feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over all, 8 feet 6 inches deep, 
and was built at Greenpoint, L.I.,in 1875. Cost, including outfit, $43,836.19. 
Used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, etc., to and from the 
city to the Deer, Rainsford, and Long I[siand Institutions. 


Lone Istanp. — Contains about 182 acres. A building to accommodate 
about 600 persons was erected on this island in the years 1886 and 1837, and 
is now occupied by male paupers. A hospital is being built to accommodate 
250 patients, at an estimated cost of $85,000 when finished. 


RELIEF OF THE POOR DEPARTMENT. 
In charge of the Board of Overseers of the Poor. 


CenTRAL CuHarity Bureau Buitpine, located at the corner of Chardon 
and Hawkins street, is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, the Paymaster 
of the Soldiers’ Relief, and the following charitable societies: Boston 
Provident Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing Circle, German 
Aid Society, Ladies’ Cooperative Visiting Society, the Associated Charities, 
West End Branch of the Homeopathic Medical Dispensary, the United Hebrew 
Benevolent Association, Boston Children’s Aid Society, and St. Vincent de 
Paul Society. The City Physician also occupies a room in this building. 
Young Men’s Benevolent Society holds its monthly meetings here. 

TEMPORARY HOME FOR THE JDEsTITUTE is located at the corner of Char- 
don and Bowker streets. This building and the one above mentioned were 
erected on a lot, the contents of which are 19,962 square feet. The total cost 
of these buildings, with the land and the boiler-house in the rear, was 
$210,494.38. 

Lopce FoR WAYFARERS, in the old Mayhew School building, on Hawkins 
street, lot containing 9,625 square feet. |

The 
building is of brick and wood, and covers some 8,000 square feet of land, 
and is divided into a shed for breaking stone for macadamizing, blacksmith’s 
and carpenter’s shops, tool-room, and stable. ‘The total contents of the lot, 
including wharf and building, are 63,180 square feet.

— Upon this lot is a large brick stable, 
erected in 1873-74, and occupied by the Sanitary and Paving Divisions. 
Also a brick building used as a blacksmith-shop, and a shed for the storage 
of tools, ete. 


LepGE Lor, on Codman street, Dorchester, containing 299,000 square 
feet, was purchased in 1870. Uponthis lot is a shed, containing a steam- 
engine and stone-crusher; also, a stable and tool-house. 


On tHE AxtmsiousE Lot, Hancock street, Dorchester, there are two 
stables; also, a shed, tool-house, and blacksmith-shop.

Property belonging to the Paving Division, consisting of 90 horses, 65 carts, 
16 water-carts, 13 wagons, 6 steam-rollers, 8 stone-crushers, 6 engines, etc. 

In South Boston, corner of H and Ninth streets, a lot of land containing 
about 12,000 square feet, upon which have been erected a stable, carriage- 
house, shed, tool-house, and office. Rent of same, including use of wharf 
and flats opposite, $650 per annum, with taxes.

SANITARY DIVISION. 


Soutn City STaBLes, SHop, AND SuHeEps. — Situated on Albany ‘street, 
opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before being used for ~* 
this purpose, and contains 90,780 feet. The stables and buildings connected 
therewith are of brick. There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, 
used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories high, with French 
roof, and has accommodations for 100 horses. Twenty-three horses are kept 
in sheds. ‘Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. 

Yonnected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, painter, and har- 
ness-maker’s shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the wagons, carts, 
harnesses, etc., used by the department are constructed and kept in repair. 


Orrat Depor. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on Albany street, 
opposite Brookline street. on the other side of the dock from that used by 
the Paving Division. The lot which the building occupies, and the yard 
attached to the same, contain 39,511 feet, and belonged to the city before 
being used for this purpose. Total original cost of building, $18,578.89. 
This building is used for the deposit of house-offal daily collected in the city 
carts, and which is thence conveyed without the limits of the city proper by 
purchasers of the same. 


West StrasLteE AND SHEDS, NortH GRove Street. — The stable is a 
brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North 
Grove street, built in 1860, with suitable outbuildings attached to the same. 
It has accommodations for 83 horses, in stables and sheds. The lot contains 
about 45,152 square feet. | 


HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodation for 60 horses, on the old Alms- 
house lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Division. There is on this 
lot a brick stable, which cost $89,594.13. On this lot is an offal-shed, erected 
in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 


In 1875 there was a stable erected for 21 horses, on Rutherford avenue, 
Charlestown, at a cost of $5,083.07. Shed and outbuildings built in 1879. 
Contents of lot, as claimed by city, 17,300 square feet. 


SEWER DIVISION. 


There have been 330 miles of sewers built by the city. The department 
occupies a small lot on North Grove street; a large one, with water-front, 
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on Albany street, containing 43,000 square feet, for storage of materials, 
tools, etc.; and one on Gibson street (Dorchester), containing 42,000 square 
feet; a small lot on Boylston street, Jamaica Plain; a small lot on Ruther- 
ford avenue, Charlestown; a small lot in East Boston, corner Paris and 
Marion streets; a small lot on Stony brook, corner of Centre street, Ward 
21; gate-house on Stony brook, Pynchon street, built in 1889; lot on Chest- 
nut Hill avenue, Sewer yard, with buildings, on East Chester park, near Al- 
bany street; a small shed on Cypress street, Ward 9, on land leased by the 
city. 


SURVEYING DEPARTMENT. 


The following articles are in charge of the City Surveyor: 


CreNTRAL OFFice.— Instruments for surveying and drawing; drawing and 
other paper; books, tools, drawing-boards and desks, and drawing-tables. In 
this department are 23,064 plans, besides which there are 3,557 lithographed 
plans. Top-buggy, harness, etc. 


DorcuerstER Brancu. — Instruments for surveying and drawing; drawing 
and other paper; books, tools, drawing-boards, tables, ete. There are 2,950 
plans in this office. 


WATER-WORKS. 


COCHITUATE WATER—WORKS. 


Lake CocuitTuaTE. — Situated within the limits of the towns of Framing- 
ham, Wayland, and Natick, in Middlesex County. The extreme length of the 
lake, in a direct line, is 34 miles, and the breadth of the widest part about 
1,800 feet, with a water surface of 800 acres. ‘‘ Dug pond,” containing 444 
acres, and ‘* Dudley pond,” containing 81 acres, are tributaries to the lake. 
The whole circuit of the lake, measuring at its verge when within two feet of 
high-water mark, is abont 16 miles, and the city owns an average width of 
five rods around it, which is held free from taxation; also 14 acres at the 
outlet of Dudley pond. In addition to this, the city owns 233 acres in Way- 
land, 724 acres in Natick, and on the line of the aqueduct, — not including 
land appurtenant to the Chestnut Hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land 
occupied by and necessary for the protection of the aqueduct, — 274 acres in 
Needham, 5% acres in Newton, 14 acres in Brookline. 

The Cochituate aqueduct, 6 feet 4 inches in height and 5 feet in width, ex- 
tending from Lake Cochituate 143 miles to a reservoir in Brookline. 

The Sudbury-river conduit, 7 feet 8 inches in height and 9 feet in width, 
extending from Farm pond, in South Framingham, to the Gate-house at 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir, 15.9 miles in length. The area of land owned by 
city on conduit line, 198 acres, and area of reservoirs, 851.5 acres. In addi- 
tion, about 100 acres of land have been bought for reservoir No. 6, and more 
will soon be taken. A section of conduit, 4,170 feet in length, connects 
Farm pond with Dam No. 1 on the Sudbury river, and another section, 3,760 
feet in length, extends through Farm pond, so that the Sudbury-river water 
can be sent to the city‘independently of the pond water. The city owns a 
width on the line of the conduit varying from 80 to 400 feet. 

Reservoir No. 1, water area 149 acres, capacity, 288,000,000 gallons. 

Reservoir No. 2, water area 136 acres, capacity, 480,000,000 gallons. 

Reservoir No. 3, water area 283 acres, capacity, 1,074,000,000 gallons. 

Reservoir No. 4, water area 162 acres, capacity, 1,405,000,000 gallons. 

The ‘‘ Brookline. Reservoir,” situated in Brookline, with a capacity of 
120,000,000 gallons and a water surface of 23 acres, whole area of this prop- 
erty 324 acres. 

The ‘+Chestnut-Hill Reservoir,” situated in Brighton, of the capacity of 
730,000,000 gallons, with a water surface of 1234 acres. ‘There are 2123 
acres in this whole property; the line of pipe from Chestnut-Hill Reservoir 
to the main, near the Brookline Reservoir, also the land under which are the 
pipes, being in amount about 64 acres. 

The ‘South Boston Reservoir,” on the east of Telegraph hill, South Bos- 
ton, covering, with its embankment, an area of about 126,000 square feet. It 
has a water area of 70,041 square feet, and a capacity of 7,508,246 gallons. 
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This reservoir is now used for storage, and is connected with the distributing- 
pipes only in case of fire or accident to the pumping mains. 

The ‘‘ East Boston Reservoir,” on Eagle hill, East Boston, bounded west- 
erly by Brooks and southerly by White street. The land covered by and 
appurtenant to it comprises about 216,027 sqvare feet. Its water area is 
44,100 square feet, and its capacity 5,591,816 gallons. 

The ‘* Parker-Hill Reservoir,” on Parker hill, Roxbury, located on a lot 
of land taken under the Act of the Legislature authorizing the building 
of this reservoir, contains 197,614 square feet. It was built for the 
high-service supply, and will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plane 24 feet 
above the bottom of the outflow pipe. Area of the water-surface 64,033 
square feet, and its elevation 219 feet above tide-marsh level. A strip of 
land 25 feet wide, leading from Fisher avenue, and containing 2,887 square 
feet, was purchased for a route for the pipes to the reservoir. 

The High-Service Reservoir, situated on Fisher hill, Brookline, was 
completed in 1887. The site for this reservoir contains 459,670 feet of land, 
the capacity of the reservoir is 15,000,000 gallons, high water line is 241 feet 
above tide-marsh level. The pumping-station at Chestnut hill, containing 
two Gaskill engines, of 8,000,000 galions capacity each, and two boilers. A 
dwelling-house for the engineer of the Pumping-station, located on Chestnut 
Hill avenue. The supplementary high-service in West Roxbury, consisting 
of an iron tank on Mt. Bellevue, — the highest land in the city, —into which 
water is pumped by two Knowles pumps, placed in a brick house situated on 
Washington street, opposite Metropolitan avenue, Roslindale. 

An iron tank on Breed’s Island, East Boston, built for the purposes of high- 
service for the residents in that vicinity, and an engine-house built on the 
corner of Brooks and Condor streets, East Boston, to which the pumping- 
plant near the old reservoir has been removed. 

The main pipes leading from the receiving-reservoirs in Brookline and 
Brighton to this city, and the distributing-pipes laid in the city proper, 
East Boston, South Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, and 
Brighton, aggregate in length 519 miles, varying in size from 4 to 48 inches 
in diameter. 

Pipe-yard and wharf, Albany street, containing 132,000 feet, upon which 
are located the offices and shops of the Eastern Division. These are located 
in a three-story brick building, 41215 feet. The stable is a three-story 
brick building, 40110 feet, with accommodations for 28 horses. Building 
on Elmwood streetand place, ona lot of 5,563 square feet, in which have been 
the pumping-engines for supplying water to the highest parts of the city. 

The cost of construction of these works to the city, up to the 31st January, 
1892, is $21,643,526.91. 


MYSTIC WATER-WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic lake, which is the source of supply, situated 
in the towns of Medford, Arlington, and Winchester, 64 miles from Charles- 
town square. It has an area of about 200 acres when flowed to the level 
authorized by the act to take water, and a storage capacity of that level of 
380,000,000 gallons. To convey the water of the lake to the citizens, the 
works consist of dam and overfall; conduit with its appurtenant gate-houses, 
waste-weir and ventilator; cast-iron main under Mystic river; engine-house ; 
pumping-engines; force-mains; reservoir with influent and effluent chambers: 
supply-mains and city distribution-pipes, hydrants, gates, etc. 

The dam is 1,560 feet long, built of earthwork and masonry, and its height 
is 11 feet above high-water mark of Boston harbor. The conduit is 7,450 
feet in length, constructed of hydraulic brick masonry 8 inches thick. It is 
oviform in shape, 5 feet 8 inches high, and 5 feet wide, interior dimensions. 
The cast-iron mains, two in number, conveying the water from the pipe- 
chamber at the end of the conduit to the engine-house, are 487 feet long and 
3 feet in diameter. 

The engine-house, situated on the southerly bank of, and about 200 feet 
from, the Mystic river, is a substantial building, 120 feet long and 58 feet 
wide, constructed of faced brick and freestone, and embraces under one roof 
the boiler and engine rooms, repair-shop, and pump-well. The lot of land 
about the engine-house is about 12 acres, and upon a portion of it is a

dwelling-house for the engineers, and also a stable. Connected with the 
engine-house is a brick and stone coal-shed, having a capacity of 1,000 tons. 

In the engine-house are three of Worthington’s Duplex Pumping-engines, 
two of 5,000,000 gallons each and one of 8,000,000 gallons capacity, per 24 
hours. Seven boilers supply the steam for pumping the water. 

The two force-mains are of cast iron, each thirty inches in diameter, and 
8,277 feet in length. The reservoir is on Walnut hill, in Medford, near 
Tufts College. 

Its water surface covers an area of 43 acres, being nearly a parallelogram 
in shape, 560X350 feet. : 

High-water line is 147 feet above tide-marsh level, and at this grade its 
capacity is 26,244,415 gallons. 

The whole lot of land connected with the reservoir belonging to the city is 
about 104 acres. 

The whole length of distribution-pipes in Charlestown is about 38 miles. 
The whole length of distribution-pipes supplied by the Mvstic works is about 
158 miles. The city owns also a lot of land containing 12,807 square feet on 
Medford street, with a substantial brick stable upon it. This land is used for 
a pipe-yard. 

A two-story brick building, 38X40, built during the year 1882-83, for use 
as a workshop, is located on land of the city at the corner of Medford and 
Tufts street. 

Mystic Sewer. — The Mystic sewer extends from Prospect street in 
Woburn to Lower Mystic pond in West Medford, a distance of 18,892 
feet.: 

The sewer was built to intercept the objectionable drainage from the tan- 
neries, and discharge it into the lower pond at the head of the tide-water. 
The area of land taken under the Act of Legislature for the construction of 
the sewer and branch drains was 97,245 square feet. Works for a more 
comprehensive treatment of this sewage, with a view of reducing its objec- 
tionable features to a minimum, were completed in 1888. 

The cost of construction of the Mystic Water-Works up to 31st of 
January, 1892, is $1,710,943.70. 


TRUST FUNDS. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR’S FUNDS. 


Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, William P. Fowler, 
elected May 4, 1891, Chairman ; Frederic W. Lincoln, 7reasurer. 


PEMBERTON Funp. — This fund comprises bequests and gifts made to the 
city of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘‘ A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, 
Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benja- 
mid Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William) Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘ A citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, 
Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, Walter E. Hawes, and Wm. B. 
Spooner. The most important, however, of the bequests was from BENJAMIN 
PEMBERTON, whose will was proved June 25, 1782, and for that reason his 
name has been given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, 
at the discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this 
city. The amount of this fund, Jan. 31, 1892, was $129,679.84. 


Boytston Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by Joun Boy.isTon, 
who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One portion of 
the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ Poor and decayed householders of the 
Town of Boston,” ‘‘ not under fifty years of age,” ‘‘ persons of good charac- 
ter, and reduced by the act of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or 
other vice.” The other portion to be applied to ‘‘ nurture and instruction of 
Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Boston until fourteen 
years of age.” 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, Jan. 31, 1892, to $26,147.71. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, Jan. 31, 1892, to $151,725.83. 


Mason Funp. — Was a bequest of JonatHan Mason, by will dated July 
15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the Almshouse or 
Workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. The interest is 
now paid annually towards the salary of the Chaplain of the House of Indus- 
try. Amount of Mason Fund, Jan. 31, 1892, was $8,513.86. 


Dexter Funp. — Was a bequest of SAmMuEL Dexter, by will dated May 7, 
1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity as are not sup- 
ported in the Almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the 
Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund, Jan. 31, 1892, $4,337.97. 


JEFFRIES Funp. — Was a bequest of Davin JErrriss, former Town Treas- 
urer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the purchase of 
tea and coffee, chocolate, and sugar, for the refreshment of those persons 
who, in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the 
Almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always giving preference to the 
pious poor. Amount of Jeffries Fund, Jan. 31, 1892, $4,948.72. 


Lucy Buttman CHarity. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and Joy 
streets, in this city, which came into possession of the city of Boston in 
1872. in accordance with the will of Lucy BuLuMAN, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, Jan. 9, 1832; in which it is provided that upon the death of 
certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the city of Boston, upon 
condition that the estate never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of 
the poor. The estate is valued at about $10,300. Funds on hand Jan. 31, 
1892, $23,532.48. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor Jan. 4, 1873, this 
estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 


Davip Sears CuHarity. — This is a fund contributed by the late Davip 
Szars, for the relief of the poor. Amountof fund Jan. 31, 1892, $322,434.27. 
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Pierce Fuet Funp. — Legacy left to the city of Charlestown by the late 
CaLeB Pierce, who died Sept. 7, 1860, and which was accepted by the 
Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income to be expended in purchasing 
fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had resided in Charlestown at 
least one year before their decease, said widows still continuing to reside in 
Charlestown. 

Amount of fund Jan. 31, 1892, $1,500, invested in City of Boston bonds, 
and $45.58 interest on hand. Total, $1,545.58. 

Hotton Protestant Poor Funp. — Legacy left to the town of Brighton 
by the late JAmrEs Hotton, in 1863; will probated June 9, 1863. Income to 
be expended in purchasing and distributing provisions among poor and indi- 
gent Protestant families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays. Unmarried Protestant females to 
receive a liberal share. Amount of fund Jan. 31, 1892, invested in City of 
Boston bond. Total, $1,500. 

Ho.ton Protestant Pauper Funp. — Legacy left to the town of Brighton 
by the late JAmMes Hotton, for the purpose of furnishing good and plentiful 
meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton on Thanksgiving Day or other 
holidays. Amount of fund Jan. 31, 1892, City of Boston bonds and interest. 
Total, $3,297. 

SroucuTron Poor Funp. — Bequest of Lieut.-Gov. WILLIAM STOUGHTON, 
who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of 
Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the Selectmen, and the income to 
be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. Amount of fund Jan. 31, 1892, 
invested in City of Boston bonds and interest. ‘Total, $2,158 02. 

Goopnow Funp. — A bequest of ELisHa Goopnow, ‘‘to be invested and 
the income applied forever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the 
poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in its alm- 
house, in such manner as the said city, or the government or officers thereof, 
may deem most judicious, but without reference to the religious faith or 
belief of those who may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.” 
Invested in City of Boston bond and interest, Jan. 31, 1892, $6,436.93. 

RacHeEt T. Stevens Funp. — A bequest of Racnret T. Stevens. The net 
income is to be paid (after the death of a person named in will) ‘‘ for the 
support and maintenance of poor worthy Protestant single women of Boston, 
who have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including widows), paying to 
each of such women during her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semi- 
annual payments. Uponthe marriage of any beneficiary under this will, no 
further payment of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment 
of income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help 
under this trust.” Amount of fund Jan. 31, 1892, $5,200. 

Moses Hunt Fonp For THE DestitTuTE. — ‘‘ Income to be devoted to the 
relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents of that part of said Boston 
which was Charlestown.” Invested in City of Boston bond. Amount of 
fund, with interest, Jan. 31, 1892, $10,616.39.

POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


By an order of the City Council, approved by the Mayor July 7, 1890, the 
care of this fund, which since 1870 has been withthe Mayor, Treasurer, and 
Auditor as Trustees, was transferred to the Board of Police, and the funds 
were transferred to the City Treasurer. 

The Board of Police are authorized to expend, with the approval of the 
Mayor, the income of the fund for the relief of persons who have received an 
honorable discharge from the police force by reason of sickness, age, or other 
disability, and who are, in consequence of such disability, in necessitous cir- 
cumstances ; and with the approval of the Mayor, for the relief of widows and 
orphans in necessitous circumstances, of police officers who have died while 
in the service of the city, or from the effects of injuries received in the exe- 
cution of their duty.

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the City of Boston for the 
time being (and his successors in office), the Board of Fire Commissioners of 
the City of Boston for the time being (and their successors in office), were 
constituted a body corporate for the purpose of receiving and holding all sums 
of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding in the aggregate two 
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hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, granted, bequeathed, or de- 
vised to it for the benefit of members of the Boston Fire Department, or their 
families, requiring assistance, or for the benefit of any persons, or the fami- 
lies of any persons, who have been such members, requiring assistance. The 
property so held shall be known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund. The 
said body corporate shall have authority to manage and dispose of the same 
and the income thereof according to their best discretion, subject to the pro- 
visions of any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following-named 
persons, viz.: The Mayor, Nathan Matthews, Jr.; Fire Commissioners Rob- 
ert G. Fitch, John R. Murphy, and George H. Innis, — now constitute the 
Board of Trustees. Nathan Matthews, Jr., Mayor, President; John R. 
Murphy, Treasurer; Frederick W. Smith, Jr., Clerk.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. Dr. BENJAMIN 
FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, in 1791, £1,000 ster- 
ling, which he directed to be loaned in sums of not more than £60 nor less 
than £15 to one applicant at five per cent. interest; to be repaid in annual 
instalments of ten per cent. each. ‘These loans are restricted to ‘‘ Young 
Married Artificers,” under the age of twenty-five, who have faithfully served 
an apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good moral char- 
acter from at least two respectable citizens, who are willing to become their 
sureties in a bond for their payment of the money. 

It was the estimate of Dr. Franklin that the £1,000 would increase in 100 
years to £131,000, and then the managers of the fund were to lay out in pub- 
lic works £100,000, and the balance to continue on interest for another hun- 
dred years, which he estimated would then amount to £4,600,000; of this 
amount the sum of £1,610,00U0 was to be at the disposal of the inhabitants 
of the town of Boston, and the balance to be paid the Government of the 
State. 

The Board of Aldermen, 1882, after a reportin the matter of the Franklin 
Fund from a committee consisting of Aldermen Stebbins and Hart, passed 
the following resolves: : 


Resolved, That in the opinion of this Board, comprising a majority of the 
Trustees of the Franklin Fund, it is expedient and highly desirable that the 
proportion of said fund which will be available in 1891-2 for investment in 
‘some public work” should be devoted to the extinguishment of the debt 
incurred for the purchase of the West Roxbury park. 

Resolved, That in the event of such disposition of the said portion of the 
Franklin Fund, the park just purchased should be called ‘‘ Franklin Park,” 
in honor of the testator, who has so generously endowed his native town. 


1 Claims against the Maverick National Bank of $3,566.88. 
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The name ‘‘ Franklin park’’ was adopted by the Board of Park Commis- 
sioners. 

The trustees under the will are the Selectmen (now Board of Aldermen), 
united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston.! The first loan was made 
May, 1791.”

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


CHARLESTOWN ScHoou Trust Funps. — The Legislature of Massachusetts, 
on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an Act to incorporate Richard Devens, 
Nath’l Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, Nath’l Haw- 
kins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of the Charlestown Free 
Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was ‘‘ Voted that the Town 
Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer for the Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being 
the property of said free schools), that now are, or may come into his, the 
Town Treasurer’s hands.” 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner of 
electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen shall 
have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabilities, set 
forth,” in the Act to incorporate certain persons by the name of the Trustees 
of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of annexation to Boston provided for 
the continuance of this corporation in the members of the School Committee 
of the City of Boston from the Charlestown District.

The books be- 
queathed or purchased are always to be freely accessible for reterence or 
study, but are not to be loaned for use outside of the library building. If 
these bequests are not accepted by the city, and the trusts and conditions 
faithfully executed, the books, manuscripts, and money are to be given to 
the President and Fellows of Harvard College. 

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this contribu- 
tion, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished her right to retain dur- 
ing her life the books and manuscripts, and placed them under the control 
of the city, the City Council having previously accepted the bequests in accord- 
ance with the terms and conditions of said will, and the Trustees of the Public 
Library received said bequests on behalf of the city, and made suitable 
arrangements for the care and custody of the books and manuscripts.

Ordered, That'the several officers and boards of the city in charge of de- 
partments, under the general supervision and control of His Honor the 
Mayor, expend the said appropriations made for their several departments, 
and the persons or boards authorized by law to expend the other appropria- 
tions, expend the same all in accordance with the laws and ordinances. 

Ordered, That the appropriations made for the Water Supply and Water 
Income departments connected with the Sudbury and Cochituate supplies, be 
paid from the income received from the said supplies, and that the appropria- 
tions made for said departments, connected with the Mystic supply, be paid 
from the income received from said supply. 

Ordered, That all salaries of the clerks and police officers, specially de- 
tailed, and all other expenses connected with the issuing of liquor licenses 
and the enforcement of the liquor law, and all expenses for maintaining the 
police-signal system, be paid from the amount received for liquor licenses. 

Ordered, That the City Treasurer borrow money as it may be required, not 
exceeding five million dollars ($5,C00,000) in all, in anticipation of the taxes 
of the current municipal year, all sums so borrowed to be paid within one 
year from the time the loan is made, and from the said taxes of the present 
municipal year, and interest to cease thereon on the day any money so bor- 
rowed is payable.

Hon. Natruan MATTHeEws, JR., 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str: The members of the Board of Survey, established by 
the act of the Legislature of 1891, relating to the location, 
laying out, and construction of highways in the city of Bos- 
ton, having been appointed on the eleventh day of May and 
confirmed on the eighteenth, the first meeting of the Board 
was held upon the nineteenth of that month. Work under 
the act was at once begun. ‘The first tract taken in hand 
was the marsh land west and north of the Back Bay park. 
After strenuous labor on the part of the engineering force 
through the spring and early summer the completed ‘plan of 
this region was filed on the nineteenth of August, to the gen- 
eral satisfaction, the Board believe, of the “public at large 
and the persons directly interested as land-owners. In the 
meantime a second section was begun upon, lying to the 
west and north of the first, and of an area half as large 
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again, including the rest of the city in that direction to the 
Brookline boundary. Plans of this are now ready to be 
filed. During the preparation of these plans the Board also 
had in the hands of the surveyors and draughtsmen the plan 
for the preliminary hearing required by the act for a section 
of Dorchester eastwardly from Park street, and bounded by 
the water-front and Dorchester avenue. It was finished in 
time for the hearing in October, and studies having been 
completed upon several parts of it they have been given to 
the surveyors to prepare them for filing. Another plan for 
a hearing, which was had on the first of January, and which 
was carried along at the same time with the three above- 
mentioned, was that of about six hundred acres from the 
south of the Back Bay park to Tremont street. 

The city being cut into squares of one thousand feet in 
their treatment of it by the Board, any one or number of 
the squares within the boundaries of plans upon which hear- 
ings have been had, can at any time be chosen by the Board 
for filing as the necessities of cases may require. 

The average force employed in the engineering depart- 
ment of the Board during the eight months since its estab- 
lishment has been twenty-eight men. 

The following is a statement in detail of the work: of the 
year: For the first plat, filed August 19, covering an area 
of one hundred and five acres west and north of the Back 
Bay Fens, were made the plan for the preliminary hearing, 
of a size of eleven feet six inches by eight feet nine inches, 
on a scale of fifty feet to the inch, showing all existing pub- 
lic and private streets, estates, buildings, “railroads, natural 
features, etc. ; a working plot of the territory, in two sec- 
tions, each eleven feet by five, scale, 1: 250; twelve official 
sectional plans, for filing with the City. Surveyor, each four 
feet by four, on a scale of 1: 250, with their index, four feet 
by four, scaled at 1: 1000; grade plans for twenty-six streets ; 
and a grade plan of the whole territory, four feet by four, 
at a scale of 1: 1000. 

For these plans were surveyed four and thirty-three one 
hundredths miles of streets and sixty-one estates. Their 
preparation entailed also the examination of two hundred 
and fifty conveyances and the copying of seventy-five plans 
in the registry of deeds. Since the filing of the plan of 
this section estimates have been made for the filling of two 
hundred and thirty-eight parcels of land in it, and also for 
the filling required for Boylston street as located through it. 

The second tract treated by the Board embraced one hun- 
dred and thirty-two acres north and west of the first, and 
extending out to the boundary between the city and Brook- 
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line. For it were made the preliminary plan for the hearing, 
twelve feet by five, showing streets, estates, etc. ; the working 
plot, actual survey, thirty-two feet by five; fourteen sec- 
tional plans, four feet by four, on a scale of 1: 250, with their 
index, measuring four feet by four, on a scale of 1 : 1000; and 
a grade plan of Commonwealth avenue from the three 
roads to Essex street. For these plans surveys were made 
of five and forty-one-one-hundredths miles of streets and 
seventy-one estates. Five hundred conveyances were ex- 
amined for them, and one hundred and thirty-five convey- 
ances and as many plans copied in the registry of deeds. 

In preparing the plan for the preliminary hearing upon the 
third district considered by the Board, that part of Dor- 
chester bounded by Park street, the water-front and 
Dorchester avenue, comprising some fifteen hundred acres, 
thirty-seven sectional plans of Dorchester were traced and 
pentagraphed and one hundred and fifty plans copied in the 
registry of deeds. The plan measures fourteen feet by ten, 
and shows all public and private streets, estates, etc. 

The plan for the hearing upon the fourth plat, six hun- 
dred and sixty-six acres from the south of the Back Bay 
Fens to Tremont street, sixteen feet by ten, at a scale of 
fifty feet to the inch, was made from a preparatory working 
plan of the same size and scale showing existing public and 
private streets, angles, etc., with references to calculations 
of the City Surveyor. In its compilation eighteen plans 
were copied in the registry of deeds and various surveyors’ 
offices. 

Much work has been accomplished upon plans for the pre- 
liminary hearings upon the plats numbered five and six —- 
five being a territory of about twelve hundred acres in the 
central part of Dorchester, and six of seven hundred and 
eighty acres in the South Bay — which are well advanced 
towards completion. 

Totally, the acreage of the city upon which the Board has 
finished its work is three hundred and thirty-seven. They 
have under consideration in the third, fourth, fifth, and sixth 
plats, now in hand, forty-one hundred and ninety-one acres. 
In the completed work nine and three-quarters miles of 
streets and one hundred and thirty-two estates have been 
surveyed. 

Incidental to the work of the engineering force during the 
year, the following has been accomplished in the triangulation 
of the city: Projection has been made of a collection of tri- 
angles of Boston and vicinity from data obtained from Henry 
B. “Wood, C.E., the Board of Harbor Commissioners, the 
United States Coast Survey, and others; three projections 
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of triangles, the work of Henry B. Wood, C.E., and two 
projections of triangles, the work of the engineers of the 
Board of Survey. <A copy has been made of a book of com- 
putation of triangles, the work of Henry B. Wood, C.E 
and also a copy of another book by Mr. Wood, showing 
positions of points of observation (with sketches) used by 
himself, the United States Coast Survey, the Board of Harbor 
Commissioners, and others. 

Forty-two stone monuments have been set in the territory 
included in the first, second, and third plats, to be used in 
determining the positions and locations of the streets by 
traversing and triangulation.

Their experience with the act under which they work leads 
the Board of Survey to suggest that some alteration of it 
would benefit the city and lead to more certainty in bringing 
about the results it was provided to produce. 

The Board would respectfully recommend such legislation 
as would suspend, as far as possible, further action by the 
authorities intrusted with the laying out and alteration of 
highways in the city until such highways and alterations of 
highways have been located on the plans of the different 
parts of the city to be prepared by this Board, as all ways 
now created or altered in anticipation of the action of this 
Board in any locality not only prevent a general and judicious 
laying out of the territories where they may be located when 
this Board shall reach them, but cast upon the public the 
cost of the condemnation and construction of such ways and 
alterations instead of allowing such cost to be collected from 
the abutting land as contemplated by the act. 
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Authority should be given the Board to name the streets 
they locate on their plans. It is a benefit and convenience 
to all concerned with them that the streets of a city or town 
should appear with fixed and unchangeable names on the 
first plans that are made of them. The Board with the 
power to give names to their streets will be able to prevent 
further duplication (now forbidden by statute as to the pub- 
lic ways in the city of Boston), to remove much of the con- 
fusion to conveyancing which comes from the necessary chang- 
ing of duplicate and unsuitable names often given to streets 
by the owners upon them, and to provide the city with a 
nomenclature for its new streets fitted to their respective 
positions and importance. 

It is also desirable that the width of the sidewalks in the 
streets located by the Board of Survey should be determined 
by the Board (instead of by the authority intrusted with the 
construction of such streets) and shown on their plans. All 
grades of streets are fixed upon the line of the curbstone in 
them, and the position of the curb depending upon the width 
of the sidewalk, it is essential that the Board locating the 
streets should be empowered to regulate and set forth such 
widths on their plans when filing the locations of the high- 
ways that they establish.

REcoRD COMMISSIONERS’ REPORTS. 


Twenty-two volumes of these reports have been issued 
since 1876; a record is kept of each volume delivered.

CARRIAGE AND REFRESHMENT BILLS. 


The rules of the City Council require the ordering of all 
carriages for joint committees or for the Common Council 
through this department, after a vote has been furnished by 
the Clerk of the Common Council or Clerk of Committees 
authorizing the same, and a very large number were used 
the past year; all bills for carriages and refreshments in- 
curred by members of the City Council have been audited 
by this department in accordance with the rules of the City 
Council. 
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Friacs, Ropes, AND STAKES. 


The flags, ropes, and stakes were used more last year than 
in any year previous since the department has controlled 
their use. The flags were in use twenty-six times, either on 
City Hall or the public squares. The ropes and stakes have 
heen in oreat demand, having been used twenty-two times. 
In April last all flag-staffs were painted, and the foundation to 
the Jamaica Plain staff, which was found to be ina dangerous 
condition, was thoroughly repaired. The entire sixteen flag- 
staffs are now in good condition ; they are located as follows : 


City Hall. Meeting-House Hill. 
Boston Common. Thomas park. 

Public Garden. Central square. 
Union park. Sullivan square. 
Chester square. Brighton. 
Washington park. Orchard park.

The flag-staffs in City square, Charlestown, and Indepen- 
dence square, South Boston, were erected by this depart- 
ment last year, the former costing $450 and the latter 
$453.25. The ropes and stakes were used on June 17 
the Charlestown District, by order of the Board of Aldermen, 
for the purpose of closing to public travel a large number of 
streets for the convenience of the military and other pro- 
cessions ; on July 4 they were in use on Boston Common, 
for restraining the crowds at the several games and displays ; 
also at the Marine park, for the athletic games; at Franklin 
park, for the bicycle races; and on South Market street, for 
the firemen’s play-out. On September 1, Labor day, 
they were used on Boston Common, Commonwealth park, 
and Wood Island park, for athletic games and races, and also 
for closing certain streets for the Labor-day parades. In 
addition to the above, the ropes and stakes were used ten 
times at the request of the Mayor, for military and other 
organizations on Boston Common and Commonwealth park. 


DISTINGUISHED GUESTS. 


The care of the city’s guests, a duty that this department 
is frequently called upon to perform, required attention the 
past year for the comfort and convenience of distinguished 
persons or delegations from the cities of Denver, St. Louis, 
Milwaukee, and Lowell; about two hundred visitors were 
shown through the City Hall during the year. 
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PuBLic CELEBRATIONS. 


The Seventeenth of June, Fourth of July, and Labor 
day called for the usual amount of extra services by the 
department at Charlestown, Boston Common, Boston 
Theatre, Boston harbor, and Charles river, Marine and 
Franklin parks, South Market street, Commonwealth and 
Wood Island parks. 


FREE CONCERTS. 


The details for the customary series of free concerts on 
the Common and public squares the past summer were car- 
ried out by the department; an appropriation of $4,000 was 
made for this purpose by the City Council, and the contract 
for furnishing the music was awarded the Germania Band, 
{Osa i2o1. 

Eleven concerts were given on Boston Common on Sun- 
day afternoons, there being from five to ten thousand people 
in attendance at the same; thirty concerts were given in 
different sections of the city on week-day evenings, which 
were enjoyed by hundreds of people at each concert. At 
the close of the season, there being a sufficient balance re- 
maining in the appropriation for an additional concert, an 
order was passed by the City Council authorizing the City 
Messenger to give a concert at Mattapan; for this concert 
the services of the Naval Battalion Band were secured at 
the concert given September 19.

By order of the City Council the Roma Band were allowed 
the use of a music-stand and lanterns for a complimentary 
concert in North square, on Sunday evening, July 19, an 
immense number of people being in attendance. 


VISITS. 


Arrangements were made the past year for a visit of the 
Board of. Aldermen, comprising the Committee on Streets 
and Sewers. to the cities of Chicago, St. Paul, Minn., 
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and cities en route; also fora visit of the committee of the 
Common Council appointed to attend the funeral of General 
Sherman, in New York City. 

Arrangements were made for visits of the City Council to 
the several public parks, Improved Sewerage Works, House 
of Correction, and to the line of the Cochituate and Sudbury 


river Water-Works, at the request of the Boston Water 
Board. 


REVIEWS. 


The department was called upon last year to arrange for 
thirteen reviews of military and other organizations by the 


Mayor, in front of City Hall. 


ELecrion Days. 


An unusual amount of service was rendered in connection 
with the recent State and City elections and at the recounting 
of the ballots cast at these elections, by the Board of Alder- 
men and the entire corps of assistants. This department to- 
gether with the police officers were required to remain on 
duty all night preceding the election days to guard the ballot- 
boxes and ‘voting- lists. 

-The department was called upon by the Board of Regis- 
trars of Voters to take charge and deliver to the police 
officers the two hundred and five sets of voting-lists for both 
elections. 

The department was called upon by the City Clerk to 
arrange for the necessary number of carriages to convey the 
police officers to and from City Hall, both morning and even- 


g 
ing; was also intrusted with the care and delivery of the two 


2? 
hundred and five registering ballot-boxes to said police officers, 
and receiving and storing said boxes at the close of the polls 
at both elections. Arrangements were made at the last city 
election to furnish a lunch for the police officers as they re- 
ported at City Hall in the morning; this was a new feature, 
and was highly appreciated by these men. 

In accordance with a vote of the Common Council, ar- 
rangements were made to open the Council Chamber for the 
announcements of the State and City election returns to the 
members of the city government and press; to perform this 
duty required the services of fifteen extra clerks and mes- 
sengers, and about twenty police officers were needed to 
preserve order in the building, on account of the large num- 
her of persons who always congregate in and about the build- 
ing on election nights. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


An appropriation having been made by the last City 
Council for providing a new elevator for City Hall, I would 
recommend that the same be constructed as early as possible, 
as it isan urgent necessity, and I would also recommend that 
the present elevator. which is very slow, be speeded up as 
soon as it can be conveniently done. 

On Sunday, October 18, a fire occurred in the dome of 
City Hall. While not much damage was done the building, 
still the fire-alarm wires were damaged considerably by 
water, and I would accordingly recommend that the dome of 
City Hall be made as near fire-proof as possible, for if a 
fire should gain much headway the entire upper floors of the 
building would be destroyed, causing much damage and in- 
convenience thereby. 

The stand-pipes used for fire purposes in City Hall were 
tested on two separate occasions the past year and found to 
be in good order and the hose in good condition. 


REMARKS. 


I wish to hereby tender thanks to the Superintendent of 
Streets for the prompt removal of snow and ice from the yard 
and sidewalks around City Hall during the winter months. 

I would also tender thanks to the Board of Police for the 
very valuable assistance rendered in furnishing details of 
police during the past year, on ordinary and many special 
occasions. 


EMPLOYEES. “ 


The total number of persons employed and paid from the 
department appropriation, including the City Messenger and 
two police officers, was nineteen. 

There is a lieutenant and six house-watchmen assigned to 
City Hall, under the direction of this department, to pro- 
tect the building and preserve order therein, who receive a 
salary from the Police Department ; the house-watchmen are 
required to patrol the building each hour of the night and 
on Sundays and holidays in order to discover any fires or 
any leaks in the water and gas pipes, and are obliged to 
visit forty signal stations in different parts of the building 
during their tour of duty, the same being recorded on a 
watchman’s clock located in this office 

Rules and regulations are prescribed for the police officers, 
us well as for the janitors who are obliged to be on hand at 
an early hour in the morning, and their duties keep them 
until very late hours at night. 
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I desire to mention the death of Lieutenant Owen T. 
Winn, which occurred on January 12, 1891. He was a 
valued and trustworthy officer, having been connected with 
this department for a number of years, and in his death the 
city of Boston has lost the services of a faithful and efficient 
servant and his associates a true friend.

Str: In accordance with the requirements of the ordi- 
nances, I hereby present the following report of the work, 
etc., of this department for thirteen months ending Feb. 1, 
1892. 

The whole number of committees appointed for the period 
has been 101, classified as follows :

The number of meetings of these committees called during 
the period has been 1,334. There have been upwards otf 
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2,400 papers referred to the committees, and about nine- 
tenths of this number have been considered and reported 
upon. 

Among the special matters of importance that have been 
carried on under the direction of the committees were the 
public celebrations on June 17, July 4, and Labor’s Holiday, 
Sept. 7; the Naval Reception, July 11, when the officers and 
men of the Naval Squadron were tendered a banquet in 
Mechanics Building by the city council; the eulogy upon the 
life and character of Admiral David D. Porter, delivered at 
Tremont Temple, May 14, by Hon. James Russell Soley, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy, before the members of the 
city government and invited guests; and the investigation 
of the construction of Basin 5 of the Cochituate Water 
Works. 

The special committee on bituminous coal devoted con- 
siderable time to the matter before them; also the committee 
on watering streets, whose Roy was presented to the city 
council near the close of the yea 

The special committee on the cance of closing the draws 
of the South Boston bridges during the busiest hours of 
travel, namely, in the morning and at noon, had a number 
of hearings on the subject, and submitted their report in 
December, with the testimony taken before them, and 
recommended that the proper steps be taken to secure the 
closing of the drawbridges as proposed. 

Among the standing committees that have been particu- 
larly busy may be mentioned the committees on streets and 
sewers, state aid, electric wires and railroads of the alder- 
men, and the joint committees on claims, finance, public 
buildings, inspection of buildings, ordinances, and printing. 

The number of licenses issued to minors was 1,113, of 
which number 854 were for newsboys, 84 for bootblacks, and 
175 for pedlers. 

The only special publication of the city prepared by the 
clerk was the Porter memorial volume, containing an account 
of the services, and the eulogy by Hon. James Russell 
Soley, referred to above.

This bridge was built in 1887, of brick and stone mas- 
onry. It is maintained by the Park Department, and is in 
good condition. 


ASHLAND-STREET BRIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE DIVISION 
Outp Cotony RartRoap, WarD 23). 


The present structure is of iron, and was built in 1875. 
The ironwork and fences should be painted ; otherwise it is 
in good condition. 


ATHENS-STREET BripckE (oveER New York & NrEw 
ENGLAND RatLroaD). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1874. The iron- 
work is badly rusted and is in bad condition. The recom- 
mendation of last year is renewed, “that the ironwork be 
stripped and painted.” 


BEACON-ENTRANCE BripGE (IN Back Bay FENs, OVER 
Boston & ALBANY RatLroap). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1881-82. 
It is maintained by the Park Department, and is in good 
condition. It has been painted. 


BEACON-STREET BrIDEE (OVER OUTLET OF Back Bay). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1880-81. The ironwork 
should be painted, otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


BEACON-STREET BripG@E (oveR Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This is an iron bridge; it was built in 1884-85; it was 
widened in 1887-88, and the central roadway was widened 
a few feet for the accommodation of the cars of the West 
End Street Railway Co., at the expense of that corporation. 

The bridge is in good condition. 
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BERKELEY-STREET BrIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD).

BERKELEY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE DIVISION 
Oxtp CoLony RatLroap). 


The spans over the main track have not been stripped 
since 1879. At that time the iron beams were found to be 
somewhat wasted by rust, and intermediate wooden beams 
were added. 

So far as can be seen the wooden beams are in good con- 
dition, but it is recommended that this part of the bridge 
be stripped so that it may be more carefully examined. 

The remainder of the bridge is in fair condition. 

A movement has been made toward replacing a portion of 
the bridge by longer spans in order to make both the high- 
way and the railroad more safe, and also to better accommo- 
date the railroad. 


BLAKEMORE-STREET BRIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE DIVISION 
Oxup Cotony RaiLRroap). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1881-82. It is in 
good condition. 


BoLTON-STREET BripGE (OVER New York & NEw 
ENGLAND RAILROAD). 


This is a new wooden bridge. It is in good condition. 


BoyLsTON-STREET ARCH BripGEe (1N Back Bay FEns). 


The small cracks in the masonry and parapet which have 
existed since the bridge was built, still open slightly after 
pointing. They have no significance except as an indication 
that the whole area around the bridge still continues to 
settle at a slow rate. The bridge is in good condition. 


BoYLsSTON-STREET BripGeE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1886-88. 

An ornamental railing, extending over the adjoining re- 
taining-walls should be provided in place of the present 
temporary fence. 


No repairs have been needed, and the bridge is in good 
condition. . 
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* BROADWAY BripGE (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1869-71, and the 
draw and its foundation were rebuilt in 1874-75. 

The floor-beams on the 100-ft. span are crooked and out 
of plumb; they were originally weak, and appear to be 
even worse than they actually are. 

The main trusses over Foundry and Lehigh streets are out 
of plumb, and are weak. Estimates have been made for re- 
newing the 100-ft. span, and the spans over Foundry and 
Lehigh streets, and for strengthening the column sections 
of the bridge so as to make the structure strong enough to 
carry the long electric cars now used by the West End 
Street Railway Co. 

The sidewalks are in poor condition; the concrete should 
be repaired, and the under floor patched where necessary. 

The draw-pier is in good condition, so far as it can be 
seen, but it has not been examined by a diver to ascertain the 
amount of damage done by Limnoria. ‘The examination of 
two years ago showed extensive damage already done, and 
further examination should be made next summer. 


Broapway BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY RAILROAD). 


This bridge is of iron, and was built in 1880-81. 

The ironwork is very rusty. 

The bridge should be stripped of woodwork, cleaned, 
and painted. 


BROOKLINE-AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD. ) 


This bridge is of iron, and was built in 1884. It is in 
good. condition. 


BYRON-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston, Revere Beacu, & 
Lynn RaILRoaD). 


This is a wooden bridge. It was built in 1889. It is in 
good condition. 


* CHARLES-RIVER BRIDGE (FROM Boston TO 
CHARLESTOWN ). 


‘This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron draw. The 
original bridge was built in 1785-86; the present structure 
was built in 1854-55; the draw was built in 1870. 

The down-stream pier is in bad condition; the lower end 
has been forced out of place from one to two feet, and yields 
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as much more when struck by vessels. The fender-guard is 


in a ruinous condition. 

The sag in the bridge toward the east is more consider- 
able than heretofore, and unless the cross-bracing before 
recommended is soon applied, it will become dangerous. 
Several buildings belonging to private parties and attached 
to the bridge are in precarious condition for lack of suitable 
foundation. 

The floor timbers of the draw are in bad condition. A 
picket fence has been built in place of the old rails on the 
draw, to prevent persons from going under the draw; an un- 
identified tramp having been killed “by so doing. 

Estimates have been made for rebuilding the bridge. 


* CHELSEA BRIDGE, SOUTH (OVER SOUTH CHANNEL, Mystic 
RIVER). 


This is a pile bridge with an iron draw. The original 
bridge was built in 1802- —3, and the present structure in 
1876-77. 

Apparatus has been provided for moving the draw by 
steam. 

The bridge needs a few ordinary repairs, but is in good 
condition as a whole. 


* CHELSEA-STREET BRIDGE (FROM East Boston TO 
CHELSEA. ) 


This is a wooden pile bridge ; was originally built in 1834 ; 
was rebuilt in 1848, and again rebuilt in 1878, and The 
present draw was built in 1868. 

The part of the bridge between the draw and Chelsea was 
burned in 1887, and rebuilt in a temporary manner, and the 
draw is so low that it will be necessary to raise the grade of 
the whole bridge when a new draw is ‘built. 

Estimates for rebuilding this bridge was made in 1889. 
It is narrow and inconvenient, and the draw and its founda- 
tion are in a dangerous condition. The travel over the 
bridge is increasing, and the passage of vessels through the 
draw is increasing. It is a dangerous bridge, and its re- 
building should not be delayed. 


COLUMBUS-—AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This is an iron bridge, was originally built in 1865, and 
the present structure was built in 1876-77. 
The bridge is in good condition, except that it is made a 
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point of attachment for telephone pole guys, and one truss 
has its upper chord thrown out of line by the strain. The 
guys should not be allowed to remain. 


* COMMERCIAL-POINT, OR TENEAN, BripGE (Warp 24). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw. 
It was originally built in 1833, ard the present structure was 
built in 1875. 

This bridge requires repairs, and probably some of the 
main beams of the draws will have to be renewed next 
season. 


COMMONWEALTH—AVENUE BripGE (IN Back Bay Fens). 


This is an iron bridge, and it was built in 1881-82. The 
ironwork needs painting; otherwise it is in good condition. 


* CONGRESS-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron turn-table draw 
ona stone masonry foundation. It was built in 1874-75. 
The fenders are in bad condition, and the heads of exposed 
spur shores are in some cases rotten. ‘The floor of the main 
bridge has been patched, and requires more repairs of the 
same kind. The surface of the sidewalks should be renewed 
and the under floor patched. A long piece of the sidewalk 
was removed for the construction of a building on the south 
side at the city end of the bridge. 

A defective main pile was discovered and reported, and 
the kyanized spruce covering plank on the draw-pier is 
commencing to decay. 


CoRNWALL-STREET BRIDGE (OVER STONY Brook, Warp 23). 
This small wooden bridge was built this year. (See 
page 91.) 
CoTTAGE-STREET Foot-BrRIDGE (OVER Fuats, East 
Boston ). 


This is a new wooden pile bridge, built in 1889 for foot 
travel only. It is in good condition. 


DaARTMOUTH-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
AND PROVIDENCE Division OLp CoLony RaAILRoaD). 


This is an iron bridge; it was built of wood in 1869, and 
the present structure was built in 1878-79. It is in good 
condition. 
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* DOVER-STREET BripGe (OVER Fort PoIntT CHANNEL). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a double iron draw; it 
was originally built in 1805, was rebuilt in 1858-59, and 
the present structure was built in 1876. The concrete side- 
walk is in poor condition. A considerable part of it should 
be relaid, and the woodwork beneath it repaired. The 
main floor of the roadway should be carefully examined by 
removing portions of the paving. It is known to be more 
or less decayed. 

The channel was partially widened several years since to 
a width of 36 feet, but the work was never completed, and 
now, at about the level of low water, it is less than that width 
(which is the legal width of the draw-opening for the bridge). 
The track timber of the draw and the fender-guard have 
been repaired. 


*FEDERAL-STREET (OVER Forr Pornt CHANNEL). 


This bridge was originally built in 1827-28; was rebuilt 
in 1857-58, was again rebuilt in 1872-73, and the present 
structure, which is a wooden pile bridge with a double iron 
draw, was built during the past two years. It is in good 
condition. (See page 33.) 


Fen Bripege (Back Bay Fens). 


This new bridge is nearly finished, and can soon be 
opened to travel. 


FERDINAND-STREET (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This is an iron bridge. It was originally built in 1864-65, 
and was strengthened in 1877. The old structure has been 
removed and replaced by a new bridge. It is in good con- 
dition. (See page 35.) 


FRANKLIN-STREET FootT—BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RatLRroaD ). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1883. New 
wooden treads for the stairs are needed, and the bridge 
should be painted.

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GOLD-STREET Foot—BripGE (OVER New YorKk and NEW 
ENGLAND RaILRoaD). 


This is a wooden foot-bridge built in 1890. 
This bridge is in good condition. 


HUNTINGTON-AVENUE BripGe (oveR Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1872, and the 
abutments were rebuilt in 1876-77. 

The wing-walls of the abutments should be pointed. The 
bridge is in good condition, but its surface should be regu- 
lated so as to conform to a proper grade of the approaches. 


IRVINGTON-STREET FOOT-BRIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE Divi-— 
sion Ou_p CoLtony RarLRoap). 


This is a new bridge built this year. (See page 91.) 


LEYDEN-STREET BripGe (over Boston, REVERE Bracu, 
& Lynn RariroapD). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1889. It needs painting ; 
otherwise it is in good condition. 


*MALDEN BRIDGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO EVERETT). 


The original bridge was built in 1787. The present struct- 
ure was built in 1875, and the draw was built in 1872. 

The draw-pier and the face of the water-way through the 
bridge are in bad condition. The draw is very old for a 
wooden structure ; the wood is decayed in many places, the 
cross-beam, which carries the weight of both trusses to the 
centre is weak, and the draw-foundation is in poor condi- 
tion. 

Two bents of piles in the fixed part of the bridge, which 
rest on an old crib, are settling, and should be repaired in 
the spring. Estimates have been made. for building a new 
draw. 
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*MERIDIAN-STREET BRIDGE (FROM East Boston TO 
CHELSEA). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden turn-table 
draw on a pile foundation. The original structure was built 
in 1856. It was rebuilt soon afterwards; was widened and 
rebuilt as at present in 1884, excepting the draw, which was 
built in 1875-76. 

The bridge has been painted, and is in good condition. 


*MtT. WASHINGTON—AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER Fort Point 
CHANNEL). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron draw. It was 
built in 1854, and was rebuilt in 1870-71. 

The turn-table of the draw has been repaired. The deck 
of the draw newly planked with hard-pine and calked, and 
the bridge painted. The draw-pier is so low that high tides 
cover it. The draw-tender’s house has been enlarged and 
refitted. The waterways need replanking in part. 


NEPTUNE-ROAD BripGe (OVER REVERE Bracu & Lynn 
RaILROAD IN East Boston). 


This is an iron bridge, and it was built in 1887-88. 
It is maintained by the Park Department. 
It needs painting; otherwise it is in good condition. 
NEWTON-STREET BRIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE Division OLD 
Cotony RarLroap. ) 


This is an iron bridge, and was built 1 in 1872. 
It is in good sondern 


Pusiic GARDEN FOOT-—BRIDGE. 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1867, and was 
thoroughly repaired in 1887. 

The floor is worn and needs renewal; otherwise it is in 
good condition. 


SHAWMUT-AVENUE BripceE (oveR Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This is an iron bridge, and it was built in 1871. 

The electric-wire poles of the West End Street Railway 
Co. are so placed as’ to make an unsightly bend in the orna- 
mental parapet. The structure of the bridge is in good con- 
dition. 
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STony-Brook BripGe (Back Bay Fens). 


This is a new bridge, now in process of construction. 
(See page 74.) 


SWETT-STREET BRIDGES (OVER SouTH Bay SLUICES). 


These are wooden bridges, and were built in 1875. 

The easterly bridge is in safe condition, and the repairs 
recommended on the westerly bridge have been made. 

The bulkhead wings to both bridges are in bad condition, 
but they still continue to serve their purpose. 


*WaRREN BrIDGE (FROM BosTON TO CHARLESTOWN). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron draw; it was 
originally built in 1828, and the present structure was built 
in 1883-84. 

The fender-guard has been repaired. The  kyanized 
spruce plank on the draw-pier, laid seven years ago, has 
commenced to decay, and will require patching. 

The concrete sidewalk on the down-stream side of the 
bridge should be resurfaced. As a whole the bridge is in 
good condition. 


West CHesTER Park Bripce (ovER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. 

It is in good condition. The grade of the surface of the 
bridge and approaches should be improved, as recommended 
for Huntington-avenue bridge. 


West CuesterR Park BripGE (OVER PROVIDENCE DIvI- 
sion OLD CoLony Rariroap). 


This is an iron bridge, and it was built in 1876. 
It is in good condition. 


West RurTLtanpd-sQuarRE Foor—BripGE (OVER PROVIDENCE 
Diviston Otp CoLtony RartLroap). 


This is an iron bridge; it was built in 1882, and is in 
good condition. 
It should be painted. 


Winturoe BripGe (FROM BRrEED’s IstanD TO WINTHROP). 


This is a pile bridge without a draw; it was originally 
built in 1839, was rebuilt in 1851, and was extensively re- 
paired in 1870. 

The bridge is old and poor, but is still in a safe condition. 
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Il. — BRIDGES OF WHICH BOSTON SUPPORTS 
THE PART WITHIN ITS LIMITS. 


*CAMBRIDGE-STREET BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


This is a wooden pile. bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
It was rebuilt in 1884. 

The work of widening the passageway for vessels, which 
was in progress under the supervision of the City Engineer 
of Cambridge at the date of the last report, has been com- 
pleted. 

The division of the cost between the two cities has not yet 
been finally adjusted, but the total cost will fall within the 
appropriation of $15,400 made by the city of Boston for the 
four bridges over the Charles river; namely, Cambridge 
street, Western avenue to Cambridge, North Harvard street, 
und Essex street. 

The draw-pier has been lengthened slightly and planked. 

The bridge is in good condition. 


CENTRAL-AVENUE BribGE (OVER NeEponseT River, Dcr- 
CHESTER LOWER MILLs). 


‘This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. 
It is in good condition. 


*CHELSEA Bripce, Norra (From Mystic-RIverR CorPoRa- 
TION WHARF TO CHELSEA). 


The original structure was built in 1802-3; the present 
structure was built in 1880, except the draw, which was 
built in 1873. 

Apparatus has been provided for moving the draw by 
steam. The fixed part of the bridge is in fair condition. 
The arrangements for draining the gravel under the paving 
do not work well, and water continues to drip over the 
outer stringers for a long time after rain. The draw and 
draw foundation are in poor condition. 

The cluster of piles under the draw pivot should be 
spliced, and there is much rotten wood in the draw. It 
should be partially stripped and the defective parts re- 
moved. 


*KsSEX-STREET BripGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO CAMBRIDGE). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw, 
and was originally built in 1850. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. aE 


The work of widening the waterway has been completed, 
and the draw is in good condition, except that it needs re- 
planking ; a new sidewalk has been built. 

The bridge as a whole is old and poor and should be 
rebuilt, as a natural consequence of the widening of Common- 
wealth avenue, so as to cross the Grand Junction Railroad 
above grade. (See page 38.) 


*GRANITE BripGe (FRoM Warp 24 To MILTon). 


This bridge was originally built in 1837. It is a wooden 
pile bridge with a wooden leaf dra 

The draw-piers are not well cere with reference to the 
course of the river and the direction of the current, conse- 
quently great difficulty is found in passing vessels through 
there, and travel over the bridge is delayed by the long time 
required to pass vessels of large size. 


LONGWOOD-AVENUE Bripae (FRoM Warp 22 TO 
BROOKLINE). 


The present structure was builtin 1877. This isa wooden 
bridge on wooden posts set in the ground. 

The posts which carry the bridge are aecayine near the 
surface of the ground. They should be put in order; other- 
wise the bridge is in good condition. 


Matrapan Bripce (FRomM Warp 24 To MILTON). 


This is an old iron bridge; it is in a dangerous condition. 
It should be replaced by a stone bridge. 


Mitton Bripee (From Warp 24 to Mitton). 


The original structure is very old; it was widened in 
1871-72. The older part of this bridge was built of stone, 
and the widening is an iron structure on stone columns. 
The floor of this bridge has been repaired and the fences 
painted. It is in fair condition. 


*NEPONSET BripGE (FRoM Warp 24 TO QUINCY). 


The original structure was built in 1802; the present 
structure in 1877. 

The lower pier has been planked and a new. sidewall 
built. The bridge is in fair condition, The ironwork 
should be painted. | 
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*NortH BEACON-STREET BripGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
WATERTOWN ). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
The original structure was built in 1822, and the present 
structure in 1884. It is in fair condition. 

Estimates have been made for rebuilding and widening 
the waterways of the bridge, and the next lower one on the 
river, namely, Western avenue to Watertown, the expense 
to be divided between Boston and Watertown. 


* NortH HARVARD-STREET BriDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


This bridge was originally built in 1662, and was rebuilt 
in 1879. 

The work of widening the waterway to 36 feet has been 
completed, and a new shelter for the draw-tender built. 
The abutment is in poor condition. (See page 38.) 


SPRING-STREET BripGe (FRoM Warp 23 to DepHAm). 


This is a stone bridge, and it is in good condition, except 
that the rail on the bridge i is too lows 


*WESTERN—AVENUE BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


The original structure was built in 1824; the present 
structure was built in 1879-80. The waterway has been 
widened to 36 feet under the supervision of the City Engi- 
neer of Cambridge. The pier needs planking. The draw 
should be adjusted and made to run easier than at present. 


*W ESTERN-AVENUE BripGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
WATERTOWN). 


This is a wooden pile bridge. It was built in 1824, the 
present draw was built in 1883, and the abutment was re- 
built in 1886. It is in good condition. As before stated 
under head of * North Beacon Street bridge,” estimates have 
been made for rebuilding the bridge and “widening the pas- 
sageway for vessels. 
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IlI.— BRIDGES OF WHICH BOSTON PAYS A PART 
OF THE COST OF MAINTENANCE. 


ALBANY-STREET BriIpGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The original structure was built in 1856-57; was rebuilt 
in 1867-68, and again in 1886-87. 
It is in good condition. 


*CanaL BripGE (FROM Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


*PRISON-POINT BripGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO 
CAMBRIDGE. 


*West Boston Bripce (FRoM Boston TO CAMBRIDGE.) 


These bridges are in the care of two commissioners, ap- 
pointed, one from Boston and one from Cambridge, and the 
expense of maintenance is borne equally by each city. 
The commissioner for the city of Boston is the Superintend- 
ent of Streets. 


West Boston BRIDGE. 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron turn-table draw. 
The bridge was originally built in 1792-93, was rebuilt in 
1854, and repaired in 1871. The draw was rebuilt in 1875. 

The repairs of the westerly bulkhead, sidewalk, and adja- 
cent roadway, recommended as necessary in the last report, 
have been made. 

Substantially the same plan was adopted as that used in 
repairing the opposite side of the bridge in 1886. The 
bridge has been relieved of a large and useless weight of 
gravel and mud, all decayed timber has been removed, a 
new sidewalk of hard-pine timber and kyanized spruce plank 
has been built, and upon it a brick sidewalk, laid in sand, 
was laid. The old edgestones have been reset, the road- 
way plank, wherever uncovered, has been protected by 
a layer of salt mud, and the roadway between the curbstone 
and street-railroad track has been repaired, using the old 
paving-blocks. 

The part of the bridge repaired as above described in- 
cludes all the up-stream sidewalk between the draw and the 
Cambridge abutment, and about one hundred feet in length 
on the same side of the bridge next the Boston abutment. 

Bids were advertised for and the contract was awarded to 
Josiah Shaw, the lowest bidder. 
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Total cost, $10,520.50, of which city of Boston paid one- 
half. 

A new boiler for the engine turning the draw has been 
provided, and the turning apparatus “put in good order. 
The up-stream end of the draw-pier is in bad condition, and 
will require to be repaired and strengthened. The plank 
sides of the waterway are in bad condition, and require 
immediate attention. 

The paving of the roadway and sidewalks from the draw 
to the Boston end, and the bulkheads next the Charles-river 
embankment, should be repaired. With the exceptions above 
noted the bridge is in as good condition as it is practicable 
to put so old and narrow a structure. The need of a new 
and wider bridge becomes more apparent year by year. 


CANAL, OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 
draw. The bridge was originally built in 1808, was rebuilt 
in 1852, and again rebuilt and widened in 1874. Some of the 
piles in ‘this bridge date from 1808. 

The foundation to the engine-house on the draw-pier has 
been -put in good condition. <A portion of the roadway 
paving was relaid last year ; the remaining surface should be 
repaired. 

The fender on the up-stream side is in bad condition. The 
hard bottom prevents the driving of piles in the usual man- 
ner, and a different plan must be adopted to protect the 
bridge from vessels. The sides of the waterway need new 
planking. 

The wooden draw shows signs of age, and the piling under 
the Boston end will soon require attention. The bridge as a 
whole is in fairly good and safe condition. 


PRISON—POINT BRIDGE. 


This bridge was originally built in 1833, and the present 
structure was built in 1876-77. It is a wooden pile bridge, 
with an iron leaf draw. 

The draw-pier has been replanked, and necessary repairs 
made to the roadway and machinery for moving the draw. 


DORCHESTER-STREET BRIDGE (OVER OLD COLONY 
RAILROAD). 


This is an iron bridge; it was built in 1869. 
This bridge is principally supported by the Old Colony 
Railroad. No repairs have been made upon it. In last 
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year’s report the following statement was made: “The 


bridge has not been stripped and painted for ten years. It is 
known to be in bad condition, just how bad cannot be ascer- 
tained without removing all the woodwork. It should be 
thoroughly overhauled in the spring.” Nothing has yet been 


done. 


*HARVARD BRIDGE (FROM Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


This bridge is practically completed, and was opened for 
travel Sept. 1, 1891. It is still in the hands of the commis- 
sion by which it was built. 

The bridge is built across the Charles river, and connects 
West Chester park, in Boston, with Front street, in Cam- 
bridge. 

The length of the bridge papreen centres of bearings on 
abutments is 2,164 ft. 9 in.; the distance between harbor 
lines, measured at centre re of bridge, being 2,159 ft. 43 
in. 

The bridge is a deck bridge, its width, excepting at and 
near draw, being 69 ft. 4 in. measured between centre of 
railings. This width is divided into one roadway 51 ft. wide, 
and two sidewalks each 9 ft. 2 in. wide. 

The draw is 48 ft. 4 in. wide between centres of railings, 
the width of roadway being 34 ft. 6 in. and the width of each 
sidewalk 6 ft. 11 in. The elevations of roadway curb on 
bridge, above Boston city base, are 21 ft. at abutments, and 
increase to 29.5 ft. at piers 6 and 17, the bridge being level 
between these two piers. 

The requirements to be fulfilled in the design of the bridge 
were such that only spans of moderate length could be used, 
and as built, the bridge is composed of fixed and suspended 
spans, generally 75 ft. 2+ in. long, with piers averaging 90 
ft. 3 in. between centre. 

The bed of the river at the bridge is generally composed 
of a deposit of mud and other soft material, overlying clay 
of varying consistency, excepting rear the ends of the bridge, 
where gravel is found. 

The substructure consists of two masonry abutments, 
twenty-three masonry piers, and one pile foundation and 
fender-pier for draw-span. 

The foundations for the abutments and masonry piers 
were built on the same general plan. The bottom of the 
river: was excavated by dredging to such depths and over 
such areas, at and about the ‘proposed foundations, as was 
thought expedient, in the case of the abutment foundations 
the dredging being carried to 4 feet below city base, and to 
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depths varying from 3 ft. to 15 ft. for the pier foundations, 
the depths being determined by the amount of soft material 
at the pier. 

The Boston abutment, and all piers, excepting Nos. 21, 
22, and 23, rest on piles. These piles are sound and 
straight spruce piles, not less than 6 in. diameter at the 
point, and of such size at the butt that, when cut off at 
gerade, one-half of them were 10 in. diameter, and the bal- 
ance not less than 9 in. diameter. AI] measurements of 
piles were taken under the bark. The piles under the 
abutment were driven vertically, but under the piers the 
outside rows were driven with an inclination of one horizon- 
tal to twenty vertical. 

All piles were cut off ata point about 2 ft. below city 
base, a slight variation in the levels of the tops of the piles 
being allowed. After the piles were driven a sheet-pile 
curbing was constructed about the space to be occupied by 
the found: ition, the curbing being built with its top at grade 
6 ft. above city base, or at about half-way between average 
high and low tide. 

‘The purpose of this curbing was to form an inexpensive 
coffer-dam for “ half-tide” work, in constructing the con- 
crete base and stonework, and also when partially removed 
by cutting off at grade .83 ft., to retain the material under 
and about the piles and to protect the concrete base. 

The space enclosed by the sheet-pile curbing was filled 
with concrete to grade 0, the concrete below grade 1 below 
city base being deposited around and on top of the piles 
through large sheet-iron pipes. No dumping of concrete 
into the water was allowed. 

The concrete so deposited formed a water-tight bottom to 
_the curbing or coffer-dam, and the balance, or upper foot in 
thickness, of the concrete was carefully deposited in place 
and levelled while the coffer-dam was free from water. 

The concrete was made of one part of Portland cement, 
two parts of sand, and five parts of broken stone or pebbles 
from + in. to 2$ in. in their greatest diameter; all parts by 
measure. 

The concrete foundations of the Cambridge abutment, and 
of piers 21, 22, and 28, rest directly upon the gravel bottom. 
The abutment masonry is of granite laid in American cement 
mortar, made of one part of cement and two parts of sand. 
The stones in the faces of the abutments are large rect- 
angular blocks, laid in six courses, rarying from 2] in. to 
24 in. in thickness, the stones in each course being of equal 
rise. The stones are laid with 1-in. horizontal and vertical 
face joints. About one-fifth of the face area of the wall is 
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composed of headers not less than five feet in depth. Face 
stones are qurrry-faced, full and pitched to line, without 
drill or dog holes, and with no projections of more than 3 
in., and no hollow faces. Backing is of large rubble-stones 
well bonded to face-stones. 

Bridge-seat courses are rough-hammered on top and laid 
with 3-in. vertical joints and L-in. horizontal or bed joints. 
Front of course is quarry-faced, pitched to line. Puarapet- 
courses are rough-hammered on all exposed surfaces, and 
laid with 3-in. joints throughout. 

All face joints in the abutments are pointed with Portland 
cement mortar for a depth of 24 in. 

The pier masonry is of granite laid in Portland cement 
mortar, made of one part of cement and two parts of sand. 

The thickness of the piers, at bottom, is 6 ft. 9 in., and at 
top 4 ft. 0 in. to 4 ft. 6 iIn., according to height of pier. 
The lower, or foundation, course is made of headers extend- 
ing the entire thickness of the pier. The beds of this course 
are dressed to lay not more than 1-in. joints, the builds 
dressed to lay 2-in. joints, and the vertical joints dressed for 
2-in. joints, for one foot from faces of piers, the balance of 
vertical joints being from 1 in. to 14 in. wide. The end 
stones of the foundation-course are of special shape. 

The rise of courses in the piers, between the concrete 
foundation and the coping-course, is as follows: For piers 4 
and 19, 2 ft. 3 in.; for all other piers the lower two courses 
are 2 ft. 3 in., and the remaining courses 2 ft. Qin. The 
courses above the bottom or header course are of ashler 
masonry, laid in “ Flemish bond,” with special stones and 
bond at the ends of the piers. 

The stretchers are not less than 6 ft. long, excepting at 
ends of piers, and are not less than 23 in. wide where the 
piers are 4 ft. thick, and not less than 2 ft. wide where the 
thickness of the piers exceed 4 ft., the face batter being 
included in these widths. The end vertical joints for a dis- 
tance of one foot from ie of pier, and the beds and builds, 
are dressed to lay 3-in. joints; the back is quarry-split. 
The headers extend inenh the pier and are not less than 
2 ft. wide, and have beds, builds, and one foot of vertical 
joints, from face of pier, dressed for 3-in. joints. Pier faces 
of stones are quarry-faced, with no projections of more than 
3 in., and no hollow faces; they are pitched to line and bat- 
ter required. The pointed ends of piers are cut with a 
1}-in. chisel draft on each side of pier. 

“The spaces between the stones of the stretcher-courses 
are filled with concrete of the same kind as used in the 
foundation. The coping-course is 2 ft. thick, and is from 
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4 ft. 9 in. to 5 ft. 3 in. wide, according to width of pier. 
The stones of these courses are dressed for 8-in. bed and 
vertical joints, and are rough-hammered full to line on top. 
Faces are quarry-faced, pitched to line, and show no drill or 
dog holes. 

End stones are dowelled to stones below with 14-in. iron 
dowels set in neat cement mortar. The pointed end of this 
course has 1}-in. chisel draft each side of point. Stone 
blocks 3 ft. Gin. by 4 ft. 6 in. and 171 in. to 243 in. thick 
are set on the piers to take shoes of bridge girders. They 
are dowelled to coping-course with 1J-in. diameter iron 
dowels set in Portland cement. 7 

The general details of piers are shown in the “ Section 
of Pier 9,” on accompanying plate. 

The curbing is shown as cut off after the pier was com- 
pleted, the dotted portion extending to grade 6 ft. above 
city base, being that used as a coffer- “dam for half-tide work. 
The coffer-dam served the purpose for which they were in- 
tended, that of facilitating the depositing and levelling of 
the upper portion of the concrete foundation, and allowing 
the stonework to be laid out of water. 

On many of the piers the entire foundation-course was 
laid while the curbing was free from water between half ebb 
and half flood tide. 

The foundation-piles shown are those at the middle of the 
pier. The number of piles in a pier were 112, excepting 
for piers 11 and 12, where they were increased in number to 
140. 

The width of the concrete foundations of piers 11 and 12 
was increased to 15 feet. 

The foundation of draw is made of oak piles capped with 
hard-pine timber. The timbers supporting bottom track of 
draw are 18 in. by 18 in., laid in two courses upon radial 
tumbers 18 in. by 18 in., resting on capping of piles. 

The draw-pier is 56 ft. wide and 356 ft. long, and is made 
of oak piles, capped and planked. The caps are hard-pine 
and the planking is 3-in. kyanized spruce. The faces of the 
pier are planked with 4-in. hard-pine, laid vertically, and 
fastened with 1}-in. oak treenails. 

Oak pile fenders, planked in same manner as faces of 
draw-pier, are built on channel sides of piers 11 and 12. 
The width of channels or waterways at draw is 36 ft. plus. 

The superstructure consists of 23 fixed spans and one 
swing draw-span. It is of the cantilever type, the general 
spans being alternately 75 ft. 25 in. and 105 ft. 35 in. 
between centres of piers. The shorter spans are provided 
with cantilevers 15 ft. } in. long projecting beyond each 
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pier. From these cantilevers a span 75 ft. 24 in. long is 
suspended, forming, with the cantilevers, the longer span of 
105 ft. 85 in. The end spans and those next to draw are 
modifications of this system. The main girders are plate 
girders, and are in four lines, 17 ft. 4 in. on centres. They 
are generally 8 ft. deep over piers and 5 ft. deep at mid 
span, the depth being measured from out to out of flange 
angle-irons. The oeneral panel length is 15 ft. } in. The 
girders set upon fixed and roller shoes on the piers, connec- 
tion between girders and shoes being made by pins. The 
suspended girders are attached to cantilevers by means of 
pin and link connections, which, with the rollers on the piers, 
provide for expansion and contraction. 

The floor-beams and sidewalk-brackets are plate girders, 
riveted to the main girders. The lateral bracing systems 
are made of rods with loop-eyes and sleeve-nuts, ‘and. struts 
of built section where necessary. The sway bracing is of 
adjustable rods or riveted angle-braces. 

The fixed spans of the bridge were erected without false 
works. ‘Two main girders of “each span, together with the 
floor-beams coming between them, were riveted together, on 
shore, and transported to position on a scow. By taking 
advantage of the tide, and by arrangements for increasing 
or diminishing the draught of the scow, the span was 
easily placed upon the pier or hung in position between 
the cantilevers. The draw span- -cirders ure plate girders, 
two in number, 8 ft. deep over turn-table, 4 ft. deep at ends, 
and 143 ft. 8 in. long over all. The main girders are 
placed 35 ft. apart on centres. Floor-beams and sidewalk- 
brackets are plate girders. 

The main girders are connected to two heavy cross girders 
6 ft. deep, which rest upon the drum of the turn-table. The 
turn-table drum is of wrought iron, 33 ft. in diameter and 2 
ft. 6 in. deep, fitted with a planed cast-iron track. Wheels 
are cast iron, 21 in. in diameter, with turned treads 7} in. 
wide. Bottom track is of cast iron. planed on both sides. 

Roadway and sidewalk stringers are hard-pine, notched to 
floor-heams and sidewalk-brackets, to give required grade 
and pitch to sidewalks and roadway. 

The under course of roadway plank on fixed spans is 4-in. 
thick kyanized spruce, and the upper course 2-in. thick 
spruce, excepting between the street-car tracks where it is 
3 in. thick. The roadway is provided with iron scuppers 
for draining it. Sidewalk plank on fixed spansis 2} in. thick 
kyanized spruce. 

The wearing surface of the walks is made of asphalt, laid 
in the following manner: The plank having been covered 
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with heavy sheathing paper, a layer of gravel and pebbles, 
or small stone screenings, mixed with coal-tar pitch, was 
laid, this layer being approximately } } in. thick; on this a 
base layer of asphalt 3 83 in. thick was placed, Barber Trinidad 
asphalt being used on one-half of the work and Limmer 
asphalt mastic being used on the other half. 

The inner edges of the sidewalk are fitted with an angle- 
iron guard, and the outer edges are provided with a white- 
pine facia and galvanized-iron edging. The flooring for the 
draw-spans is the same as that for the fixed spans, excepting 
that the sidewalk is covered with 2-in. thick white-pine plank. 

The railing posts are cast iron and are connected to special 
castings fastened to ends of sidewalk-brackets. Every other 
post extends above the hand-rail and carries a globe for a 
light. The upper or hand-rail of the railing is “made of a 
3h-in. diameter boiler-tube and a 13-in. channel-i -Iron; the 
lower rail is made of a 24 +-in. channel-iron, and the inter- 
mediate rail of 13 in. X 3 ‘in. bar iron. The vertical rods 
are 3 in. diameter. 

One-half of the lamp-posts on the fixed spans, and all of those 
on the draw, are provided with incandescent electric lights ; 
the balance of the lamp-posts being fitted with gas-lights. 

The power for operating the draw is obtained from a 10- 
horse power Thomson-Houston electric-motor placed under 
the roadway and connected to gearing which can also be 
operated by hand-power. ‘The draw is also provided with a 
friction-brake for controlling its motion during opening and 
landing. The motor and brake are operated from a point on 
the sidewalk of the draw.

IV. — BRIDGES SUPPORTED BY RAILROADS. 


Washington-street bridge, over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, has been partially rebuilt. A new roadway has 
been provided, and the old roadway girders are only used 
to carry the sidewalk. 

Savin Hill avenue bridge has not yet been rebuilt, but an 
appropriation has been made by the city for paying the part of 


the cost of doing so on account of a widening of the street. 


The extension of the electric car service of the West End 
Street Railway Co. has raised questions concerning the 
strength of many highway bridges maintained by railroad 
corporations : and of the libability. of the city, if any. Conse- 
quently the Corporation Counsel was requested by the City 
Council to advise it, and he rendered the following opinion, 
which is also printed in the City Council Minutes for 1891, 
page 1157: 


CITY OF BOSTON, 
OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, Nov. 21, 1891. 


To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: 


GENTLEMEN: I am requested to give my opinion as to the powers of 
the Board of Aldermen as Surveyors of Highways, or County Com- 
missioners, in regard to the matters referred to in a letter of William 
Jackson, City Engineer, dated Nov. 16, 1891. From reading this letter, 
and the proceedings of the Board on its receipt, 1 suppose that your 
honorable body wish my opinion as to whether the New York & New 
England Railroad Company can be compelled by the Board of Alder- 
men to strengthen its bridge on Broadway so as to allow electric cars to 
be run over it with safety. Iam informed that the bridge referred to 
is one which by law the New York & New England Railroad Company 
is bound to keep in repair, and that the bridge is in good repair, and 
strong enough to sustain a weight of twelve or fourteen tons, but not 
strong enough to sustain the weight of one of the long electric cars now 
used by the West End Railroad Company, together with the number of 
passen gers that are often carried on such cars. 

The theory concerning highways seems to be that they are the 
property of the people of the Commonwealth, and are under the control 
of the Legislature, except where the Legislature has delegated authority 
to some municipality or public body. By law cities and towns are 
obliged to keep the highways within their limits reasonably safe and 
convenient, except where other provision is made. 

In this case other provision has been made by the Legislature, and the 
city of Boston and your Board have no power in the matter. In the 
language of the Supreme Court in Rouse ». Somerville, 130 Mass., 363, 
ie By law this br idge and approaches are to be made and kept in repair 
by the railroad corporation. As a matter of law and of right the city 
can in no mode interfere with the construction and repair of such 
approaches otherwise than an individual might.” If the New York & 
New England Railroad Company does not keep its bridge in repair, an 
information lies in favor of the Attorney-General of the Commonwealth 
for its neglect so to do, and it is also liable to any traveller who is in- 
jured by reason of any defect in such bridge. But as the Legis- 
lature has provided that neither towns, cities, nor other persons bound 
by law to repair ways shall be liable for damages to any person whose 
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carriage and the load thereon exceed the weight of six tons, I do not 
think the New York & New England Railroad Company can be com- 
pelled by any process of law to strengthen its bridge so as to bear the 
weight of vehicles which, with their loads, sometimes weigh nearly 
twenty tons. If a part of the highway is strong enough to sustain the 
weight of a vehicle weighing more than twice the weight limited by the 
statutes, | have no doubt that it is reasonably safe and convenient in 
the meaning of the statute. If your honorable body is informed, or has 
reason to believe, that any portion of a highway is not strong enough to 
support the weight of the electric cars in use by the West End Road, 
and is strong enough to fulfil the statute requirements, your Board 
ought not to permit the use of such heavy cars upon such highway 
until the street-railway company has so strengthened such portion of 
the highway as to make it possible to operate such cars without danger 
to life.

CURBING FOR PUBLIC SQUARES IN East Boston. 


At the request of the Superintendent of Public Grounds, 
plans and specifications were prepared for granite curbings 
around Belmont, Central, and Maverick squares, East 
Boston. 

The curbing at Belmont square was furnished by J. Har- 
rington & Son, Somerville, at a cost of $2,998; that at Cen- 
tral square by Austin Ford, Cambridge, at a cost of $3,165, 
and that at Maverick square by B. F. Nay & Co., at a cost 
of $1,533.20.

East Boston BRIDGE. 


In compliance with the following order of the City Coun- 
cil, approved by the Mayor, Sept. 19, 1891, 

“That the City Engineer communicate with citizens of 
East Boston, and, in consultation with them, prepare plans 
for a bridge to East Boston, and take such measures as he 
deems proper to assist the Board of Harbor and Land Com- 
missioners in their inquiry as to the expediency of construct- 
ing a bridge to East Boston,” a plan was devised for a bridge 
to East Boston. 

The proposed bridge was located near the North ferry, 
and, with its approaches, was about 2,300 feet long, the 
channel at this point being about 1,450 feet between bulk- 
head lines. The proposed bridge was an iron structure, 
supported on piers; it was 80 feet in width with a swing 
draw 60 feet wide, having two drawways, 100 feet wide, for 
vessels, the vessel drawways to have a clear height under 
the draw of 35 feet at mean high water. The roadway of 
the bridge was to be of granite-block pavement, excepting 
on the draw, where it was to be of wood. 


FEDERAL-STREET BRIDGE. 


As mentioned in the last annua] report, the rebuilding of 
every part of this bridge, except the two draws, was let to 
Shaw & Miller, by contract, dated July 23, 1890, for $67,467. 

The bridge was rebuilt, one-half at a time, without inter- 
ruption to travel. The up-stream half of the bridge was 
closed to travel July 29, 1890; opened to travel Feb. 14, 
1891; the down-stream half was closed to travel Feb. 16, 
and opened Aug. 12, 1891. The up-stream half was again 
closed Aug. 18, 1891, and the whole bridge was opened to 
travel Sept. 12, 1891, and the whole work on Shaw & 
Miller’s contract was completed Oct. 16, 1891. 

The bridge is 69 feet wide between fences and is built of 
hard-pine lumber on an oak-pile foundation. There are two 
sidewalks, each 10 feet wide, covered with asphalt, on a base 
of coal-tar concrete. The roadway is 49 feet wide, except 
at the draws, where it is divided into two roadways, each 21 
feet in width. 
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The roadway is covered with 6-inch kyanized spruce 
lumber; on this is a layer of fine coal-tar concrete, three 
inches thick, heavily rolled while hot ; above this is a granite- 
block paving laid in a bed of sand, having the joints filled 
with small pebbles and run with hot paving-cement. 

The down-stream pier has been lengthened 58 feet; the 
drawway has been widened from 36 feet to 41 feet 10 inches, 
and is now planked with vertical planks extending 2 feet 
below low water. 

The iron draws in the bridge are two in number, and are 
of the retractile pattern. The channel span of each draw 
are placed side by side, the draws being drawn to opposite 
sides of the channel when opened. 

Each draw is 32 feet 9 inches wide between centres of 
main girders, and carries a roadway 21 feet wide in the clear, 
and a sidewalk 10 feet 38 inches wide from curb to centre 
of railing. 

Kach draw is composed of two non-continuous plate girder 
spans, one of which spans the channel through the bridge, the 
other, or rear span, being supported on trucks running on 
tracks built on the draw foundation. 

When a draw is closed, and in position for travel over it, 
the channel span is supported at its front end on shoe-plates 
on the main bridge, the other end being attached to and 
supported by the rear span by a pin connection. When the 
draw is in motion or run off, the front end of the channel 
span is supported by suspension rods passing over Samson 
posts on rear span to back end of this span, proper counter- 
balances being provided where necessary. The counter- 


to) 
balance used on these draws are cast-iron boxes filled with 


lead. 

The motive power for the draws is electricity, in addition 
to which gearing, etc., is provided for operating them by 
hand or horse power in case of accident to the electric plant. 

Each draw is moved by a 20-horse power Thomson- 
Houston motor, connected by shafting to a horizontal drum 
under the draw, from which drum motion is transmitted to 
the draw by a wire rope. The general arrangement of 
drums, etc., is similar to that for the draws at Warren bridge. 

The draws are operated and controlled by one man, froma 
small house situated near the channel, on the Boston side. 
Thus far the electric power has worked satisfactorily. 

The draws and the machinery for operating them were 
designed by this department. 

The contractors for the pile bridge were Shaw & Miller, 
of Boston. 

The draws were built by the Pittsburgh Bridge Co., and 
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the machinery by the Whittier Machine Co., of Boston, and 
Miller & Shaw, Cambridge. 

The electric plant was furnished by the Thomson-Houston 
Motor Co., Boston. 

The total expenditure for the work to Feb. 1 was 
$99,285.17. 


FERDINAND-STREET BRIDGE (OVER THE Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


In July, 1890, this bridge was closed by order of the 
Mayor, an examination made by this department having 
shown that it was unsafe to permit its further use. An 
appropriation of $35,000 for rebuilding the bridge was made 
by the City Council and approved by the Mayor, Nov. 12, 
1890. Plans and specifications were at once prepared and 
the work advertised Dec. 10, 1890. 

The plan of rebuilding provided for filling solid the por- 
tion of the street, north of the railroad track, supported by 
iron posts, and for building a retaining-wall on the westerly 
line of the street, about 73 feet long, to hold this filling and 
to supersede an old timber bulkhead. The only portion 
remaining to be bridged was that over the track of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad. 

The bridge is a single span of two through-plate girders, 
79 feet long, and is 40 teet wide between centres of railings, 
affording a clear roadway of 22 feet, and two overhanging 
sidewalks of 7 feet 6 inches each. The two main oirders are 
6 feet 6 inches deep at the centre, and 5 feet 6 inches deep 
at the ends, and were designed so that in case the bridge 
should be widened to 50 feet it would be only necessary to 
add one new girder and one set of floor-beams, as illustrated 
in last year’s report. The floor-beams and sidewalk brackets 
are built iron beams and the stringers are of hard-pine. 
The roadway planking is of spruce, under course 4 inches 
thick and upper course 2 inches thick. The sidewalk 
planking is 2 inches hard-pine. ‘The fences are 6 feet high, 
made of matched white-pine boards. New granite parapets 
were laid on both abutments, and the coping on the south- 
east retaining-wall was relaid and brought to the new grade 
of the street. 

As it was desirable to complete the work of rebuilding as 
speedily as possible, it was deemed best to build the retain- 
ing-wall of concrete. The wall as built is supported ona 
spruce pile foundation with a cap of Portland cement con- 
crete, 4 feet thick and varying in width from 13 feet at the 
highest part of the wall to 11 feet at the low end. The 
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body of the wall is built of cement concrete. made in the 
proportions of one part of cement, two parts of sand, and 
tive parts of broken stones, deposited in layers of 8 inches 
in thickness and thoroughly rammed. With the exception 
of an upper course, 12 inches thick, the cement used was 
American hydraulic of approved brand. Portland cement 
was used for the upper 12-inch course. Extending from the 
foundation to the coping, a brick facing, 8 inches thick, was 
built in front of the wall, laid solid in Portland cement 
mortar and thoroughly bonded to it. Along the entire 
length of the wall a granite coping, 30 inches wide and 18 
inches thick, was laid, and on this was placed a close board 
fence, 6 feet high, supported by iron standards. 

The contractor for the retaining-wall and parapets was 
R. D. Shanahan, of Portland, Me.; total amount paid, 
$4,869.23. The contractor for the superstructure was the 
R. F. Hawkins Iron Works, Springfield, Mass.; amount 
paid, $4,096.45. The total amount expended by this depart- 
ment from the appropriation, including engineering and 
inspection, was $9,734.36. 


Ferry DEPARTMENT. 


The building of a part of the ferry-slip at East Boston, 
North ferry, by J. N. Hayes & Co., mentioned in the last 
annual report, was completed Feb. 14, 1891, and the cost of 
the contract work was $7,480. 

An interesting feature of this work was the successful 
driving of twenty-five very large oak piles, with the small 
end upward, reversing the usual method. The work of 
driving these piles was done without difficulty. As these 
piles are not required to sustain weight, but to resist sidewise 
thrusts and blows, applied from twenty to thirty feet above 
hard bottom, they are found to be much more efficient than 
if driven in the usual way. 

Estimates, detailed plans, specifications, and contract for 
building a foundation for head-house and rebuilding part of 
two ferry-piers at the East Boston landing of the North 
ferry have been furnished, and the contract for doing the 
work was awarded to Nay & Ellis, for $9,456. Work was 
begun Oct. 24 and continued to Dec. 31. Work cannot be 
resumed until the head-house now being built is ready for 
occupancy. The payments on account of the contract to 
Feb. 1, 1892, have been $3,219.80. 

Plans, estimates, and specifications were made for building a 
wharf adjoining the new head-house;_ the contract for doing 
the work, with the exception of the planking, which was done 
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by the Ferry Department, was awarded to Nay & Ellis, and 
completed Jan. 18, 1892, at a cost of $1,665. 

Soundings have been. taken and plans made showing 
depth of w ater in all of the ferry-slips, except at the East. 
Boston side of the North ferry. 

All of the above work has been done under the superin- 
tendence of this department.

L-sTREET BRIDGE. 


The Legislature, at its session of 1891, passed the follow- 
ing act : 


(CHAP. 388. ] 


AN ACT TO PROVIDE A PUBLIC HIGHWAY BRIDGE ACROSS THE 
RESERVED CHANNEL AT SOUTH BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. The city of Boston is hereby authorized and required to 
build and maintain a public highway bridge across the reserved channel 
on the South Boston flats in said city, connecting Eastern avenue o7 
Congress street, so called, as laid out and oraded by the Common- 
wealth, with L street extended to the southerly line of said channel. 
Said bridge shall be constructed in accordance with plans prescribed or 
approved “by the Board of Harbor and Land Commissioners. Upon the 
completion of said bridge, provided the same is completed before the 
first day of August in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-two, forty 
per cent. of the cost thereof shall be reimbursed by the Commonwealth 
to said city out of the Commonwealth’s flats improvement fund estab- 
lished by chapter two hundred and thirty-seven of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-eight. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

[Approved June 9, 1891. 


Plans and specifications were prepared which received the 
approval of the Board of Harbor and Land Commissioners, 
Oct. 29, 1891. The work was advertised on Dec. 14, 1891, 
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soliciting proposals for the completion of the work at differ- 

ent dates; namely, July 15, 1892, and Dec. 1, 1892. The 

contract for the work has not been awarded at this date, 

pending action of the Legislature on a petition of His Honor 

the Mayor for an extension of the time for completing the 
work from Aug. 1 to Dec. 1, 1892.

the Common, from Tremont street, opposite Winter street 
to Beacon street, opposite Spruce street, with Hastings as- 
phalt tiles. : 

The work was done by John Turner & Co., and cost as 
follows: Montgomery square, $814.00; Blackstone square, 
$3,900.00; and walk on Common, $3,676.40.

[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT TO THE BOSTON 
WATER BOARD.] 


SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 


The rainfall upon the water-sheds during the past year 
varied but little from the average amount, but less than the 
usual proportion fell during the summer and fall months, 
consequently the storage in the reservoirs began to be re- 
duced in June and July, and steadily decreased until the 
latter part of December. 

The raintall and quantities collected on the several water- 
sheds were as follows:

The quality of the water from all the supplies has been 
comparatively good. 

The fluctuations in the amounts of water in the different 
lakes and reservoirs are shown graphically by an appended 
diagram. 

The condition of the different reservoirs during the year is 
given below : 


Reservoir No. 1. — Water was wasting at the dam from 
January 1 to July 2, with the exception of five days in May, 
after the stop-planks were placed on the dam, and during five 
days in June. No water wasted over the dam after July 2, 
and only the one and one-half million gallons per day was 
allowed to flow through the waste-gates, as required by law. 

The dam is in good condition. 
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Reservoir No. 2.— Water was flowing over the dam or 
through the gates of Dam 2 until May 9, when the flash- 
boards were ‘placed in position. The reservoir filled to 
the top of the flash-boards four days later, but water was 
drawn from this reservoir to supply the city on the 14th, 
and the surface immediately fell below the top of the flash- 
board, and the reservoir did not fill again during the year. 
The lowest point reached was on August 19, when the sur- 
face was 9.48 feet below the top of the flash-boards. 

The dam at Reservoir 2 is in good condition. 


Reservoir No. 3. — This reservoir was full until the middle 
of August, except during February and March, when it was 
drawn, down in anticipation of the usual large spring flow. 
On August 19 this reservoir was drawn from. to supply the 
city, and its surface oradually fell until November 24, when 
it was at grade 162.32, or 12.92 feet below the crest of the 
overflow. 

On Jan. 1, 1892, it had risen to 167.19, or 8.05 feet below 
the crest. 

The dam at Reservoir 3 is in good condition. 


fteservoir No. 4.— This reservoir was kept full until July 
15, with the exception that it was lowered as usual in the 
spring. 

On July 15 the outlet gate was partially opened to furnish 
a portion of the city’s supply, and the reservoir gradually 
fell until September 26, when the gate was closed. The 
height at that date was 2()2. 91, or 12. 30 feet below the top of 
the flash-boards. Since that date no water has been drawn 
from the reservoir, and its surface has gradually risen. On 
January 1 its height was 207.85, or 6.36 feet below the 
crest of the dam. 

The dam of Reservoir No. 4 is in good condition. 


Farm Pond. — The surface of the pond has been kept at 
an average height of 149.12. 

The conduit through the pond has been in use all the year, 
no water having been drawn from the pond to supply the 
city. 

The Framingham Water Company has pumped 80,500,000 
gallons from the pond, an average of 220,500 gallons per day. 


Lake Cochituate. — Water was wasted from the outlet 
dam from January 2 to 7, and from January 12 to April 25. 
The surface of the lake began to fall on April 26, and 
continued to fall slowly and with great regularity until 
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November 26, when it was at grade 126.44, or 7.92 feet be- 
low high-water, the lowest point during the year. 

The lake began to fill during the latter part of December, 
and on January 1 it had risen to grade 127.84, or 7.02 feet 
below high-water line.

AQUEDUCTs AND DISTRIBUTING RESERVOIRS. 


The Sudbury-river conduit has been used 298 days, and 
the Cochituate has been used 3852 days. The Sudbury 
conduit has delivered 8,306,600,000 gallons into Chestnut- 
hill and Brookline reservoirs, equal to a daily supply of 
22,760,000 gallons; the Cochituate aqueduct has delivered 
5,508,180,000 gallons, or 15,091,000 gallons per day. 

In the Cochituate aqueduct a nearly uniform depth of six 
and one-half feet was maintained until the middle of Octo- 
ber, when the surface of the lake had fallen so low that this 
depth could not be maintained. 

During the balance of the year the depth in the aqueduct 
closely followed the depth in the lake above the bottom of 
the aqueduct, and at one time it was only five feet four 
inches. 

The rate of flow in the Sudbury conduit was varied almost 
daily to maintain the desired height in the distributing reser- 
voirs. Both conduits were cleaned as usual during the year. 

On April 19 one of the 40-inch siphon-pipes of the Cochitu- 
ate aqueduct at Newton Lower Falls was split by the weight 
of gravel-filling that had been deposited over the pipes in 
building a new street across the location of the siphon. The 
water was shut off and the split pipe replaced before any 
damage had been done. 

The Chestnut-hill, Brookline, Fisher-hill, Parker-hill, and 
East Boston reservoirs, and the Breed’s Island water-tower, 
are in good condition. I recommend that the.elm-trees at 
the base of the Chestnut-hill reservoir dam be removed. 
The inside of the iron water-tower on Bellevue hill should 
be painted this year. 
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The South Boston reservoir has not been in daily use for 
many years, but is kept partially full of water for use in 
special emergencies, and for this reason is still of value to 
the water-supply service. A check-valve should be placed 
in the high-service connection with this reservoir, to auto- 
matically supply the fire-hydrants within the high-service 
district of South Boston in case of serious fires. 


HiaH—-SEervick PuMPprinGc—StTaTIONS. 


At Chestnut hill the pumping-engines and boilers are in 
excellent condition. 

A permanent apparatus for weighing the feed-water has 
been placed in the boiler-room, and the accuracy of the feed- 
water meters is now easily ascertained from time to time, 
so that corrections can be made in calculating the efficiency 
of the boilers. 

The table on page 62 shows in detail the work done by the 
pumping-engines and boilers during the year.

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At the West Roxbury pumping-station 24,108,000 gallons 
have been pumped, equivalent to a daily average of 66,000 
gallons, — an increase of 68.4 per cent. over that pumped i in 
1890. 

At the East Boston pumping-station an average of 13,500 
gallons per day has been pumped into the Breed’s Island 
water-tower. 

Water was pumped into the East Boston reservoir only 
on two days in January, one day in February, and two days 
in March, as the reservoir could be filled during the night 
from the low-service mains during the balance of the year. 


Mystic LAkk. 


Water was wasted over the dam almost constantly until 
June 9, and again from June 22 to June 28. From this date 
the surface of the lake gradually fell until it was 7.67 feet 
below high-water on November 26, or only 3.50 feet above 
the bottom of the conduit. This was only about 4 inches 
above the point where the supply for the pumping-station 
could not be maintained by gravity. 

Early in October the centrifugal pumps were placed in 
position at the lake to raise the water into the conduit, but 
fortunately it was not necessary to use them. 

Advantage was taken of the low stage of the water to 
repoint the masonry at the overflow. 

On January 1, 1892, the water in the lake had risen to 
gerade 2.32, or 4.68 feet below high-water, and water was 
wasting over the dam on January 15. 

The table on page 60 shows the yield of the water-shed. 
The rainfall there recorded is an average from two gauges, 
one located at the lake and one in Winchester. 

The record of the latter gauge was kept by Mr. L. R. 
Symmes, formerly assistant superintendent, gratuitously 
until his death, last February. Since his death the gauge 
has been maintained and records kept by Miss A. F. 
Symmes. 


Mystic VALLEY SEWER. 


The pump was run 356 days during the year of 1891, 
working 6,391 hours, and has pumped 119,404,000 gallons of 
sewage, or an average of 835,400 gallons per day of pump- 
ing. The amount pumped is only one-fourth of one per 
cent. greater than in 1890. 

The total amount of sulphate of alumina used during the 
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year was 303,780 pounds, and 173 tons of coal were used in 
pumping. 


Mystic ConDUIT AND RESERVOIR. 


The conduit was cleaned twice during the year, and is in 
good condition. 

New sills and grooves for the screens should be placed in 
the screen-chamber, and the roof of the chamber should be 
raised to facilitate the changing of the screens. A new 
gate should be placed on the blow-off pipe, to exclude the 
tide- water. 

The reservoir has not been cleaned for several years, 
otherwise it is in good condition. 


Mystic PuMPING-STATION. 


The pumps have received quite extensive repairs, and are 
in good condition. 

The three older boilers should have new fronts, to corre- 
spond with those on the new boilers; a sluice-gate should be. 
placed in the pump-well of Engine No. 3, as under the pres- 
ent condition any accident to the foot-valve of this pump 
would necessitate the stopping of the whole plant. A du- 
plicate dynamo for lighting the building should be procured, 
and it would be an economical measure to build a new chim- 
ney of larger capacity if the plant is to be continued in 
service.

The above figures show an increase of 11.3 per cent. in 
the consumption supplied from the Sudbury and Cochituate 
works from that of the previous year; of 9.1 per cent. in 
the consumption supplied from the Mystic works; and of 
10.8 per cent. increase in the consumption supplied by the 
combined supplies. 


DEACON METERS. 


There are now in use 81 meters, — 74 on the Cochituate sys- 
tem and 7 on the Mystic system, — and the territory covered 
by the meters is divided into 176 sections ; 8 sections were not 
tested during the past vear. 

The quantity supplied to the entire residential portion of 
Boston can now be tested*by the meters, excepting a portion 
of West Roxbury and that portion of the Back Bay district. 
bounded by Boylston street, Parker street, and the Boston 
& Providence Railroad. 

During the coming year two meters should be placed in 
the latter territory ; but the West Roxbury district cannot 
be advantageously tested until the district is more densely 
populated. 

On the Mystic system Charlestown is practically covered 
by meters ; one meter covers a small portion of Somerville, 
and one about one-quarter of Chelsea. Everett has no 
meters.

ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. 


At Dam No. 6 the excavation for the core-wall has been 
completed, the wall built in the trench, and the trench re- 
filled. This work was difficult; the building of the core- 
wall could not be done at a rapid rate, great care being 
necessary in removing the bracing and in doing the refilling. 

The embankment and core-wall of the dam have been built 
to about five feet above the elevation of the lowest part of the 
valley, and the work is now in such condition that com- 
paratively rapid progress can be made, all of the difficult 
work having been done. 
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The work of stripping the basin and the shallow-flowage 
work is well advanced. It will probably be completed this 
year. 

The surveys of Cedar swamp, and the plans for its im- 
provement, are practically completed. At Whitehall pond 
surveys and borings are being made fora new dam at the 
outlet; a dredging plant has been built, and the work of 
removing mud and stumps from the bottom of the pond can 
be commenced in the spring. 

On the Stony-brook branch of the Sudbury, surveys and 
borings are being made for Basins 5, 7, and 9, the construc- 
tion of which must soon be commenced, as the increased 
consumption of water, due to the growth of the city, will 
keep pace with the increased capacity to be added by the 
completion of Basin No. 6.

Sir: I submit herewith a brief report of engineering work 
accomplished during the past year by the “ Additional 
Supply ” force. 

The name of Basin 5 has been changed to Basin 6, in order 
to bring all the even numbers on the Sudbury branch of the 
supply. Although the core-wali of this basin was heavily 
covered with hay, the frost got into the trench in January, 
1891, and attacked the concrete, even at the bottom of the 
trench, 30 feet deep, necessitating the laying of steam-pipes. 
January 9 a contract was made with Charles H. Hale for 
delivering filling on the dam. April 6 the trench was 
uncovered and pumped out. May 5 the work of depositing 
concrete was begun. June 3 the core-wall was completed, 
and the back-filling begun, the sheeting being cut off in 
sections about 2 feet high, in order that the back-filling 
might be thoroughly rammed and bonded to the sides of the 
trench. On September 2 the back-filling reached the sur- 
face of the ground, and the embankment was begun. Sep- 
tember 29 the contractor suspended operations, and on 
October 9 the work was continued by the bondsman, Mr. 
Barnabas Clark. The embankment has been built to the 
height of five feet above the meadow. A gap 20 feet wide 
was left in the core-wall to pass freshets during the winter 
and spring. 

The gate-house for the 48-inch pipe has been built and the 
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pipe laid on rock foundation and covered with brickwork. 
It discharges into the wasteway, the lower section of which 
has been built. The upper gate-house has been begun. All 

gate-house, pipe, and core- wall trenches have been back- 
filled. 

May 25 a contract was made with Charles H. Hale for 
building the lower section of the wasteway, 220 feet long, 
and on September 24 the work was completed. 

July 14 four sections for stripping the bottom of the basin 
were let, and about two-fifths of this work has been done in 
a satisfactory and economical manner. 

During the latter part of the summer a railroad was built 
connecting the Boston & Albany R.R. with the basin. After 
its completion about 25,000 cubic yards of loam were hauled 
to the Muddy-river Improvement on behalf of the town of 
Brookline. 

The principal specifications and contracts prepared during 
the year were those for the stripping and shallow flowage, 
the railroad, and the lower section of the wasteway. The 
following table shows the work accomplished thus far at the 
new basin:

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Surveys have been continued on various portions of the 
water-shed. The work of lining the Beacon-street tunnel 
has been prosecuted from Dec. 30, 1890, to May 14, 1891. 
The cost of laying the concrete was $13.14 this year against 
$15.02 last year.

In GENERAL. 


The sewerage system of the city of Marlboro’ is well ad- 
vanced, the main sewer is completed, the filtration areas are 
prepared, and a considerable portion of the service-sewers 
are laid. The system will be in operation early this year, 
and it. will greatly improve the quality of the water collected 
by the Stony-brook branch of the Sudbury river. 

The sewerage system of the town of Westboro’ is under 
construction, and will probably be in operation in the near 
future. 

Work has been begun upon the foundations of the new 
pumping-engine at Chestnut-hill pumping-station, and the 
plans for the engine are nearly completed. 

The daily amount pumped at this station increases about 
12 per cent. each year, and will exceed the nominal capacity 
of one pumping-engine next year; consequently the work 
on the new engine must be pushed as rapidly as_ possible. 

At the Mystic station the pumps are duplicated to a 
capacity of 10,000,000 gallons per day, and at the present 
rate of increase the daily average consumption in 1893 will 
exceed this amount. 

In this connection I wish to call attention to the fact that 
the total capacity of the Mystic system is but 7,000,000 
gallons daily in a dry year, and to recommend that the de- 
pendant municipalities make some provision to meet the 
inevitable deficiency which must sooner or later occur. 

Thirty-seven contracts for rock excavation have been made 
during the year. Two hundred and ninety-nine petitions 
for main-pipe extensions have been reported upon in regard 
to grade of street, size of pipe, and cost of laying. 

The pipe laid has been measured, the gates and hydrants 
located, and are being plotted on the plans. 

Thirty-five profiles of unaccepted streets have been made, 
and grades given for grading the streets and laying pipes 
where it was necessary. 
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The records from the four pumping-stations, the lakes, 
reservoirs, the Mystic sewer, and the returns from pipe 
foundries, etc., have been carefully kept. 

Appended to this report will be found the usual tables of 
rainfall, consumption, yield of water-sheds, etc.

IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 


The construction of the extension of the Improved Sew- 
erage system has been continued the past year, the amount 
expended being $192,409 65. 

The condition of the appropriation on Feb. 1, 1892, was 
as follows :

The work done during the year was limited by the funds 
available, and is described briefly as follows: 


City Proper, Secrions 5 anp 6, East SIDE. 


These sections extend in Atlantic avenue and Commercial 
street, from Central wharf to Hanover street, 2 distance of 
3,120 feet. The sewers were completed in August and are 
now in service; for a distance of 2,716 feet from Central 
wharf the sewer is of brick, egg-shaped, 2 feet 4 inches X 3 
feet 6 inches, with concrete foundations and side walls, and 
is laid on a grade of | foot in 1,500 feet. The remaining 
404 feet of sewer is of 15-inch Akron pipe, embedded in and 
covered by concrete, and is laid on a grade of 1 foot in 200 
feet. Tide-gates and sump manholes were built at Hanover 
and Battery streets, and six common sewers were inter- 
cepted at these points. At Clarke street a sump manhole 
was built and three common sewers were intercepted, and 
the old outlet in the dock at this point was bulkheaded off. 
At Clinton street 20 feet of 5 feet X 6 feet wooden sewer 
in that street were rebuilt, and a 10-inch inlet pipe built 
into the intercepting sewer. 

In addition to the above work, 70 feet of common sewer 
(2 feet X 3. feet brick) was rebuilt near Hanover street, and 
160 feet of old wooden sewer at Clarke street, which leaked 
badly, was replaced by a 12-inch Akron pipe, built in the 
old box sewer and surrounded by concrete. 

The work on these sections was done by day labor; it 
was almost entirely tidework, and was unusually difficult ; 
and the obstructions found in the made land, through which 
the sewer was built, increased the difficulty and expense of 
the work. More than 350 cubic yards of stone was taken from 
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old sea-walls found in the trench; while timber, in the shape 
of wharves, foundations, piles, etc., was encountered in large 
quantities. 

All of the sewers which formerly emptied into the docks 
along the water-front, in the city proper, are now inter- 
cepted. 


DORCHESTER. 


On August 19 the sum of $58,000, which had been appro- 
priated in 1890 for the settlement of land damages at Squan- 
tum and Moon Island, was, by vote of the city government, 
made available for the purposes of Improved Sewerage con- 
struction. 

Work was at once begun on Section 8, Dorchester, by 
day labor, with the force previously employed on Sections 5 
and 6 of the east side intercepting sewers, and 1s now in 
progress. ‘This section extends, in the valley of the Nepon- 
set river, along the northerly line of the location of the Old 
Colony Railroad, through private land, from Marsh street to 
Granite avenue, a ee of 1,950 Pea The sewer is of 
brick, 4 feet 6 inches in diameter, and is laid on an incelina- 
tion of 1 foot in 2,000 feet. The trench varies in depth from 
20 feet to 39 Bic and can be worked to advantage in the 
winter season. 

Section 10, Dorchester, extends in Butler, Adams, and 
Washington streets, at Dorchester Lower Mills, from Hun- 
toon street to the foot of Baker’s court, a distance of 1,600 
feet. A contract for building this section was awarded in - 
January, 1891, to A. A. Hall, and the work was completed 
by him in November last, at a cost of about $41,000. The 
sewer is laid ona grade of one foot in 2,000 feet; it is of 
brick, egg-shaped, 3 feet by 4 feet ; the excavation was made 
by tunnelling, with the exception of a short, open cutting on 
each end; the material was solid rock, conglomerate and 
slate being found in about equal proportions ; the space be- 
tween the brickwork of the sewer and the surrounding rock 
was solidly filled with concrete. The average distance from 
the surface of the ground to the roof of the tunnel was 
about 25 feet, yet no damage resulted to the buildings front- 
ing on the streets, from the jar or vibration of the ‘ground. 
At one point a five-story brick building stood within 23 feet 
of the centre line of the tunnel, with the bottom of its 
foundation-walls 15 feet above the tunnel roof ;:+the building 
was not injured. The only damage done during the prog- 
ress of the work was a slight breakage of glass in the win- 
dows of some of the houses in close proximity to the 
shaft-openings, due directly to the concussion of the air. 
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Travel on the surface of the street was not seriously 
interrupted. 

No work has been done on Sections 6, 7, 9, and 11, Dor- 
chester, owing to want of appropriation. 


OuTFALL SEWER. 


Section 3, outfall sewer, was being constructed at the 
time of the last annual report, under contract, by H. P. 
Nawn. This section extends for 2,100 feet in the embank- 
ment between Squantum and Moon Island. The sewer is 
of brick, 12 feet wide and 11 feet high. It has an unusually 
heavy concrete foundation, with side walls of rubble masonry 
— iron rods passing through the foundation and arch, as 
described in last year’s report. During the past year 1,300 
feet of sewer has been built, and there remains 350 feet to 
be built under Mr. Nawn’s contract. 

The completion during the coming summer of the remain- 
ing 1,920 feet of sewer in the embankment is impera- 
tive. The wooden flume, which now conveys the sewage 
from Squantum to Moon Island, has been in use seven years, 
and is in a decidedly dangerous condition. Many of the 
supporting piles are eaten by worms, and much of the 
woodwork is badly decayed. Great care and constant re- 
pairs will be necessary to maintain the flume in working 
order for another year. 

An appropriation of $90,000 will be necessary to com- 
plete this sewer which will replace the flume. The work 
can be done during the coming summer if a beginning is 
made as soon as the weather permits. 

During the past year a total length of intercepting sewer 
of 5,385 feet has been built. 

An appropriation of $355,000 will be required to com- 
plete the Improved Sewerage system as proposed. This 
includes Sections 6, 7, 8, 9, and 11 of the Dorchester Inter- 
cepting, the sewer from Squantum to Moon Island, the sea- 
wall at Moon Island, and the pumping-station at the Kast 
shaft of the Dorchester-Bay tunnel. 


SecTION#1, BrignHron INTERCEPTING SEWER. 


The contractors for building this difficult section of sewer 
was the National Construction Co., of Boston, who should 
have been credited with the successful construction of this 


work in last year’s report, but by an error the credit was 
given to other parties.

[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT TO THE BOARD OF 
PARK COMMISSIONERS. ] 


THe Parkway. — Back Bay FEwns. 


Excavation of Waterway. — At the beginning of the year 
there remained a small portion of the waterway in Longwood 
entrance which had not been excavated. This was done 
early in the season, and this part of the work is now entirely 
completed. The dredging-plant has been sold to the Water 
Department. 

Roadways and Walks. — Audubon road has been finished 
to Brookline avenue, and was opened to travel on January 
DB lso2. 

The roadway and walks on and near Agassiz bridge have 
been resurfaced, the curbstones reset, and the gutters re- 
paved. This was made necessary by the settlement of the 
filling in that vicinity. 

The Fenway between Huntington and Tremont entrances 
has been graded, except a small part occupied by piles of 
loam. The ride on this section has been nearly all sur- 
faced, and the walk next the water has been graded, its 
gutters built, and a portion of it covered with crushed stone. 
On March 20, 1891, contracts were made with Cape Ann 
Granite Co. for furnishing 2,838 lineal feet of curbstone at 
$1.49 per lineal foot, and with S. & R. J. Lombard for fur- 
nishing 110,000 paving-blocks, at $44.90 per thousand. 
Both of these contracts have been completed. 

The stone-crusher has been run continuously since Sep- 
tember 2, and a large amount of stone is now on hand for 
use on the roads and walks during the coming season. The 
stone for crushing has been purchased as needed, from differ- 
ent parties, at prices varying from 75 to 90 cents per ton. 

Filling. — At the Tremont and Longwood entrances all 
the filling required has been done under a contract with the 
Boston & Albany R.R. Co., dated September 16, 1890. 
The work was completed on February 4, 1892, and the total 
amount of filling deposited was 161,099 cubie yards, at 51 
cents per cubic yard. 

Agassiz Bridge. —'The parapet walls of this bridge have 
been built, thus completing this structure. 

Fen Bridge.— On November 24, 1890, a contract was 
made with Mr. William H. Ward, of Lowell, for building this 
bridge, with the exception of the face walls above the water 
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level. He began work February 20, 1891, and finished on 
September 2. The face-walls were built by masons in the 
employ of the Park Department. The entire work was com- 
pleted on November 17. 

This is a masonry arch bridge of 15 feet span and a width 
of 96 feet. The foundation is of spruce piles capped with 
10 x 10 inch spruce caps, which are covered with 4-inch 
spruce plank, the surface of the plank being at grade —0.5. 
The abutments are of granite, 12 feet 6 inches high ; and the 
arch is of brick except at the ends, 20 inches thick, with a 
rise of 4 feet; the ends of the arches, the wing-walls above 
gerade 7.5, and the parapet are all of rustic masonry com- 
posed of Roxbury stone, all except the voussoirs. laid dry, 
with the spaces between the stones filled with loam. The 
parapet is of quarried stones very roughly dressed, while the 
stones below the parapet are field bowlders laid without any 
cutting. The cost of the whole structure was $27,669.34. 

Stony-lrook Bridge. — On June 23, 1891, a contract was 
made with Sampson, Clark, & Co., of Boston, for building 
the superstructure of this bridge. Work was besun on July 
1, and it is nearly completed. The bridge spans the water- 
way leading from the outlet of the new channel of Stony 
brook and supports the main drive and ride of the Fenway. 
It consists of five arches of 10-feet span each —three over the 
waterway and two over foot-paths on either side of the 
waterway. The bridge is 85 feet wide between the para- 
pets. The arches are supported by piers 2 feet square ex- 
cept at the ends of the main piers, where they are 2 feet X 
3 feet 6 inches. Below grade 9.5 the piers are supported by 
a continuous wall 2 feet thick. At the southerly side of the 
bridge there is at each end a flight of steps leading from the 
walks next the driveways from Huntington avenue to the 
walks passing under the bridge, which latter connect with 
the walks along the borders of the main waterway; by this 
means a passage is furnished to people on foot to all parts 
of the Fens without crossing the drive or ride at grade. In 
connection with these passageways, recesses for seats are 
built in the abutments of the bridge. On the northerly end 
of the bridge there is to be an iron foot-bridge, just above 
the level of the water, to connect the two walks. © The face- 
work of the masonry is of speckled brick, with trimmings of 
Milford granite. The barrel vaults underneath the bridge 
are lined with glazed brick of different colors, laid in pat- 
terns. On each staircase there ‘is a drinking-fountain, and 
the walls are piped for lighting the drive, and also the walks 
under the bridge. The foundations of the bridge were built 
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in 1887 by the Sewer Department, as a part of the new 
channel of Stony brook. 

The work was done under the direction of this depart- 
ment, from designs furnished by Messrs. F. L. Olmstead & 
Co., and Walker & Kimball, architects. 

Culvert and Retaining-wall at Brookline Avenue. — The 
culvert under Brookline avenue, connecting Muddy river 
with the waterway in the Fens, has been extended, and the 
foundations for a retaining- wall at its end have been built. 
The culvert is elliptical in section, 9 feet high and 7 feet 
wide, with side walls of concrete lined with “brick and a 
brick arch 12 inches thick. It is on a pile and timber plat- 
form. There is a rectangular manhole at the end, with 
grooves for stop-plank. The retaining-wall at the end of 
the culvert is semicircular in plan, and is built of concrete, 
resting upon a pile foundation to grade 7; above grade 7 the 
wall is to be of bowlder work of the same character as the 
face-walls of the Fen bridge. This bowlder work was not 
included in the contract, and has not yet been built. The 
contractor for this work was Mr. Wm. H. Ward, of Lowell. 
His contract was dated June 23, 1891; work was begun on 
July 1 and finished on January 7, 1892. The cost of the 
work covered by the contract was $8,042. 

Grading of Slopes, Loaming, and Planting. — The 
slopes between the ride and the water on that part of the 
Fens between Huntington and Tremont entrances have been 
graded and covered with loam, except a small portion near 
Stony-brook bridge. The slopes on the Longwood entrance 
and on a part of the Tremont entrance have been finished in 
the same manner. 

Miscellaneous. — Fifty additional settees have been pur- 
chased and placed along the walks. The regrading of the 
plantations on Commonwealth avenue, between West Ches- 
ter park and Beacon street, has been completed, and the 
section between West Chester park and Charlesgate East has 
been planted.

A large amount of other work has been partially com- 
pleted, but cannot be classified. 

The usual force engaged upon the care of plantations, 
roads, walks, etc., has been employed during the year, and 
the expense of the same has been charged to the appropria- 
tion for maintenance. 


Muppy RIverR anv Stony Brook COVERED CHANNELS. 


The former of these remains in bad condition, as was 
described in the report for 1887. As the town of Brookline 
contemplates improving the channels of the brooks flowing 
into Muddy river, so that in time of freshet the discharge of 
water into the new open channel through the Parkway will 
come more suddenly than it does at present, in my opinion 
it is necessary that the covered channel should be repaired 
and all obstructions removed. The Stony-brook conduit is 
in good condition, except that the temporary work at the 
outlet into Charles river has been somewhat damaged by 
storms. The gate-chamber has been provided with window- 


frames and sashes, the same having been omitted when it was 
built. 


Muppy RIver. 


The contracts in force at the date of the last annual report 
have all been completed, except a small portion on Section 
C. The buildings on the Downer-streef section were re- 
moved early in the summer, and on June 23 a contract was 
made with Richard D. Shanahan for grading this section. 
The work was completed in December.

Downer-street Section. — Richard D. Shanes ; Es Lee 
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All of the above contracts included the excavation of the 
waterway and the upland and the disposal of the excavated 
material as filling on ground which required it. The material 
was not sufficient for doing all the filling required, nor was 
much of it suitable for foundations tor roads and walks. 
“On Oct. 21, 1891, a contract was made with the Boston 
& Albany Railroad Company for furnishing and depositing 
all filling required on that portion of the improvement north 
and west of the waterway between Brookline avenue and 
the city boundary. The work is now in progress. A 
contract was made on November 28, with Moulton & 
O’Mahoney, for doing all the grading required on that 
portion of the improvement on the south and east of the 
waterway, extending as far as Perkins street. This work 
is progressing favorably. Preliminary plans for the bridge 
on Brookline avenue having been furnished by Messrs. 
Olmsted & Co., working plans and specifications were pre- 
pared, in consultation with this department, by Mr. A. H. 
French, engineer for the Brookline Park Commissioners. 
A contract for building this bridge was made on December 
30 with John Sheehan, of Lynn, and work is now in prog- 
ress under the direction of the Brookline Park Commis- 
sioners. 

Plans are now being prepared for the Tremont and Belle- 
vue street bridges, and proposals for doing the -work will 
shortly be received. 

Arrangements having being made in conjunction with 
the town of Brookline for the transportation of loam from 
Basin 6 of the Boston Water-Works, a contract was made 
with James A. Cahill on July 14 for grading a branch rail- 
road from the main line of the Boston & Albany Railroad to 
the basin; the work was completed in September, at a cost 
to the city of Boston of $1,750.18; on September 28 a con- 
tract was made with the Boston & Albany Railroad Com- 
pany for laying the track on the above branch railroad, and 
for transporting the loam to the Parkway ; nothing has yet 
been done for the Boston Park Department under this con- 
tract, except the laying of the track. 

The drain from the House of the Good Shepherd having 
been cut off by the removal of the sewer in Downer street, 
it was extended by a siphon under the waterway, and con- 
nected with the sewer in Brookline avenue. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


At the beginning of 1891, work was in progress on the 
grading of the road around the north side of Bussey hill and 
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across the meadow to the Parkway near Centre and Orchard 
streets, under a contract with Wm. T. Davis. This contract 
was subsequently amended, so as to include the grading of 
the road leading from the before-mentioned road to the 
Parkway near South street. Another contract was made on 
July 23 for grading a temporary road across the Parkway 
to Centre street. The work called for by these contracts 
has been finished. The total amount of material moved 
under them was 70,035 cubic yards, and the payments were 
$24,945.51. There remains a small amount of grading to 
be done where there has been a settlement of the filling 
across the meadow. On about 1,700 lineal feet of this hoe 
— being the portion of the north side of Bussey hill — the 
catch-basins and drains have been built, the gutters paved, 
and the roadway ballasted. 

On the road leading from the main drive to Walter street, 
the catch-basins and drains have been built and the gutters 
paved. The Water Department has laid a 24-inch water- 
pipe through this road, but the work not having been com- 
pleted until recently, the road has not been surfaced ; ; it.can 
be done early in the spring. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


Drives, Rides, and Walks.— Glen-lane wall has been 
completed, but the delay in doing it caused by the press of 
other work for the masons has prevented the completion 
of the surfacing. The section between Blue Hill avenue and 
the entrance road from Columbia street has been entirely 
finished, while on the section between the last-mentioned 
road and the crossing of old Glen road the drains and catch- 
basins have been built and most of the gutters paved, so that 
it will require but a short time to complete the work. 

The triangular space between Blue Hill avenue, the en- 
trance from Columbia street, and the easterly end of the 
Greeting has been graded, and the plantations prepared for 
planting. The circle at the easterly end of the Greeting has 
been graded. The curbstone has been set, the gutters paved, 
and the roadway ballasted. Loop road has been finished, and 
the last section of it was opened to travel on May 24. The 

walks in the vicinity are nearly finished, and 1,500 lineal 
feet of granite steps have been purchased forthe same. The 
ride through the Wilderness has been surfaced. Circuit 
drive is sub-graded from the junction with the road _ to 
Columbia street, around the easterly side of the Park to the 
entrance from Morton street, except a short section across 


the valley near Canterbury street, were a culvert is to be 
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built, and a section between Canterbury hill and the pond 
which requires filling. On about 800 lineal feet of the Cir- 
cuit drive the gutters have been paved and the roadway 
ballasted. 

The walk from Ellicottdale to the top of Searboro’ hill has 
been built. 

Drainage. — The main drain at the westerly end of the 
Greeting has been extended so as to drain the swampy 
ground near by. Drains have been built on the easterly end 
of the Greeting, on Glen lane, and on Circuit drive. 

Ellicotidale. —That portion of this ground where the 
gardener’s cottage formerly stood has been finished. 

Schoolmaster Hill. —The masonry work of the arbor and 
of the shelter has been completed, including an additional 
drinking-fountain. The wookwork of the arbor for support- 
ing vines has been erected, so that this structure is complete, 
except paving of the walks. 

Ponds. — Work is now in progress on the excavation of 
the proposed ponds south of Scarboro’ hill, the material being 
used for filling on Cireuit drive, and for building a dam 
between the ponds and Morton street. 

Miscellaneous. — A shelter at the carriage-stand at the 
entrance to the Park opposite Columbia street is in progress 
of construction. The flock of sheep increased during the 
year to 168 in number, and in the fall 64 wethers and old 
ewes were sold for $350.88. The yield of wool was 792 
Ibs., which was sold for $187.74. In May lamp-posts and 
lanters with oil lamps were placed along Glen lane-by the 
Lamp Department, and they have since been maintained by 
that department. 

The following table shows the principal items of work com- 
pleted to date, ‘but it should not be understood as being a 
complete statement of the work done, as a large amount of 
labor has been expended on work which cannot be classified :

Filling. —The filling done under the contract with 
Joseph EK. White, dated October 5, 1889, was completed on 
October 16, 1891. There were deposited 268,450 cubic 
yards; the amount paid was $163,754.50. The work of 
filling north of Broadway, under the contract with Perkins 
& White, dated September 10, 1890, is still in progress, 
there having been deposited 310,000 cubic yards. 

Loam.— On October 12, 1891, a contract was made 
with Perkins & White for furnishing and placing loam on 
that portion of the Park south of the south line of Broadway 
extended. This work is now in progress. 

()-street Bulkhead. —On February 14, 1891, a contract 
was made with Perkins & White for building a bulkhead on 
easterly line of Q street, extending northerly 440 feet from 
East First street, for retaining the filling on the Park. The 
‘work was completed in November, ata eoat of $4,985. 

Castle-island Bridge. —On July 14, 1891, a contract was 
made with William L. Miller for building a temporary pile- 
bridge to connect the mainland with Castle island. Work 
was ‘begun on August 4, and will be completed early the 
coming season. 

Miscellaneous. — Additional toilet. accommodations for 
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men have been provided at the refectory building. One 
hundred settees have been placed upon the iron pier, and a 
new boat purchased. 


WoOopD-ISLAND PARK. 


Additional land and flats having been taken for an extension 
of the Park, thereby rendering necessary a revision of the 
plan. But little work of construction has been done. A 
topographical survey of the land taken has been made.

CHARLESBANK. 


Men’s Gymnasium. — The grounds and apparatus having 
been put in thorough repair, the gymnasium was opened for 
the season on March 30. Beginning on May 19, the gym- 
nasium was opened in the evening until 9.30 o’clock. For 
this reason 13 electric-arc lights were provided within the 
grounds. This change has been very popular, the attend 
ance in the evening during the warm weather having been 
large and very orderly. The nights having become so cool 


that the evening attendance had Tar ‘gely fallen off, the even- 
ing opening was discontinued on November 7. The gymna- 
sium was closed for the season on January 2, 1892. The 
attendance for the season was 169,591, an average of 707 
per day. Of this number there attended after 7 o’clock 
P.M. 46,548, or an average of 312 per evening. 

Experience has shown that further accommodations in the 
shape of bathing and dressing rooms are very much needed 
in connection with the gymnasium. 

Women’s Lavatory Building. — This building was com- 
pleted early in the season, it having been constructed under 
the direction of Messrs. Walker & Kimball, architects. It 
is of two stories, the lower story being devoted to rooms for 
the boatmen and workmen and a tool-shed. The upper 
story is occupied as a woman’s lavatory and entrance to the 
women’s gymnasium. Toilet accommodations and boxes for 
depositing clothing are provided, and turnstiles, with a reg- 
ister attached, control the passage to the gymnasium. 

Women’s Gymnasium and Girls’ Playground.— During 
the spring the gymnastic apparatus furnished by D. A. Sar- 
gent, M.D., was put in place, the frames for supporting the 
same having been erected the pre vious season. ‘This appar- 
atus consists of the following pieces:

12 iron hoops. 
12 jumping-ropes. 


A temporary fence was built around the gymnasium to 
serve as a screen until the trees and shrubs have become 
grown. Closets for the dumb-bells, wands, etc., also, six- 
teen dressing-booths were built within the enclosure. Three 
sand-courts were constructed in the rear of the building. 
The Girls’ Playground consists of a smooth lawn around 
which runs a cinder track an eighth of a mile in length. <A 
wooden shelter with seats overlooking the playground has 
been built under the direction of Messrs. Walker & Kimball. 

The gymnasium and playground were opened on June 1 
and closed on October 31. They have been in the charge of 
the Massachusetts Emergency and Hygiene Association, 
which has provided for their superintendence and the in- 
struction of those using the apparatus. The attendance 
during the season in both the ground and gymnasium was 
144,539, of which number 13,010 were admitted to the play- 
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ground on Sundays, the gymnasium being closed on that 
day. The average attendance on week days was 1,095. 

Brick Walk. — On September 29, a contract was made 
with Adelard Phaneuf for paving with brick the walk along 
Charles street. The work was completed on November 17, 
and there were laid 3,190 square yards of walk, at a cost of 
$4,822.10. 

Miscellaneous. — Fifty additional settees have been pur- 
chased, and temporary awnings have been erected over a 
portion of them. 


CHARLESTOWN PARKS. 


On August 11 a small force was set at work on Charles- 
town Heights grading the grounds, which work is still in 
progress. 

At the playground, on Alford street, the Street Depart- 
ment is dumping ashes for filling, and considerable material 
has been received from other parties without expense to the 
city ; the buildings have been removed from the Guild prop- 
erty with one exception, and the vats of the old tannery 
filled with earth. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Various land-surveys and plans have been made during 
the year, including those of the land taken for the Dorches- 
ter Park on Dorchester avenue and Adams street, for the 
proposed extension of the South Boston Parkway, and for a 
proposed muster-ground. Estimates have been made of the 
cost of various improvements under consideration by the 
department.

[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT TO THE STREET 
DEPARTMENT. ] 


Mr. H. H. Carrer, Superintendent of Streets: 


Sir: I herewith submit the following report of the work 
done under my direction for your department. 

Plans and profiles of streets to be paved were made, quan- 
tities estimated, and specifications prepared. 

The work done is shown in the accompanying tables; the 
city furnished all material except paving-gravel, and gener- 
ally the materials were delivered to the contractor from 
wharves or from city yards. In some cases the paving- 
blocks were delivered by the city on or in the vicinity of the 
work. Such of the old materials as the city could use were 
delivered by the contractor. 

It will thus be seen that the prices contained in the tables 
have no comparative value, since the conditions differed on 
each street, some being paved, others macadamized or grav- 
elled ; also the length of haul for new supplies and for dis- 
posing of old material, and the relative quantity of each, was 
far from uniform. 

Under seventeen contracts, 4.385 miles of street were 
paved at a cost, exclusive of material furnished by the city, 
of $169,161.02. 

The following is a brief summary of the items : 

52,744 sq. yds. block paving on gravel furnished were 
laid at an average cost of $1.155 per sq. yd. 

9,294 sq. yds. block paving on a cement concrete base, 
with pitched joints, were laid at an average cost of $2.727 
per sq. yd. 

15,189 sq. yds. of asphalt paving were laid ; average cost, 
with cement concrete base, $3.635 per sq. yd.; when the 
old base was used, the cost was $2.025 per sq. yd. 

31,509 linear feet of edgestones were set at an average 
cost of $0.329 per linear ft. 

21,372 sq. yds. sidewalk were relaid at an average cost 
of $0.836 per sq. yd. 

3,079 sq. yds. of flagging cross-walks were laid at an av- 
erage cost of $1.184 per sq. yd. 

The specifications of one contract provided that the city 
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should furnish the gravel and remove the old materials. The 
quantities of work done under that contract have been in- 
cluded in the totals of work done in the above statements, 
but they have not been used in determining the average 
costs. Counts of paving-blocks used in small areas actually 
laid are found to be variable. The average of the largest 
areas where exact number of blocks used is obtainable is 
about 25 large and about 38 small blocks to the square 
yard. The cost of blocks, including culling and wharfage, is 
about five cents per small block, and’ seven and_ one-half 
cents per large block, making the cost for blocks per yard 
$1.90 in each case. The small blocks came from Quincy, 
Mass., and were used for suburban streets; they were de- 
livered on the work. ‘The large blocks came mostly trom 
Cape Ann, and were delivered on wharves. 

The average cost of block paving on a gravel foundation 
was $1.15 + $1.90 = $3.05 per sq. yd. 

The work was done under somewhat severe specifications, 
requiring the removal of 13 inches of old material, the grad- 
ing and rolling the road-bed, and the furnishing of 6 inches 
of new gravel. The cost of supervision and inspection is 
not included in the above. Details of the work done are as 
follows : | 

A Street, South Boston, from Broadway to First 
street, was paved with granite blocks on a gravel founda- 
tion, by Collins & Ham. The old surface was of cobble 
paving. The old cobbles were hauled to the crusher at 
Broadway bridge, the surplus earth to L-street extension ; 
the new paving-blocks were hauled from the New York 
& New England R.R. wharf, and the edgestones and flagging 
from the Albany-street paving yard. 

First Street, trom New York & New England R.R. to 
F street, was paved with granite blocks on a gravel 
foundation, by Collins & Ham. The old surface was gen- 
erally of gravel, with concrete patches, and one block from 
E street to F street was paved with cobbles. The 
old cobbles were hauled to the crusher at Broadway bridge, 
the surplus earth to the L-street dump. The new granite 
blocks were hauled from the New York & New England 
R.R. wharf and from the Bay State wharf, the edgestones 
and the flagging from the South End yard; the edgestones 
were delivered to the contractor on the street. 

Troy street, from Harrison avenue to Albany street, was 
paved with granite blocks on a gravel foundation, by James 
Grant & Co. The old surface was of macadam, and was 
very hard. The cobble-stones in the gutter were hauled to 
the Broadway-bridge crusher, the earth and macadam to 
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East Chester park, between Swett street and New York & 
New England R.R.; the new granite blocks, and all other 
new materials furnished by the city, were delivered from the 
Albany-street yard. 

Longwood avenue, from Huntington avenue to Parker 
street, was paved with granite blocks on a gravel foundation, 
by James Doherty & Co. The old surface was of macadam ; 
the surplus earth was hauled to Parker street, near Hunting- 
ton avenue; the cobble-stones from the gutters to the 
Tremont-street crusher; the Quincy paving-blocks were 
delivered on the street, and all other materials furnished by 
the city were hauled from the Albany-street yard. 

Austin street, Charlestown, from Main street to Ruther- 
ford avenue, was paved with granite blocks on a gravel 
foundation, by John Turner & Co. The old surface was of 
macadam. The surplus material was the property of the 
contractor, and the cobble gutter-stones were purchased by 
him from the city ; the granite paving-blocks and the cross- 
walks were delivered to the contractor on the street, and the 
other materials came from the Charlestown paving yard, on 
Medford street. 

A short section of the street in front of a church 
was paved with asphalt by the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company. 

Fulton street, from Richmond street to Lewis street, was 
paved with granite blocks on a gravel foundation, by B. F. 
Nay & Co. The old surface was paved with cobble-stones, 
which were hauled to the crusher at Broadway bridge; the 
surplus earth was disposed of by the contractor ; the granite 
paving-blocks and all paving materials were delivered from 
the North End paving yard, on Commercial street. 

Columbus avenue, from the railroad bridge to West 
Chester park, was nearly all resurfaced by the Barber 
Asphalt Paving Company. The concrete base where de- 
fective was patched, and if not found at proper grade was 
brought to grade, the new concrete furnished being paid for 
by the cubic yard. A portion of the street was patched by 
the company at its own expense, under a five-year guarantee 
given in 1887; a small portion of the old surface was 
patched. A plan has been prepared and filed with the con- 
tract showing the areas under guarantee, and the time of 
expiration of the same. The old material was wasted and 
used for filling on Parker street. The new work is to be 
kept in order by the company for five years under the 
contract. 

Bedford street, from Chauncy to Columbia street, and 
Kingston street, from Summer to Bedford street, were 
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paved with granite blocks, with pitched joints on a Rosen- 
dale cement base, by H. Gore & Co. 

The surface was paved, and a portion of the old blocks 
were used in the new work; the culls were hauled to Scotia 
street on the Back Bay; the surplus earth was hauled to 
Parker street ; the new granite blocks were hauled from Wales 
wharf; and the other new material from the Albany-street 
yard. 

Dudley street, from Washington street to Blue Hill 
avenue, was repaved by James Grant & Co. The old sur- 
face was partly of macadam and partly paved with granite 
block paving. The old blocks of suitable quality were used 
in repaving, and the culls were delivered to the Bird-street 
yard; the surplus filling was delivered on Marshfield and 
Shirley streets ; the new Quincy granite blocks and the side- 
walk bricks were delivered to the contractor on the street, 
and the other new material was hauled from the Albany- 
street yard. 

Terrace street, from Tremont to New Heath street, was 
paved by A. A. Libby & Co. The old surface was of 
macadam, and the old material was used for surfacing 
several streets within a radius of one mile from Terrace 
street. The new Quincy blocks, the edgestones, and the 
sidewalk bricks were delivered on the street. The new 
flagging was hauled from the Albany-street yard. The 
joints of the paving opposite the school-house, next Tremont 
street, were pitched at an extra expense of seventy-three 
cents per square yard. 

Second street, from B street to Granite street, and 
Third street, from A_ street to Second street, South 
Boston, were paved with granite blocks on a gravel founda- 
tion, by Collins & Ham. The old surface was cobble-stone 
paving, the old stones were hauled to the crusher at Broad- 
way bridge, and the surplus excavation was hauled to the 
L-street extension. The new granite blocks were hauled 
from the New York & New England wharf, the sidewalk 
bricks were delivered on the street, and the flagging was 
hauled from the Albany-street yard. 

Tremont street, from Scollay square to Boylston street, 
was paved with granite blocks on a Rosendale cement con- 
crete base, by H. Gore & Co. The work was let in two 
sections, with Temple place as the point of division. The 
old granite blocks were delivered by the contractor on 
sundry streets, within one and a half miles’ haul, and the 
surplus earth was the property of the contractor. The new 

granite blocks were hauled from Burnham’s wharf, the 
_ paving-bricks were delivered on the street, and the flagging

in part was delivered from the Albany-street yard, and in 
part delivered on the street. The joints of the new paving 
were filled with hot screened pebbles and hot paving-pitch. 

Second street, from Dorchester to E street, South Boston, 
was paved with granite blocks on a gravel foundation, by J. 
Doherty & Co. The old surface was of cobble paving. The 
old cobbles were delivered on Ninth street, opposite H street ; 
the surplus excavation was delivered on the L-street exten- 
sion. The new granite blocks were hauled from the Bay 
State wharf, the paving-bricks were delivered on the street, 
and the flagging hauled from the Albany-street yard. 

Dorchester street, from Dorchester avenue to Ninth street, 
South Boston, was paved with granite blocks on a gravel 
foundation, by Collins & Ham. The old surface was partly 
paved with granite blocks and partly macadamized. The 
old granite blocks in good condition were used in the new 
work, and the culls and surplus earth were delivered by the 
contractor on sundry streets within half a mile, mostly on 
Washburn street ; the old cobble gutter-stones were hauled to 
the crusher at Broadway bridge; the new paving-blocks were 
hauled from the Thompson & Baker coal wharf on Ninth street ;. 
the paving-bricks were delivered on the street, and the flag- 
ging was hauled from the Albany-street yard. The paving 
in front of the school-house was laid with pitched joints. 

Beacon street, from Arlington street to Charles street, was 
paved from the street-railroad track to the northerly edge- 
stone with asphalt on a Portland cement concrete base, by 
the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The gutters and 
toothing strip next the railroad track were paved with granite 
blocks, partly delivered from Burnbam’s wharf and partly 
delivered on the street ; the surplus excavation was hauled to 
Scotia street. The remainder of the street between the 
same points was repaved with the old granite blocks, by J. 
Doherty & Co. This portion was the narrow strip under 
the trees, adjoining the Public Garden. The joints in the 
paving were filled with hot pebbles and pitch. 

The accompanying table, showing the length of ac- 
cepted streets in Boston, the area of roadway in each, and 
the area of each kind of paving or roadway construction, 
have been prepared for the use of the Street Department. 
This table is an entirely new computation from the best 
obtainable original sources. The measurements have been 
principally made from careful surveys of the Surveying 
Department, and when information could not be obtained 
from original surveys, the streets have been measured. 
They have also been examined to determine the charac- 
ter of the paving, and as it is impossible to determine 
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at this season of the year whether a_ street is macad- 
amized or simply gravelled, the table has been checked by 
the district foreman and by the Deputy Superintendent of 
Streets. In giving lengths and areas, care has been taken to 
include intersections of streets but once, and the detail table 
shows the streets from which the intersections have been 
deducted. The general rule has been to include intersec- 
tions as part of the principal street. 

The engineering force has done considerable work of a 
miscellaneous character, and numerous estimates for new 
work have also been made. 


BENNINGTON—STREET CULVERT. 


Plans and estimates were made for a wooden culvert 
across Bennington street, between Saratoga street and Wads- 
worth street. 


BERKELEY—STREET BRIDGE, OVER THE B. & A. R.R. 


A contract was made with John Cavanagh & Co., dated 
October 9, 1891, for taking down the parapets and bridge 
seats of Berkeley-street bridge and rebuilding the same 
with granite masonry laid solid in cement mortar, of the 
dimensions required to receive the new bridge. This work 
is now complete, with the exception of one parapet stone 
which cannot be placed until the truss used for a temporary 
support of the telephone wires is removed. 

The contract price for the work is $2,290. 

An agreement was made with the Boston Bridge Works, 
October 7, 1891, for removing the old bridge, for the sum of 
$350. The work called for under this agreement has been 
completed, with the exception of the sidewalk truss carrying 
the telephone wires, which was moved sufficiently to allow 
the new bridge to be placed. As soon as the wires are in 
place on the bridge, this truss will be removed. 

The new superstructure is a through plate girder bridge, 
consisting of six lines of plate girders, dividing the street into 
two roadways ; two sidewalks and a centre walk is also used 
for two lines of water-pipes. The bridge is seventy-one feet 
long and seventy-eight feet six inches wide between centres 
of sidewalk girders. The four roadway girders have curved 
upper flanges five feet six inches deep at centres, and four 
feet six inches deep at ends. The two sidewalk girders are 
four teet six inches deep, with straight upper flanges, and are 
to have hand-rails on top. The floor-beams for the roadway 
are built beams, and for the walks are 9-inch steel I beams. 
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The roadway and sidewalk stringers are of hard-pine, the 
roadway flooring-plank is of spruce, the under course being 
four inches thick and the upper course two inches thick. The 
sidewalk is planked with 2-inch hard-pine. 

The contractor for the ironwork was the Boston Bridge 
Works, and the contract price was $4,898. 

The wooden flooring and the painting of the bridge have 
been done by the Bridge Division. 


CHELSEA BripGE, NoRTH, STEAM—POWER. 


Machinery for moving both the north and south draws of 
Chelsea bridge by steam-power has been erected and is now 
ready for use. On the pier of the south draw, there is an en- 
gine-house 15X20 feet, in which is placed a double 6X12 
inch engine and boiler. An endless chain passes around 
the turntable drum of the draw, and the power is transmitted 
from the engine by bevel gearing, a horizontal shaft, and 
sprocket wheel. | 

At the north draw an addition 26 X 32 feet has been 
made to the draw-pier on which the engine-house is placed. 
This draw is to be moved by means of wire ropes attached to 
the draw and to a 36-inch drum in the engine-house. A re- 
versing-engine with two 6 X 12 inch cylinders will fur- 
nish the power. 

At each draw a winch-head has been placed for working 
vessels through the draw by steam-power. 

The machinery has been furnished and set up by Miller 
& Shaw, and the engine-houses and other woodwork was 
done by the Bridge Division. 


CHELSEA BripcGr, North, FENDER-GUARD. 


Plans and specifications for building a fender-guard 173 
feet long at the north draw of Chelsea bridge have been 
made. 


CORNWALL-STREET BRIDGE, OVER STONY—BROooK CHANNEL. 


A plan and bill of material for a new bridge on Cornwall 
street were furnished, and the structure has been built by 
the Bridge Division. 

The bridge has a single span, 32 feet long over all, 
and a total width of 40 feet, divided into a roadway of 
26 feet and two sidewalks of 7 feet each. The span con- 
sists of 12 lines of trussed beams, each made of two 6 X 12 
inch hard-pine sticks, trussed by a 1%-inch diameter rod. 
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The roadway planking is of spruce, the under course being 
4 inches thick and the upper, or sheathing course, being 2 
inches thick. The sidewalk is planked with 3-inch planed 
hard-pine. 

The end supports of the bridge are timber bulkheads, 
each having nine 10 inch X 10 inch hard-pine posts, with a 6 
inch X 10 inch hard-pine sill, sunk about 9 feet into the 
ground, and capped with a 12 inch x 12 inch hard-pine stick. 


HILu-STREET RETAINING—WALL. 


A contract was made with Donovan & Brock, Boston, 
dated October 6, 1891, for building a retaining-wall at the 
easterly end of Hill street, on the line of Sackville street. 

The wall is of granite, laid solid in cement mortar, and 
rests on a concrete foundation. The wall is capped with a 
granite coping, and has on top a close board fence 5 feet 
high. 

Total amount paid contractor, $1,485. 


IRVINGTON—STREET AND YARMOUTH—-STREET RETAINING— 
WALLS. 


These walls are located one on each side of the Prov- 
idence Division of the Old Colony Railroad, at the ends of 
Irvington and Yarmouth streets, the streets being in line 
with each other. 

A contract was made with R. D. Shanahan, dated June 
15, 1891, for building a retaining-wall at the end of 
Irvington street, and for adding buttresses to the retaining- 
wall at the end of Yarmouth street. 

The wall is of granite laid solid in cement mortar, and 
rests upon a pile foundation with concrete cap. Granite 
buttresses were built at the back of the wall to afford a suf- 
ficient foundation for the piers of an iron foot-bridge. At 
the back of the wall on Yarmouth street, similar buttresses 
were built of concrete, with granite coping-stones. 

The total cost of the work, including the repointing of 
the wall on Yarmouth street, was $3,537. 


IRVINGTON—STREET FOOT-BRIDGE, OVER PROVIDENCE 
Diviston, Oud CoLtony RarLRoaD. 


An iron foot-bridge has been built over the tracks of the 
Providence Division of the Old Colony Railroad, on the line 
of Irvington and Yarmouth streets. The bridge isa through 
bridge of the riveted bowstring type, resting upon wrought- 
iron piers. The tops of the piers are on a level with the 
floor of the bridge, and are reached by stairways from the 
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sidewalks of each street. The stairways are of wrought 
iron with hard-pine treads. The bridge was built by the 
R. F. Hawkins Iron Works, of Springfield, Mass., under 
contract dated Sept. 16, 1891, at a total cost of $1,773. 


L-Srreet ABUTMENT. 


The contract for building the south abutment of L-street 
bridge was let to Perkins & White, of Boston, under date 
of Oct. 28, 1891, for $5,925, and calls for the completion of 
the work on or before June 15, 1892. At this date the piles 
have been driven and capped for the foundation, and the 
larger portion of the ballast and rip-rap placed. 


L-STREET BULKHEAD, SoutH Boston. 


Plans and specifications were made in 1890 for extending 
L-street bulkhead northerly from the bulkhead built in 
1889; the length of bulkhead to be built being 727 feet, en- 
closing 3284 feet of street extension. 

The contract for building the bulkhead was awarded to F. 
G. Whitcomb for $7,200; the work was begun April 23 and 
completed July 27, 1891, at a total cost of $7,210. 


RoxBURY—CANAL SEA—WALL. 


Plans and specifications were made for building a sea-wall 
on Roxbury canal and adjacent dock at the Paving wharf of 
the Street Department. 

No work has yet been done on the wall. 


Strony—Brook IMPROVEMENT. 


Roslindale Branches. 


This improvement contemplates a channel sufficiently large 
to carry the rainfall from a tributary water-shed of about 
1,000 acres, and will, when this improvement is completed, 
prevent the flooding in this vVacinity during heavy rains ; but 
until the channel has been farther extended up-stream about 
300 feet, there will still be danger of occasional floods. 

The work done during the past season embraced both the 
main branch of Stony brook at Roslindale and also a small 
- brook flowing into it. The larger channel extends from a 
point on the old brook channel about 160 feet below Poplar 
street, through private land, and in Poplar and Washington 
streets, 2 distance of 665 feet. It is partly open and _ partly 
covered. The open portion below Poplar street is 12 feet 
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wide, with side-walls of rubble masonry nowhere less than 
6.8 feet high. It is laid on a grade of 1 foot in 100; 
the covered channel varies in size from 11 feet 6 inches wide 
x 6 feet 6 inches high to 9 feet wide x 8 feet 6 inches high. 
Both side-walls and the arch are of rubble masonry ; the 
inclinations are 1 foot in 100 feet and 1 foot in 56 feet; 22 
feet of open channel, 9 feet wide, was built at the up-stream 
end ; the bottom is paved throughout with stone or brick, and 
a concrete foundation extends under both walls and under 
the paved bottom. The smaller brook channel extends from 
Birch street through private lands, across Cohasset street, 
and again through private lands to its junction with the 
larger channel on the north-west side of Washington street ; 
a total distance of 507 feet. This channel is a stone culvert 
4 feet 6 inches high and 5 feet wide; it is laid on an inclina- 
tion of 1 foot in 125 feet; the side-walls are of rubble with 
granite covering-stones ; the paving is of stone; a concrete 
foundation extends under the side-walls and under the 
paved bottom. 

Bids for the construction of the work were received July 
20, and the contract was awarded to H. P. Nawn, the 
lowest bidder. 

In connection with the brook channels, and during their 
construction, 340 feet of pipe sewer was built, with the 
necessary branches, manholes, etc. This sewer was neces- 
sary in order to afford drainage to houses on the westerly 
side of Washington street, which were cut off from the 
common sewer in that street by the low grade of the new 
channel; this work was done to much better advantage 
during the construction of the brook channel than would 
have been possible after the completion of the work. The 
sewer is of 10-inch Akron pipe, surrounded by concrete ; 
it is located for a distance of 185 feet immediately outside of 
the walls of the brook channel, and for the remaining 155 
feet, until it enters the common sewer on Washington street, 
is laid under the new channel, immediately beneath the 


concrete foundation.

City of Boston, Revised Ordinances, 1892. 
CHAPTER 12. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 


Srotion 1. The engineering department shall be under the 
charge of the city engineer, who shall be consulted on all matters 
relating to public improvements of every kind where the advice 
of a civil engineer would be of service; shall, unless otherwise 
specially provided, take charge of the construction of all public 
works. of the city which properly come uncer the direction of a 
civil engineer; shall, except as to sewers, perform all engineering 
services, and make all examinations and prepare all statements, 
plans, specifications, and contracts which any department may 
need in the discharge of its duties; shall, upon being notified 
by the superintendent of streets, supervise all repairs on the 
bridges of the city used as highways which affect the safety of 
the structures, and shall, when required by the mayor or by any 
officer or board in charge of a department, measure the work 
done by contract for the city, and certify to the result of such 
measurement. | 

Secr. 2. Said engineer shall in his annual report include a re- 
port of the safety and completeness of all ponds, basins, and res- 
ervoirs under the charge of the water-supply department, and of 
all bridges within the city limits used as highways.

Hon. NatHan MattHews, JR., 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir: In compliance with Chapter 17 of the City Ordi- 
nances, I respectfully submit this report, which covers a 
period of thirteen months ending January 31, 1892. 

The department has seven ferry-boats ; each year they 
undergo general repairs; by this means they are kept in 
good condition. The slips or piers are in good condition, 
excepting the middle piers at North Ferry, which are in poor 
condition and need rebuilding, relocating, and extending. 

The drops, though old, are apparently in fair condition, 
but aye not considered strong enough for present use ; this 
opinion is entertained by the City Engineer, who examined 
them in 1887 and so reported. 

The buildings are in good condition, except the head- 
house on East Boston side of South Ferry, which is old, too 
small, and poorly arranged. 

By reference to the travel-tables in this report. it will be 
seen that the travel increases each year, and has gained 
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about 100 per cent. since the city purchased the ferries in 
1870. It is reasonable to assume that this increase will con- 
tinue in a similar ratio for many years, particularly at the 
North Ferry, which has street-railway connections on both 
sides. Already the North Ferry is taxed to its capacity dur- 
ing the busy hours of the day, particularly in the evening, on 
the city side, which is the obstructive point, and must re- 
main so until the avenue and slips are widened. 

I therefore beg leave to suggest that if the one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars which your Honor was pleased to 
estimate as necessary for permanent improvements in the de- 
partment for the next five years could be expended in the 
near future for widening this portion of the plant from the 
Harbor Commissioners’ line to Commercial street, relocating 
and rebuilding the piers on same side, and building four new 
drops, then three or four boats could run at this ferry safely 
and conveniently, thereby affording quick transit and ample 
accommodations to passengers and teams for many years to 
come. 

In the annexed detailed account, prepared by the clerk of 
this department, will be found all the business and financial 
transactions of the department for the past thirteen months, 
and for the time the city has owned the ferry property ; 
also a table, showing the number of passengers and teams 
carried each year since the city purchased the ferries.

Str: The Fire Commissioners respectfully submit the 
nineteenth annual report of this department since its reor- 
ganization, including, in this instance, a statement of its 
operations for thirteen months, ending January 31, and 
showing its condition upon that date, with certain recom- 
mendations looking to its steady improvement in the future. 


ALARMS AND LOSSES. 


During the thirteen months ending January 31, 1892, 
there were 1,230 bell and still alarms, besides 24 second and 
7 third alarms. This is a considerable increase over 
any previous period of equal duration. Of these alarms, 
162 were needless and 12 were false. The fire loss amounts 
to about a million and a half dollars, a large amount con- 
sidered by itself, but not excessive when the character of 
the fires and the value of the property at stake are considered. 
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GROWTH OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The strength of the department has been increased during 
the year as far as the resources at its disposal would permit. 
Since the last report was issued a double engine-company 
has been put in commission on Congress street, and has 
added materially to the protection of a section where prop- 
erty of great extent and value is at stake. A new house in 
East Boston for the accommodation of an engine company and 
a ladder company has been completed and occupied. The 
house of Hose 6 has been altered for the reception of Chemi- 
cal Engine 7, bringing that important piece of apparatus 
nearer the centre of the district, and thus more promptly 
available for the great majority of fires occurring there than 
it was before. ‘Thus East Boston is stronger by the addi- 
tion of a permanent engine-company and a better disposition 
of her forces. A new aérial ladder-truck and company have 
been located in the house built for this purpose on Harrison 
avenue, near Harvard street. A new engine-house has been 
completed and accepted at Allstun, and a company will be or- 
ganized and equipped for service at that point in a few weeks. 
Another engine-house is practically ready at Egleston 
square, though not yet accepted. At Washington Village, 
a house to accomodate a steam fire-engine and eventually a 
ladder truck is in process of construction and will probably 
be finished in the early summer. After encountering many 
discouragements the Commissioners have at last succeeded 
in finding and purchasing a site for a ladder house on 
Washington street opposite the Consumptives’ Home at 
Grove Hall. The location seems in all respects satisfactory, 
and building will commence as soon as the money is appro- 
priated. The same is true of the chemical engine-house site 
at Ashmont. Requests have been made for the location of 
more apparatus in various portions of Dorchester, Roxbury, 
and West Roxbury, and several of them are grounded in 
reason; but there ought to be some immediate prospect of 
building upon what we have before recommending the pur- 
chase of more land to lie idle. 

The Commissioners are happy to announce that with 
respect to the long-delayed department headquarters, they 
have reached a stage of comparative definiteness. A site 
has been secured on Bristol street, adjoining the yard of the 
department repair-shop. . The City Architect and the Com- 
missioners have had frequent and careful consultations, and 
the former has produced a set of plans which promise to 
satisfactorily meet the requirements which have so often 
been given publicity by this Board. While the site selected

is neither the first nor second choice of the Commissioners, 
it is the best, all things considered, that they were able to 
obtain; and when the building is completed and equipped 
with a new and improved fire-alarm system, it will be found 
a highly valuable addition to the department. 

One of the most pressing needs of the service is a com- 
modious, light, warm, and well-ventilated stable where can 
be kept and cared for, spare horses, or horses that need 
rest on account of overwork, or treatment because of injuries, 
lameness, etc. The money for the building has already 
been arranged for, and it was proposed to erect it upon land 
owned by the city on Boston street, adjoining Engine-house 
21, but public sentiment was so opposed to that location 
that it had to be abandoned. A recommendation is now 
before the City Council that the site of the old bath-house 
on Cabot street be used for this purpose. It is desirable 
that the matter should soon be settled, as at present the 
department has to hire quarters for this branch of its 
business. 

One of the leading features in the general scheme for 
increasing the strength of the department which was adopted 
a couple “of years ago was the establishment of a double- 
engine company at the North End, as near as possible to 
the centre of the circle made by the various pieces of appa- 
ratus now located in the business section of the city proper. 
The Commissioners have searched diligently to finda proper 
site for such a house, but thus far their efforts have been bar- 
ren of results. This fact they greatly regret, for all the time 
the need of this increased protection is growing more im- 
perative. 


New APPARATUS. 


The interests of the department demand that a certain 
amount of new apparatus should be purchased each year, 
not merely to equip new companies, but to meet the wear 
and tear that is as much a factor here as in any other kind of 
business where machinery is extensively employed. During 
the past year five new Clapp & Jones steam-engines of third 
size have been bought, each with a capacity of over 600 gallons 
per minute. Several of these have been located in Dorches- 
ter and West Roxbury, replacing the old and much-worn 
apparatus there with as good machinery as any part of this 
or any other city can show. Another piece of apparatus 
which gives hopeful promise of being an important adjunct 
to the system is a combination chemical-engine and hose- 
wagon, recently received from the manufacturer, Mr. Charles 
T. Holloway, of Baltimore, and located at Roslindale. 


IV City DocumMENT No. 13. 


Another has been ordered and is in process of construction. 
This combination seems to promise most excellent results in 
the dwelling-house portions of the city where the water 
pressure is sufficient to give a fair hydrant-stream. The 
Commissioners have now equipped three engines and five 
ladder-trucks with three-horse hitches, and during the year 
they hope to still further extend the use of these valuable 
devices. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


While for the most part Boston is provided with a water 
service ample for almost any possible demand upon it, in 
some sections building has been so extensive and sporadic 
as to make the provision to meet it insufficient. The Fire 
Commissioners and the Water Commissioners have had 
frequent and friendly conferences concerning this matter, 
and the latter have shown a disposition to cordially co- 
operate with this board and carry out to the extent of their 
power the improvements which the experiences of this depart- 
ment show to be necessary. We are indebted to the 
Water Board for valuable sets of plans and maps, showing 
where the strength or weakness of the service lies, and how 
much apparatus can be effectively worked at a given point. 
Not only is the work of laying more and larger mains to be 
pushed as fast as possible, but steps have also been taken 
toward the introduction of a new and improved hydrant- 
service, and when the contemplated work is completed, 
Boston will be as well equipped in this respect as almost any 
city in the land. 


INSPECTION OF WIRES. 


Within the year the city ordinances have been so changed 
as not only to restore to this department one of its most vital 
features, the fire-alarm telegraph, but also to place under its 
charge the whole duty and responsibility of the inspection of 
wires. <A report of this branch of the service is given else- 
where. While the work of this bureau is unquestionably a 
benefit to the city, the value of the service might be greatly 
increased if it was invested with more authority ; ; and to this 
end additional legislation is recommended. Immediate 
improvements in the fire-alarm system are in progress or in 
contemplation, and when the new plant on Bristol street 
shall be established, it will be the aim of the Commis- 
sioners to see that it is as complete in all valuable devices for 
quick and effective work as modern invention can make it. 
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PERSONNEL OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The composition of the force in all its branches includes 
762 men, of whom 156 are call members. In addition there 
are 40 pensioners on the pay-roll of the department, and more 
will be added this year. The new companies to go into

service will also call for an enlargement of the working-force.

We are sorry to be again obliged to declare the provincial 
feature of a great city, like Boston, by announcing that the 
department is still partly on a call basis; and the Commis- 
sioners desire to once more go on record, as they have for 
the past five years, in favor of a speedy termination of this 
mixed condition of things. The call men, as a class, are in- 
dividually excellent, but the system is a damage and a 
reproach, a relic of antiquity that is now very much out of 
place. Good work has been done at the drill school in its 
various branches the past year, and special provisions will be 
made at the new headquarters to give this important feature 
increased value. 


Horses. 


There are now in service in the department 273 horses, of 
which number the city owns 218, the others being extras for 
winter use, loaned by various parties for the consideration 
for their proper care and keeping. The condition of 
these animals has been for the most part excellent, the de- 
partment veterinary recently reporting that of this large 
number there was not one unable to perform his duty. Dur- 
ing the year 43 horses were purchased and 5 received from 
the Inspector of Wires, 23 were sold or exchanged, and 2 
died from disease. The number of horses receiving treat- 
ment during the year was 158, resulting in 345 cases, of 
which 13 were horses taken for use during the winter 
months, 95 were received at the hospital stable, and the 


others were attended at the houses where they were assigned. 


RANK AND FILE. 


The year has been marked by a larger number of stubborn 
fires than usual, and has therefore given generous opportunity 
to test the mettle of both officers and men. The Commis- 
sioners have found renewed cause, in the experiences of these 
thirteen months, to feel pride and confidence in the loyalty, 
zeal, and efficiency of the department, and desire to cordially 
thank those who have so faithfully carried out their wishes 
and commands. 
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THe Pouick DEPARTMENT. 


The same summons that calls the firemen to frequent and 
protracted effort also brings out the police to sustain an im- 
portant part ; and this department acknowledges its indebted- 
ness to them on many. warm occasions for prompt and effi- 
cient service... On them largely depends the duty of clearing 
the way for action, and their work along this line has been 
very satisfactory. 


Tue PROTECTIVE ALLY. 


The protective service has maintained its acknowledged 
excellence, and with the additions that have been made to the 
working force, and the contemplated enlargement of the de- 
partment by a new station on Appleton street, its good work 
can be largely extended. 


THe Fire MARSHAL. 


The class of crimes with which this official has to deal is 
one very difficult to prove to the satisfaction of the law; 
but in several important instances the past year these diffi-, 
culties have been overcome, thus proving the sagacity and 
diligence of the head of the office, and showing its machin- 
ery to be in good working order. 


THe Boarp oF FrrE CoMmMMISSIONERS 


consists of three members. One member is appointed an- 
nually, for a term of three years, from the first Monday in 
May each year. The nomination is made by the Mayor, 
subject to confirmation by the Board of Aldermen.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF WIRES. 


To the Board of Fire Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN: JI hereby submit a report of the work done 
by this bureau from June 1, 1891, to Feb. 1, 1892, cover- 
ing the inspection of buildings in which electric currents of 
high and low potential are used for lighting and power 
service, under ground service of various companies, the 
plant of the West End Street Railway, the Fire-Alarm 
Telegraph, and other features relating to electric service, as 
far as the work has been carried on since this department 
has been in active operation.

An order has been passed by the Board of Aldermen 
directing this department to examine and report the number: 
of pole locations which have been accepted by various. 
companies doing business in the city. The requirements of 
this order are now being carried out, and about 5,500 of the 
7,000 locations granted have been examined. 

Plans of streets, showing the locations of poles which have 
been granted by the Board of Aldermen, are now being pre--. 
pared i in the office of the Inspector. 

The underground service of the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company is obtained by ae use of conduits 
of which four different kinds are used, viz.: Wrought-iron 
pipe in concrete, cement-lined iron pipe ai concrete, creo- 
soted wooden boxes and vitrified clay pipe. 

The work was commenced in 1882, and conduits ranging 
from two to fifty ducts each are now laid in Boston proper, 
South End, Back Bay, and Charlestown, as follows:

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The underground cable system of this company consists 
principally of lead covered cables, varying from twenty to 
two hundred copper wires in each, and the total amount in 
Boston, Jan. 1, 1892, is:

The Edison Electric Illuminating Company have about 
forty miles of conduits, and there are two miles in use by 
the Western Union Telegraph Company. 

The West End Street Railway Company have 58,226 
miles of electric lines in Boston, using two hundred and 
forty-two long and forty-seven short cars, producing 5,920 
electrical horse-power at its central power-station, and 1,120 
at the station in Allston. 

I have recently procured a test-board of comprehensive 
design and elaborate finish, and have placed it in service at 
headquarters, for the purpose of testing the carrying capacity 
of wires, switches, cut-outs, etc., and for ascertaining the 
amount of current necessary to fuse automatic cut-outs, 
and safety devices of all kinds. Also for testing the insula- 
tion of wires, and for such electrical experiments and dem- 
onstrations as may properly come before this department for 
examination or illustration. 

I desire in this connection to call the attention of your 
honorable Board to the fact that the ordinance under which 
the Department for the Inspection of Wires was organized 
does not give to the Inspector sufficient authority to enable 
him to properly carry out the purpose for which it was 
formed, and while the various companies have generally 
cheerfully acquiesced in the suggestions which have from 
time to time been made to them, it is evident that far 
greater results might be obtained if the power of the In- 
spector should be extended and more clearly defined. I 
would therefore recommend that some action be taken to 
this end. 

The new construction and repair work done for the main- 
tenance of the Fire Alarm system within the year ending 
February 1, 1892, is as follows: 

Alarm circuits 1,:3, 9,/11,.18,'22; 23, and 24, and tele- 
phone circuits 4, 9, 10, and 13, have been rebuilt from head- 
quarters to the corner of Congress und High streets ; circuits 
18 and 22, and telephone circuit 15 partially renewed to 
Western avenue, and alarm circuits 6, 12, 15, and 16; box- 


gong circuits 380 and 382 reconstructed from Sudbury street 
to Warren bridge. 
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Fixtures have been rebuilt and arms placed on same for 
renewal of alarm circuits 2, 7, 8, 13, and 19, box-gong cir- 
cuit 31, and telephone circuits 7, 8, and 25, on the ‘Tremont- 
street route from headquarters to Camden street. 

A new telephone circuit has been constructed connecting 
‘the house of Commissioner Innis with the system, and cir- 
cuits 17 and 27 have been made metallic for the purpose of 
destroying induction from* high-tension currents, which at 
times seriously interferes with the successful operation of 
the service. 

No. 25 has been partially reconstructed, and others will 
be changed to a metallic basis as soon as the routine work 
of reconstruction and repairs on the general system will 
permit. 

Fixtures have been rebuilt, enlarged, and repaired; old 
poles taken down, new ones set in their places; others set 
for extension of the service, and new wire run in various 
localities throughout the city, where the conditions have re- 
quired such work to be done, and five hundred four, six, 
and eight-pinned arms have been placed on a line of new 
poles set by the Postal Telegraph Cable Company from Con- 
eress-street bridge to Dedham line, to be used in future con- 
struction. 

Sixty-eight new poles have been set and one hundred and 
one old ones taken down during the year. 

Twenty-four signal-boxes have been added to the system, 
and new apparatus boards placed in the houses of Engines 
24, 28, 32, 36, and 40, Truck 17, Chemical Engines 7 and 
8, and the new houses at Egleston square and Allston ; 
Engine 40 and Truck 17 being also supplied with new fire- 
alarm apparatus. 

A sub-marine cable has been laid at the draw of Con- 
gress-street bridge, and a twenty-five conductor over-head 
cable run from headquarters to Simmons building on Water 
street. | 

The work of new construction will be carried on as fast 
as the routine work of the service will permit, and for this 
purpose I propose to make use of copper wire of larger size 
than has been used heretofore, in order to ensure greater 
tensile strength and better conductivity. 

I also propose to construct one circuit with covered 
iron wire, as an experiment, with the view of adopting it in 
future work if it gives satisfactory results.

A constant watch is kept at the headquarters, City Hall, 
night and day, by the operators. Each set of operators have 
assigned to them certain hours of duty, during which time 
they are responsible for the correct working of the apparatus 
in giving alarms, and all testing of the circuits and other de- 
tails pertaining to the service. An automatic arrangement 
is connected with the receiving apparatus, by which assist- 
ance may be called from the sleeping apartments, if at any 
time the operators should be suddenly incapacitated by ill- 
ness from performing their duties. No operator is permitted 
to sleep during his watch, unless expressly relieved by some 
one else, and by consent of the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours 
of duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information.

Str: The Board of Health respectfully submits its twen- 
tieth annual report, covering the operations of the Health 
Department for the past year, together with a statement of 
the receipts and expenditures of the Department from Feb. 
1, b801; to Keb 1392. 

The statistics of mortality, as shown in the tables accom- 
panying this report, show that the city is in good sanitary 
condition. The deaths during the year were 10,571, an 
excess of 390 deaths over the number of the previous year. 
This increase is in part accounted for by the unusually large 
number of deaths from cholera infantum during the summer 
months, which were marked by a continued higher tempera- 
ture and an excess of humidity over 1890. The advent of 
the epidemic of influenza in December, and its influence on 
other diseases, increased the number of deaths during the 
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latter month to 1,183, as against 850 for the same month of 
the previous year. The population of the city as given in 
the census of 1890 was 448,477, and the population as 
estimated in the middle of the year 1891, on the ratio of 
increase during the preceding ten years, was 459,062. 
This may be considered a conservative estimate, and on this 
basis the death-rate for the calendar year is 23.02, showing 
the small increase of .32 over the rate of the previous year. 
The deaths due to zymotic diseases, against which the efforts 
of the Board of Health are chiefly directed, show a smaller 
percentage of the total mortality than in any year since this 
Board was established, being but 15.27 of the total number 
of deaths. 

The deaths from diphtheria were exceptionally low, being 
only 232, as against 401 the preceding year, and the average 
number of 426 for the ten previous years. There has been a 
slight increase in the deaths from scarlet fever, which occurred 
during the latter part of the year, but the percentage to the 
total mortality only reached .605. Typhoid fever has been 
fatal in 154 cases, but the percentage to the number of cases 
reported shows the disease to have been of a milder type 
than for some years past. The average from this disease for 
the ten years previous was 181. There is no group of 
diseases so fatal as those of a respiratory character, and 
probably so little amenable to control — the total deaths for 
the year being 3,114. There were 3,608 deaths during the 
year of children under five years of age, an increase of 1.24 
per cent. of the total mortality over the past year, and 1.51 
per cent. less than thé average for the past ten years. The 
increase in these deaths is chiefly noticeable in the months 
of July, August, and September, when the deaths from 
cholera infantum, marasmus, and meningitis were consider- 
ably increased over the past year, and as a result increased 
the ratio of deaths of children under five years of age.

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Contaacious DISEASES. 


The number of cases of contagious diseases reported to the 
Board of Health for the year 1891 was 5,712, against 4,370 
in 1890. The total number of deaths from the same diseases 
in 1891 was 471, against 617 in 1890. Scarlet fever was 
more prevalent. There were 1,327 cases reported and 64 
deaths, against 924 cases and 42 deaths in 1890. Measles 
was more prevalent. There were 2,588 cases reported and 
21 deaths, against 1,153 cases and 19 deaths the year before. 
Typhoid fever was reported in 966 cases, and there were 154 
deaths, against 817 cases and 155 deaths in 1890.

The Charts Nos. 1 and 2 appended herewith are intended 
to exhibit the regular and material annual decrease of 
zymotic deaths, the deaths from five of the principal con- 
tagious diseases, and the deaths of children under five years 
of age; also the yearly fluctuation of consumption, and the 
tendency to increase, in pneumonia, bronchitis, and heart 
disease. It will be observed that the percentage of deaths 
to the total mortality from zymotic diseases reached nearly 
35 per cent. in 1872. This was owing in a great measure 
to the epidemic of small-pox at that time, and which carried 
off a great many victims. The percentage for the present 
year is less than 16 per cent., the lowest since 1871. The 
percentage to the total mortality of reported contagious 
diseases is under 5 per cent., or about 12 per cent. less than 
in 1872. Consumption reached the highest point in 1858, 
and the lowest the present year, being 12.789 per cent. to 
the total mortality. Pneumonia has been steadily increasing, 
and by observing Chart No. 2 it would appear that before 
many years the percentage to the total mortality of pneu- 
monia and consumption will be equal.

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INFLUENZA. 


In the middle or latter part of December, influenza, which 
had nearly disappeared from this city, again made its appear- 
ance as an epidemic. The occurrence of this disease every 
fifteen or twenty years, its apparent disappearance at the 
end of a year, and its recurrence at the end of two years, 
are extremely interesting facts in the natural history of in- 
fluenza. ‘The general symptoms of the disease in the sec- 
ond epidemic were practically the same as those in the 
first; namely, headache, pain in the limbs, catarrh of the 
respiratory organs and of the digestive tract, rapidly devel- 
oped weakness, marked nervous symptoms, and fever of 
greater or less intensity. The second epidemic, although 
not so general, thus far, as the first, has had in proportion 
to its extent a much ereater influence on the death-rate from 
acute pulmonary diseases. The effect of the first epidemic, 
however, on the death-rate from chronic pulmonary diseases 
was much more marked than that of the second. In Boston, 
during the first week of January, 1889, there were 32 deaths 
from consumption, as compared with 42 deaths in the cor- 
responding week of 1890, 36 in 1891, and 39 in 1892. In 
the second week of the same month in 1889 there were 32 
deaths from consumption; in the corresponding week of 
1890, 69; in 1891, 24; and in 1892, 34. The deaths from 
acute diseases of the respiratory organs in the first and 
second weeks of January, 1892, were 91 and 98, as com- 
pared with 38 and 31 for the corresponding weeks of 1891, 
121 and 148 for 1890, and 22 and 29 in 1889. 

Although at the end of the third week of January, 1892, 
influenza had diminished considerably in frequency and 
severity, its effect on the death-rate from pulmonary diseases, 
acute and chronic, will be felt for months. It may be safely 
stated that, directly or indirectly, this last epidemic of 
influenza has increased the mortality rate of Boston from 
21.28, the estimated rate per thousand for 1891, to 23.02, the 
actual rate for the same year; an increase of 1.74, due to 
one disease. 

The percentage of deaths from influenza to the total mor- 
tality for 1891 is .29, while that of scarlet fever, one of the 
most prevalent of diseases, is only .60 for the same year. 

A study of the accompanying chart, which indicates the 
number of deaths from consumption, influenza, and pneu- 
monia in the first half of 1889, 1890, and 1891, shows the 
relative frequency of deaths from these three causes. The 
year 1889 may be considered an average period so far as 
deaths from lung diseases are concerned. The accompanying 
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table also shows the number of deaths from consumption, 
influenza, and pneumonia for six months of 1889, 1890, and 
1891.

CONSUMPTION. 


The effect of deaths from consumption on the death-rate 
of Boston is not fully appreciated by the general public. 
The percentage of deaths from this cause is larger in this 
city than in many of the cities either in this country or in 
Europe. In addition to the infectious nature of the disease, 
which no one at the present time pretends to deny, crowded 
and overheated halls, workshops, and dwellings are impor- 
tant factors in causing the prevalence of this disease. 

In 1890 the number of deaths from consumption in this 
city was 1,495, giving a percentage to the total mortality of 
14.68, and a rate per thousand of 3.33. In 1891 the num- 
ber of deaths from this cause was 1,352; the percentage 
to the total mortality, 12.78; and the rate per thousand, 
2.94. It is an interesting fact, as bearing on the prevalence 
of consumption in this city, that there were more deaths from 
this disease in 1891 than there were cases of scarlet fever, 
one of the most prevalent of the infectious diseases. From 
Chart 1 it will be seen that the greatest number of deaths 
from this disease occurred in the month of December. The 
epidemic of influenza which appeared in this vicinity about 
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Chart of the Deaths from CONSUMPTION, by Months, 
with the Mean Relative Humidity and the Mean Temperature, for 1891. 
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the middle of the month was an important factor in increas- 
ing the number of deaths. The low temperature of the 
month may also, in an indirect way, have had a certain in- 
fluence on the mortality from this cause. In January, April, 
and May the number of deaths is comparatively high, but 
not so high as in December. The mean temperature of the 
month of January might explain the high death-rate from 
this disease for that month, but this explanation could not 
apply to the months of April and of May. With certain 
limitations it may be said that, as the temperature rises, the 
number of deaths from this disease diminish. Meteorologi- 
eal conditions do not explain the small number of deaths in 
February, March, and April. From this chart it is also 
evident that there is no direct relation between the mean 
relative humidity and the number of deaths from this cause. 
Chart 2 indicates the ratio of deaths from consumption to 
the thousand of the living in the different wards of the city 
for 1891. The basis for the estimate of the number of in- 
habitants to the acre was the last United States census. In 
Ward 1, with a population of 49 to the acre, the ratio is 2 
to the thousand. If the east winds have such an effect on 
this disease as has been generally supposed, there ought to 
be a much higher ratio in this ward. In Ward 2, with prac- 
tically the same climatic influences as the previous ward, the 
ratio is 8.55. In Charlestown, comprising Wards 3, 4, and 
5, the ratio ranges from 3.56 to 2.07. There seems to be 
no satisfactory reason for the difference in the ratios of these 
three wards. In the city proper, Ward 6 has the highest 
ratio, 4.00, as might be expected from its somewhat crowded 
condition. In Ward 7, on the other hand, which is a little 
more thickly settled, the rate is 2.92. There is nothing 
worthy of remark in the ratios of Wards 8 and 9. The low 
ratio of 1.24 in Ward 10 is due to the fact that this is a 
business ward. In Ward 11 the ratio is 1.06, the lowest of 
any ward in the city. Ward 12, with a population of 56 to 
the acre, has a ratio of 3.75, while Ward 16, with 184 
to the acre, has a ratio of 2.60. In Wards 17 and 18 the 
ratios are 2.44 and 2.03, respectively. Wards 13, 14, and 
15, comprising South Boston, have ratios of 3.48, 3.34, and 
2.58. The difference between the ratio of Ward 13 and that 
of Ward 15 is worthy of note. The difference between 
the ratio of Ward 19, with a population of 100 to the acre, 
and that of Ward 20, with 50 to the acre, is of interest. 
There is nothing worthy of note in the ratios of the other 
wards of the city. The accompanying map shows, in a 
general way, the ratio of deaths from this disease to the 
thousand of the living, by wards, for 1891. 
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TypHoip FEVER. 


The effect of deaths from typhoid fever on the mortality 
rate of this city, although not so marked as that of some of 
the other zymotic diseases, is sufficiently great to demand a 
careful investigation as to the cause of the prevalence of this 
disease. The rate of deaths per ten thousand of the living, 
for the past seven years, has ranged from 4.6 in 1887 to ae 4 
in 1886 and in 1891. The accompanying table shows the 
rate per ten thousand from 1846 to 1891, inclusive. From 
1846 to 1884, inclusive, the figures are taken from a table 
compiled by Dr. Erwin F. Smith, of Ann Arbor, Mich. ; the 
figures for the subsequent years are from the records of this 
office. It is evident from this table that during the four 
years from 1846 to 1849 the average rate per ten thousand 
was 17.4; that after the introduction of Cochituate water in 
1848 the rate commenced to decline, so that from 1850 to 
1854, inclusive, the average rate was 8.2, less than one-half as 
great as in the previous four years. Since 1854 the rate has, 
with one exception, that of the semi-decade from 1870 to 
1874, gradually diminished to 4.1. The rate for 1891 is 
3.4; that for the previous year was 3.5 per ten thousand.

The number of cases of typhoid fever reported to the 
Board of Health in 1891 was 966, but 61 of these were from 
adjoining cities, so that the actual number of cases in the 
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city during the year was 905, as compared with 817 in 1890. 
The ratio in the whole city per thousand of the inhabitants 
in 1890 was 1.82; that for 1891 is 1.97. The ratio of 
cases to the thousand of inhabitants in the different wards of 
the city for 1890 and 1891 are shown on Chart I. The red 
line indicates the ratios for 1890; the black line those for 
1891. In 1890 the ratio in Ward 1, with a population of 
49 to the acre, was 1.68; that for 1891 is 1.12. The ratio 
in Ward 2, with a population of 70 to the acre, was 1.79 in 
1390; in 1891, 5.88 —a marked increase. A glance at the 
accompanying map, which indicates by the broken red line 
the original shore of the city, proves that in East Boston 
typhoid fever is no more prevalent on filled land than on the 
natural soil. In Wards 8, 4, and 5, comprising Charles- 
town, with a population Bf A) 4 2. add 58 to the acre, the 
ratios for 1890 were 1.37, 1.94, and 2.41; those for 1891 
are 1.59, 1.97, and 1.51, respectively. The decréase in the 
ratio of cases in Ward 5 for 1891, as compared with 1890, 
is worthy of remark, An examination of the map, indicat- 
ing the original and the present shore-hnes of the city, shows 
that, in this section, made land is not conducive to the prev- 
alence of typhoid fever. It is an interesting fact bearing on 
the subject of a public water-supply as compared with wells, 
that in Charlestown for the five years subsequent to the in- 
troduction of the Mystic water, 1866 to 1870, there was 
a very decided diminution in the number of deaths from 
this disease, as compared with the five years previous to its 
introduction, 1861 to 1865. The accompanying table gives 
the population of Charlestown, the number of deaths from 
typhoid fever, and the rate per 10,000 of the living from 1861 
to 1870, inclusive. It should be borne in mind that Mystic 
water was introduced into Charlestown Nov. 29, 1865.

Ward 6 has a population of 90 to the acre. The rate of 
cases of this disease per thousand was 2.81 in 1890. The 
rate for 1891 is 4.83 —a decided increase over the previous 
year. Although an examination of the map shows that a very 
considerable portion of this ward is made land, nearly two- 
thirds of the cases occurred in houses built on the natural soil. 
In Ward 7, with a population of 115 to the acre, the rate in 
1890 was 1.21; that for 1891 is 2.47. Filled land is not a 
factor in the causation of typhoid fever in this ward. Ward 
8, with a population of 134 to the acre, had a rate of .92 per 
thousand in 1890. The rate for 1891 is 1.62. Ward 9 has a 
population of 120 to the acre. The rate for 1890 was 2.05; 
that for 1891 is 1.52 —a marked diminution. In Ward 10, 
which is a business ward, the population is 39 to the acre. 
In 1890 the rate in this ward was 1.95; in 1891, .88 per 
thousand. In the three wards just mentioned, filled land has 
no influence on the prevalence of this disease. Ward 11 is 
nearly all made land. The rate for 1890 in this ward was 
1.95 ; that for 1891 is 1.02. This ward has a population of 51 
to the acre. Ward 12, with a population of 56 to the acre, 
had a ratio of 1.82 in 1890; in 1891 the rate was somewhat 
higher, 2.06. Ward 16 is the most thickly settled district 
in the city, having a population of 184 to the acre. The rate 
in this ward for 1890 was 1.938; for 1891, 2.45. In Ward 
17, with a population of 95 to the acre, the ratio for 1890 
wus 2.68; that for 1891 is 1.74. The rate in Ward 18, with 
1. population of 78 to the acre, was 1.37 for 1890; that for 
1891 is 2.03. In the three wards just mentioned, no con- 
nection between filled land and the prevalence of this disease 
can be traced. 

South Boston, comprising Wards 13, 14, and 15, with a 
population of 42, 53, and 72 to the acre, respectively, ratios 
for 1890 of #22507 212s and 4944 for 1sols ore. 90, 2248. 
and 1.20, in its comparatively limited area, presents a greater 
diversity of natural formation than any other section of the 
city. Although the ratios in the different wards do not vary 
to any great extent, it is specially worthy of note that the 
ratios in Ward 14, in which there is a very considerable ex- 
tent of made land, are somewhat higher than in the other 
wards, where there is practically no made land in the resi- 
dential sections. 

In Wards 19, 20, 21, and 22, which practically embrace 
the district known as Roxbury, with a population to the 
acre of 100, 50, 30, and 17, respectively, typhoid fever has 
not been specially prevalent for the past two years. The 
ratios in these wards for 1890 were 2.08, 1.84, 1.04, and 
1.69; those for 1891 are 1.73, 1.59, 1.95, and 1.73, re- 
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spectively. Ward 23, or West Roxbury, with a population 
of 3 to the acre, had a rate of 2.64 in 1890; for 1891 the 
rate is 2.36 per thousand. The existence in this locality 
of a certain number of wells may have a slight intluence on 
the prevalence of the disease. In Dorchester, or Ward 24, 
which has an average population of 6 to the acre, the rate 
for 1890 was 1.41; that for 1891 is 1.67 per thousand. 
The population of Brighton, or Ward 25, is 5 to the acre; 
the rate for 1890 was 1.32; the rate for 1891 is 2.26 —a 
slight increase as compared with 1890. 

Map II. indicates in a general way the ratio of cases of 
typhoid fever to the thousand of inhabitants in the different 
wards of the city for 1891. By reference to the color-key 
the relative frequency of the disease in different sections 
can be ascertained.

Table III. shows the class, the condition of drainage, and 
the grade of the houses in which typhoid fever occurred in 
1891. The houses have been divided into four classes: ex- 
cellent, good, fair, and poor. Six grades are indicated, 
represented by numerals. Grade 1 includes all houses 
situated below an imaginary line twenty feet above mean 
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low-water ; grade 2 contains those which are twenty to forty 
feet above mean low-water; grade 3, those which are forty 
to sixty feet; grade 4, those which are sixty to eighty feet ; 
grade 5, eighty to one hundred; grade 6 contains all houses 
one hundred feet and over above mean low-water. An 
analysis of this table shows that 423 cases occurred in houses 
with perfect drainage; that 482 cases were found in houses 
with imperfect drainage ; that the greatest number of cases 
were in houses of the “fair” class situated in grade 1, and 
that a comparatively small number of cases occurred in 
houses of the “ poor” class. 

Privy-vaults were found in seventy-four instances where 
typhoid fever occurred, but this number is so small that it 
can have no direct influence on the causation of this disease. 

It is evident from these statistics, carefully compiled, that 
neither the water-supply, nor made land, nor imperfect 
drainage can be considered responsible for the comparative 
prevalence of typhoid fever in Boston, but that the frequency 
of this disease must be attributed to other causes than those 
over which the Board of Health has control.

The work of disinfecting filthy and offensive places during 
the warm season is reoarded as a necessity, and the disin- 
fection of houses, aan materials used in the care of cases 
of contagious diseases, is a statute requirement. 

A force of eight men and three teams have been employed 
in this work throughout the year.

TENEMENT—HOUSES. 


The inspection of tenement-houses has been done with 
more than ordinary thoroughness during the year, the four 
additional inspectors appointed at the beginning of the year 
having enabled the department to devote more attention to 
this important branch of the service than formerly. The 
law requires that every building used as a tenement or lodg- 
ing house shall be carefully inspected at least twice a year 
under the direction of the Board of Health; and whenever 
the Board has made an order concerning a building a re- 
inspection shall be made within ten days after the Board has 
been informed that the order has been complied with. This 
necessitates frequently repeated visits to the poorer class of 
tenement-houses, in order to see to it that the health laws 
are obeyed, and, in a great many cases, unremitting super- 
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vision by the officers of the department is found to be 
necessary to secure compliance with the health regulations, 
and to keep this class of tenements in a habitable condition. 

Of late years, the style of building in the residential por- 
tion of the city 1s so different from that formerly in vogue, 
that it has increased the number of tenement-houses at least 
threefold since the organization of this department; and 
while a large majority of them are supplied with all the 
modern sanitary conveniences, and many of them with all 
the luxuries that unlimited means can command, still they 
are technically tenement-houses, and amenable to the laws 
specially enacted for the control of such property, and al- 
though this department is seldom called upon to enforce any 
of these provisions, the work of the department has very 
materially increased because of the semi-annual inspection of 
every such house which is required by the law. 

One of the growing evils which this Board is called upon 
to combat is the practice of overcrowding which prevails 
in the tenement-houses in certain sections of the city. This 
is more common during the winter months, when a large 
Jaboring class is thrown out of employment in the country 
districts and flocks to the city to live with friends, or 
form groups, and in small tenements live ona cobperative 
plan. The two principal causes of overcrowding are, first, 
the inclination to live in a densely inhabited neighborhood, 
and, second, to economize. The people who are addicted to 
this practice are, with some rare exceptions, uncleanly in 
their habits, and not accustomed to good sanitary surround- 
ings, and evince little desire to improve them. That they 
are aware that they are violating some law or sanitary regu- 
lation is clearly shown by their uniform habit of concealing 
the truth as to the number of occupants in their habitations, 
and it is impossible to ascertain with any degree of accuracy 
the number of occupants in any given locality, except by 
inspection made at night. This practice rarely prevails 
except in the poorer neighborhoods of the North and West 
Ends, South Cove, and, to some extent, in South Boston. It 
is a matter of great difficulty to entirely control this evil, 
notwithstanding the Board of Health has repeatedly warned 
landlords, and has placed printed placards over the door of 
each room, giving the number of lodgers allowed. 


ScHOOL—HOUSEs. 


The school-houses of the city, now numbering about two 
hundred, have all been examined once, and some of them 
several times, during the year, and the defective conditions 
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found have been reported, as usual, to the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings, for repairs 

The lack of ‘ood ventilation i in most of the school-houses 
is still app arent. The outlay of money which would be nec- 
essary in providing the school children with fresh air during 
school hours, would be a wise and profitable investment. 


MeEpbICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 


For more than one year the Board of Health has made its 
best efforts to inaugurate a system of medical inspection for 
the schools by which the spread of contagious diseases might 
be diminished, and many other dangers incident to school life 
avoided. 

In a communication to the Mayor-elect, in December, 
1889, we called attention to the need of school inspection. 
In our annual report to the City Council, in January, 1891, 
we again called attention to the importance of this work, and 
stated that we should ask for $10,000 with which to secure 
the services of fiftv physicians for this service. In February 
following we made this a special item in the appropriation 


> 


called for, and it was granted in May. There were then but 


i few weeks more of school before the summer vacation 
would begin, and a little time being required to prepare for 
the work, it was thought best to begin the inspections on the 
reopening of the schools in September. 

Desiring the approval of the School Committee before en- 
tering upon the work which was to them of as great interest 
as to ourselves, and with every reason to expect an immedi- 
ate concurrence, we sent a petition to the committee, of 
which the following is a copy: 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT, 12 BEACON an 
Boston, June 22, 1891. 
To the Honorable School Comittee: 


GENTLEMEN: It has seemed to the Board of Health desirable that 
each school in Boston should have daily medical inspection, for the pur- 
pose of giving personal and timely advice for the suppression and pre- 
vention of disease among the pupils. 

The Board of Health has an appropriation therefor, and desires to 
appoint fifty suitable physicians for the purpose of making this inspec- 
tion, beginning with the reopening of the schools in September next. 

Should this proposition meet the approval of the School Committee, 
its formal consent to the carrying out of the same is hereby respectfully 
solicited. 

Early action is respectfully asked, as it is desired to arrange the full 
details of this scheme during the summer vacation.

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Referred to the Committee on Hygiene, with full powers. 

On September 22, 1891, the Committee on Hygiene, after 
quoting an opinion of the City Solicitor of 1877 to the effect 
that the School Committee was not authorized to employ and 
pay for the services of a medical inspector, reported as fol- 
lows: 


Your committee are of the unanimous opinion that under the above- 
quoted opinions of the City Solicitor the Schoo] Committee has no right 
to appoint a medical inspector for the purposes set forth in the commu- 
nication from the Board of Health. They feel, if they have not the 
power of appointment, they have not the power to approve the appoint- 
ments or the plan suggested. Beyond this the committee feel that it is 
a serious question in their minds of the benefit really to be derived from 
this corps of medical inspectors. The natural antipathy of children to 
be examined by doctors, the strong feeling of parents of their faith in 
certain physicians, and other reasons which it might be easy to men- 
tion, but seems unnecessary, are strong arguments against the proposi- 
tion made. It seems best to this committee to recommend that the 
School Board do not approve of the suggestions made by the Board of 
Health. 

Accepted. 

The question was on the adoption of the recommendation of the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Green moved that the report of the Committee on Hygiene be 
laid on the table and specially assigned for consideration to the next 
meeting of the Board, at eight o’clock. 

Lost by a vote of 9 to 9. 

The recommendation of the committee was adopted. 

Subsequently, on motion of Mr. Elliott, the vote whereby the recom- 
mendation in the report of the Committee on Hygiene was adopted, was 
reconsidered. 

On motion of Mr. Elliott, the report of the Committee on Hygiene 
was laid on the table and specially assigned for consideration to the next 
meeting of the Board, at eight o’clock. 


On October 8, 1891, the subject was again considered by 
the School Committee, as follows: 


On motion of Mr. Elliott, the special assignment, being the report of 
the Committee on Hygiene, was taken from the table. 

Mr. Elliott moved that the recommendation of the committee be 
adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Green, Dr. Samuel H. Durgin, Chairman of the 
Board of Health, was requested to state to this Board the plan of the 
Board of Health in relation to the medical inspectors proposed. 

Dr. Durgin addressed the Board. 

On motion of Mr. Emery, the subject was laid on the table. 

On motion of Mr. Dunn, it was 

Ordered, That a committee of three from the School Board be ap- 
pointed to confer with the Board of Health as to the formulation of a 
plan to be followed by the medical inspectors who may be appointed, 
and also to obtain the opinion of the Corporation Counsel as to the 
power of the School Board in the premises. 

The Chair appointed Messrs. Dunn, Emery, and Elliott to serve on 
this cominittee.

On Nov. 24, 1891, Mr. Dunn presented the following 
report: 


The special committee appointed — October 13 —to confer with the 
Board of Health as to the formulation of a plan to be followed by the 
medical inspectors who may be appointed, and also to obtain the opinion 
of the Corporation Counsel as to the power of the School Board in the 
premises, report that the committee have received the following com- 
munication from the Board of Health: 


OFFICE BOARD OF HEALTH, Boston, Noy. 10, 1891. 


Dr. WiL1iAM A. Dunn, Chairman, Special Committee : 

DEAR Sir: The plan for medical inspection of the schools is, in 
brief, substantially as follows: 

A sufficient number of physicians is to be selected to visit every school 
daily and examine such pupils as may be under any suspicion of being 
ill, or of coming from families in which there may be illness of a con- 
tagious or infectious nature. Certificates for the return of children to 
school after illness are to be given by these medical officers, as far as 
may be lawful and expedient. All questions pertaining to contagious 
or infectious diseases among the pupils, or in the families of the pupils, 
and all questions pertaining to the general hygiene of the schools, will 
receive such attention from these medical officers as may be given 
without interruption or disturbance of the schvol work. No authority 
is to be exercised by said officers.

DEAR Sir: The Board of Health has asked permission of the School 
Committee to be allowed to make a medical inspection of the public 
schools substantially as follows: ** A sufficient number of physicians is 
to be selected to visit every school daily and examine such pupils as may 
be under any suspicion of being ill, or of coming from families in which 
there may be illness of a contagious or infectious nature. Certificates 
for the return of children to school after illness are to be given by these 
medical officers, as far as may be lawful and expedient. All questions 
pertaining to contagious or infectious diseases among the pupils, or in 
the families of the pupils, and all questions pertaining to the general 
hygiene of the schools, will receive such attention from these medical 
officers as may be given without interruption or disturbance of the 
school work. No authority is to be exercised by said officers.” 

These medical inspectors are to be appointed and paid by the Board 
of Health. The special committee of the School Board, to whom this 
question hus been referred, beg leave to ask your opinion in regard to 
these two points: 

1. Has the School Board authority to grant said permission ? 

2. If it has the authority, and the permission is granted, would the 
School Board be responsible for the acts of these medical inspectors ?

charge of the Board. The School Committee or any of its members 
would not be responsible for the acts of these medical inspectors.

On Dec. 22, 1891, the subject was again acted upon by 
the School Committee, as follows: 


On motion of Mr. Dunn, the report of the special committee on the 
subject of medical inspectors of schools (see pages 254, 255) was taken 
from the table and accepted. The following order was appended to the 
report: 

OREEET. That the request of the Board of Health to appoint a number 
of medical inspectors of the schools be granted, the School Board assum- 
ing no responsibility. 

Mr. Mecuen moved that the whole subject be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Hygiene of the next School Board.

The order, as reported, passed. 


The Board of Health, then in possession of the consent of 
the School Committee and an appropriation sufficient to de- 
fray all proposed expenses to the beginning of the new fiscal 
year, at once arranged to put the inspectors at work on the 
first of January, 1891, when the following communication 
was received trom the Mayor: 

City oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE Mayor, City HALL, Dec. 24, 1891. 
To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN: I see by the newspapers that the School Committee has 
authorized the Board of Health to appoint medical inspectors. I pre- 
sunie it is unnecessary to suggest to you that no such appointments can 
be made during this fiscal year, owing to the condition of your appro- 
priation. The matter will have to rest until the next fiscal year.

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The above letter was regarded as an order and respected 
as such. We regret to learn that the appropriation asked 
for by the Board of Health, with which to defray the ex- 
penses of the proposed medical examination of schools for 
the next fiscal year, beginning Feb. 1, 1892, has been re- 
fused. 

The further delay in beginning this work, which the stated 
conditions impose, is a matter to be greatly deplored; for 
while the proposed increased force of fifty physicians would 
cost the city annually but $10,000, it would extend special 
and scientific care over the general health of €4,000 school 
children, largely reduce the frequency with which contagious 
diseases are now spread among them, and enable the Board of 
Health to initiate needed measures for better school hygiene, 
which it is impossible to do with our present force, whose 


time is completely employed in other duties. 


GLANDERS. 


There have been twelve cases of glanders in horses re- 
ported to this Board during the year, all of which were im- 
mediately disposed of by killing the infected animals, after 
obtaining a veterinarian’s certificate in verification of the 
report. 

The premises in which the animals had been stabled were 
at once thoroughly disinfected by this department. 

All such cases are reported by the Board to the Cattle 
Commissioners, according to law. 


Tue Bay State Gas—WorkKs. - 


In our last annual report the complaints made by the resi- 
dents of Savin Hill, Dorchester, and its vicinity, against the 
works of the Bay State Gas Company at Calf Pasture Point, 
were fully set forth, and the measures taken by this Board to 
secure the abatement of the nuisance complained of in con- 
nection with these works were given in detail. The changes 
in the machinery and the methods employed at the gas- 
works were still in progress at the time our last report wa 
submitted, and the confident hope was expressed that ae 
relief sought by the residents of Savin Hill would be ob- 
tained by the changes that were then being undertaken. It 
affords us pleasure tobe able to say that our expectations 
have been realized, and no further complaints against the 
works have been received since the changes have been in 
operation. The following communication from Treasurer 
Addicks shows the alterations that have been made since our 
last report: 
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THe Bay STATE Gas ComMPAny, 24 WEST ST., 
Boston, Noy. 9, 1891. 
To the Board of Health of the City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN: On Dee. 11, 1890, I wrote. you a letter reciting the 
work which had been done and was in progress at our gas-works to 
correct the matters which had been complained of by the Board of 
Health. I enclose you a copy of this letter. 

In item 1, the large filter there mentioned is still in use to filter any 
small amount of water which might go overboard. 

In item 2, the two tubular condensers have both been completed and 
in operation for months, so tl.at now none of the water used to condense 
the vas comes in contact with it. 

In item 3, the air-tight settling tank is still in use, and all tarry mat- 
ter is stored there until sold. 

In item 4, these devices are still in place for use if ever needed. 

In item 5, our drips on the large pipes have been connected with 
closed pipe and air-tight tank, so that they are now pumped without the 
drip-water coming in contact with the air. 

We have made additional improvements to those specified, as follows: 

The water formerly used for maintaining the water seals in the hy- 
draulic mains was allowed to flow into the tar-well, the water coming 
through the filter and then overboard. This water is now, after going 
to the tar-well, pumped back again to the hydraulic mains and used 
over again, so making a continuous process, and no water from these 
mains goes to waste or goes overboard. 

Our works are now in first-class condition in every respect. The 
beaches are clean and clear and entirely free from any deposit from our 
works, showing that no tar or other residual products are now going 
overboard. Yours truly,

Ordered, That the order of the Board of Health dated Oct. 27, 1890, 
in which the City Solicitor was instructed to apply to the Supreme 
Court for an injunction to restrain the said Bay State Gas Company 
from continuing the said business, be, and the same is, hereby rescinded.

ABATTOIR. 


The inspection of live animals and dressed meat at the 
Abattoir has been continucd the past year with steadily in- 
creasing interest and effect by Dr. Burr. Meat which was 
formerly passed with indifference or by want of knowledge 
and sold in the markets for food, is now known to be un- 
wholesome or dangerous as an article of food, is condemned 


and converted to other uses. 
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More confidence may be placed in the safe and wholesome 
condition of meat which is dressed at the Brighton Abattoir 
at this time than at any previous time in the history of the 
Abattoir. 

A statement of the work of Dr. Burr at the Abattoir for 
the past year will be found in the Appendix. 


SEWERAGE. 


It is a source of great regret that sewers do not precede 
the construction of dwellings on so many streets in the 
outlying sections of the city. It is the custom to first build 
up the street with dwellings, drain them into cesspools which 
overflow into ‘the street or elsewhere, to make a_ public 
nuisance, and then petition for a sewer. 

A great many sewers are now needed to abate unhealthful 
conditions in Dorchester and Roxbury. Many small sewers 
are also needed in the city, in short unaccepted streets, in 
order to get rid of troublesome privy-vaults and cesspools. 
The cost ot building these small sewers would be trifling, 
but the advantage to be gained in point of health and 
comfort would be very great. 


Pupiic STREETS AND ALLEYWAYS. 


There has been considerable improvement in the surface of 
many of our paved streets during the past year; several of 
the large thoroughfares and many of the cross streets have 
heen repaved on an improved plan, which has given a fairly 
smooth surface. This is favorable to business, comfort, and 
cleanliness. ‘The streets are in a cleaner condition than they 
have been before for many years. 

The private streets and alleyways, as a rule, are in a very 
uncleanly condition for want of pavement and drainage. 
Here and there the abutters may be persuaded to unite in 
the paving, draining, or cleaning of an alleyway, but this is 
rarely accomplished. In most instances one is willing and 
two are unwilling to do anything to repair an alleyway, and 
prosecutions are ‘slow, expensive, and unsatisfactory. From 
au long experience in the oversight of these alleyways, and 
with the insurmountable difficulties in the way of securing 
anything like a good sanitary condition of them, we are 
forced to repeat that the only way by which they will be 
properly cared for is by placing them in the care of the city. 


STABLE PERMITS. 


The number of applications received at this office during the 
year for permits to occupy stables for horses was 342, and 
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the number of permits granted was 246. Nineteen of 
these applications were withdrawn before any action was 
taken on them, and 46 were refused. Action on the others 
is still pending. Hearings to remonstrants were given in 
126 cases. There have been two prosecutions during the 
year for the unlawful use of buildings for stable purposes ; 
and in both cases conviction was had in the lower courts. 
In one case an appeal was taken, and after trial in the 
Superior Court, the defendant was acquitted on technical 
grounds. In the other case, after judgment in the lower 
court, the case was continued to allow the defendant time to 
remove the horses from the prohibited premises.

Pusiic BaTus. 


The public baths were patronized by more people during 
the past bathing season than in any season since their establish- 
ment. The bathing-house at Commercial Point, Dorchester, 
which has hitherto been open to women exclusively, was 
opened to men only on four days of the week, the remaining 
three being reserved for women, thus affording much-needed 
accommodations for both sexes in that section. The follow- 
ing table shows the number of bathers at each of the bathing- 
houses during the past summer, and the number for the 


previous season, as reported by the various superintendents :

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CEMETERIES. 


The cost of maintenance of the seventeen cemeteries in 
charge of the Board of Health has been somewhat larger than 
-usual, owing to the necessity for making extraordinary re- 
pairs and improvements. 

At Copp’s Hill ground nearly $1,000 was expended in re- 
building the Charter-street wall, and in renovating the iron 
fences. 

The Walter-street ground, in West Roxbury, containing 
39,216 square feet, long in need of improvement, has been 
put in good condition by the repair of tombs and walls, and 
removal of superfluous trees and underbrush. 

At the Granary Burial-ground, on Tremont street, a most 
noticeable change has been made, and satisfactory results 
obtained thereby. Quite a number of trees have been re- 
moved, the major part of which were in a dead or dying 
condition, while the few healthy ones taken down were re- 
moved only that those about them might live and thrive, it 
being but a question as to “the sur vival of the fittest.” 

Grass, i in season, now grows luxuriantly in every portion 
of the ground, where, THORPE the dense shade has 
thwarted it, rendering the aspect gloomy and forbidding. 

The expenditure of 2 special appropriation of $5,000, made 
by the City Council for the purpose of improving Evergreen 
Cemetery at Brighton, has made this ground the most nite uc- 
tive of all those in charge of this department. 

The gateway, replacing the unsightly wooden structure 
which formerly guarded the entrance, is constructed of the 
moss-grown field stones which formed the walls bounding the 
premises, and is a most pleasing specimen of architectural art 

The wooden paling and tumble-down walls have been re- 
placed by a neat and durable steel picket fence. 

The driveways and paths have been regraded and surfaced 
with red gravel. The newly laid out section, it is believed, 
will attract purchasers, who under previous conditions would 
have been inclined to look elsewhere, so that the sale of lots 
will soon more than compensate for the outlay. 

The changes made at the Granary ground and Evergreen 
Cemetery have been creditably accomplished under the direc- 
tion of Superintendent L. W. Ross. 

Of the cemeteries located in the heart of the city there re- 
mains but one — the Central ground on the Common — which 
will require any considerable outl: ay to put it in a condition 
in harmony with other public grounds. An expenditure of 
afew hundred dollars would accomplish a great and much- 
needed improvement. 
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At the Hawes ground, in South Boston, the removal of a 
few trees, repairing of tombs, and righting of head-stones will 
oreatly enhance appearances. 

The Eliot ground, usually designated the Eustis-street 
ground, at the corner of Washington and Eustis streets, Rox- 
bury, has again been the scene of vandalism, several tombs 
having been broken open and monuments and head-stones 
overthrown and damaged. Without a considerable outlay 
for a fence above the wall enclosing the ground no greater 
protection can be given the premises than that which should 
be afforded by the police. 

Mr. Frank S. Maloney was appointed to take charge of 
the Bennington-street ground, East Boston, vice Mr. W. E. 
Brown, deceased.

THe MorGcue. 


The bodies of ninety-six persons were taken to the 
Morgue during the year. Seventeen of this number failed 
to be identified, and were buried by the City Undertaker. 
Thirty-five autopsies were made by the Medical Examiner. 
The building is in fair condition. 


HAWKERS AND PEDLERS. 


The number of hawkers and pedlers licensed was 638, 
and the number of persons licensed to collect grease was 103. 
They are all required to report once a month at the City 


*In charge of the Board of Health. 
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Stable, in North Grove street, for inspection. In order to 
ensure their reporting, the licenses are granted for one 
month only, being renewed from month to month, as they 
repott. 


INFANT BOARDING. 


Under the present statute any person having in his cus- 
tody “for hire, gain, or reward” more than two infants, 
under five years of age, Is considered as keeping an infant 
boarding-house, and is compelled to apply to the Board of 
Health for license. There are at present ten registered 
infant boarding-houses, and they have reported 244 infants 
received. 


Ly1InG—1In HOSPITALS. 


During the year 304 confinements have taken place in the 
licensed hospitals, and one death has been reported. 

These hospitals have been regularly visited and inspected 
by the Medical Inspector. The following is a list of the 
places so licensed:

PROSECUTIONS. 


Prosecutions have been made during the year for exposing 
for sale unwholesome food, for unlawfully keeping fowls, 
for suffering private passageways to remain in a filthy condi- 
tion, for unlawfully maintaining privy-vaults, and for occu- 
pying buildings for stable purposes without license. In all 
of these cases conviction was had in the lower courts, and in 
most of them fines were paid; in one case the defendant 
was discharged in the Superior Court, and two cases are 
now pending in the Supreme Court. 


QUARANTINE. 


The inspection of vessels and immigrants arriving at 
quarantine has been pursued as in previous years, and with 
the same uniform and satisfactory results. 
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No case of contagious disease existing at the time of 
arrival in quarantine has escaped the notice of the quar- 
antine physicians, and no infected vessel or cargo has been 
neglected. 

Vessels have been found to require disinfection and gen- 
eral cleaning. 

Persons have been removed from vessels to the hospital: 
on Gallop’s Island, some suffering from contagious dis- 
eases, some for observation under suspicion of contagious 
diseases, and some for their necessary care to young chil- 
dren and the cleaning of their clothing, a detailed statement 
of which will be found in the annexed’ report of the Quaran- 
tine Physician. 


APPOINTMENTS. 


On the first Monday in May the Board organized by the 
choice of Samuel H. Durgin, M.D., chairman, and Charles 
E. Davis, Jr., as clerk. 

On the 12th of January Rufus E. Darrah, M.D., was 
appointed as assistant physician at quarantine, in place of 
Daniel S. Harkins, M.D., whose resignation had been 
accepted. 

On the 18th of March James W. McCabe, and on the 6th 
of July Thomas J. Donnellon, Thomas Jordan, Charles F. 
Sullivan, and John F. Harrigan were apppointed as inspec- 
tors of nuisances. 

On the 29th of July Charles D. Faulkner was appointed 
Superintendent of the Walter-street Cemetery. On the 
18th of March Carl Held was appointed Messenger.

REPORT OF PHYSICIAN TO THE BOARD OF 
HEALTH. 


Boston, January 1, 1892. 
To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1891: 

There have been 4,383 persons vaccinated, and certificates 
of vaccination have been given to 2,967 children for their 
admission to the public schools. There has been a marked 
increase in the number applying for vaccination the past 
year as compared with previous years. A table is ap- 
pended showing the number vaccinated from the year 
ending April 30, 1873, to the year ending Dec. 31, 1891. 

Four hundred men have been examined at the request of 
the Civil Service Commission for appointment in the 
Police and in the Fire Departments. Atthe request of the 
Board of Police seven men have been examined for retire- 
ment. At the request of the Board of Fire Commissioners, 
nine men were examined for retirement, and ten cases of 
supposed injury or disease investigated. 

The bodies of 472 persons dying without a physician in 
attendance have been examined. ‘These cases comprise 
principally those who die of chronic diseases, where there 
has been no medical care for months previous to death, and 
those who die suddenly from natural causes. In these cases 
a careful external examination is made, the symptoms 
learned, and a diagnosis, sufficiently accurate for all practical 
purposes, reached. ‘The law requires a medical certificate of 
death before a permit for burial is granted, and these ex- 
aminations are made to conform to the law, as well as to 
collect statistics for the bills of mortality. A tabular state- 
ment of the cases investigated is appended. 


Crry Prison. 


On Sundays, visits have been made to this institution. 
The following diseases and injuries have been treated during 
the year: Colic, 2 cases; contusions, 10; delirium tremens, 
88; dislocations, 1; epilepsy, 2; fractures, 2; mania, 2; 
scalp wounds, 8. 
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SUFFOLK COUNTY JAIL. 


In this institution, 985 patients have been treated during 
the year, requiring 2,253 visits. No death from disease 
has occurred. In May, two men committed suicide : one by 
hanging, the other by a punctured wound of the neck. 
There have been comparatively few cases of influenza in the 
prison during the year as compared with 1889, when this 
disease first appeared in this vicinity. The number of cases 
of delirium tremens has nearly doubled in the past three 
years ; 65 patients having been treated for this disease in 
1889, 106 in 1890, and 111 in 1891. A tabular statement 
is appended. 


Ciry Temporary Home. 


At this institution 199 visits have been made during the 
vear. Seven cases of confinement have been attended. 
Four infants have died. The following diseases have been 
treated: Bronchitis, cholera infantum, conjunctivitis, delir- 
ium tremens, diarrhoea, influenza, measles, typhoid fever, 
pneumonia, puerperal condition. Hight patients were trans- 
ferred to the City Hospital. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


Forty-three cases of eruptive diseases, reported as small- 
pox, have been examined; but in no instance was small-pox 
found to exist. ‘This is the first time since the year ending 
April 30, 1879, that there has been immunity from this dis- 
ease for a period of twelve months. The statement of the 
forty-three reported cases is as follows: Measles, 8 cases ; 
erythema multiforme, 3; impetigo, 2; eczema, 1; scabies, 
1; searlet fever, 1; irritation from the bite of the culex 
mosquito, 7; irritation from the bite of the cimex lectula- 
rius, 1; varicella, 19. 

The reports of 831 cases of diphtheria have been investi- 
gated. ‘The importance of a careful medical supervision of 
the public schools in order to prevent the attendance of chil- 
dren ill with mild attacks of this disease, cannot be too 
strongly emphasized. An inspection of Chart A, which 
indicates the number of cases of diphtheria reported each 
month, shows that there is a marked diminution in the prev- 
alence of this disease in July and August, or during vaca- 
tion time, as compared with the other months of the year. 
It is worthy of note, also, that from September, when the 
schools are opened, to October, November, and December, 
there is a marked increase in the prevalence of this disease, 
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CHART A. 
Cases of DIPHTHERIA, by Months , 
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which cannot be explained by meteorological conditions. It 
is true that from January to March there is a decrease in the 
number of cases, while there is a gradual rise in the mean 
temperature; but it is also true that from March to May 
there is an increase in the number of cases coinciding with 
a marked rise of the mean temperature. Chart B indicates 
the ratio of the cases of diphtheria to the thousand of popu- 
lation, by wards, for four years, 1888 to 1891, inclusive, 
with the number of inhabitants to the acre in 1890. The 
population for 1888, 1889, and 1891 was estimated by mul- 
tiplying the number of assessed polls of each year by 3.50. 
The population for 1890 was taken from the United States 
census of that year. The acreage of the wards was obtained 
from the City Surveyor, and is approximately correct. 
From this chart it will be seen that this disease was much 
more prevalent in 1888 and 1589 than in 1890 and 1891. 
By following the violet line, which indicates the ratios for 
1891, it will be seen that the highest ratio reached in any 
ward was 3.41 per thousand, as compared with 14.59 in 
1888; 14.53 in 1889; 5.31 in 1890. The most marked 
diminution in the ratio occurred in Wards 6, 7, and 25. 
The density of population does not seem to have any very 
direct influence on the prevalence of this disease, as, for ex- 
ample, Ward 16, with a population of 184 to the acre, com- 
pared with Ward 25, with 5 to the acre, the ratio in the 
former ward being 1.74, and in the latter 1.63. If Ward 
22, with a population of 17 to the acre, is compared with 
Ward 6, with 90 to the acre, it will be seen that the ratio 
of the former ward is lower than that of the latter. Map C 
shows the ratio of cases of diphtheria to the thousand of 
population, by wards, for 1891. Itis evident from a glance 
at this map that the wards in which the ratio is below one to 
the’ thotisand tare, so, 1 Lo and 22.;> that. thosexim 
which the ratio is above one and below two are 2, 4, 6, 7, 9, 
10, 12, 16, 17, 18, 21, and 25; that the wards in which the 
ratio is above two and below three are 1, 13, 15, 23, and 24 ; 
and that those in which the ratio is above three and below 
four are 14 and 20. The ratio of the reported cases to the 
thousand in the city taken as a whole was 38.28 for 1890; 
that for 1891 is 1.77, a decrease of 1.51. 

Investigation of 1,327 reported cases of scarlet fever has 
been made. ‘The beneficial results of a medical supervision 
of the schools, in preventing the spread of this disease, would 
be even more marked than in the case of diphtheria. Chart 
D shows the number of cases of scarlet fever reported each 
month. The small number of cases in July and August, the 
slight increase in September, and the marked increase in 
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October, November, and December, are facts worthy of 
special notice as bearing on this subject. Chart E indicates 
the ratio of cases of scarlet fever to the thousand of popula- 
‘tion, by wards, for 1888, 1889, 1890, and 1891. The most 
marked increase in the ratios for 1891, as compared with 
those for 1890, occurred in Wards 1, 4, 14, and 23. Wards 
5, 7, 9, 10, 18, 15, and 21 show a decrease in the ratios for 
1891 as compared with those for 1890. Map F indicates the 
ratio of cases of scarlet fever to the thousand, by wards, for 
1891. Only one ward has a ratio below one to the 
thousand, viz., Ward 9. Wards 1, 14, and 23 have ratios 
above four to the thousand. Wards, 2, 3, 5, 7, 10, 11, 12, 
16, and 17 have ratios above one and below two. The 
ratios of Wards 4, 138, 15, 18, 20, and 21 are from two to 
three per thousand. The ratios in Wards 6, 8, 19, 22, 24, 
and 25 are above three and below four. There has been an 
increase of 403 in the number of cases of this diseases in the 
city for 1891 as compared with 1890. The ratio of 2.06 
per thousand for 1890 as compared with 2.83 for 1891 does 
not, however, indicate any alarming increase in the prevalence 
of scarlet fever. 

The total number of reported cases of diphtheria and 
scarlet fever for 1891 is 2,158, a decrease of 241 from the 
number reported in 1890. The ratio per thousand of these 
diseases for 1891 is 4.60; the ratio for 1890 was 5.34. 

Dr. Morton Prince, Assistant Physician, and Dr. William 
G. Macdonald, Medical Inspector, have performed the duties 
pertaining to their respective departments with untiring zeal 
and fidelity.

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REPORT OF PHYSICIAN AT QUARANTINE. 


QUARANTINE STATION, 
Boston Harpor, Jan. 1, 1892. 


To the Board of Health: 

GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the Quarantine Department for the past year. 

Quarantine regulations have been enforced for the entire 
year on vessels “bringing immigrants. From the first of 
June to the first of November, all vessels arriving from the 
following ports were stopped at this quarantine station for 
inspection: From all ports in Europe, from the Western, 
Madeira, Canary, or Cape de Verde islands ; from the Medi- 
terranean or straits thereof; from ths west coast of Africa, 
or around the Cape of Good Hope; from the West India, 
Bahama, or Bermuda islands ; from any American port south 
of Virginia, including Central and South America. 

February 16, two men were removed to Gallop’s Island 
from the steamer “ Stockholm City,” for observation, as, on the 
arrival of the vessel at quarantine, both were in a high fever 
and presented symptoms of typhoid fever ; they both proved 
to be cases of febricula. 

May 25 a case of measles was removed from the steamer 
“ Hibernian.” 

June 6, we were called to the schooner “ Harry Morris,” 
from Joggins, N.S., to examine a case of what was thought 
might be small- -pox. The schooner was lying at a South 
Boston dock, and she was towed to quarantine and there 
detained for forty-eight hours, thoroughly cleaned and fumi- 
gated. The case proved to be one of measles, and the pa- 
tient was removed to Gallop’s Island; another sailor, suffering 
with the same disease, was removed trom the schooner one 
day afterwards. 

June 8, the schooner “Lyra,” from St. John, N.B., was 
towed back from the city, having a case of measles on board. 
The patient was removed to Gallop’s Island, the vessel 
fumigated and allowed to return to the city. Both of the 
above cases were discovered by the surgeon of the Marine 
Hospital service, as, through ignorance of our rules, both 
captains bad run their ve essels past quarantine. 
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June 25, a case of measles was removed from the steamer 
* Norseman,” and on the 29th a child with the same disease 
was taken from the steamer “ Catalonia.” The hospitals where 
the children had been isolated were fumigated on both 
steamers. 

July 6, the schooner “ Melissa Willey” arrived at quaran- 
tine, eleven days out from Savannah, and reported one death. 
Two of the crew were sick with what was proved, by a few 
days’ observation at Gallop’s Island, to be malarial fever. The 
vessel was not in a very good sanitary condition, so she was 
detained, fumigated, and cleaned up. 

August 2, the schooner “ Maud H. Dudley,” eleven days 
out from Darien, arrived at quarantine. One of the crew had 
a temperature of 104°, and as no satisfactory history could 
be obtained he was removed to Gallop’s Island, for observa- 
tion; this also proved to be a case of malarial fever. 

August 27, five cases of measles were removed from the 
steamer “ Kansas.” 

September 7, two cases of measles were removed from the 
steamer “Catalonia.” In both cases the hospitals in which 
the patients had been isolated were fumigated. 

September 14, the steamer “Kthelred,” from Jamaica, 
arrived at quarantine with a case of typhoid fever on board. 
The patient, John L. Hopkins, a divinity student at the 
Boston University, died on the fourth day after his removal 
to Gallop’s Island. 

September 22, three cases of measles were removed from 
the steamer “ Samaria.” 

September 28, another case of the same disease was re- 
moved from the steamer “ Pavonia.” The steamer’s hospital 
was fumigated in each case. 

October 19, one of the stewards of the steamer “ Cepha- 
lonia” was removed to the hospital on Gallop’s Island, as he 
seemed to be suffering with typhoid fever. A few days’ obser- 
vation proved it to be a simple ease of febricula, and he was 
returned to the steamer. 

October 29, a young woman, a steerage passenger, sick 
with typhoid fever, was removed from the steamer “ Samaria ” 
to the hospital on Gallop’s Island. 

November 16, an intermediate passenger on the steamer 
“ Catalonia ” refused to be vaccinated, upon the plea that he 
was not an immigrant, but was only a visitor to this country. 
As there was no evidence that he intended to return to Eng- 
land, and he had never been vaccinated, he was detained on 
Gallop’s Island for fifteen days, in accordance with the rules 
of the Board of Health. This is the first instance where this 
rule of the Board has had to be enforced to its full extent. 
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December 3, two cases of scarlet fever were removed from 
the steamer “ Peruvian,” and the hospital fumigated. With 
them were taken four children, for observation, who had been 
exposed to the disease. Two of the four came down with the 
disease a few days after their removal. One of the original 
cases removed, Sarah Aitkin, a child of four years, died on 
the fourteenth day. 

December 16, fifteen cases of measles were removed from 
the steamer “Lake Ontario,” and with them five children 
who had been exposed to the disease, the parents of the 
children being taken to Gallop’s Island at the same time, 
making a total of thirty-four people removed from a steamer 
carrying but one hundred and sixteen immigrants, all told. 

The patients removed from this steamer were found in all 
stages of the disease, invasion, eruption, and desquamation, 
and yet the disease had been discovered by the ship’s 
surgeon but the day before the steamer’s arrival at quaran- 
tine; undoubtedly one, if not more, of the children were 
sick when they came on board. It is known that one family 
that was allowed to embark left a child behind because it 
was sick with measles. This case, as well as others that have 
occurred during the past and previous years, shows that 
sufficient care is not taken in examining the immigrants, and 
getting their histories on the other side before embarkation. 
The case of typhoid fever taken from the “ Samaria,” October 
29, is another illustration of this fact. This patient had been 
sick and feverish for several days before she went on board 
the steamer. Had a proper examination been made her con- 
dition would have been discovered, and the girl not allowed 
to embark. 

In all cases where patients have been removed to Gallop’s 
Island, their bedding and clothing have been taken also for 
disinfection by steam-heat under pressure, in the room fitted 
for that purpose at the end of the coal-shed wharf. 

All fumigation was done by burning sulphur, 3 Ibs. to 
1,000 cubic feet of air-space, for a period of six hours. 

All vessels other than those that have been specially 
mentioned, that were boarded during the year, were free 
from contagious diseases, and in good ‘sanitary condition. 

The vessels boarded during the year were from the follow- 
ing ports:

In addition to the above amount of cash, bills amounting 
to $85, for board and medical attendance of State paupers in 
the quarantine hospitals at Gallop’s Island, have been turned 
over to the City Collector for collection from the State. 

The number of immigrants inspected during the year was 
35,577. 

The following vessels ran by quarantine, and were either 
passed by the Board of Health, or compelled to return to 
the quarantine grounds : 

June 6, schooner “Harry Morris,” from Joggins, N.S. ;

October 19, schooner “ Alma 
Cummings,” from Brunswick ; cargo, lumber. October 25, 
schooner “Harry Prescott,” from Brunswick ; cargo, lumber. 
October 26, schooner “ William Dunn,” from Brunswick ; 
cargo, lumber. October 30. schooner “ Jennie Lockwood,” 
from Pensacola; cargo, lumber. 

All the buildings on Gallop’s Island are in good repair, 
but the coal-shed wharf needs replanking. 

Last fall the United States government extended the sea- 
wall on the south-west end of the island about two hundred 
feet. While this gave us much additional protection it did 
not go quite far enough, but left the embankment in front 
of the small-pox hospital more exposed than ever, so 
that we determined to try and protect that part ourselves ; 
after six weeks of hard work we succeeded in building a sea- 
wall one hundred and sixty feet long, which, while it does 
not present the solid symmetrical front of the government 
work, will, I think, prevent any more washing away of that

part of the island for the present, as it has withstood two 
very severe gales already since completion.

From the above record it will be seen that more patients 
were cared for in the quarantine hospitals last year than in 
any of the previous ten years. At no time since the present 
hospitals were built have there been so many persons in them 
at once as during the past three weeks. Our recent expe- 
rience has shown the desirableness of better facilities for 
isolating those who are undergoing a quarantine of observa- 
tion from the sick. We are now quarantining eight diseases, 
about double the number that it was intended to quarantine 
when the present hospitals were planned, so that we are 
liable to have several different diseases on the island at one 
time in as many different families, half the children sick, 
the other half well; with our present accommodations it is 
practically impossible to keep them separate. I would, 
therefore, respectfully recommend that a building be erected 
to the north-east of the yellow-fever hospital ~ for the ac- 
commodation of all persons undergoing a quarantine of 
observation. Such a building as we need could, [ think, be 
built at a very reasonable expense. 

The quarantine steamer “ Vigilant” is in good repair, with 
the exception of the boiler. Inthe spring some repairs will 
have to be made on that in order to meet the requirements 
of the United States inspector. The “ Vigilant” was off 
quarantine duty forty-six days, fourteen of which she 
was towing bath-houses, the others she was hauled off for 
repairs. 

On January 21 Dr. Daniel S. Harkins, who had been 
assistant physician at quarantine since July 1, 1890, re- 
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signed to become Resident Physician of Long and Rainsford 
Islands, and Dr. Rufus E. Darrah was appointed to fill the 
vacancy. 

This department is indebted to Mr. James R. Gerrish, 
Superintendent of the House of Industry, for many favors 
done during the past year.

The above table refers to animals arriving at the different 
stock-yards that, from injury during transportation, or some 
supposed slight illness, are unable to walk to the Abattoir ; 
such as these are shot at the yards and carted to the Ab- 
attoir inthe ambulance. All these animals receive a care- 
ful examination during the process of dressing. Though a 
greater number have been received this vear than last, a 
decided improvement has been shown in this direction, for 
only 13 have been condemned, making 18.3 per cent. of the 
number received ; whereas last year 15 out of 33 were con- 
demned, or a percentage of 45.4. 

During the week beginning May 18 an epizootic broke 
out among the cattle at the stock-yards, characterized by 
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high fever, diarrhoea, and sudden death, very similar to red 
water. Post-mortem examination showed considerable en- 
teritis, and acute granular degeneration of liver and kidneys, 
showing it to be an acute infectious disease. Seven of these 
animals were sent to be slaughtered, all of which were con- 
demned. 

Only one case of Texas fever has been found during this 
year. It was that of a cow which had been carted from 
the stock-yards. 


SEPTIC PERITONITIS. 


As the name implies, this disease is caused by the inva- 
sion of some septic organism, through some abdominal 
wound, setting up a septic inflammation of the peritoneum. 
It is a common thing for cattle during transportation to re- 
ceive falls, resulting, especially after a large drink, in rup- 
ture of the intestines, and here is an excellent channel for 
the invasion of septic bacteria. These animals, if dressed at 
once, are perfectly healthy and may be used for food, but as 
arule they are allowed to live too long, septic peritonitis 
obtains a strong foothold, and they become a dangerous ar- 
ticle. Four of these cases have been found and all con- 
demned. ‘This disease is dangerous, not only as a food, but 
also in the handling of them by the butchers, as they are 
very apt to have some slight cut or abrasion of the hand, 
and it forms .a ready means for making an aseptic wound 
septic, and endangering the loss of a finger, or even life. 
Thus it will be seen that this class of cases must be disposed 
of at once. 


SEPTICEMIA. 


Only one case of this disease has been found. It was that 
of an ox that hada large and deep necrotic patch on the 
rump, and filled with the most foetid puriform matter. Sep- 
ticeemia set in while the animal was on the grounds; it was 
condemned. 


ACTINOMYCOSIS. 


There have been found one hundred and one cases of this 
disease during the past year, among which were six cows, 
seven oxen, forty-one steers, and forty-seven bulls. Of the 
above cases, only three were found showing lesions else- 
where than in the facial region, two of which were in the 
lungs; the third was that of an ox, that had a number of 
hard, round, new growths about the size of an egg on the 
neck. On cutting into these, they were found to be made 
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up of the characteristic actinomycosis tissue; and the ac- 
tinomyces, the specific cause of this disease, were found on 
further microscopic examination. No lesions were found 
elsewhere. The question in this case was as to the mode 
of infection. 

The forty-seven bulls above referred to were from distil- 
leries in Canada. The lesions in these cases were all con- 
fined to the head, and in a great many cases the new growths 
had broken through the skin. This disease is caused | oy the 
growth of a mould-like organism found on different grains. 
No experiments have been carried out as to its contagious- 
ness. The question as to the danger of the meat of animals 
with actinomycosis being used for food is receiving consid- 
erable attention at the present time. 

From the above observations, it seems that actinomycosis 
is a localized disease, generally confined to the head, the ab- 
dominal organs being seldom found affected ; in fact, they have 
never been : seen at the Abattoir, excepting when produced by 
inoculation ; and inasmuch as this is an extremely uncommon 
disease in man, and there being no authenticated reports of 
the transmission from animal to man, I have felt justified in 
condemning only those parts in the region of the lesion, as 
the head, tongues, and cheeks, which have amounted to 
about one thousand pounds. It is hoped that during the 
coming year experiments may be carried on, in this disease, 
in the Bacteriological Laboratory. 


TUBERCULOSIS.

From a comparison of the foregoing tables with those of 

last year, it will be seen that a greater number of animals 
affected with tuberculosis have been condemned this year. 
This does not mean that the tuberculous lesions, in those 
cattle condemned this year, have been more extensive or 
more general than those of last year, but that we are grad- 
ually nearing that point where all but the very mildest of 
cases are destroy ed. 

From those statistics it follows that our cattle are in a fair 
condition, and will compare favorably with those of the sur- 
rounding States ; and although the Cattle Commissioners of 
two of our neighboring States have lately found it necessary 
to quarantine Massachusetts cattle, the above percentage of 
4.85 is sufficiently serious, and will fully cover it. In the 
immediate vicinity of the larger cities, of course the per- 
centage will run a little higher; but even here it will not be 
within range of that given by neighboring boards of cattle 
commissioners, and I fail to see how they can form any idea 
as to its prevalence here from the few imported into their 
separate States from Massachusetts. 

It would not be far out of the way if we should say that 
this same tuberculosis which exists in our herds about the 
larger cities has been imported into this State; for the milk 
dealers near cities raise few or no cattle at all; are constantly 
making changes in their herds, by buying new ones, the 
greater part of which are from adjoining States, and in the 
fall turning a great many into the slaughtering houses ; and 
certainly the extent to which some of these cattle are affected 
could not develop, under the most favorable circumstances, 
in so short a period. 
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The following will show the extent of tuberculosis among 
cows at the Dead House : -—

The Dead House is the place where all animals dying in this 
vicinity are disposed of. Post-mortem examinations have 
been made on all these animals, with the intention of discov- 
ering tuberculosis, if present. Thus it will be seen that the 
above percentage is more likely to be an exaggerated aver- 
age, rather than otherwise, of the prevalence of tuberculosis 
in the vicinity of the larger cities. 

I believe that the percentage of tuberculosis among our 

cattle, as given in the above list of tables, is sufficiently 
alarming to require legislative measures, by which this dis- 
ease can be easily and effectively controlled ; but it can never 
be stamped out as pleuro-pneumonia can be. 

If our State authorities are unable, through lack of power, 
to do anything with this disease, which is becoming a source 
of danger and fear to the public, I certainly hope your 
Board will do something in that direction, in the way of 
repeated examinations of all the cows and milk-farms within 
the city limits. 

In closing, permit me to say that a decided improvement 
has been shown in the buying and selection of animals. 
The different firms doing business at the Abattoir have joined 
heartily in the work, and all welcome and indorse thorough 
inspection, as it certainly must raise the standard of their 
meats over those dressed without scientific inspection. 

The dressing of immatured calves, which was once a 
source of great trouble, is practically at an end at this 
Abattoir, it being the exception now to find one, and then I 
feel as though it was an oversight, and not an intentional act. 
In justice to the good work and intentions of those doing 
business at the Abattoir, it is only fair that the public should 
be informed of it and encourage them in it ; and when we read 
of the great dangers from Massachusetts cattle, as some of 
our neighboring States would have us believe, we should feel 
that Boston has within its limits a safeguard against such 
dangers.

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The report of the Superintendent, presented herewith, » 
contains, besides other information, a detailed statement of 
the expenditures of the year and of the number of patients 
admitted, and is accompanied by the medical and surgical 
statistics. These reports give in detail the number of 
patients treated in the Hospital, and the number treated in 
the out-patient departments during the year, with classi- 
fied statements of their diseases and results of treatment. 

The whole number of patients treated in the Hospital dur- 
ing the Hospital year of thirteen months, from Jan. 1, 1891, 
to Jan. 31, inclusive, 1892, was 7,910. The largest number 
of patients in the Hospital on any one day was 495, against 
432 for the previous year. The smallest number on any one 
day was 351, against 320 for the previous year. The daily 
average number of patients was 419, which is 35 more than 
in the preceding year. 

The 7,910 patients were treated a total of 166,036 days, 
amounting to 23,719 weeks. The average length of stay of 
each patient in the Hospital was 20,%% days. . 

During the year of thirteen months 10,507 persons ap- 
plied for admission to the Hospital. Of these, 7,494 were 
admitted and 38,013 were rejected. The various causes for 
rejection are given in the Superintendent’s report. 

Lhe total number of out-patients treated during the year 
was 15,560, and the number of visits made by these patients 
was 55,3709. 

The entire amount expended for all departments of the 
Hospital during the thirteen months preceding this report 
was $273,157.28. Of this amount $257,077.58 was on- 
account of the Hospital proper, $3,851.32 on account of the 
eight out-patient departments, $10,439.36 for the Convales- 
cent Home, and $1,789.02 on account of determining the 
settlement of patients. | 

To the amount expended for the Hospital proper, $257,-. 
077.58, should be added the difference in the amount of stock. 
on hand Jan. 1, 1891, which was $959.02 more than we pos-: 
sess on Jan. 31, 1892; making the total amount chargeable | 
to the expenditures of the year $258,036.60. Of the total 
amount expended, considerable sums were for purposes not 
within the ordinary yearly maintenance of the patients. | 
From the itemized table of disbursements it will be seen 
that there were expended for various items of new and per- 
manent improvements $15,356.03; also the sum of $175 
on account of the settlement of an old claim for work done 
on the contagious wards three years ago. These items make 
a total of $15,531.03, which, deducted from the total ex- 
penditures of the Hospital department, leaves $242,505.57: 
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properly chargeable to current expenses. This amount, 
divided among 7,910 patients for 23,719 weeks’ board, 
gives $10.22 as the cost to the city of each patient per week. 
The Trustees have collected and paid into the city treasury 
in cash the sum of $66,215.64, this sum having been received 
principally on account of board of patients. No allow- 
ance has been made for this amount in computing the weekly 
net cost of each patient to the city. 


Paying PATIENTS. 


In the report for last year the Trustees discussed at con- 
siderable length the expenditures on account of patients 
having no claim upon the city, and also the amounts received 
for the same. During the last thirteen months there have 
been collected on account of the board of paying patients of 
all classes the following amounts: ‘rom State cases, $40,247. 
09; from town and city cases, $6,483.90; from private 
paying patients, $17,129.08; making a total of $63,860.07. 
The amounts collected by the Trustees and paid into the 
city treasury for the last five years have been as follows: 
In 1887, $29,516; in 1888, $27,946; in 1889, $49,646; in 
1890, $31,287; and in 1891-2 (13 months), $63,860. 

The Commonwealth now more justly allows the Hospital 
$5 per week for the board of each patient in the Hospital, 
whereas previous to last year the sum was $3 per week. 
This action was the result of a petition from the various 
cities and towns to the Commonwealth for a more liberal 
recompense for the care of State wards. The petitioners 
asked that the State should pay $7 per week, or $1 
per day to the cities and towns, which was the amount al- 
most universally allowed for the support of cases to each 
other by the various cities and towns themselves. As the 
actual cost of such cases in this and nearly all other well- 
organized hospitals in the State is about $10 per week, 
it would seem fair that the State should pay to the various 
cities and towns as much as they are willing to expend upon 
patients living in their own communities. The Trustees 
believe that on further consideration of the demands of the 
various cities and towns, the Commonwealth will reimburse 
them at least approximately to the amount expended upon 
their charges, and allow $7 per week. ‘Tbis amount 
mechanics and wage-earners generally are willing to pay 
for the treatment and benefits received, and the Common- 
wealth can well afford to treat those chargeable to them in 
as liberal a manner as wage-earners are willing to pay for 
themselves. 


HospiraL DEPARTMENT. 5 


PRESENT CAPACITY OF THE HOSPITAL. 


The capacity of the Hospital for the last three or four years 
has nominally been 480 beds. By reason of the classification 
of patients according to sex, age, and disease, it rarely hap- 
pens that all beds are full at the same time. Were this 
possible, the Hospital would be utilized at nearly all seasons 
of the year to its full capacity. No new wards have been 
added, and therefore it has not been possible to increase the 
number of beds. The total number of patients treated and 
the daily average in the Hospital have, however, been 
largely increased. By reference to the Superintendent’s 
report (p. 14,) a tabular form is given which shows that the 
number of applicants, the patients admitted, the maximum 
and minimum numbers on any one day, the daily average in 
the wards and the accident cases received, have all steadily 
increased. During the four years in which the capacity of 
the Hospital has remained the same, the applicants for ad- 
mission have numbered in the sequence of years, 7,406, 
8,274, 8,101, and for the last thirteen Se Sy: 10,507. 
The patients treated have been 6,227, 6,502, 6,853, and for 
the last thirteen months, 7,910. The daily averages during 
the same period have been 378, 370, 884, and 419. The 
increased daily average during the past year has been 41 
more than four years ago, with no increase in the number 
of beds. Notwithstanding the increased number treated 
each day, the capacity of the Hospital has in reality dimin- 
ished. This has happened because it was necessary to find 
places for the increase in the number of house-officers, 
nurses, and employés. The four chambers of Wards A 
and KE, each containing six beds, were taken for the above 
purpose, thereby reducing the total available number of 
beds in the Hospital from 480 to 456. While larger num- 
bers have been treated with an actually smaller number of 
beds, the rejections have been much larger than in any 
previous year. Taking the same series of years as before 
given, the rejections have been 1,105, 1,531, 2,117, 1,628, 
and during the last year of thirteen months, 3,013. The 

various causes of rejection are given in detail in the Super- 
intendent’s report. From a study of the facts there pre- 
sented, it is evident that a large number were rejected 
solely because there were no vacant beds. The wards have 
been at all times crowded. Temporary dormitories have 
been made of some of the rooms formerly occupied by the 
surgical out-patient department. Cots have been used at 
nearly all times for convalescents or for patients whose con- 
dition would allow it. The Superintendent’s report clearly 
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points out the disadvantages of such methods, which not 
only interfere with the comfort and improvement of the 
patients, but seriously impede the work of the staff and 
nurses. 

It is in no way probable that the demand for beds will be 
less during the next or following years. In fact, the data 
given show that the demand will increase, and the difficul- 
ties of managing and properly treating patients will be 
greater. 

It is the conviction of the Trustees that increased ac- 
commodations must be speedily provided, not only in bed 
capacity for patients, but for the house staff, and the nurs- 
ing and working services of the Hospital. The Hospital 
originally contained 200 beds ; this number was subse- 
quently increased to 280, again to 360, and later to 480. 
The capacity has latterly been reduced to 456. 

The Trustees again recommend that additional wards be 
constructed to meet the requirements of suitably caring for 
the sick and injured, whom the public quite properly demand 
should be admitted. In their report of last year the Trus- 
tees say: “Without an increase of heds there must be a 
continued and increasing rejection of persons worthy of 
admission, and thereby criticisms will be brought nominally 
upon the Trustees, but really upon the city. It is, there- 
fore, made the duty of the Trustees to call renewed attention 
to these facts.” 


SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Trustees are gratified that their request to the City 
Council, which body has at all times shown an interest in the 
welfare of the Hospital and its care of the sick, has been so 
well responded to in the special appropriations made during 
the closing month of the calendar year. On Dec. 28, 1891, 
the City Council, with the approval of your Honor, appro- 
priated $136,500 for the following purposes :

It is hoped that early during the coming year the money 
thus appropriated will be received, in order that the Trus- 
tees may go on with the contemplated improvements, so long 
needed. 
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OutT—PATIENT DEPARTMENTS. 


The out-patient departments have continued their great 
usefulness through the past year. There has been an in- 
crease in the number of patients in nearly all departments. 

The surgical out-patient department early in the year moved 
into its new quarters, which was the building known as the 

“old lodge,” where formerly all the out- -patient departments 
were housed. The rearrangement of the rooms has been 
very satisfactory. The increased number of examining- 
rooms and dressing-rooms has given additional facilities for 
doing the work, and has allowed a classification before im- 
possible in the old quarters. There has been an increased 
attendance, the number of visits being 28,080 for the 
thirteen months, and 23,855 forthe pr eceding twelve months. 

The seven other out-patient departments. have continued 
their work in the new out-patient building, which is now in 
use for the second year. The continued occupation of these 
rooms still further proves the excellence of the arrangement 
for the purpose for which they were intended. Not only 
is the work done with greater comfort, but the means of 
giving clinical instruction to a greater number of students 
and young practitioners have been greatly facilitated. Under 
the present arrangement, the surgical out-patient department 
is the only one which has a daily attendance. The Trustees 
believe that some of the other departments should have daily 
clinics. This cannot be done at the present time for want of 
room, and it is doubtful if much can be done to further this 
purpose until the building is enlarged. Such further demand 
was contemplated at the time the building was constructed, 
and it is so arranged that it can readily be extended in a 
southerly direction. 


THE CONVALESCENT Homr. 


The Convalescent Home has now been in operation a little 
more than a year, and has proved the wisdom of the Trus~ 
tees in adding this important auxiliary to the full recovery 
of the patients. Formerly, patients were in many cases 
discharged too soon, in order to make room for more urgent 
cases pressing for admission. The Trustees are now able to 
retain patients under care until practically they are fully 
restored to health, or sufficiently so to make it safe for 
them to return to the active duties of life. The Home has not 
at all times been full, but as the great benefits to be derived 
from a brief stay are better known to the average patients, 
the present accommodations, like other departments of the 
Hospital, probably will be too small to receive all desiring its 
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healthful influence. The management of the Home has been 
excellent, and there has been absolute freedom from friction 
or criticism. The patients who have enjoyed its benefits 
have warmly expressed their gratitude for the comforts and 
advantages. 

The accommodations now at command provide only for 
‘women and children. There is great need of another build- 
ing for the accommodation of male patients. While the 
various charities in the city have quite a number of institu- 
tions where women can be received on leaving hospital 
wards, there are only a few to which men can be transferred 
during their convalescence. This important adjunct to the 
treatment of male patients is now wanting in this Hospital, 
and should be soon provided. 


WaRDS FOR CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The wards for contagious diseases have now been in use 
for four years, and have been of great use to the city in 
affording a place where persons ill with diphtheria and 
scarlet fever may be treated. (Until recently the City 
Hospital was the only place in this vicinity where such cases 
were received, and the knowledge of this fact has become 
widely known. ‘This has resulted in a largely increased 
demand for admission.) The two wards have fifty-six beds, 
with the accommodations for patients of either sex, and free 
and paying cases. They have been full nearly all the time, 
and occasionally crowded beyond the proper number. At 
times, also, each ward has been so full that it has been 
absolutely necessary to reject applications, in some instances 
when the cases should have been at once received. It is clearly 
the duty of the city, made compulsory by the statutes of the 
Commonwealth, to provide, when called upon, proper and 
discreet isolation and care for all persons who have the mis- 
fortune to be ill with a contagious disease. This provision 
is at the present time not carried out, from the fact that the 
demand for accommodation is at times larger than the city 
has provided. While this duty nominally belongs to the 
Board of Health, the City Council has practically and for 
obvious reasons placed the treatment of diphtheria and scar- 
let fever under the jurisdiction of the Hospital department. 
Undoubtedly such diseases can be more economically and 
better cared for by a hospital already organized than by a 
separate organization. The skilled corps “of physicians and 
surgeons, assisted by a competent and well-educated house 
staff and a corps of nurses trained under the best of condi- 
tions, are of immense advantage to the patients under treat- 
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ment. It is likewise a public benefit that the large numbers 
of house officers and nurses who are. constantly sent out 
receive this practice and training ; and it has been shown, in 
fact, that such young physicians ‘and nurses have enhanced 
value i in their respective callings when engaged in active 
private work in the community. 

When, however, it is necessary to carry out such work in 
close proximity to wards occupied by ordinary medical and 
surgical cases, the risk of communicating the diseases to 
others not in immediate attendance upon the special wards 
is further increased. The dangers from this proximity have 
been presented in the last three annual reports of the Hos- 
pital. The experience of the past few months plainly 
shows that the apprehensions previously given have in no 
way been exaggerated. 

The Trustees, therefore, deem it their duty to call renewed 
attention to these facts, and to impress upon those responsi- 
ble in this matter that the provisions for the treatment of 
contagious diseases at present placed under their care are 
neither large enough in point of accommodations, nor is the 
method of caring for such cases safe or proper. It seems to 
them imperative that a radical change should be made, and 
that special buildings should be provided, detached and 
isolated as to location, and organized under methods impossi- 
ble under the present conditions. 

The Trustees, during the past year, sent a special com- 
munication calling the attention of the City Council to these 
facts, and recommending that the sum of $130,000 be appro- 
priated for the construction of a separate group of buildings 
for this purpose. No provision has been yet made to meet 
the existing emergency. In view of the foregoing, it must 
be evident that the present condition of things is a serious 
one, jeopardizing the health and lives of both physicians, 
nurses, and patients. The Trustees shrink from the responsi- 
bilities placed upon them without calling renewed attention 
to existing dangers and liabilities, and the possible criticisms 
that may be made upon the city, and also invite a review of 
the situation and remedies suggested in their previous re- 


ports. 
HospitaAL RENOVATIONS AND ADDITIONS. 


The usual policy has been continued of using a small por- 
tion of the annual appropriation for radical and permanent 
improvements in various directions, as well as keeping the 
large group of hospital buildings in good repair, and hy- 
gienically clean and inviting. 

These improvements have included $10,114.95 expended 
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in the entire reconstruction of the old lodge for the purposes 
of the surgical out-patient department. A new drying-room 
for the laundry has been made, after improved plans, in- 
cluding the extraction of moist air by an aspirating fan. 
The medical library building has been completed and placed 
upon a good basis by the expenditure of $2,068.71. An ad- 
ditional length of 446 feet of high brick wall and iron fences 
has been made at an expense of $3. 172.37. An additional and 
larger sum will be needed to complete this much-needed and 
desirable improvement. Considerable old plumbing has been 
replaced by new work, largely in the administration building. 

The usual force of carpenters, painters, and other work- 
men ‘has been employed to renew old work and to keep in 
good repair the various parts of the premises, subjected, like 
all public places, to an undue amount of wear and tear. Such 
work is never completed. New demands are constantly made 
for extended means of working out new methods in the 
practice of medicine and surgery, with all their far-reaching 
requirements. Improvements are required to remedy old 
conditions which become defective in the light of modern 
views of what a hospital should be. A hospital can never 
stand still or ever be kept in good condition without the ex- 
penditure of considerable sums of money. The Trustees 
have endeavored to meet, as far as the means at their com- 
mand allow, the various requests of the medical and surgical 
staff for improved wards and extended opportunities for 
professional work. While the Hospital as a whole is able 
to do a very large amount of most excellent work, distrib- 
uted not only to a large number, but also a large variety of 
diseases and spec} jalties, it must be still further extended in 
order to give the space and resources needed. New wards 
should speedily be constructed for the treatment of the sur- 
gical cases. Two new operating-rooms should be built, 
constructed in accordance with the existing requirements of 
aseptic surgery. Pathological and biological laboratories 
are much needed, such work being now done under inade- 
quate conditions. The Trustees hope to meet these deficien- 
cies as speedily as the circumstances will favor. 


THe TRAINING ScHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Training School for Nurses has graduated 276 pupils, 
of whom 34 were graduated during the past period of thir- 
teen months. There are now 86 nurses of all grades con- 
nected with the school, that number being five larger than 
at the close of our last report. This increase has been 


made necessary because the number of patients treated has 
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been greater than during the previous year. The Trustees 
helieve that this number should be still further iner eased, but 
they are unable to make the increase for want of proper 
accommodations. The nurses’ home, first occupied in 1885, 
has room for only 67. There are now 17 nurses sleeping in 
various parts of the Hospital, in the rooms devoted to 
nurses before the home was built, but subsequently given 
to patients. While they are comfortable in all respects, 
and nurses do not complain, they fail to give that freedom 
of action and relief from the Hospital atmosphere coming 
to nurses in a building specially devoted to their use. The 
Trustees hope soon to find proper accommodations for the 
nurses now lodging in the Hospital buildings, as well as for 
others who must be added to their number. 

The nursing service has again been seriously tested 
during the recent epidemic of influenza, and much credit 
is due for the courage and resolution shown during the 
trying period. The nurses are entitled at all. times to a 
full measure of gratitude for their loyalty to the interests 
of the Hospital, as well as for their fidelity to the care of 


the sick, 
THe MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF. 


The Trustees regret to chronicle the death of George 
H. Lyman, M.D., visiting physician to the Hospital since 
1871. Dr. Lyman’s death occurred in London, where he 
had gone in search of health. The Trustees desire to record 
their sense of the great loss the Hospital has sustained 
by his death, and bear witness to his long and skilful 
‘devotion to the sick, and for his valuable professional 
advice in matters relating to the welfare of the Hospital. 

Henry W. Williams, M.D., Ophthalmic Visiting Sur- 
geon during the past ye ur, has resigned the office so long 
and ably filled by him since the opening of the Hospital. 
For more than a quarter of a century Dr. Williams gave 
his skilful professional services to many thousands of patients 
who sought his advice and treatment. His connection with 
the Hospital has done much to give it the high standing it 
has taken, both at home and abroad, and the Trustees much 
regretted that the laborious duties of the office compelled 
him to withdraw from active duty in the wards and in the 
clinics. W. W. Gannett, M.D., resigned as Pathologist, 
and the vacancy was filled by the promotion of H. F. Sears 
M.D., Assistant Pathologist. Herbert L. Smith, M.D., 
Registrar, and Henry W. Kilburn, M.D., Assistant to the 
Ophthalmic Surgeon, have resigned. The following ap- 
pointments have been made: F. B. Mallory, M.D., Assist- 
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ant Pathologist; L. S. Dixon, M.D., Assistant to the 
Ophthalmic Surgeons to Out-patients. Francis H. Williams, 
M.D., E. M. Buckingham, M.D., and C. F. Withington, 
M.D., were elected Acting Assistant Visiting Physicians. 
Vincent Y. Bowditch, M.D., and Henry Jackson, M.D., 
have been elected Acting Assistant Physicians to Out- 
patients. 

The Trustees acknowledge with gratitude the devotion 
and gratuitous professional services rendered by the mem- 
bers of the medical and surgical staff to the Hospital and 
its sick during the past year. The larger number of 
patients that have received treatment has demanded in- 
creased labor and a larger amount of time than ever before. 
In the great number of persons that share in the work 
involved in the care of the sick, no part of the Hospital 
service is more esteemed than those who are responsible for 
the professional treatment of the patients. 

The Superintendent and his assistants in all the executive 
departments have shown the same devotion and faithfulness 
which have characterized their past efforts, and the larger 
experience and skill which they acquire make their services 
still more valuable to the Hospital and the city. 


GIFTS AND PERSONAL ASSISTANCE. 


The thanks of the Trustees are due to the numerous 
friends of the Hospital who have in many and various ways 
shown their devotion to the interests of the sick. There 
are many who have in different ways contributed something 
of benefit or entertainment to patients... Large numbers 
come to the wards as visitors, or as readers to those too ill 
to entertain or divert themselves, or they bring flowers or 
reading-matter and in many ways relieve the monotony of 
long confinement to the bed. The rides for convalescents, 
the singing in the wards on Sundays, the prodigality of 
eifts on ‘Christmas and Easter ,— all make up a part of hospital 
life that is doubly gratifying not only to the patients, but to 
those who have the responsibility of their care.

For the past six years the annual reports of the Hospital 
have been made for the calendar year January 1 to Decem- 
ber 31, inclusive; while the fiscal year of the city of Boston 
has been from May 1 to the following April 30th, inclusive. 
In order that the departmental year shall correspond to the 
municipal fiscal year, the city ordinances have been changed 
so that the department and fiscal years shall be from 
- February 1 to the succeeding January 31, inclusive. To 
avoid errors in comparing the statistics of this with previous 
years, it should be remembered that in the present official 
report, the expression “ the year” refers to the period of the 
thirteen months, from Jan. 1, 1891, to Jan. 31, inclusive, 
1892. For convenience of comparison only, the disburse- 
ments of the calendar year, Jan. 1 to Dec. 31, 1891, are 
given in one form, and those of the official year of thirteen 
mouths, ending Jan. 31, inclusive, 1892, in another. 

Previously the expenditures for all purposes have been 
included in the maintenance of the Hospital proper. The 
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Hospital as at present organized consists of three distinct di- 
visions, —the Hospital proper, the out-patient department, 
and the Convalescent Home. The annual appropriation is 
made for the Hospital department, but the expenditures are 
now divided and kept separately. 

There has been expended for all purposes during the thir- 
teen months $273,157.28. Of this sum, $258,866.60 was 
for the Hospital proper, $3,851.32 for the out-patient 
departments, and $10,439.36 for the Convalescent Home. 

The expenditures for the Hospital were in part for ordi- 
nary maintenance and in part for permanent improvements. 
For the latter purposes there have been expended: for re- 
construction and enlargement of the “old lodge” for the 
purpose of a surgical out-patient department, $10,114.95 ; 
for the completion of the medical library building, not 
finished at the date of our last annual report, $2,068. 71; for 
445 feet of brick wall and new iron fences, made necessary 
by changing the main entrance to the grounds, $3,172.37. 
There has also been expended $1,789. 02 for investigation ‘of 
the settlements of patients, a sum which ought not to be 
included in the cost of the care and treatment of patients, 
and also $175 for the adjustment of unsettled claims for work 
done four years ago on the contagious buildings. These 
expenditures make a total of $17,320.05, which deducted 
from the gross expenditures for the Hospital proper leave 
$241,546.55 for current expenses. There should also be 
added $959.02 for difference in stock on hand at the begin-_ 
ning and close of the year, making $242,505.57 as the actual 
cost of maintenance for the thirteen months ending Jan. 31, 
1892. This sum expended upon the care of 7,910 patients 
in the wards, for 166,036 days’ board, amounting to 23,719 
weeks, makes an average weekly cost of $10.22 per Hospital 
patient, of all classes, as against $10.86 lust year. The 
total cost of maintenance and the weekly cost per patient, 
$10.22, represent the items of hospital statistics usually 
given in hospital finances, but both sums are much larger 
than the actual cost to the city. 

There has been collected and paid into the city treasury 
during the thirteen months, $63,860.07, collected on account 
of the board of all classes of paying patients, as follows :

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A gift of $500 was received from the West End Street 
Railway Company; $1,550 was interest received from the 
trust funds for support of free beds; and $305.57 was col- 
lected from the sale of old materials. These sums, amount- 
ing to $66,215.64, and paid in cash to the city treasury, 
should be credited to the appropriation received. This 
reduces the net cost to the city to the sum of $176,289.93. 

The expenditures upon 15,560 out-patients have been 
$3,851.32, which is an average of twenty-four cents per out- 
patient. The cost of each visit was seven cents. These 
sums do not represent an item of much value, for one 
out-patient may come only once and receive simply advice 
or a prescription, and another may come many times and 
receive each time a surgical dressing costing more than 
the average cost of each patient. This sum is very much 
less than these patients would cost were they treated at an 
out-patient department not connected with a general hospital. 
It is often difficult to separate many items of cost in such a 
department from those of the Hospital itself. 

The total expenditures upon the Convalescent Home have 
been $10,439.36; of this sum $7,633.31 have been for 
current expenses, and $2,806.05 for the completion of the 
buildings, improvement of grounds and roads, shrubbery, 
live-stock, etc. The benefits of the Home have been given 
to 382 persons, who have received in all 9,680 days’ board, 
or 1,383 weeks, a weekly average cost of $5.51 per patient. 

A comparison of the disbursements for twelve months, 
Jan. 1 to Dec. 31, 1891, with the previous calendar year, 
shows some interesting facts. There has been a marked re- 
duction in the expenditures on subsistence supplies, espe- 
cially in the first fourteen items, notwithstanding the fact that 
the board of patients has amounted to 25,833 days i in excess 
of last year. 

The ordering and serving of the diet for patients devolve 
upon a large number of people. The visiting physicians and 
surgeons direct it in a general way, but the details of order- 
ing are left to the house staff, and the diet lists and serving 
are done by the nurses. This involves nearly a hundred 
persons. The house staff and training-school nurses change 
frequently, and the general regulations make the details 
naturally liable to errors. It could not be easily remedied 
under former conditions. To correct this a Commissary 
was detailed, and a good part of her time is given to carefully 
auditing everything incident to making the requisitions and 
serving ‘the diets. This measure proved a wise economy, and 
resulted in a great saving. By this saving we have been able 
to improve the Hospital service, especi: lly in the employment 
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of a larger number of nurses. The Hospital has been able 
to make better contracts for such articles as ice, milk, coal, 
etc., and in other ways to promote economy. 


Statistics of the number of out-patients, the number of 
their visits, the rates of mortality, the work of the ambu- 
lances, the occupation, nativity, ages, civil condition, and 
physical condition of patients when discharged, are elsewhere 
tabulated, and may prove of possible interest in connection 
with hospital data. 

The maximum number of patients on any one day was 
495, against 432 last year; the minimum number, 351, 
against 320 last year; the daily average during the thirteen 
months was 41934, against 384 last year, being 385 more. 
The average length of stay was 20.99 days, against 20.46 last 
year. The number of accident cases received was 1oo8, 
against 1,079 last year. 

The total number of deaths from Jan. 1, 1891, to Jan. 31, 
1892, was 852.

the rate of mortality for the thirteen months ending Jan. 31, 
1892. The percentages of deaths given are for the total 
number of patients treated in the Hospital. 

Of all patients admitted, 379 died within forty-eight hours 
after admission, which practically means that they were 
brought to the Hospital ina dying condition, and medical 
aid could not change the result. The corresponding figures 
for the preceding six years were 140, 221, 185, 314, 370, 
and 372. 


During the official year of thirteen months, 7,910 patients 
have been treated in the wards, 15,560 as out-patients, 
and 440 at the Convalescent Home, —a totai of 28,910 who 
have received the benefits of the Hospital in all departments. 

During this period 10,507 persons applied for admission ; 
of this number 7,494 were admitted, and 3,013 were re- 
jected. Of the number rejected, 408 were referred to the 
out-patient departments, because their cases could be pro- 
vided for there without detriment to the patient. Some 
of these, however, would undoubtedly have been admitted 
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if they had not applied at times when the Hospital beds were 
all full. A larger number of non-residents were refused than 
ever before, it being necessary to decide against their admis- 
sion in favor of others who were citizens and had a better 
claim. Of this class there were 377, against 141 last year. 
After referring 178 to other suitable institutions and reject- 
ing others for the various reasons to be found in the proper 
table on page 17, this fact remains that 792 patients were 
refused solely because there were no vacant beds in the 
wards to which they should properly be assigned. Of these 
792 rejected patients, 220 were admitted within three days, 
leaving 572 for whom we were unable to provide. ‘This is 
a much larger number than has been rejected during any 
of the previous ten years. This circumstance is much to be 
regretted, and has given rise to misunderstanding and untav- 
orable criticism. It points clearly to the fact which has been 
previously emphasized in these reports, that the capacity of 
the Hospital is not large enough to meet the proper and just 
demands made upon it by citizens. Serious and urgent cases 
must be received, since the urgency of a case, from the hu- 
mane point of view, is superior to all other demands. It 
thus happens that persons who are proper cases for admis- 
sion, and also citizens, must be refused admission because the 
beds are occupied by “strangers” whose cases are more 
serious. 

No new wards have been built since 1888, and the capacity 
of the Hospital, which then amounted to 480 beds, has not been 
increased. On the contrary, circumstances have lessened 
the number of beds available for patients. The daily average, 
419, has been larger than formerly ; the serious and more com- 
plicated cases which naturally centre in a large hospital, and 
the large number of heavy surgical cases, have made larger 
drafts on the time and strength of the nursing force. To 
meet. these conditions without. overtaxing the nurses, and to 
improve the efliciency of work among the sick, more hospital 
workers were employed. Within two years the total of 
training-school and male nurses has had an increase of 
fourteen. 

The creation of a contagious service and the further isola- 
tion of people working there compelled the diverting of 
rooms in the second stories, intended for emergencies in “that 
division. The increase in the house staff in the different 
services further diminished the available rooms. The result 
has been that the capacity has been cut down by twenty-four 
beds, practically diminishing the total from 480 to 456 beds. 
At the same time the number of persons seeking hospital 
treatment has steadily grown.

The above table of comparative statistics, showing the 
movement of our patients, and various facts relating to it, 
brings out more clearly the imperative need of increased 
accommodations. In the table given above, which covers 
the period of six years, the applicants for admission have in- 
creased from 6,086 to 9,666; the patients admitted, from 
5,046 to 6,896; the patients treated in the wards, from 
5,368 to 7,312; the total of patients treated in the three de- 
partments, hospital, out-patient departments, and Con- 
valescent Home, from 18,982 to 22,255; the daily average, 
from 344 to 416; the accident cases, from 881 to 1,233; the 
patients carried in ambulances, from 1,044 (four years ago) 
to 1,925; the visits of out-patients, from 41.451 to 51,395, 
and the patients rejected, from 1,040 to 2,770. 

Another table (see diagram of weekly averages, herewith) 
still further shows the great increase of work done in caring 
for patients. The maximum number on any one day has 
shown an increase each year as follows: 391, 392, 441, 428, 
432, and during the past year, 495. The daily average 
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during the same period has also increased as follows: 344, 
354, 378, 370, 384, and during the past year, kt The 
patients have changed more rapidly, and the average length 
of stay having diminished from 23.39 days to 20.99 days. 
Various expedients have been adopted to care for a more 
or less constant number in excess of the Hospital ca- 
pacity. Cots have been put up in nearly all the wards, toa 
limited extent. The waiting-rooms, and the best part of 
the rooms formerly used by the surgical out-patient de- 
partment, have been occupied as dormitories by patients who 
could safely walk to these temporary make-shifts. No 
patients have been put in places damaging to their health, 
yet the improvised quarters have caused much inconvenience 
and some complaints. Except in an emergency, hospital 
wards devoted to the treatment of acute medical and 
surgical cases should never be crowded. Hospital wards are 
scientifically constructed and carefully arranged, giving to 
each patient proper air-space, and the necessary conveniences 
for the nursing service to do the work. ‘These wards cannot 
receive a number exceeding the normal capacity without 
limiting the facilities for work, and consequently diminish- 
ing the. proper care of the patients, and lowering the high 
standard in nursing. Crowding also causes friction in many 
ways, not easily understood by those unfamiliar with the 
best hospital service, and it obstructs that careful and 
finished work which is so important for the exacting 
methods of modern treatment in acute or serious cases. The 
public is being rapidly educated in these methods, and has 
come to know better than ever before what is essential. 
This places the management of the Hospital in a position 


> 


to be more carefully scrutinized and more intelligently 
criticised. 

These facts, therefore, seem clear, that the demand for 
admission is rapidly increasing; the number of patients 
treated constantly greater; the character of the cases more 
serious ; while the capacity of the Hospital has not increased, 
but rather diminished, and the difficulties of properly caring 
for patients have become more complicated. 

The just conclusion is, that the bed capacity must be at 
once increased, not only to receive those who have a right to 
be treated, but also to judiciously treat and properly nurse 
them. 


The contagious wards have been again a source of great 
anxiety in many ways, and will continue to be until they are 
removed beyond the limits of the grounds containing buildings 
devoted to general medical and surgical cases. Diphtheria 
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and scarlet fever, especially the latter, have been epidemic 
throughout the year. Since the opening of these wards four 
years ago, in February, 1888, we have fortunately been able 
to meet all demands for the admission of this class of patients, 
until this year. During the past year there have been times 
when both wards have had but few patients, and others when 
we found great difficulty in providing beds to meet the demand. 
The scarlet-fever ward has been full during the last six months, 
and at times crowded. ‘The normal capacity is twenty-eight 
beds, but at the date of this report there are thirty-seven 
patients. As the majority of the patients are children, 
extra cribs, to a moderate extent, have been added; but it 
must be remembered that children are more susceptible to 
detriment by overcrowding beyond a limited extent than 
adults. As many of them are convalescent, and retained 
until the contagious period is past, they are able to exercise 
and obtain fresh air, except during sleeping hours. In this 
instance the limited crowding has caused a less serious in- 
convenience, the new wards being well constructed to meet 
just such conditions. It is a matter of regret that the 
Hospital has been compelled to reject seven cases of scarlet 
fever during the year, many of them causing exposure of 
other persons to the disease, and thus, to a certain extent, 
endangering the public at large, for want of isolation. 

The creation of a contagious service and the isolation of 
those working there from the rest of the Hospital, in as 
great a degree as possible under the circumstances, has un- 
doubtedly been of great benefit. The complications, how- 
ever, that must necessarily arise, as the wards are now 
situated, are constant and vexing. These cannot be com- 
pletely removed under the present conditions. As we said 
last year, “the city will not do its whole duty until it shall 
provide a hospital for the treatment of these diseases apart 
from the rest of the Hospital, and strictly isolated. The 
death-rate from these diseases will remain inexcusably high 
in comparison with other large communities, especially 
abroad, until our community shall better appreciate what is 
done elsewhere, better comprehend the dangers of contact, 
and until the city is able and willing to pay for the best 
means and methods. During a period of thirty years, end- 
ing with 1888, nearly 30,000 persons have died of diphtheria 
in this State, and 26, 000 of scarlet fever — both preventable 


diseases.” 


The out-patient departments have done most excellent work 
during the year. The new out-patient building, now used for 
the second year, in the excellence of its arrangements, and in 
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the benefits and comforts so long wanted under the old con- 
ditions, has proved all that was predicted of it for the staff, 
attendants, and patients. 

The surgical out-patient department was, in June, re- 
moved to the reconstructed building, formerly known as the 
“old lodge.” The accommodations are not what would be 
designed in constructing a new building, unrestricted as to 
situation and form; : but the alterations have been found suf- 
ficient in space, convenient in arrangement, affording good 
opportunities for the work. 

The entrance has been changed so as to open upon the Hos- 
pital grounds. The waiting-room has a seating capacity for 
200 persons. This opens into the surgeons’ consulting-r oom, 
adjoining which are two examining-rooms. There are two 
dressing-rooms for ordinary cases, and private examining 
and dressing rooms for both men and women. ‘The base- 
ment has been altered in its arrangement by the construction 
of outside areas, so as to admit air and light. ‘This affords 
conveniences for plaster dressings, bath-rooms, and two 
other rooms that may be used for a variety of purposes. 
Good ventilation, plenty of light and space, water-closets in 
abundance, and heating by indirect radiation, all assist in 
giving good conditions for the work. The number of 
patients “during the thirteen months has increased to 15,560, 
and the number of visits to 95,375. 


The medical library building was occupied in March. 
During the year the medical books, somewhat scattered in 
various parts of the Hospital, were collected, placed upon 
the shelves, and classified. The library had 1,932  vol- 
umes, many of them books of value. During the year 392 
volumes anda much larger number of pamphlets, medical 
journals, etc., have been added. The monographs upon 
professional subjects, pamphlets, and official reports are 
gradually being .classified, and before the end of another 
year the library will show a considerable increase, and be in 
a condition to be more readily consulted on any subject 
within its scope. The library-room has proved to be a most 
comfortable and convenient place in which to hold staff and 
committee meetings, and also for the examination of house 
officers, nurses, and other kindred purposes. This room 
supplies a want long existing, and during the short time it 
has been occupied, has justified the claims upon which its 
necessity was based. 

The clinical records are now safely and systematically 
arranged, with every convenience for consultation and study. 
A card catalogue is being made of the 106,000 cases on 
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record in these files, and when finished will prove a means of 

valuable research in clinical medicine and surgery. The 
other rooms are well adapted for the purposes for which they 
were intended, and the whole building has proved of great 
utility and comfort. 


A large amount of plumbing was done in the administra- 
tion building, which completes the repairs which have been 
in progress there for three years. The executive offices 
had proved inadequate for the growing business. By re- 
moving the officers’ dining-room to the library building, the 
old dining- -room was converted into a reception-room, with 
toilet-rooms for visitors. The large reception-room was 
changed into the main executive office of the Hospital. The 
executive officers have now convenient and well-arranged 
appointments for doing the large amount of work daily ‘de- 
manding prompt and efficient action. The small office adjoin- 
ing the ‘Superintendent’s office, formerly a business office, has 
been utilized as an office for clerks. 

The construction of a new entrance to the grounds made it 
necessarv to close the old gateways, complete the iron fence 
on the front boundaries of the grounds, and change the 
grading. Four hundred and forty-five feet of high brick wall 
has been constructed on East Concord street, in accordance 
with the plan begun last year. The coal-scales at the 
Albany-street entrance, worn out by long use, were entirely 
rebuilt. The work of the carpenters, painters , and plumbers 
has been distributed about the premises in such ways as to 
keep the buildings in good preservation and repair. The 
renewal of much roofing and worn-out gutters, improvement 
in old drains, and various similar details constantly requiring 

attention in so large a group of buildings, have demanded 
considerable labor and money. 


The Convalescent Home is one of the best advances made 
‘during the past year. At the beginning of the year it had 
been occupied only for one month. Since that time con- 
valescent patients have been transferred there, as follows:

It is to be regretted that while the capacity of the Home 
is thirty-four beds, they have at times not been full. Many 
Hospital patients do not realize the physical gain to be derived 
from a short stay in a convalescent home during the conva- 
lescence following acute illness, but think if they are consid- 
ered fit to be discharged from the Hospital, they are sufficiently 
recovered to go to their own homes. Being mostly from the 
wage-earning class, they are anxious to resume their own 
support, or that of others dependent upon them. 

Those who have received the benefits of the Home, in 
nearly every instance, have been much improved, and have 
gratefully expressed their thanks for its privileges and home 
comforts. Florence Nightingale said “A convalescent home 
should be everything that a hospital is not.” Daily life here 
offers many diversions and attractions impracticable in hospi- 
tal wards or boundaries. The elevated site, the pleasant 
country view, and the fresh breezes in the midst of a wooded 
park, are most grateful to those accustomed to a city en- 
vironment. The entire change from a sick ward into these 
home-like conditions, and the liberal and nourishing diet, tend 
to speedily put the patient into a healthy condition. During 
the year the patients have made an average gain of five 
pounds for each patient. This temporary stay is a happy 
outing between the depressing atmosphere of a sick-room, 
and the full work of everyday life. 

Much work has been necessary to put the erounds in 
better order, for little had been done by the previous owners 
for many years. The grounds were ploughed, graded, and 
erubbed. They were further improved by top dressing and 
sowing with lawn grass. The full-grown trees, of which 
there are many fine ones on the grounds, were trimmed, a 
large number of specimen trees and groups of shrubbery 
added, and all was done within our means to place the 
premises ina state of permanent improvement. One sea- 
son’s work has rendered the grounds one of the finest in the 
neighborhood, and has made a most attractive park to be 
enjoyed by the patients, as well as by those passing on the 
avenue. When the city shall have raised the avenue, and a 
new wall shall have been constructed, it will give a more 
finished appearance to the estate. 

The Home has been a special gratification during convales- 
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cence to the Hospital nurses who have had the misfortune 
to be ill. Nurses for whom a few days’ rest or an outing 
has been thought judicious have found this a quick restora- 
tive to their energies. A special room has been furnished 
for their use, and from no class of occupants have the 
expressions of gratitude been more genuine than from them. 
The beneficence of this means of recuperation for nurses was 
underestimated when the Home was organized. 


The Training School for Nurses has finished its fourteenth 
year. The changes in the school have been as follows :

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The school has graduated during the period of this report 
(13 months) 84 nurses, and since the foundation of the 
school, 276 nurses. The superintendent of nurses and her 
assistants have given 228 class recitations in the text-books, 
and 140 classes in massage. There have been 28 classes in 
cooking at the kitchen of the nurses’ home. 

The course of instruction to be found on p. 138, and the 
distribution of studies on p. 139, have been closely followed 
in the various classes. Notwithstanding the large number in 
the nursing force, and the liberal proportion of ward service 
to patients, there have been times when both instructors and 
nurses have found that the prescribed course is all that can 
be accomplished in the time at their command. Additional 
facilities for study have been provided by models and books 
on nursing, and other subjects. The library of text-books 
now numbers 298 and the general library at the Nurses’ 
Home 571 volumes. 

Each year the number of patients and the seriousness 
of the cases constantly increase. This demands that either 
the nursing service must be proportionately increased, 
the character of the work must deteriorate. There has been 
an increase of six additional nurses. Two extra nurses 
have been added to the night service, one in charge of the 
operating-room, and three others fii the various wards. 
The force of 86 nurses now on duty, together with an in- 
creased force of male nurses and ward-maids, average one 
to every three and a half patients, which is a liberal ratio 
for a general hospital. 

The strain upon the ward force during the recent epidemic 
of influenza was great. The nurses themselves were ill from 
influenza and various other illnesses, to an unusual extent. 
We much regret to chronicle the death of three nurses: one 
graduate head nurse died from pleurisy, after a very brief 
but severe illness. She was a woman most highly respected, 
both for her ability as a nurse and a teacher, as well as for 
her Christian and high personal character. The others were 
junior assistants who had been in the Hospital only a few 
months. One died after an illness of four days, from diph- 
theria and scarlet fever, contracted while in attendance upon 
a patient suffering from these diseases; the other from 
double pneumonia following influenza. During their brief 
residence they showed themselves to be women capable of 
making superior nurses. and were much beloved by their 
companions. 

There are no large hospitals with training school which 
afford nurses such unusual opportunities for study and train- 
ing in the care of contagious cases. Nurses, as well as house 
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officers, obtain a most valuable experience, under the best of 
conditions, and a training that the large majority of hospital 
workers are unable to obtain elsewhere. 

The nurses of the training school are entitled to the 
highest credit and praise, not only for the constant good 
work of nearly all, but for the ready and efficient response 
in times of stress which may come to any hospital. It is a 
pleasure to record that so many carry the same zeal into 
their private nursing after leaving the Hospital, as is attested 
by the many favorable reports that come back to the Hos- 
pital. 

Experience has shown, that on leaving the Hospital, 
graduates who remain in this vicinity become involved in 
hospital, private, or district nursing. After a time old ties 
are lessened by their companions likewise leaving, and they 
do not keep in touch with recent events at the Hospital, or 
with the new methods of treatment and work that are con- 
stantly being developed. To meet this want, and to bring 
graduates in closer relations with their own school, a Nurses’ 
Club has been organized. As stated in its constitution, the 
aim of the club is “for the encouragement and advancement 
of the various interests of the graduate nurses and pupils 
of the training school. The objects of the club shall be to 
give a wider intelligence i in the practice and ethics of nurs- 
ing; a better knowledge of the three departments of hospital, 
private, and district nursing; the stimulus that results from 
interchange of opinion and experience; the promotion of 
social acquaintance ; and an esprit du corps between past and 
present members of the school.” The club meets on a fixed 
evening each month at the Nurses’ Home. Short papers on 
various subjects relating to nursing, giving expression of 
views, experiences and suggestions, are read by members of 
the club, followed by discussion. It is expected that occa- 
sional lectures will be given by the Hospital staff and others, 
on recent progress in medical sciences, for the special benefit 
of graduate members. It is intended soon to organize a 
book club, by which publications relating to nursing and 
allied interests may be circulated among the members, in the 

same way as doctors have their medical book clubs. 

The club has been joined by nearly all the graduates in 
this vicinity, who are able to be present. Much mutual 
good is expected, not only for the school, its pupils and 
graduates, but for the elevation of the service of the Hos- 
pital, and of general nursing. 


At no time has the Hospital proved its great usefulness 


more than during the past year. The previous pages indi- 
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cate the nature and extent of the work done. This has been 
accomplished only by much diligence on the part of all, and 
I am indebted to the heads of departments and my executive 
assistants for the hearty codperation and helpful support in 
bringing about these results. The house officers, subordi- 
nate officers, nurses, and employees have taken their part in 
the work, and are entitled to a share in whatever of praise 
may be accorded to the success of the year. 

My thanks are due to the gentlemen of the medical and 
surgical staff for their codperation and help. Their assist- 
ance is appreciated at all times. 

In presenting this, my thirteenth annual report, I desire 
to express in the largest degree to the Trustees my renewed 
obligation for their favor and support.

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BEQUESTS. 


Goopnow Funp. — EtisHa Goopnow, of South Boston, 
who died in the year 1851, and whose will is dated July 12, 
1849, bequeathed to the city “all the rest and residue of my — 
estate, real and personal, not otherwise disposed of,” for the 
purpose of establishing, in the Eleventh or Twelfth Wards 
of the city, a hospital for the sick; one-half of said funds to 
be applied for the establishment and maintenance of free 
beds, which should always be at the disposal and under the 
control of the officers of the government of said hospital 
for the time being. Under this will the city came into pos- 
session of certain real estate situated on Cross street, which 
has been disposed of, and has produced the sum of $16,500, 
which has been invested in city of Boston six per cent. 
stock. Also a lot of land on Third street, South Boston, 
containing 6,683) feet, which was disposed of in 1867 for 
$4,623.25, of which $4,000 has been invested in city of 
Boston five per cent. stock, and the balance ($623.25) re- 
mained in the city treasury at interest until it amounted to 
$1,000, and was invested in a city of Boston six per cent. 
currency note. The $10,000 deposited by the executors 
of Mr. Goodnow, June 22, 1852, with the Massachusetts 
Hospital Life Insurance Company, the interest upon which 
is to be paid to the widow, will, upon her decease, be dis- 
tributed as follows : 

$500 to the Penitent Females’ Refuge. 

$5,000 to city of Boston: income to be expended for the 
relief of sick and infirm persons. 

$4,500 to be added to the fund heretofore provided for 
the support of free beds in the City Hospital. 

NicHoLts Funp. — Lawrence Nicuors, who died in Sep- 
tember, 1862, made the following bequest to the city: “I 
give to the city of Boston, towards the establishment and 
endowment of a city hospital, in case such hospital shall 
have been established at the time of my decease, the sum 
of one thousand dollars,” and in case such hospital should 
not have been established by the city at the time of his de- 
cease, he directed the same amount to be deposited with the 
Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, and suf- 
fered to accumulate, by the addition of interest, until such a 
hospital should be established. 
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The executor of the will, Wm. Perkins, Esq., has paid 
into the treasury nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars and | 
twenty-five cents ($937.25), being the amount devised, less 
the internal revenue tax on the same, and $530.50 as one 
of the “restduary legatees in the United States,” from the 
surplus remaining undisposed of. The $937.25, with the 
accumulated interest thereon, has been invested in a certifi- 
cate of city stock for $1,000. The balance ($530.50) re- 
mained at interest until it amounted to $1,000, and was 
invested in a city of Boston six per cent. currency note. 

Norcross Funp. — 1868, January 1. The Trustees re- 
ceived the sum of two thousand dollars from Hon. Oris 
Norcross, as the foundation of a fund for the benefit of 
patients leaving the Hospital poor and destitute of proper 
clothing. The principal sum is invested in a city of Boston 
interest-bearing note, to be deposited with the City Auditor, 
the interest of which is to be collected annually, or oftener, 
and paid over to the President of the Board of Trustees, for 
the time being, of the City Hospital, to be by him expended 
at his discretion for the benefit and temporary assistance of 
those patients who are in his judgment deserving, and who 
are destitute of proper clothing in which to leave the Hos- 
pital, and have no means of procuring it.

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HOUSE RULES. 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, DISCHARGES, AND GOVERN— 
MENT OF PATIENTS; ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


House RULES. 


All employés shall be in their respective places during the 
hours of duty. 

The doors and gates of the Hospital will be closed at 10 
o’clock P.M., at which time all inmates shall be quiet, and 
all not on duty shall be in their rooms. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the Hospital 
between the hours of 10 P.M. and 7.30 A.M. | 

No employés shall be absent from the Hospital, except as 
permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine, and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by a physician 
or surgeon. 

All profane and obscene language, loud talking, and in- 
civility are prohibited. 

All employés shall observe such further rules and direc- 
tions for their conduct as may from time to time be estab- 
lished. 

ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, between 
9 and 12 o’clock A.M. 

Whenever able, the patient shall apply in person. When 
not able to apply in person, on application made by a friend 
the patient may be visited at his residence. 

Any Trustee, or either of the physicians or surgeons in 
attendance, may, in case of emergency, send a patient in the 
first instance to the Hospital by written permit. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Permits for admission shall be subject to the approval of 
the Visiting Committee, and the committee shall, except as 
above, have power at any time to require the Superintendent 
to report to them the names of applicants before admitting 
them, and may dismiss any patient whom they think im- 
properly admitted, or change the terms of admission. 
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Patients may be admitted by the Trustees to the privileges 
of the Hospital at such rates of board as the Trustees may, 
from time to time, determine, payment for such board being 
secured by the friends of the patients or by the authorities 
of the city or town to which the patients belong. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the Trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or part of 
the board shall be paid. If separate apartments or articles 
not usually furnished at the Hospital are provided, such 
payment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism 
shall be admitted except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms 
which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent as 
before provided. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the physi- 
cians or surgeons shall be provided with a certificate, stating 
their condition at the time of discharge, whether cured, 
relieved, or not relieved, which certificate shall be signed by 
the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the approval of the Superintendent, a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any person assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. 

In case of the decease of a patient the Superintendent 
shall sign the death certificate. He shall also state the time 
and cause of death, the disposition made of the body, 
whether delivered to friends or buried from the Hospital, in 
which latter case he shall mention the place of interment. 

The body of any person dying at the Hospital shall not be 
delivered without a written receipt from the parties taking 
the same. 

GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
Hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visits of the physicians and surgeons, between 2 and 3 
o’clock on visiting days, and always by 7.30 o’clock P.M., 
unless specially excused by the Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able, shall assist in nursing, and in 
such other services as may be reasonably required of them. 
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No patient shall leave the Hospital grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor his ward, without the consent 
of the nurse in his charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for 
him, any article of food whatsoever, nor any other article, 
without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking, and incivility 
are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of any particalar 
religious rite shall be indulged when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the Su- 
perintendent or Visiting Committee, and when reasonable 
shall be by them reported to the Trustees. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises, except on 
business, or at such time as may be fixed for the reception 
of visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or 
of some one of the Trustees. 

On Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday of each 
week, from 2 to 3 o’clock P.M., friends may be permitted to 
visit patients, though no patient shall receive more than two 
visitors on the same day. In all cases, however, the Trustees 
or Superintendent may exercise discretionary powers as to 
excluding or admitting visitors. 

Patients who are considered dangerously ill are permitted 
to see friends in reasonable numbers, and at reasonable 
hours during the day, but friends visiting such patients 
should not remain later than 8 o’clock P.M., and are not 
permitted to remain all night unless it seems probable that 
such patients will not live through the night. 

All visitors shall leave the Hospital when the bell rings at 
the expiration of the visiting hour. 

' No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission from the Superintendent or 
one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to a patient shall be left with the Superin- 
tendent. 
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RULES OF THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of the Boston City Hospital located at 
No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near Milton Lower Mills in 
Dorchester, shall be known as the Convalescent Home, and 
shall receive such patients recovering from acute diseases as 
shall be transferred to it from the main Hospital for treatinent 
during convalescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the Trustees, have the control and management 
of the Convalescent Home, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the appr oval 
of the Trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, under their 
direction, such further assistants as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct and service of the Home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the Home, and the con- 
trol of all nurses and other employés and patients. She 
shall reside at the Home. 


ADMISSION AND DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be transferred from the Hospital to the 
Convalescent Home by the Superintendent, subject to the 
direction of the Trustees, on recommendation of the Visiting 
Staff or otherwise; and the Superintendent shall keep a 
record of all patients so transferred. When patients are so 
transferred they shall be considered as discharged from the 
Hospital. Payment of their board shall be required, the 
same as of patients at the Hospital, but separate apartments 
shall not be furnished at the Home. No person whose case 
is judged to be incurable shall be admitted to the Home. 

Patients shall not be allowed to remain at the Home for a 
longer period than two weeks, except on recommendation of 
the physicians, or for special cause approved in writing by 
the Superintendent. All patients remaining beyond the 
period of four weeks shall be forthwith reported to the 
Visiting Committee, and to the Trustees at their subsequent 
regular meeting. 

Patients when discharged shall be provided with a certifi- 
cate, stating the date of admission and discharge, and their 
condition when leaving the Home. 
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GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all rules established for 
the government of the Home. 

Patients shall rise at 7 o’clock in winter, and at 6.30 in 
the summer. Breakfast shall be served at 7.30 o’clock in 
the winter, and at 7 o’clock in the summer; dinner at 12 
o’clock, and supper at 5.30 o’clock. Patients shall retire at 
8 o’clock during the winter, and at 8.30 o’clock during the 
summer, and shall be quiet during night hours. 

Such patients as are, in the opinion of the Matron, able, 
‘shall assist in light domestic work, and perform such other 
services as may be reasonably required of them, subject to 
the approval of the Superintendent or physicians. 

No patient shall leave the house without permission, nor 
shall depart from the grounds of the Home without a pass 
from the Matron. 

No patients shall purchase, or cause to be purchased 
for themselves, any article of food whatsoever, nor any 
other article, without the consent of the Superintendent or 
Matron. 

Patients shall not talk to one another of their ailments. 

Improper language, loud talking, and incivility are pro- 
‘hibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
‘tion, and any wish for the performance of a particular 
religious rite shall be indulged when practicable. 

‘Complaints, from whatever cause, may be made to the 
Matron, the Superintendent, or Visiting Committee, and if 
of sufficient importance shall be reported to the Trustees. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients on week-days, 
between three and four o’clock in the afternoon. In all 
cases the Trustees, Superintendent, and Matron may exer- 
cise discretionary powers as to excluding or admitting 
visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the Home and grounds at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of the Home 
or grounds other than the reception-room, except by per- 
mission from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient, unless by permission of the Matron.

ERAININGRS@ nO OE POR NURSES: 


The Trustees of the Boston City Hospital, in 1878, es- 
tablished a Training School for Nurses, in order to give to 
women desirous of becoming professional nurses a system- 
atic course of training and practice. 

The course requires two years, and includes general med- 
ical and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, aural, 
and gynecological nursing, and also the nursing of conta- 
gious diseases. Maternity nursing is theoretically taught, 
but there are no lying-in wards connected with the Hospi- 
tal. Those wishing to receive such a course of instruction 
should apply to the Superintendent of the Boston City 
Hospital. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
three to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, 
and should send with their application a certificate from a 
physician, certifying to the fact. They should also send a 
brief personal history, and give the names and addresses of 
three responsible persons, not of their own kin, who know of 
their good character and capabilities. Upon the recommen- 
dation of the Superintendent and the approval of the Trus- 
tees, they will be received for two months on probation. 
The fitness of candidates for the training and work, and the 
propriety of retaining or dismissing them, will be determined 
by the authorities in charge of the ‘school, under the direction 
of the Trustees. 

At the end of the first month, candidates, if considered 

satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and enter upon 
the regular course of training; but such candidates are not 
permitted to join the school formally until the end of the 
second month, when, if accepted, they sign an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years, and to conform 
to all rules. At the end of the first six months the record 
and work of each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her 
fitness to make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by the 
authorities of the Hospital to terminate then, or any time, 
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the connection of any pupil or nurse with the school, for in- 
efficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or 
for any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

During the first two months pupils are called Probation- 
ers; for the remainder of the first year, Junior Nurses ; and 
during the second year, Senior Nurses. Nurses who remain 
in the Hospital after graduation become Head Nurses. 

The nurses in the Training School (including Probation- 
ers) reside at the Nurses’ Home connected with the Hospital, 
which was specially built for this purpose, and has rooms for 
sixty-seven nurses. The house affords home-like surround- 
ings, and has the best of conditions necessary to good. health 
and personal hygiene. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge of 
the Training School, under the authority of the Superintend- 
ent of the Hospital and of the Trustees, and the nurses are 
subject to the rules of the Hospital, like any other service. 

All nurses are required to be sober, honest, truthful, trust- 
worthy, punctual, quiet, orderly, cleanly, neat, patient, 
kind, and cheerful. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, ete. ; giving baths, keeping patients 
warm or cool, prevention and dressing of bed-sores, and 
proper management of the patient under various conditions, 
with different diseases or injuries ; the making and applying 
of bandages and rollers, preparation of splints, application 
and management of surgical apparatus ; applying of fomen- 
tations and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers, and 
wounds, and other minor dressings, cupping, leeching, and 
subsequent treatment; the administering of enemas and use 
of the female catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emergencies 
occurring in hospital and private nursing, as well as in the 
accidents of ordinary life. They are also given lessons in 
elementary massage and the application of friction to the 
body and limbs in the best method. There is a systematic 
course of training in cookery for the sick, the serving of food 
and delicacies in the proper manner, and the feeding of help- 
less patients, or those who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick-rooms 
in a proper manner, and the proper care of sick-rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping ae 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected ; 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, res- 
piration, expectorations, the secretions, state of the skin and 
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eruptions ; of mental condition as to delirium, stupor, shock, 
etc. ; of the condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet 
or of stimulants and medicines ; the behavior of wounds, and 
the after-treatment in surgical operations; and in the man- 
aging of convalescents. Nurses are taught the administering 
of medicines and the application of external remedies, how 
to takes notes on cases, the making up of the nurse’s record, 
and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The course of training includes a fixed course of instruc- 
tion during the two years from manuals and text-books, 
mainly given by the Superintendent of Nurses, the Assistant 
Superintendent of Nurses, and graduate head nurses. Lect- 
ures and demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, are 
given at stated times by the medical and surgical staff of the 
Hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text-books, 
lectures, demonstrations, quizzes, and models, is considerable, 
the main reliance is upon accurate daily drill in the wards, 
operating-rooms, and other departments of the Hospital. 
Examinations, both written and oral, are held from time to 
time by the authorities of the school and by the Hospital 
staff, and nurses cannot pass to graduation unless attaining, 
on critical marking, at least seventy per cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the wards, 
operating-rooms, and out-patient departments of the Hospi- 

tal. They are given six months’ training in medical wards, 
and six months’ in surgical wards ; the remainder of the time 
to be in such wards or departments as the management may 
appoint. 

Probationers are not paid during their first month, but for 
the remaining months of the junior year they receive ten 
dollars ($10) per month, and for the senior year, fourteen 
dollars ($14) per month, to pay for the expenses of their 
uniform, personal clothing, and other minor requirements. 
This sum is in no wise intended as wages, it being consid- 
ered that their education during this time is a full equivalent 
for their services. When the full term of two years is com- 
pleted the nurses receive, if they pass all the examinations 
and are otherwise satisfactory, a diploma certifying to the 
regular course of training and practice, and are then per- 
mitted to wear the graduates’ badge of the school. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, but 
some are invited to remain in the service of the Hospital as 
head nurses, and receive twenty dollars ($20) per month for 
the first year, and after that time twenty-five dollars ($25) 
per month, with further opportunities of promotion. Such 
graduate head nurses as prefer to remain in hospital-work 
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are given post-graduate instructions in ward management, 
hospital house-keeping, and minor administration. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candidates 
may enter at any time as vacancies occur. They are, as a 
rule, received in the order of acceptance, but those desiring 
to enter with less delay can generally anticipate a fixed date 
by placing themselves on the emergency list. When coming 
to the Hospital they should bring with them the following 
articles: Two or three gingham or calico dresses, made 
plainly ; six large white aprons, made of bleached cotton, 
with bibs, plain at the top and gathered slightly at the 
bottom; two bags for soiled clothes; one pair of scissors, 
a pin-ball, and a napkin-ring ; a good supply of plain under- 
clothing — every article to be ‘distinctly marked with the 
owner’s name. ‘Twenty-one pieces are allowed for the laun- 
dry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer-garments for all kinds of 
weather, and they are required to wear broad-toed and flat- 
heeled boots. If the teeth are out of order in any way, they 
must receive attention before coming for the probationary 
month. Nurses are required to wear the training-school uni- 
form after they join the school. Material for dresses will be 
sold at cost price; caps are furnished free of charge. 

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 A.M. to 8 P.M. ; : 
for night nurses from 8 P.M.to 7 A.M. No nurse is required 
to do both day and night duty on the same day, except in 
rare emergencies. Each nurse on day duty is allowed one 
hour after 2 o’clock P.M., for rest and recreation, one-half 
day after 2 P.M. each week, and four hours on Sunday. 
Two weeks’ vacation is allowed each year. If nurses are 
sick they are cared for in the Hospital, but wages are 
stopped. Nurses on night duty are required to be in bed 
until 4 P.M. Nurses may be called upon for four months’ 
night duty during the two years’ training, besides “ special 
cases” to a limited number.

Str: In compliance with the provisions of Section 22 of 
Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1890, I hereby pre- 
sent a statement of the operations of the department com- 
mencing Jan. 1, 1891, and ending Jan. 31, 1892. 

In reference to the work performed during the past year, 
it will be seen by the following tables that there has been 
no decrease, and that the department has performed no 
superficial work, but has made its records in detail. The 
value of a record is measured by its worth as a reference, 
and that the records of the department have value, is at- 
tested by the demands made upon it for said records. 

Both public and private interests have access to them, and 
they have become essential factors of value to those using 
them. 

I do not deem it necessary to more than call your atten- 
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tion to the recommendations of the department, relating to 
amendments of the “Building Law,” contained in its last 
annual report. Building construction is being widely con- 
sidered, and by the most eminent minds of our several cities, 
and the outcome, though perhaps slower than is desirable, 
will more than pay for the delay. The result, I confidently 
expect, will be of benefit to our city, as well as to our 
country.. The advantage thus far derived is shown in a 
spirit for rendering the city more secure from and against 
fire by improved constr uction, which has taken root with our 
capitalists, and grown in a firm and steady manner. 

It is less difficult to improve our law by amending a por- 
tion of it ata time, than to make a radical revision Obst, 
even though every amendment suggested is a decided im- 
provement over the existing law. With this in view, the 
department deems it unwise, at this time, to make addi- 
tional recommendations to those above referred.

INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS. 3 


DUTIES OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


Under the provisions of the statutes relating to buildings 
in the city of Boston, and under the provisions of the city 
ordinances relating to buildings, the department has super- 
vision over the following matters : 


The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under statute 
provisions, throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimen- 
sions and range, outside of the building limits, under 
the provisions of the city ordinances. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs on all classes of build- 
ings, with especial reference to their compliance with 
the present requirements of the building law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full 
power to require the securing or removal of the same, 
and, in case of immediate danger, where the security of 
the public is imperilled in life and limb, authority to 
enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the exi- 
gencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the In- 
Spector, may require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, 
with authority to enter upon the premises and investi- 
gate the origin thereof. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe 
flues and heating-apparatus. 

The supervision and the protection of the building limits, the 
district in which the erection of independent wooden 
buildings is prohibited by statute law, with certain limi- 
tations as to wharves, market buildings, and elevators 
for grain and coal. 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to 
issue permits for wooden and frame sheds for special 
purposes, within the building limits of the city. 

The examination for approval of. “plans and specifications of 
all proposed buildings. 

The examination for the approval of plans of proposed tene- 
ment-houses, public and family hotels, with especial 
reference to their compliance with special statute provis- 
ions, regulating area for light and ventilation, material, 
and construction of water-closets, drainage, cesspools, 
height of habitable rooms, window-openings, hallways, 
construction of stairways, fire-escapes, and the height 
of the buildings as regulated by the width of the, aieeed

upon which they are proposed to be erected. 
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The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire-es- 
capes upon certain buildings in which operatives are 
employed in factories, mills, or manufactories, tene- 
ment-houses, and hotels, ete. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the 
Act relating to the Inspection and Construction of Build- 
ings in the City of Boston, in buildings used for public 
purposes, to regulate the entrances, doorways, passage- 
ways; their width, construction, and number, and ob- 
structions that may be placed therein; the arrangement 
of the seatings, and the use of combustible materials, 
draperies, scenery, properties, etc. 

The inspection of all hoistways and elevators in buildings, 
with reference to their construction and use in conform- 
ity with the requirements of the Public Statutes, au- 
thority being invested in the Inspector of Buildings to 
prohibit their use if unsafe, or dangerous or not conform- 
ing to the requirements of law, a notice of said action to 
be placarded on the door or entrance of cab or car. 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and boilers. 

The building of furnaces for melting iron, glass, or other 
metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, etc.

The setting of heating-apparatus in all classes of buildings. 


The examination of the grade of cellar-bottoms of buildings 
built upon filled land; reporting violations of the same 
to the Board of Aldermen. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied in 
whole or in part as dwellings, situated within the build- 
ing limits of the city. 

Buildings authorized by the Board of Health to be used for 
stables are licensed to be occupied for this purpose, 
under the direction of the Inspector of Buildings. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to regulate 
the number of watchmen, red lights, gongs, ete , and to 
require any further provisions he may deem necessary 
for the protection of life in hotels, boarding and lodging 
houses, 

Examination for aan of the construction of bay- windows 
and other projections over or into the highway, for 
which the Board of Aldermen may grant licenses. 

The examination of buildings with reference to their being 
provided with ample and sufficient means of egress, and 
their compliance with statute requirements, upon peti- 
tion for license to occupy the same as a place of public 
amusement. 
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Examination of private signs, lanterns, druggists’ mortars, 
etc., located in the public highways, upon a petition to 
the Board of Aldermen to maintain the same if secured 
satisfactory to the Inspector of Buildings. 

Authority to apply to any court in equity for an injunc- 
tion restraining the erection or alteration of a build- 
ing which does not conform to the requirement of law, 
and the construction of windows, steps, and porches, 
etc., projecting into or over any public highway, with- 
out a license from the Board of Aldermen. 

The inspection of all steam-boilers, so that the facts and 
return relative to them, required to be made, may be 
returned to the Tax Commissioners. 

The projection of electric, gas, and oil lights throughout the 
entire city. 

The construction, management, and inspection of hoistways 
and elevators throughout the entire city. 

The regulation of plumbing. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, on com- 
plaint of any officer empowered to serve criminal pro- 
cess, to enter and inspect any building which is believed 
to be resorted to for gaming purposes, and to cause any 
obstructions of unusual strength to be removed. 

The examination of buildings, to see that they conform to the 
requirements of Chapter 426 of 1888. 

To notify owners what changes are necessary to conform to 
said act. 

To issue certificates when buildings conform to said act. 

To revoke certificates when buildings have been changed 
from their conditions at time of granting said certificates. 

The enforcement of the statutes requiring lodging-rooms in 
hotels.to be provided with a knotted rope or other 
better appliance for use as a fire-escape. 

The annual examination of every room in every hotel, in 
May, to ascertain if the law is complied with, and 
report same to Chief of District Police.

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ELEVATOR AND HOISTWAY ACCIDENT RECORD. 


Jan. 17, 1891. W. H. Pettes, while ascending on the freight elevator 
at 51 and 53 South Market street, had his hand crushed between the cor- 
ner post of car and the header of floor opening, injuring it severely. 


Feb. 13, 1891. John Corcoran, while at work in the elevator shaft of 
the new Ames Building, fell or was knocked from a beam on which he 
was standing to the bottom of the shaft, a distance of abont fifteen feet. 


Feb. 21,1891. James Crowley received fatal injuries by falling down 
the freight elevator shaft at 613 and 615 Atlantic avenue. He rode up 
on the elevator to the fifth floor; on returning a few moments after 
leaving the elevator, he stepped into the shaft, thinking that the car was 
there, but some one had brought it down to the street floor, and he fell, 
striking on the elevator. 


March 23, 1891. W.H. Blackett was descending on the freight ele- 
vator at 11 and 12 South Market street, when the drum shaft broke, 
allowing the car to descend at overspeed. He was considerably shake 
up, but not seriously injured. 
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April 7, 1891. Wm. Freeman, about 15 years of age, fell or stepped 
from the platform of freight elevator at 250-260 Devonshire street, from 
which he was unloading some goods, and was seriously injured. 


April 13, 1891. James Stevens, about 19 years of age, attempted to get 
on the freight elevator at 49 and 51 Franklin street. while it was ascend- 
ing, and was crushed between the car and header of doorway, and 
received i injuries from which he died shortly after. 


April 24, 1891. Geo. Dering: 14 years of age, while riding on the 
freight elevator at 22 and 24 Edinboro’ street, was crushed to death by 
being caught between the car and header of doorway. 


April 27, 1891. Joseph Wishart was killed by the freight elevator 
falling on him in the rear of 36 Beach street. 


May 21, 1891. D.H. Mitchell, 16 years of age, fell from the third 
floor of building 72 and 74 Franklin street, down the elevator shaft, and 
received a compound fracture of one leg. 


May 23, 1891. H. B. Fisher fell from the first floor of building 210 
State street, to the basement, a distance of seven feet. 


June 2, 1891. John Naven attempted to get on the freight elevator 
while it was in motion at the Boston Cordage Works. and had his foot 
caught between the car and header of doorway, fracturing the small 
bones of same. 


June 18, 1891. John Thompson, while at work at the hoistway, No. 
2 Central wharf, fell from the fourth floor to the first floor. He was re- 
moved to the City Hospital. 


July 16, 1891. Michael McDonough, the regular conductor of the 
passenger elevator at the Hotel Huntington, on Huntington avenue, was 
in some manner killed by the elevator. He was last seen alive riding on 
the top of the car dusting the elevator-way. 


July 19, 1891. John Landers, a boy about 8 years of age, while riding 
in the freight compartment of the passenger elevator at 212 Columbus 
avenue, fell from the car and received fatal injuries. 


July 24, 1891. Geo. F. Fraiser, a boy, while climbing down the 
hoisting-rope of hoistway at 631 Washington str eel received a fracture 
of one arm. 


July 24, 1891. Dennis Murray, age 16, while working at the hoist- 
way at 49 High street, received injuries which required the amputation 
of two fingers. 


Aug. 8, 1891. Dennis H. Collins jumped from the freight elevator at 
103 Richmond street, and injured his nose. 


Aug. 10, 1891. Fred Hoffman, while ascending on the ash-lift at 104 
and 120 Kingston street, had his foot caught between the car and the 
iron stringer which supports the sidewalk, injuring him slightly. 


Aug 18, 1891. Page Taylor, employed by S. 8S. Pierce & Co. at their 
new building, en Central wharf, was riding up on the freight elevator 

nd got caught between the car and the side of elevator-w ay, and re- 
ceived injuries which caused his death the same evening. 
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Aug. 27, 1891. E. A. Murry and L. C. Bishop were riding up on the 
freight elevator in W. L. Lockhart’s building, corner Causeway street 
and Merrimac street, when the hoisting-ropes parted, allowing the 
elevator to descend at overspeed, and giving both men a bad shaking up. 


Sept. 9, 1891. David H. Royal was instantly killed by falling down 
the freight elevator shaft at 104-120 Kingston street. He attempted to 
get on the elevator while it was in motion. 


Sept. 14, 1891. Zallman Bluzinski was climbing down the hoisting- 
rope of hoistway at 75 Essex street, when the rope pulled from its 
fastening, letting him fall a distance of 12 feet, and causing a dislocation 
of one shoulder. 


Sept. 15, 1891. <A. J. Paten while ascending on the freight elevator, 
at 198 and 202 Devonshire street, had his leg caught between the car 
and side of elevator shaft. Hewas removed to the Emergency Hospital. 


Sept. 15, 1891. James Monagle, about 16 years of age, while swing- 
ing on the hoisting-rope at 156-158 Blackstone street, fell and fractured 
one leg. 


Oct. 2, 1891. Samuel Palais, a carpenter, while at work at the door- 
way of elevator shaft, 76 Chauncy street, received a scalp wound by the 
elevator descending and striking his head. 


Oct. 4, 1891. John Stransmore, about 65 years of age, fell down the 
passenger elevator shaft at 200 Columbus avenue, and received injuries 
which caused his death. 


Oct. 6, 1891. P. F. Coney and John Scott fell from the carriage lift, 
at 96 Travers street. They were injured, and were conveyed to the 
Massachusetts General Hospital. 


Oct. 29, 1891. Matthew Riley, about 14 years of age, conductor of 
the passenger elevator at 407 Marlboro’ street, fell down the shaft from 
the fourth floor, and received injuries from which he died shortly after. 


Nov. 4, 1891. Walter Brown, while working at the hoistway at 65 
and 67 Oliver street, lost his balance and fell to the stairway below, in- 
juring him quite seriously. 


Noy. 5, 1891. Patrick Kent was found in an unconscious condition at 
the foot of ash-lift, in Louis Obers’ building, in Winter place. 


Noy. 7, 1891. Michael J. Foley, a boy about 14 years of age, had his 
leg caught between the platform of elevator and one of the guard gates 
while ascending on the freight elevator at 104-120 Kingston street, and 
was injured very badly. 


Nov. 14, 1891. Ira Ramsdell, while leaning over the guard gate at 
the sidewalk entrance to the Jordan, Marsh, & Co. elevator, on Avon 
street, was caught between the descending elevator and gate, and was 
seriously injured. 


Nov. 20, 1891. John Donahoe, while hoisting himself by the whip- 
fall at the Boston Wall-Paper Co. building, on Dorchester avenue, fell 
and fractured one arm. 


Nov. 23, 1891. Charles Lunt was injured by the automatic gate in 
building 523 Washington street. 
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Dec. 3, 1891. Wm. J. Gallagher, age 18, regular conductor of the 
freight elevator in the Pearson Cordage Works, Norfolk avenue, was 
found dead at the bottom of elevator shaft. It is not known how he met 
his death. 


Dec. 9, 1891. J. A. Farrel, employed by Cushing. Olmstead, & Snow, 
at 74 and 78 Summer street, while looking down the freight elevator 
shaft, had his head caught between the descending elevator and the 
automatic guard, and escaped with a flesh wound only. 


Dec. 11, 1891. A teamster from John H. Pray Son’s carpet store 
walked into the passenger elevator shaft of the Hotel Westland, corner 
Westland avenue and Falmouth street, and fell a distance of about 25 
feet. He was removed to City Hospital.

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ANNUAL REPORT

DEPARTMENT FOR THE INSPECTION OF 
MILK AND VINEGAR, 


FOR THE YEAR 1891. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 1, 1892. 


Hon. Natnan Mattruews, Jr., 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str: Ihave the honor to submit the following report of 
the work of the Department for the Inspection of Milk and 
Vinegar for the thirteen months ending January 31, 1892. 

The statutes under which the department acts have refer- 
ence to three articles of food, — milk, oleomargarine, and 
vinegar, — and the work performed may be best reported 
under three headings. 


MILK. 


The principal object of the laws relating to the inspection 
and sale of milk is the prevention of adulteration ; the minor 
requirements as to licensing and registration are merely for 
the purpose of assistance in the accomplishment of the main 
object. All persons who engage in the sale of milk from 
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wagons are required to be licensed by the inspector and 
must place their names, license-numbers, and places of busi- 
ness on the sides of ar wagons, and they are required also 
to report the names of all persons in their employ. Those 
who sell milk from stores are required to register their names 
and places of business. These provisions are of great ser- 
vice in proving the ownership of milk taken for inspection. 
The law recognizes two kinds of milk, that is to say, 
milk in the ordinary acceptation of the term, and skimmed 
milk, and fixes a standard of quality for each. It is unlaw- 
ful to sell milk to which water or any foreign substance has 
been added, or milk coming from diseased cows or from 
cows fed on the refuse of distilleries, or milk not of good 
standard quality, that is to say, milk containing less ‘than 
twelve per cent. of milk solids during May and June, and 
less than thirteen per cent. during the other ten months. 
This standard, which the legislature has fixed, is a very just 
one, and is of the greatest service in restraining and punish- 
ing adulteration, for if a sample of milk falls below the 
standard it is unnecessary to allege in what manner its 
quality has been reduced, or even that its quality has been 
reduced at all, since the cause of poor quality is not mate- 
rial. If the percentage of solid matter is less than the 
statute requirement, no matter whether it is by reason of 
added water or abstraction of cream, the fault of the cow or 
the fault of the feeding, the sale of such milk is unlawful. 
‘The provisions of the law prohibiting the sale of milk from 
diseased cows or that from cows fed on distillery refuse are 
very important, but their enforcement in the cities is of 
course practically impossible except in special cases, for the 
analysis of the milk will not indicate its source or the nature 
of the feed; and even when it is known that a dealer obtains 
milk from sick or improperly fed cows, the difficulty of 
connecting any particular sample would be so great as to 
warrant the refusal of an application fora summons. As il- 
lustrative ot this point the following case may be mentioned : 
Information was received that the milk supplied by a certain 
dealer came from a swill farm some miles from Boston, the 
condition of which was described as so bad that a visit was 
made for the purpose of verification. The description of the 
place was found to have been in no way exaggerated. The 
cows, some of them sick, were crowded into” very narrow 
quarters, and their feed was indescribably filthy. The owner, 
on being notified that prosecution would follow the further 
sale of that milk in Boston, remarked that inasmuch as he 
always bought a few cans of milk on his way to Boston every 


morning, in 1 his s opinion the inspector would find some little 
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difficulty in identifying any given sample as one from his 
own cows. On account of the impossibility of identification, 
and as the milk was always found to yield more than the re- 
quired amount of solid matter, the department was powerless 
to check the sale. 

The clause prohibiting the sale of milk containing foreign 
substances has been of great assistance in preventing and 
punishing the addition of coloring agents and unwholesome 
preservatives. 

The law recognizes “skimmed milk,” and allows its sale 
from cans properly marked, if it contain not less than nine 
and three-tenths per cent. of solids exclusive of fat. Un- 
fortunately this clause does not go sufficiently far, for in 
many cases the provision relating to the marking of the can 
or measure protects a dealer in the exercise of fraud, and 
is in no way of benefit to the purchaser. A person asks, for 
instance, for a quart of milk in a grocery store; the clerk 
takes the pitcher to the refrigerator, pours out a quart of 
skimmed milk from a can which is properly marked, but 
not exposed to view, delivers it to the customer, and takes 
the price of a quart of gocd milk. Under a ruling of the 
Supreme Court, in such a case the seller has violated no 
provision of the milk laws, although he has perpetrated a 
fraud; that is to say, so long as the vessel containing the 
skimmed milk is properly marked, it makes no difference if 
the marking is concealed from view. 

Should the purchaser, on finding the milk not of the 
quality paid for, submit a sample to the inspector and re- 
quest that a complaint be entered in court, the seller could 
secure his release by merely producing the can from which 
the milk was poured. In other ways, also, the skimmed- 
milk law operates to the benefit of the dishonest dealers, 
for the inferior article may be labelled “skimmed milk ” 
while it is in the dealer’s wagon in transit, and delivered 
to families and storekeepers in other vessels, or with the 
labels removed. It also sometimes affords a convenient 
defence for those who do not scruple to perjure themselves 
to avoid conviction and fine. Although the collectors of 
samples invariably make a memorandum of the fact whether 
or nota can is marked “skimmed milk,” it has happened not 
rarely that the defendant, charged with having milk not of 
good standard quality in his possession with intent to sell, 
has produced a can most conspicuously marked, and has 
sworn that he called the collector’s attention to the marking 
at the time the sample was taken. In one case a number of 
witnesses were produced who swore that they were present 
ut the time; but their general appearance, their reputation, 


e 
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and their inability to keep to the same story proved an 
injury to a case which might otherwise have resulted ina 
disagreement of the jury. In another case recently tried, 
the defendant and his clerk swore that at the time the sam- 
ple was taken there was a large sign “skimmed milk” hang- 
ing on the tank in which the milk: was kept, and moreover 
that it had been there eighteen months. A suggestion that 
the sign ought to have been produced in court was met by 
a willingness to produce it, and it was sent for. Unfortu- 
nately for the story of the defendant, however, the letters 
were not very old in appearance and were on the back of a 
piece of cardboard, on the original face of which was the 
printed announcement of an entertainment which had oc- 
curred but a few weeks before. 

For the proper enforcement of the laws, the inspector is 
allowed to employ collectors of samples who have the 
right to enter all wagons and _ places where milk is sold, and 
to take samples for analysis. The manner in which this 
work is performed has been set forth in detail in previous 
reports. 

The law further provides that, if so requested, the collec- 
tor must give to the person from whom the milk is taken a 
sealed portion of the same. This was doubtless intended 
to protect the milkman’s rights, and enable him to have 
an independent analysis made to guard against mistakes 
and incorrect analysis. Many milkmen take these sealed 
samples for the purpose of immediate analysis, some merely 
to get the bottles, some for no reason whatever, and others 
for the purpose of defeating justice. These latter proceed 
in different ways. Some, although they know that com- 
plaint will be instituted, refrain from having the specimen 
analyzed, appear later in court, are found euilty, and appeal 

to the Superior Court. At least. three weeks, and often 
seven or more, must elapse before trial before a jury, and in 
the meantime the sealed samples are kept under conditions 
favorable to decomposition. No analysis is made until just 
before trial, when the specimen is unfit for manipulation or 
analysis. At the trial the chemist called by the defence 
testifies to the figures obtained by him, and states the out- 
side limit of loss possible by decomposition, which, added 
to his figures, enables the defence to argue that at the time 
the sample was taken it was above thestandard. Others have 
been known to tamper with the seal and substitute pure milk 
for the original contents, and then have an analysis made by a 
reputable chemist. Others, taking advantage of the provision 
in the law which excludes all evidence as to the analysis 
when sealed samples have been demanded and _ refused, 
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boldly swear that the demand was made and the sample re- 
fused. In one case the wax was removed and the bottle 
produced in.court to show that it had not been sealed; for- 
tunately for the government, however, the person who had 
removed the wax had neglected the under side of the wire 
which prevents the cork from being forced out, and the evi- 
dence of the preéxistence of the seal was very plain. At one 
time during the year it was very evident that certain indi- 
viduals possessed a counterfeit seal or had the use of one, 
and accordingly a new set, differently inscribed, were 
ordered, and the old seals were taken from the collectors 
. andlocked up. Shortly afterward, at a trial of a case in 
one of the district courts, a chemist of repute testifying for 
the defence stated that the figures obtained by him on analy- 
sis of the sealed sample showed it to have been an excellent 
milk, while the government’s analysis showed that about 
twenty-five per cent. of water had been added. On_ being 
asked to describe the seal, he read from his memoranda the 
wording of the old seals which had not been in use by the 
collectors for about a week before this sample was given. 
In other and more recent cases it is known that the seals 
have been tampered with, but a new system of sealing is 
now being perfected, and it is thought that hereafter the men 
engaged in this tampering will have to adopt some other plan 
of defence. The whole matter of sealed samples is a provis- 
ion of no use to anybody but the worst class of milkmen ; it 
is simply an expensive nuisance which costs the city between 
two hundred and three hundred dollars yearly.

OLEOMARGARINE. 


The laws relating to oleomargarine under which the de- 
partment has acted prior to the last session of the Legisla- 
ture, have dealt chiefly with the manner in which that 
product should be marked when sold, or exposed for sale ; 
and although the inspector and his assistants have had the 
same right to take samples as they have under the milk laws, 
the actual work to be performed has had very little to do 
with the composition of the substance, but almost wholly to 
do with the wrapper or tub containing it. Heretofore it has 
been possible to make fraudulent sales of oleomargarine with- 
out violating any law which it is the duty of this depart- 
ment to enforce. For instance, it has been held by the 
courts to be no offence against the oleomargarine laws to sell 
oleomargarine as creamery butter, and for the price of the 
latter, with the verbal assurance that it is the pure article, 
provided it be delivered in a paper on which the word “ oleo- 
margarine ” or “ butterine” is printed in type of the required 
size. It has also been lawful to expose oleomargarine in 
an opened tub the required markings on which are concealed 
from view. 

The Legislature of 1891 passed two additional laws affecting 
the sale of oleomargarine. The first, Chapter 58, approved 
March 10, forbids the sale, and exposure or possession with 
intent to sell, of “any article, product, or compound made 
wholly or partly out of any fat, oil, or oleaginous substance, 
or compound thereof, not produced from unadulterated milk or 
cream from the same, which shall be in imitation of yellow 
_ butter.” This act was intended, in other words, to prohibit 
the sale of yellow oleomargarine. Another act was passed 
in June, Chapter 412, approved June 11, which provided 
for the establishment of a dairy bureau, and made certain 
prohibitions which have from time to time during the past 
several years been urged by this department. The first 
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section provides a penalty for selling to any person who 
asks for butter “any oleomargarine, butterine, or any sub- 
stance made in imitation of, or semblance of pure butter, 
not made entirely from the milk of cows, with or without 
coloring matter.” The second section requires the placing 
of a “ placard with the word ‘Oleomargarine’ printed thereon 
in plain uncondensed Gothic letters, not less than’ one 
inch long,” on each opened tub containing “ oleomargarine, 
butterine, or any substance made in imitation or semblance 
of pure butter.” Section three provides for the conspicuous 
posting of a eg or sign bearing the words “ Oleomar- 
garine sold here ” “Butterine sold here” in any place 
where Se iccuanniting. butterine, or any other substance 
made in imitation or semblance of pure butter” is sold. 
Section four requires that all wagons used in the sale and 
delivery of “oleomargarine, butterine, or any substance 
made in imitation or semblance of pure butter” shall bear 
a placard on each side with the words “ Licensed to sell oleo- 
margarine” in letters not less than three inches in length. 

In each of the last three sections it will be noticed that 
the sale of “ oleomargarine, butterine, or any other substance 
made in imitation or semblance of pure butter” is impliedly 
recognized as lawful where certain conditions are gomplied 
with, although the act previously passed distinctly prohibited 
its sale. Both acts went into effect on September 1, 1891. 
In spite of this incongruity, which could hardly escape no- 
tice, and of opinions to the effect that Chapter 58 had been 
already repealed by implication by Chapter 412, the inspec- 
tor, believing it to be his duty to enforce the laws as he 
finds them, without attempting to usurp the functions of. the 
Supreme Court by passing on the legal status of new legis- 
lation, proceeded in September to enter complaints against 
some of the principal wholesale and retail dealers. On a 
finding of guilty, the cases were rapidly advanced to the 
Supreme Court, where the unconstitutionality of the law as 
interfering with interstate commerce (the oleomargarine in 
question being the product of other States), and the. question 


> 
of repeal by implication, were argued. The decision is now 


being awaited with great interest by all concerned. 

The provisions of Ch: ipter 412, which is in no way af- 
fected by the above question, were much needed and are 
being enforced. Every store in which oleomargarine is sold 
has been visited several times by the inspector or his agents, 
to see that the signs are conspicuously posted and that the 
opened tubs are properly placarded. Many visits have been 
made by an agent who is not known to the trade, and many 
purchases made for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
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section one of the new law and the old laws are observed. 
Several cases have been entered in court and disposed of, and 
a number are ready for action. 

In the main the provisions of the laws are respected, the 
chief violators of the laws being now, as always, those who 
peddle tea and other groceries from wagons in the thinly 
settled districts. 

Complaints have been entered for violations of the oleo- 
margarine laws, as follows:

VINEGAR. 


The laws relating to vinegar are designed to prevent the 
sale of adulterated vinegar and to prevent the substitution of 
cheap molasses vinegar and other inferior articles for that 
made from pure apple cider. The greater part of what 
fraud there is in the vinegar business is due to the manu- 
facturers and wholesalers of the cheaper grades. ‘There is 
one very large dealer, for instance, who sells to the retail 
trade a cheap molasses vinegar which contains the required 
amount of acidity, and which looks like cider vinegar. To 
this vinegar he has given a name which, being an adjective, 
is naturally supposed by the buyer to have some reference to 
the quality of the article in relation to the standard fixed by 
law. It is not billed as “cider vinegar,” but the average 
dealer who has asked for that kind would not know from 
anything he might read in his bill that he has been furnished 
with a counterfeit article. He finds it out usually for the 
first time after a sample has been taken for inspection. Then 
it is that this wholesaler calls his attention to the wording of 
the bill, which had up to that time deluded him in the belief 
that it meant that the article furnished would be found to 
conform to the standard fixed by statute for cider vinegar. 
And then he is told that he must not sell it as cider vinegar, 
although it is just as’ good, and that when the inspector’s 
agents Teall for samples for inspection he must take care to 
say that he does not sell it as cider vinegar, and that when 
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ee 


purchasers ask for cider vinegar he must say that it is 
vinegar.” In the latter case the purchaser is not likely in 
most instances to be any the wiser. In many cases the re- 
tailer declines to be satisfied with the explanation, and insists 
upon returning the unsold balance. 

As‘a rule, the true cider vinegar in the market is found to 
conform to the requirements of the statutes.

LICENSES. 


The statutes require that all persons selling milk or oleo- 
margarine from wagons shall annually, during the month of 
May, be licensed by the inspector, and shall pay to him, to 
he by him paid over to the treasurer of the city, the sum of 
fifty cents. They further require that all persons engaged in 
the sale of milk or oleomargarine from stores, etc., shall be 
registered in his books, and shall pay the same fee; this fee is 
paid but once by the dealer in milk, and annually by the 
dealer in oleomargarine.

Of the cases in which convictions were obtained, ninety- 
two were appealed to the Superior Court. Twelve of these 
were nol pros’d, five are pending, two were found not guilty, 
and seventy-three resulted in favor of the government.

EQUIPMENT OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The working force of the department now comprises the 
inspector, one clerk, one chemist, three collectors, and a 
special agent whose employment was necessitated by the 
additional legislation passed at the last session of the Legis- 
lature. The entire time of this officer is devoted to work on 
oleomargarine and vinegar, but the duties of the collectors 


are in no way changed. 


EFFECTS OF INSPECTION ON ADULTERATION. 


One can hardly suppose that the time will ever come when 
a certain amount of adulteration of milk and other foods will 
not be practised, even under the most active enforcement of 
the laws. There are, and doubtless always will be, a 
sprinkling of men in the milk business who, while they 
fear the law, will take risks in carrying on a fraudulent 
business. Many of this class seem to be incapable of receiv- 
ing lasting impressions from experience in court, and return 
at once to their unlawful practices. After a time, finding it 
impossible to make habitual adulteration profitable, and ap- 
parently not caring to carry on an honest business, they drop 
out and others take their places. In-very many cases, how- 
ever, one, or if necessary, two appearances in court will pro- 
duce a very great and lasting change. In fact, many of 
those whose milk is uniformly good at the present time are 
men who have been acknowledged adulterators in the past. 
The laws under which the department acts are intended to 
keep adulteration down; and by a fair and reasonably strict 
but not harsh enforcement of them, this is what is accom- 
plished. It may be reasonably claimed that the milk supply 
of Boston is of a high grade of excellence, that the sale of ole- 
omurgarine is generally conducted lawfully, and that the 
quality of the vinegar is constantly improving. This condi- 
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tion of affairs can only be maintained by constant watchful- 
ness and careful enforcement of the laws. Fortunately the 
laws make it incumbent on the dealers to exercise care in 
their dealings, for with the knowledge that they are respon- 
sible for the quality of what they sell and for the actions of 
their agents, they are much more particular than they would 
be if it were necessary to prove guilty knowledge. The milk- 
man is more careful to see that the contractor furnishes a 
pure article; the contractor watches the supply from the 
country; the dealer in oleomargarine instructs his clerks 
and other agents against careleanesshi in making sales; for 
neglect and lack of care are as severely punishable as inten- 
tional adulteration and fraud, 


In the Appendix may be found all of the laws relating 
to milk, oleomargarine, and vinegar, the latest decisions of 
the Supreme Court concerning them, and a digest of the 
more important decisions of previous years.

APPENDIX. 


THE LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


RELATING TO THE 


SALE AND INSPECTION OF MILK. 


[CuarTER 57, Pusiic Sratures. | 


Section 1. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and the 
selectmen of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to 
be inspectors of milk for their respective places, who shall be sworn 
before entering upon the duties of their office. Hach inspector 
shall publish a notice of his appointment for two weeks in a news- 
paper published in his city or town, or, if no newspaper is pub- 
lished therein, he shall post up such notice in two or more public 
places in such city or town. 

Secor. 2. (As amended by WSection 1 of Chapter 318 of the 
Acts of 1886.) Such inspectors shall keep an office, and shall 
record in books kept for the purpose the names and places of busi- 
ness of all persons engaged in the sale of milk within their city or 
town. Said inspectors may, with the approval of the mayor or 
the selectmen, employ suitable persons to act as collectors of sam- 
ples, who shall be sworn before entering upon their duties. Said 
inspectors, or the collectors employed and qualified as aforesaid, 
may enter all places where milk is stored or kept for sale, and all 
carriages used for the conveyance of milk, and the said. inspectors 
or the collectors may take samples for analysis from all such places 
or carriages, and at the same time a portion of each sample so 
taken shall, if the person taking the same be requested so to do, 
be sealed and delivered to the owner or person from whose posses- 
sion the same is taken, and a receipt given therefor to the person 
taking the same. ‘The inspectors shall cause the samples of milk 
so taken to be analyzed or otherwise satisfactorily tested, the 
result of such analysis or test they shall record and preserve as 
evidence. ‘The inspectors shall receive such compensation as the 
mayor or aldermen or selectmen may determine. 

Secor. 3. In all cities and in all towns in which there is an 
inspector of milk, every person who conveys milk in carriages or 
otherwise, for the purpose of selling the same in such city or town, 
shall annually, on the first day of May, or within thirty days there- 
after, be licensed by the inspector or inspectors of milk of such 
city or town to sell milk within the limits thereof, and shall pay 
to such inspector or inspectors fifty cents each to the use of the 
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city or town. ‘The inspector or inspectors shall pay over monthly 
to the treasurer of such city or town all sums collected by him or 
them. Licenses shall be issued only in the names of the owners 
of carriages or other vehicles, and shall, for the purposes of this 
chapter, be conclusive evidence of ownership. No license shall 
be sold, assigned, or transferred. Each license shall record the 
name, residence, place of business, number of carriages or other 
vehicles used, the name and residence of every driver or other per- 
son engaged in carrying or selling said milk, and the number of 
thelicense. Each liceasee shall, before engaging in the sale of milk, 
cause his name, the number of his license, and his place of busi- 
ness to be legibly placed on each outer side of all carriages or 
vehicles used by him in the conveyance and sale of milk, and he 
shall report to the inspector or inspectors any change of driver or 
other person employed by him which may occur during the term of 
his license. Whoever, without being first licensed under the pro- 
visions of this section, sells milk or exposes it for sale from car- 
riages or other vehicles, or has it in his custody or possession with 
intent so to sell, and. whoever violates any of the provisions of this 
section, shall, for a first offence, be punished by fine of not less 
than thirty nor more than one hundred dollars; for a second 
offence, by fine of not less than fifty nor more than three hundred 
dollars ; and for a subsequent offence, by fine of fifty dollars and 
hy imprisonment in the house of correction for not less than thirty 
nor more than sixty days. 

Secor. 4. Every person before selling milk or offering it for 
sale in a store, booth, stand, or market-place, in a city or in a 
town in which an inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such inspector or inspectors, and 
shall pay to him or them fifty cents to the use of such city or town ; 
and whoever neglects so to register shall be punished for each 
offence by fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Sect. 5. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 318 of the 
Acts of 1S86.) Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, 
or as the servant or agent of any other person, sells, exchanges, 
or delivers, or has in his custody or possession with intent to sell 
or exchange, or exposes or offers for sale or exchange, adulterated 
milk, or milk to which water or any foreign substance has been 
added, or milk produced from cows fed on the refuse of distil- 
leries, or from sick or diseased cows, or milk not of good stand- 
ard quality, shall, for a first offence, be punished by fine of not 
less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars; for a second 
offence, by fine of not less than one hundred nor more than three 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the house of correction 
for not less than thirty nor more than sixty days; and for a sub- 
sequent offence, by fine of fifty dollars and by imprisonment in 
the house of correction for not less than sixty nor more than 
ninety days. 

Secr. 6. Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or 
as the servant or agent of any other person, sells, exchanges, or 
delivers, or has in his custody or possession with intent to sell or 
exchange, or exposes or offers for sale as pure milk, any milk 
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from which the cream or a part thereof has been removed, shall be 
punished by the penalties provided in the preceding section. 

Sect. 7. (As amended by Chapter 352, Acts of 1885.) No 
dealer in milk, and no servant or agent of such a dealer, shall sell, 
exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or possession with 
intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, milk from which the cream or 
any part thereof has been removed, unless in a conspicuous place 
atove the centre upon the outside of every vessel, can, or package 
from or in which such milk is sold the words ‘* SKIMMED 
MILK ”’ are distinctly marked in uncondensed Gothic letters not 
less than one inch in length. Whoever violates the provisions of 
this section shall be punished by the penalties provided in section 
five. 

Sect. 8. (As amended by Chapter 810, Acts of 1854.) Any 
inspector of milk, and any servant or agent of an inspector, who 
wilfully connives at or assists in a violation of the provisions of 
this chapter, and whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way inter- 
feres with any inspector of milk, or any servant or agent of an 
inspector in the performance of his duty, shall be punished by fine 
of not less than one hundred nor more than three hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment for not less than thirty nor more than sixty 
days. 

Sect. 9. (As amenrled by Section 2 of Chapter 3818 of the Acts 
of 1886.) In all prosecutions under this chapter, if the milk is 
shown upon analysis to contain more than eighty-seven per cent. 
of watery fluid, or to contain less than thirteen per cent. of milk 
solids, or to contain less than nine.and three-tenths per cent. of 
milk solids exclusive of fat, it shall be deemed for the purpose of 
this act to be not of good standard quality, except during the 
months of May and June, when milk containing less than twelve 
per cent. of milk solids shall be deemed to be not of good standard 
quality. 

Secor. 10. It shall be the duty of every inspector to institute a 
complaint for a violation of any of the provisions of this chapter, 
on the information of any person who lays before him satisfactory 
evidence by which to sustain such complaint. 

Sect. 11. Each inspector shall cause the name and place of 
business of every person convicted of selling adulterated milk, or 
of having the same in his possession with intent to sell, to be 
published in two newspapers in the county in which the offence 
wis committed. 

Secor. 12. (Section 8 of Chapter 552 of the Acts of 1885.) No 
person shall sell, exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or 
possession with intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, skimmed milk 
containing less than nine and three-tenths per cent. of milk solids 
exclusive of fat. Whoever violates the provisions of this section 
shall be punished by the penalties provided in section five of 
chapter fifty-seven of the Public Statutes. 

Sect. 13. (Section 3 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of 1886.) If 
the said inspector or collector, after being so requested, shall re- 
fuse or neglect to seal and deliver to the owner or person from 
whose possession the same is taken, as provided in section two, 
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a portion of the sample taken as aforesaid, no evidence shall be 
received in any court of the results of the analysis or test of 
the same, which may have been recorded and preserved as afore- 
said. 

Secr. 14. (Section 4 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of 1886.) 
Whoever makes, uses, or has in his possession any imitation or 
counterfeit of any seal used by any milk inspector or his agents, 
und whoever changes, or in any manner tampers with, any sample 
taken or sealed as provided in section two, shall be punished by fine 
not exceeding fifty dollars, or by imprisonment in the house of 
correction not exceeding ninety days.

[Sections 17, 18, 19, 20, anp 21 or CuHap. 56 or THE PuBLIC 
STATUTES, AS AMENDED BY CHapP. 810 oF THE AcTs oF 1884, 
AND Cuap. 852, Acts oF 1885, anp CuHap. 317 or THE ACTS 
oF 1886. | 


Secrion 17. (As amended by Section 1 of Chapter 317 of the 
Acts of 1886.) Whoever, by himself or his agents, sells, exposes 
for sale, or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, 
substance, or Compound made in imitation or semblance of butter 
or as a substitute for butter, and not made exclusively and wholly 
of milk or cream, or containing any fats, oils, or grease not pro- 
duced from milk or cream, shall have the words ‘* IMITA= 
TION BUTTER,’’ or if such substitute is the compound known 
as ‘* OLEOMARGARINE,”’ then the word ‘* OLEOMAR- 
CARINE,” or, if it is known as ‘*‘ BUTTERINE,’’ then the 
word ““‘BUTTERINE,”’ stamped, labelled, or marked, in a 
straight line, in printed letters of plain, uncondensed Gothic type, 
not less than one-half inch in length, so that said words cannot be 
easily defaced, upon the top, side, and bottom of every tub, firkin, 
box, or package containing any of the said article, substance, or 
compound. The said stamp, label, or mark shall contain no other 
words. And whoever, by himself or his agents, exposes or offers 
for sale any of the said article, substance, or compound not in the 
original package shall attach to the said article, substance, or 
compound, in a conspicuous place, a label bearing the words 


‘“IMITATION BUTTER,” ‘‘OLEOMARCARINE,”’ 
or “* BUTTERINE,”’ as the article may be, in printed letters of 
plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not less than one-half inch in 
length. And in cases of retail sales of any of said article, sub- 
stance, or compound not in the original packages, the seller shall, 
by himself or his agents, attach to each package so sold, and shall 
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deliver therewith to the purchaser, a label or wrapper bearing in a 
conspicuous place, upon the outside of the package, the words 


‘“‘IMITATION BUTTER,” ‘‘OLEOMARCARINE,”’ 
or ** BUTTERINE,?’?’ and no other words, in printed letters, in 
a straight line of plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not less than 
one-half inch in length. 

Sect. 18. Whosoever, by himself or his agent, sells, exposes for 
sale, or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, sub- 
stance, or compound made in imitation or semblance of cheese, or 
as a substitute for cheese, and not made exclusively and wholly of 
milk or cream, or containing any fats, oils, or grease not produced 
from milk or cream, shall have the words “‘‘ IMITATION 
CHEESE,”’ stamped, labelled, or marked, in printed letters of 
plain, uncondensed Gothie type, not less than one inch in length, 
so that the words cannot easily be defaced, upon the side of every 
cheese-cloth or band around the same, and upon the top and side of 
every tub, firkin, box, or package containing any of said article, 
substance, or compound. And in case of retail sales of any of 
said article, substance, or compound not in the original package, 
the seller shall, by himself or his agent, attach to each package 
so sold, and shall deliver therewith to the purchaser, a label or 
wrapper bearing in a conspicuous place upon the outside of the pack- 
age the words “IMITATION CHEESE,”’’ in printed letters 
of plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not less than one inch in 
length. 

Sect. 19. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 317 of the 
Acts of L886.) Whoever sells, exposes for sale, or has in his pos- 
session with intent to sell, any article, substance, or compound 
made in imitation or semblance of butter or cheese, or as a sub- 
stitute for butter or cheese, except as provided in the two preced- 
ing sections, and whoever, with intent to deceive, defaces, erases, 
cancels, or removes any mark, stamp, brand, label, or wrapper pro- 
vided for in such sections, or in any manner shall falsely label, 
stamp, or mark any box, tub, article, or package marked, stamped, 
or labelled as aforesaid, shall for every such offence forfeit to 
the city or town where the offence was committed one hundred 
dollars, and for a second and each subsequent offence two hundred 
dollars. 

Sect. 20. Inspectors of milk shall institute complaints for vio- 
lations of the provisions of the three preceding sections when they 
have reasonable cause to believe that such provisions have been 
violated, and on the information of any person who lays before 
them satisfactory evidence by which to sustain such complaint. 
Said inspectors may enter all places where butter or cheese is 
stored or kept for sale, and said inspectors shall also take speci- 
mens of suspected butter or cheese, and cause them to be an- 
alyzed or otherwise satisfactorily tested, the result of which 
analysis or test they shall record and preserve as evidence; anda 
certificate of such results, sworn to by the analyzer, shall be ad- 
mitted in evidence in all prosecutions under this and three preced- 
ing sections. ‘The expense of such analysis or test, not exceeding 
twenty dollars in any one case, may be included in the costs of 
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such prosecutions. Whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way in- 
terferes with any inspector, or any agent of an inspector, in the 
performance of his duty, shall be punished by a fine of fifty dol- 
lars for the first offence, and of one hundred dollars for each sub- 
sequent offence. 

Sect. 21. For the purposes of the four preceding sections the 
‘terms ‘* butter ’’ and ** cheese ” shall mean the products which are 
usually known by these names, and are manufactured exclusively 
from milk or cream, with salt and rennet, and with or without 
coloring-matter.

Section 8. Whoever, by himself or his agents, sells, exposes 
for sale, or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, 
substance, or compound made in imitation or semblance of butter, 
or as a substitute for butter, and not made exclusively and wholly 
of milk or cream, or containing any fats, oils, or grease not pro- 
duced from milk or cream, contained in any box, tub, article, or 
package marked or labelled with the word *: dairy” or the word 
** creamery,” shall for every such offence forfeit to the city or town 
where the offence was committed one hundred dollars, and for a 
second and each subsequent offence two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 4. Every person who conveys any imitation butter, oleo- 

margarine, or butterine in carriages or otherwise, for the purpose 
of selling the same in any city or town, shall, within thirty days 
of the passage of this act, and annually on the first day of May, 
or within thirty days thereafter, be licensed by the inspector or 
inspectors of milk of such city or town, to sell the same within the 
limits thereof, and shall pay to such inspector or inspectors fifty 
cents to the use of the city or town. ‘The inspector or inspectors 
shall pay over monthly to the treasurer of such city or town all 
sums collected by him or them. In towns in which there is no in- 
spector of milk, licenses shall be issued by the town clerk. Li- 
censes shall be issued only in the names of the owners of carriages 
or other vehicles, and shall, for the purposes of this chapter, be 
conclusive evidence of ownership. No license shall be sold, as- 
signed, or transferred. Each license shall record the name, resi- 
dence, place of business, number of carriages or other vehicles 
used, the name and residence of every driver or other person 
engaged in carrying or selling imitation butter, oleomargarine, or 
butterine, and the number of the license. Each licensee shall, 
hefore engaging in the sale of any of the articles as aforesaid, 
cause his name, the number of his license, his place of business, 
to be legibly placed on each outer side of all carriages or vehicles 
used by him in the conveyance and sale of the articles as aforesaid, 
in Gothic letters, not less than one inch in length, and he shall 
report to the inspector or inspectors any change of driver or other 
person employed by him which may occur during the term of his 
license. Whoever, without being first licensed under the provisions 
of this section, sells any of the articles as aforesaid, or exposes 

* or offers them for sale from carriages or Other vehicles, or has 
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them in his custody or possession with intent so to sell, and whoever 
violates any of the provisions of this section, shall, for the first 
otfence, be punished by a fine of not less than thirty nor more 
than one hundred dollars; for a second offence, by a fine of not 
less than fifty nor more than three hundred dollars. 

Sect. 5. Every person, before selling or offering for sale any 
of the articles as aforesaid in a store, booth, stand, or market- 
place, in a city or in a town in which an inspector or inspectors of 
milk are appointed, shall within thirty days of the passage of this 
act, and annually on the first day of May or within thirty days 
thereafter, register in the books of such inspector or inspectors, 
or if there be no inspector then in the books of the town clerk, 
and shall pay to him or them fifty cents to the use of such city or 
town; and whoever neglects to so register shall be punished for 
each offence by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars.

An Act to prevent deception in the manufacture and sale of 
imitation butter. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. No person, by himself or his agents or servants, 
shall render or manufacture, sell, offer for sale, expose for sale, or 
have in his possession with intent to sell, any article, product, or 
compound made wholly or partly out of any fat, oil, or oleaginous 
substance or compound thereof, not produced from unadulterated 
milk or cream from the same, whjch shall be in imitation of yel- 
low butter produced from pure unadulterated milk or cream of the 
suine: provided, that nothing in this act shall be construed to 
prohibit the manufacture or sale of oleomargarine in a separate 
and distinct form and in such manner as will advise the consumer 
of its real character, free from coloration or ingredient that causes 
it to look like butter. 

Sect. 2. Whoever violates any of the provisions of section one 
of this act shall be punished by a fine of not less than one hun- 
dred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, or by imprison- 
ment in the house of correction for a term not exceeding one year. 

Sect. 3. Inspectors of milk shall institute complaints for the 
violation of the provisions of this act when they have reasonable 
cause to believe that any of its provisions have been violated ; 
and on the information of any person who lays before them satis- 
factory evidence by which to sustain such complaint, said in- 
spectors may enter all places where butter or imitations thereof 
are stored or kept for sale, and shall also take specimens of sus- 
pected butter and imitations thereof and cause them to be analyzed 
ovr otherwise satisfactorily tested, the result of which analysis or 
test they shall record and preserve as evidence ; and a certificate 
of such result sworn to by the analyzer shall be admitted in evi- 
dence in all prosecutions under this act. The expense of such 
analysis or test, not exceeding twenty dollars in any one case, 
way be included in the costs of such prosecutions. Whoever 
hinders, obstructs, or in any way interferes with any inspector in 
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the performance of his duty shall be punished by a fine of fifty 
dollars for the first offence and of one hundred dollars for each 
subsequent offence. 

Sect. 4. This act shall not be construed to impair or prevent 
the prosecution and punishment of any violation of laws existing 
at the time of its passage and committed prior to its taking effect. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect on the first day of Septem- 
ber next.

An Act to provide for the protection of dairy products and to 
establish a State dairy bureau. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Whoever sells or offers for sale, to any person 
who asks, sends, or inquires for butter, any oleomargarine, but- 
terine, or any substance made in imitation of or semblance of pure 
butter, not made entirely from tbe milk of cows, with or without 
coloring matter, shall be declared guilty of fraud and punished by 
a fine of not less than one hundred dollars for each offence. 

Secor. 2. Whoever exposes for sale oleomargarine, butterine, 
or any substance made in imitation or semblance of pure butter, 
not marked and distinguished by all the marks, words, and stamps 
required by existing laws, and not having in addition thereto 
upon every opened tub, package, or parcel thereof a placard with the 
word ‘‘oleomargarine ” printed thereon in plain, uncondensed 
Gothic letters, not less than one inch long, shall be fined not less 
than one hundred dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 3. Whoever sells oleomargarine, butterine, or any other 
substance made in imitation or semblance of pure butter, from 
any dwelling, store, office, or public mart shall have conspicuously 
posted thereon the placard or sign, in letters not less than four 
inches in length, **‘ Oleomargarine sold here,” or ‘+ Butterine sold 
here.” Said placard to be approved by the bureau hereinafter 
provided for by this act. Any person neglecting or failing to post 
the placard herein provided for shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than one hundred dollars for the first offence and one hun- 
dred dollars for each day’s neglect thereafter. 

Secr. 4. Whoever peddles, sells, or delivers from any cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle, upon the public streets or ways, oleo- 
margarine, butterine, or any substance made in imitation or sem- 
blance of pure butter, not having on both sides of said cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle the placard, in uncondensed Gothic letters, 
not less than three inches in length, ‘* Licensed to sell oleomar- 
garine,” shall be punished by a fine of not less than one hundred 
dollars or imprisonment for not less than thirty days for each 
offence. 

Secr. 5. Whoever furnishes, or causes to be furnished, in any 
hotel, restaurant, or at any lunch counter, oleomargarine or but- 
terine to any guest or patron of such hotel, restaurant, or lunch 
counter, in the place or stead of butter, shall notify said guest or 
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patron that the substance so furnished is not butter, and any 
party so furnishing without such notice shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than ten nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 6. The governor, by and with the consent of the coun- 
cil, shall appoint an assistant to the secretary of the board of 
agriculture, at an annual salary of twelve hundred dollars, and 
expenses necessarily incurred in the discharge of his duties, to 
assist im the work prescribed in the eleventh section of this act. 
Said appointee shall hold office for two years, or till his successor 
is appointed, unless sooner removed from office by the governor, 
and his successor shall be appointed as above provided for. 

Sect. 7. In order to secure the better enforcement of the pro- 
visions of this act and to promote the improvement of the prod- 
ucts of the dairy, the governor, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the council, shall appoint three members of the board of 
agriculture, to constitute a dairy bureau of said board, one to 
serve for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
from the first day of July in the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
one, or for such shorter terms respectively as they may continue 
to be members of said board of agriculture; and, prior to the 
first day of July in each succeeding year, the governor shall ap- 
point from said board one member of said bureau to serve for 
three years or for such shorter term, as aforesaid. No person 
shall continue to be a member of said bureau after he has ceased 
to be a member of said board, but, on his ceasing to be a member 
of said board, his place on said bureau shall be filled by the ap- 
pointment of another member of said board, as aforesaid. ‘The 
secretary of said board shall be the executive officer of said bureau 
subject to its control and direction, and said secretary shall, upon 
assuming said duties, receive, in addition to his present salary, 
five hundred dollars per annum. The governor may at any time 
terminate the service of any member of said board as a member 
of said bureau, and may appoint any other member of said board 
in his place, as above provided. Members of sajd bureau shall 
serve without pay, and shall have power to enforce all laws re- 
lating to dairy products and imitations thereof, and to employ 
such agents, assistants, experts, chemists, or counsel as may be 
necessary therefor. Said bureau, in the discharge of its duties, 
shall be subject to the general direction and control of the board 
of agriculture. 

Secr. 8. The bureau may expend a sum not exceeding four 
thousand dollars in carrying forward the work of the bureau, and 
shall make annual reports in detail to the legislature, not later 
than the fifteenth day of Jannary in each year, of the number of 
assistants, experts, chemists, agents, and counsel employed, and 
their expenses and disbursements, with such other information as 
shall be for the advantage of the dairy interests in the State, and 
they shall make full reports of all investigations made by them, 
with all cases prosecuted, and the results of such prosecution. 
They shall make detailed statements of the said expenses to the 
auditor of the Commonwealth, on which payment shall be made 
to the extent of the appropriation. 
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Sect. 9. Said bureau, and such agents and counsel as they shall 
duly authorize for that purpose, shall have access, ingress, and 
egress to and from all places of business, factories, buildings, 
carriages, and cars used in the manufacture and sale of any dairy 
products, or imitation dairy products, and shall have access to all 
vessels and cans used in such manufacture and sale, and shall have 
all the authority given by law to the State board of health and any 
officer thereof, and to the milk inspectors, in the enforcement of 
all laws relating to dairy products or imitations thereof, and in the 
prosecutions of violations of said laws. 

Sect. 10. The said bureau may work in unison with the State 
board of health, and with inspectors of milk, but they shall not 
restrict, limit, or interfere with the duties of said officers. Nothing 
herein contained shall be held to cirecumscribe the rights of said 
bureau in the prosecution of offenders of the so-called dairy laws, 
or all laws relating to milk, butter, cheese, or any adulterations or 
imitations thereof, wherever found within the Commonwealth. 

Secr. 11. It shall be the duty of the said bureau to investigate 
all dairy products and imitation dairy products bought or sold 
within the Commonwealth; to enforce all laws for the manufact- 
ure, transfer, and sale of all dairy products and all imitation 
dairy products within the Commonwealth, with all the powers 
needed for the same; to investigate all methods of butter and 
cheese making in cheese factories or creameries, and to dissemi- 
nate such information as shall be of service in producing a more 
uniform dairy product of higher grade and better quality. 

Sect. 12. All fines recovered under this act shall be payable to 
the treasury of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 13. This act shall take effect on the first day of Sep- 
tember in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one.

LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


RELATIVE TO THE 


INSPECTION AND SALE OF VINEGAR. 


Pus.ic Statutes. [Cuarrer 60, Section 69, AS AMENDED BY 
CHarTer 257, Acts or 1883. ] 


SEecTION 69. Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers 
or exposes for sale as cider vinegar, any vinegar not the legiti- 
mate product of pure apple juice, known as apple cider, or vinegar 
not made exclusively of said apple cider, or vinegar into which 
foreign substances, drugs, or acids have been introduced, as may 
appear by proper tests, shall for each offence be punishable by fine 
of not less than fifty nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 70. Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers 
for sale, any vinegar found upon proper tests to contain any 
preparation of lead, copper, sulphuric acid, or other ingredient 
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injurious to health, shall for each such offence be punished by fine 
of not less than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 71. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and the 
selectmen of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to 
be inspectors of vinegar, who shall be sworn before entering upon 
their duties. 


[Cuarter 307, Acts or 1884, AS AMENDED BY CHAPTER 150, 
Acts oF 1885. ] : 


Section 1. No person shall by himself, his servant or agent, 
or as the servant or agent of any other person, sell, exchange, 
deliver, or have in his custody or possession with intent to sell 
or exchange, or expose or offer for sale or exchange, any adulter- 
ated vinegar, or label, brand, or sell as cider vinegar, or as apple 
vinegar, any vinegar not the legitimate product of pure apple juice, 
or not made exclusively from apple cider. 

Sect. 2. All vinegars shall be without artificial coloring mat- 
ter, and shall have an acidity equivalent to the presence of not 
less than four and one-half per cent. by weight of absolute acetic 
acid, and in the case of cider vinegar shall contain in addition not 
less than two per cent. by weight of cider-vinegar solids upon full 
evaporation over boiling water; and if any vinegar contains any 
artificial coloring matter, or less than the above amount of acidity, 
or, in the case of cider vinegar, if it contains less than the above 
amount of acidity or of cider vinegar solids, it shall be deemed to 
be adulterated within the meaning of this act. 

Sect. 4. Whoever violates any of the provisions of this act 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


DECISIONS 


OF THE 


SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 


CoMMONWEALTH ¥V. Myron L. WETHERBEE. 


Suffolk. November 24, 1890. — January 12, 1891. 
Present: Fretp, C. J.. W. ALLEN, Hortmes, anp Morton, JJ. 
Municipal Court — Assistant Clerk — Skimmed Milk. 


An assistant clerk of a municipal court the approval of whose appointment 
by the justice thereof appears of record therein, is duly appointed within 
the Pub. Stats., Chap. 154, Sect. 7, and may receive complaints and 
attest copies of the record of that court. 

Under the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, as amended by the Stats. of 1886, 
Chap. 318, Sect. 2, relating to the adulteration of ‘* milk,” it is equally an 
offence to have in one’s possession skimmed milk containing a foreign 
substance with intent unlawfully to sell the same. 


Complaint under the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, as 
amended by the Stats. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, to the

Municipal Court of the Charlestown District in the City of Boston, 
alleging that the defendant, on March 27, 1890, ‘‘did have in 
his possession milk to which a foreign substance had been added, 
to wit, annatto coloring matter,” with intent unlawfully to sell 
the same. . 

The record of the Municipal Court, transmitted to the 
Superior Court on appeal, showed that the complaint was received 
by and sworn to before and attested by ‘+ Joseph J. Little, 
Asst. Clerk.” In that court, before the jury were impanelled, 
the defendant renewed a motion made by him in the Munici- 
pal Court, to quash the complaint, on the ground that Little was 
not duly appointed assistant clerk of the Municipal Court, and 
had no authority or right to receive or take oath to complaints. 
At the hearing on this motion, before Thompson, J., the fol- 
lowing, which appeared on the reeords of the Municipal Court, was 
in evidence: ‘* April 20, 1889. Then Joseph J. Little was duly 
appointed assistant clerk of the Municipal Court of the Charles- 
town District by Daniel Williams, clerk of said court, by virtue 
of Section 7 of Chapter 154 of the Public Statutes. Said appoint- 
ment was duly approved the same day by Henry W. Bragg, Esq., 
standing justice of said court, and said Joseph J. Little was duly 
sworn by said justice to the faithful performance of his duties as 
such assistant clerk.’’ The judge overruled the motion. 

At the trial the evidence was undisputed that the defendant 
had in his possession, with intent to sell the same, skimmed milk 
which contained a foreign matter, to wit, annatto. The judge 
refused to rule, as requested by the defendant, that the addition 
of annatto coloring matter to skimmed milk did not constitute the 
offence alleged in the complaint, and ruled, as matter of law, that 
if coloring matter had been added to the skimmed milk the 
offence would have been established as charged. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty, and the defendant 
alleged exceptions.

A.J. Waterman, Attorney-general, for the Commonwealth. 

Frerp, C.J. Wesee nothing in the objections of the de- 
fendant, that Joseph J. Little had not been appointed assistant 
clerk according to law, or that he had not authority to receive 
the complaint and attest the copies of the record. Pub. Stats., 
Chap. 154, Sects. 7-10, 43; Chap. 155, Sect. 6. 

In Commonwealth v. Tobias, 141 Mass., 129, it is said in the 
opinion, that the construction to be given to the Pub. Stats., 
Chap. 57, Sects. 5, 6, 7, and 9, is that these sections prohibit the 
sale. ete., of milk containing ‘* more than eighty-seven per cent. 
of watery fluid,” or ‘* less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids,” 
unless it is sold, not as pure milk, but as skimmed milk, and out 
of a vessel, can, or package marked as required by section 7; that 
the sale, etc., of milk ‘* to which water or any foreign substance 
has been added, or milk produced from cows fed on_ the 
refuse of distilleries, or from sick or diseased cows,” is prohibited, 
whether it is sold as skimmed milk or pure milk, and whether it 
contains more or less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, ete. 
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The Stats. of 1885, Chap. 352. Sect. 8, prohibited the sale of 
skimmed milk ** containing less than nine and three-tenths per cent. 
of milk solids exclusive of fat,’”’ thus establishing a standard qual- 
ity for skimmed milk. The Stats. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, 
amended the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, and established the 
standard quality of milk. These amendments have not, however, 
affected the construction to be given to that clause of the Pub. 
Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, as amended, which punishes the sale, ete., 
of milk ‘* to which water or any foreign substance has been added.” 
Under this clause it is equally an offence to sell, ete., skimmed 
milk to which water, or any foreign substance, has been added 
as to sell, etc., milk to which water or any foreign substance has 
been added; and this too although the other provisions of the 
statutes relating toskimmed milk have been complied with. That 
the article in the possession of the defendant was in fact what is 
commonly called skimmed milk was not in dispute. 

Exceptions overruled. 


COMMONWEALTH vw. HENRY P. VIETH. 


SUFFOLK Ss. ; JUNE TERM, 1891. 


This was a complaint for selling one gill of milk not of standard 
quality, — that is, milk containing less than twelve per cent. of 
solids, — on the nineteenth day of May, A.D. 1891. A copy of the 
complaint is hereto annexed and made a part of this bill of ex- 
ceptions. At the trial there was evidence to show that the de- 
fendunt was a hotel-keeper doing business at 245 Tremont street, 
Boston, and that the milk complained of was sold and delivered to 
the person alleged in the complaint, Louis F. Baldwin (a witness), 
who called for a glass of milk to be drunk on the premises, froma 
waiter in the café attached to defendant’s hotel; that the milk 
wus dipped from a tumbler in which it was served, by the witness, 
into a bottle and corked up, and then carried to the office of the 
Milk Inspector of the City of Boston; that the milk was analyzed 
by the chemist attached to the office of the milk inspector, and 
was found to contain 6.58 per cent. of milk solids, less than the 
statutory per cent. ; that the defendant was not present when the 
sale was made, and had no knowledge of the sale; that he pro- 
cured his milk from a dealer in milk, and served it to his customers 
in the same condition as it was received from the dealer, and that 
nothing had been added to the milk by the waiter or by the store- 
man in whose charge it was. 

The defendant requested the court to instruct the jury as 
follows : 

1. The evidence does not prove the offence charged in the 
complaint. 

2. Upon the whole evidence, the jury must find the defendant 
not guilty. 

3. The provisions of Chap. 57 of Public Statutes, and the acts 
in addition to and in amendment of the same, do not apply to the 
defeudant. 
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5. If the milk was delivered to Louis F. Baldwin by a servant 
of the defendant without his knowledge or consent, and in his ab- 
sence from the premises, then the defendant is not guilty. 

6. If the defendant procured the milk from a dealer in milk and 
delivered it to Baldwin to be used as a drink upon the premises 
and not to be carried away, then the defendant is not guilty. 

8. Ifthe defendant’s servants delivered milk to Baldwin pro- 
cured by the defendant from a regular dealer in milk, and added 
nothing to the milk while it was in their possession, then the de- 
fendant is not liable. 

9. Under the statute, upon an order for milk to be used as 
a drink in connection with food, the defendant was not bound to 
deliver milk containing 12 per cent. of solids. 

10. The statutes regulating the sale of milk apply to dealers 
in milk who sell the same as an article of merchandise, and do 
not apply to persons who supply milk to boarders or guests as a 
part of the bill of fare in a hotel, restaurant, or boarding-house. 

But the court refused to instruct the jury as requested, but did 
instruct them that the defendant was guilty if he sold milk not of 
standard quality by his servant in the ordinary course of his em- 
ployment, even if he did not know it was not of standard quality, 
and the fact that the milk was sold without his knowledge, or 
that he sold the milk as he received it from the dealer, would be 
no defence to the charge. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty and thereto the defendant 
excepted.

OPINION. 


ALLEN, J.: By Stat. 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, whoever by him- 
self or by his servant or agent sells milk not of good standard 
quality shall be punished by fine; and milk containing less than 
thirteen per cent. of milk solids is to be deemed to be not of 
good standard quality, except during the months of May and 
June, when milk containing less than twelve per cent. of milk 
solids is to be deemed to be not of good standard quality. It is 
contended that this provision does not apply to the keeper of a 
hotel who supplies milk to his guests, to be drunk by them on the 
premises. The evidence tended to show a sale in the defendant’s 
café of a glass of milk, to be drunk upon the premises. This was 
apparently a transaction by itself. We are unable to find in the 
letter or apparent intention of the statute any warrant for an ex- 
ception applicable to such a case as the present, and the defend- 
ant must be held to see to it that the milk so sold is of the re- 
quired standard of quality. 


Commonwealth v. Waite, 11 Allen, 264. 
Commonwealth v. Evans, 182 Mass., 11. 


The jury must have found that the sale was made by the de- 
fendant’s servant in the ordinary course of his employment; and 
for such sale the defendant was responsible under the statute, 
though he was not present, and did not consent to or know of the 
particular sale. Such is the plain meaning of the statute. The 
request for an instruction to the jury that under such circumstances 
the defendant was not guilty was properly refused. The instruc- 
tion given was properly adapted to the evidence in the case. There 
was no suggestion that the defendant’s servant was acting in vio- 


lation of orders. 
Exceptions overruled. 
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DIGEST OF SOME OF THE MORE IMPORTANT OPINIONS 
OF THE SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT IN RELATION 
TO THE LAWS GOVERNING THE INSPECTION AND 
SALE OF MILK AND OF OLEOMARGARINE. 


Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 2, so far as it authorizes inspectors 
of milk to enter all carriages used in the conveyance of milk, and, 
whenever they have reason to believe any milk found therein is 
adulterated, to take specimens thereof for the purpose of analyzing 
or otherwise satisfactorily testing the same, is constitutional. 


Commonwealth v. Carter, 182 Mass., 12. 


1. A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk, 
under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Gen. Stats., Chap. 49, Sect. 
151), although he did not know it to be adulterated; and an aver- 
ment in the indictment that he had such knowledge may be rejected 
us surplusage. 

2. It is not necessary, in such indictment, to aver that the milk 
was cow’s milk. 

3. An indictment alleging a sale of adulterated milk to a 
woman is not defeated by proof that she was married and was act- 
ing as agent for her husband, if the seller had no notice, expressed 
or implied, of these facts. 

4, An indictment under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Gen. 
Stats., Chap. 49, Sect. 151), which charges that the defendant 
sold a certain quantity of ‘‘ adulterated milk, to which a large 
quantity — that is to say, four quarts — of water had been added,” 
is not bad for duplicity. 


Commonwealth v. Farren, 9 Allen, 489. 


1. An indictment which alleges that the defendant ‘‘ did unlaw- 
fully keep, offer for sale, and sell” adulterated, milk charges but 
one offence. 

2. In support of such indictment, one who in a great many 
instances has used a lactometer for the purpose of testing the 
quality and the purity of milk may testify to the result of an ex- 
periment made by him with the same lactometer upon the milk in 
question, although no evidence is offered as to the character of the 
instrument. 


Commonwealth v. Nichols, 10 Allen, 199. 


1. At the trial of an indictment on Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5 
(Statute of 1868, Chap. 263), for selling ‘* adulterated milk, there 
was evidence that the defendant [who was a son of the owner of a 
milk route], with a companion who was in the same employment 
with himself, knowingly adulterated milk on its way for distribu- 
tion to his father’s customers, and then, having charge, with his 
companion, of its distribution from the wagon on which it was 
conveyed upon the route, caused a can of it to be delivered to one 
of the customers by the hand of his companion. Held, that he 
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had no ground of exception to instructions to the jury; that, in 
the absence of proof of any previous contract to supply milk to 
the customer, the delivery might be deemed an act of sale; nor to 
an instruction framed on a supposition that the jury might find 
that he was in the employment of his father, although there was 
no averment in the indictment to that effect.” 


Commonwealth v. Haynes, 107 Mass., 194. 


A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk, upon a 
complaint under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Statute of 188v, 
Chap. 209, Sect. 3), without allegation or proof that he knew it to 
be adulterated. 


Commonwealth v. Evans, 133 Mass., 11. 


A complaint, under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging that 
the defendant, at a time and place named, had in his possession a 
certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated milk, containing less 
than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and there 
unlawfully to sell the same, is sufficient, without further alleging 
that the milk was analyzed and found on analysis to contain less 
than thirteen per cent. of milk solids. At the trial of a complaint, 
under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging that the defendant 
had in his possession adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less 
than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with intent to sell the same, 
it. is immaterial in what manner the quantity of milk solids has 
been reduced below thirteen per cent., if the intent is to sell the 
milk as pure milk, and not as skimmed milk. 


Commonwealth v. Bowers, 140 Mass., 483. 


Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 9 (Statute of 1880, Chap. 209, 
Sect. 8), providing that ‘* in all prosecutions under this act,” for 
selling adulterated milk, ‘* if the milk shall be shown upon analy- 
sis to contain more than eighty-seven per centum of watery fluid, 
or to contain less than thirteen per centum of milk solids, it shall 
be deemed for the purpose of this act to be adulterated,’’ is 
constitutional. 


Commonwealth v. Evans, 132 Mass., 11. 


A complaint, under the Pub. Stat., Chap. 57, Sects. 5, 9, 
alleging that the defendant, at a time and place named, had in 
his custody and possession a certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of 
adulterated milk, to wit, milk then and there containing less than 
thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and there un- 
lawfully to sell the same, is sufficient. 


Commonwealth v. Keenan, 139 Mass., 193. 
A complaint under the Pub Stat., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging 


in one count that the defendant, at a time and place named, sold 
a certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated milk, to wit, 
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milk containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, and 
in another count alleging that the defendant, at the same time 
and place, had in his possession a certain quantity, to wit, one 
pint, of adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less than thirteen 
per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and there unlawfully to 
sell the same, is sufficient, without further alleging that the milk 
was analyzed and found on analysis to contain less than thirteen 
per cent. of milk solids. 

The Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 10, do not prohibit any person 

not an inspector of milk from making a complaint for a violation 
of the provisions of the chapter. 
- A complaint, under the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging 
that the defendant sold one pint of adulterated milk, to wit, milk 
containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, is not sup- 
ported by proof that he sold the milk as skimmed milk out of a 
tank marked as required by Sect. 7, although the milk was 
watered. 

A complaint under Pub. Stat., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging a 
sale of adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less than thirteen 
per cent. of milk solids, is supported by proof of a sale of milk 
which, by the removal of a part of the cream, has been reduced in 
solids below thirteen per cent., unless the milk was sold as 
skimmed milk, and out of a vessel, can, or package marked as 
required by Sect. 7; and it is not necessary that a complaint 
charging such an offence should be drawn under Sect. 6. 


> 


Commonwealth v. Tobias, 141 Mass., 129. 


At the trial of an indictment on Pub. Stat., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, 
charging the defendant with having adulterated milk in his posses- 
sion, with intent unlawfully to sell the same, an analyst in the em- 
ploy of the inspector of milk may testify to the result of his 
analysis of the milk taken from the defendant from memory, using 
a memorandum made by him at the time of analysis to refresh his 
memory, without further proof that the requirements of the Pub. 
Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 2, as amended by the Statute of 1884, 
Chap. 310, Sect. 38, have been complied with. 


Commonwealth v. Spear, 143 Mass., 172. 


At a trial of an indictment on the Pub. Stats., Sect. 5, charging 
the defendant with having adulterated milk in- his possession, with 
intent to unlawfully sell the same, an analyst in the employ of the 
inspector of milk, who analyzed the milk taken from the defend- 
ant, testified that he reserved a portion of the milk so taken, by 
putting it into a bottle, which he corked and sealed. A chemist, 
to whom the analyst delivered the portion of milk so reserved, 
testified, for the defendant, that the bottle was not sealed. The 
defendant asked the judge to rule that, if the bottle was corked 
only, it was not a compliance with the requirement of the Statute 
of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4, as to the sealing of such reserved 
portion. ‘The judge declined so to rule, and instructed the jury 
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that they might consider the evidence as bearing upon the credi- 
bility of the government witness. 

Held, that the defendant had no ground of exception. 

If, at the trial of an indictment on the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, 
Sect. 5, charging the defendant with having adulterated milk in 
his possession, with intent to unlawfully sell the same, an analys: 
in the employ of the Inspector of Milk of a city testifies that he 
added, for the purpose of preserving it, a few drops of carbolic 
acid to the sample reserved from milk delivered to him for analysis, 
it is a question of fact for the jury whether the reservation of the 
sample was in accordance with the requirement of the Stat. of 
1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4. 


Commonwealth v. Spear, 143 Mass., 172. 


At the trial of a complaint, under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 
5, alleging that the defendant had in his possession adulterated 
milk, with intent unlawfully to sell the same, the evidence showed 
that a wagon with the defendant’s name and number on it was 
- standing upon a public street in a city at an early hour of the 
morning; that the defendant’s servant was on the wagon, and 
‘there were several eight-quart cans in the wagon; that a collector 
of samples in the employ of the inspector of milk for the city 
took a sample of milk from one of the cans, which was not 
marked ‘* skimmed milk,” and that an analysis of the milk taken 
showed that it was below the legal standard. 

Held, that there was evidence of an intent on the part of the 
defendant to sell the milk, which was properly submitted to the 
jury. 

Commonwealth v. Smith, 143 Mass., 169. 


A complaint on the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, alleging 
that on the first day of July, 1886, the defendant had in his pos- 
session ‘‘ one pint of milk not of good standard quality, that is to 
say, milk containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, 
with intent then and there unlawfully to sell the same within this 
Commonweulth,” is sufficient, without negativing the exception of 
the months of May and June. 

The Stat. of 1885, Chap. 352, Sect. 6, provides that Sect. 9 of 
the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57 (which relates to the sale of adulterated 
milk), ‘*is hereby amended so as to read as follows.” The Stat. 
of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, provides that Sect. 9 of the Pub. 
Stats., Chap. 57, ‘‘ is hereby amended so as to read as follows.” 
In each section, after the words quoted, there follows a sentence 
which covers the whole subject of the original section. 

Held, that the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 3818, Sect 2, was a valid 
enactment. 

The Stat. of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4, providing for the reserva- 
tion and sealing, before commencing the analysis, of a portion of 
the sample of milk taken for analysis, is impliedly repealed by the 
Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sects. 1 and 3. 


Commonwealth v. Kenneson, 143 Mass., 418. 
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The Stat. of 1885, Chap. 352, Sect. 8, provides that no person 
shall sell, or have in his possession with intent to sell, skimmed 
milk below a certain standard, and enacts that whoever violates 
the provisions of this section shall be punished by the penalties 
provided in the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect 5. 

Held, on a complaint made under the Stat. of 1885, Chap. 352, 
Sect. 8, for an offence committed after the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 
318, Sect. 2, took effect, that, even if the last-named statute 
repealed by implication the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, the 
complaint could be maintained. 


Commonwealth v. Kendall, 144 Mass., 357. 


Placing wax upon the top of the cork in a bottle containing a 
portion reserved from a sample of milk taken for analysis, and not 
extending the wax over the mouth of the bottle and thus render- 
ing the bottle air tight, is not a sufficient compliance with the 
requirement of the Stat. of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4, that such 
reserved portion shall be ‘‘ sealed.” 


Commonwealth v. Lockhardt, 144 Mass., 132. 


An indictment on the Stat. of 18:6, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, alleg- 
ing that the defendant had in his ‘+ possession milk to which a 
certuin foreign substance had been added, to wit, annatto coloring 
matter,” with intent unlawfully to sell the same, is sufficient 
without naming the quantity. 

Evidence offered at the trial of such an indictment as to two 
samples of milk taken from the defendant’s possession at substan- 
tially the same time is competent, and the government cannot be 
required at the same time of the offer, if ever, to elect which 
sample it will rely on. 

The addition of the annatto coloring matter, whether injurious 
to health or not, is punishable under the statute. 

Evidence that. the ‘* milk was of low grade” is competent, 
although it may tend to prove another offence. 


Commonwealth v. Schaffner, 146 Mass., 512. 


An averment in a complaint under the milk acts, that the 
defendants were ‘* partners” is mere surplusage, and need not 
be proved. 

On such a complaint, evidence that the defendant was ona 
wagon with a license number on it and containing milk cans, 
from one of which was taken adulterated milk, is competent on 
the issue that he was in possession of the milk to sell it. 


Commonwealth v. Rowell, 146 Mass., 128. 


On a complaint for the sale of milk not of good standard 
quality, evidence that the milk was delivered under a special con- 
tract is immaterial. 

If a buyer of milk takes a portion to a milk inspector, the latter 
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may testify on the trial of such a complaint as to the results of 
his analysis. 


‘Commonwealth v. Holt, 146 Mass., 38. 


Oleomargarine was exposed for sale in the original package, 
namely, a tub, the top of the cover of which had been duly 
marked, as well as the side and bottom, but from which the cover 
had been removed, disclosing the superficial surface of the oleo- 
margarine without any mark. 

Held, that the terms of the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 317, Sect. 1, 
had been complied with. 


Commonwealth v. Bean, 148 Mass., 172. 


At the trial of a complaint, on the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, 
Sect. 2, for selling milk not of the standard quality, there being 
evidence that the milk was skimmed milk, and sold from a measure 
_ duly marked, the jury were instructed that the defendant would be 
liable unless he sold the milk not as pure milk, but as skimmed 
milk, and further, that he would be liable unless the buyer had 
notice or knowledge that the milk was skimmed milk. 

Held, that the instruction was erroneous. 


Commonwealth v. Smith, 149 Mass., 9. 


A complaint on the Stats. of 1886, Chap. 317, Sect. 1, charg- 
ing the defendant with selling imitation butter at retail without a 
descriptive wrapper, need not allege that the sale was actually 
made by the defendant’s agent. 

At the trial of such a complaint there was evidence that the 
sale was made by the defendant’s agent, acting within the scope 
of his employment, and that he was supplied with wrappers prop- 
erly marked for covering the article sold; and the presiding judge 
refused to instruct the jury, as requested by the defendant, that 
if the agent’s failure to use the wrappers was the result of inadver- 
tence on his part, and not intentional, the jury would not be justi-. 
fied in convicting the defendant. 

Feld, that the defendant had no ground of exception. 


Commonwealth v. Gray, 150 Mass., 327.
